LLOYD TEMPLE JACOB H. GAYKEN 


Feb. 14, 1923—June 1, 1945 May 13, 1924—May 12, 1945 
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On July 25, 1944, two military planes 
collided over Death Valley, California. 
On one of those planes, a B-24 bomber, 
was Ellis Crowley, who lost his life 
when the plane crashed after the col- 
lision. Ellis entered the Army Air 
Corps in August, 1943 and received his 
basic training at Bozeman, Montana, 
and Yuma, Arizona. After completing 
gunnery training, Ellis was assigned 
as a gunner on a B-24 at Muroc, Cali- 
fornia, where he was stationed until 
his death. He would have gone over- 
seas shortly had this unfortunate acci- 
dent not occurred. 

Born at Stower, N. Dak. on Decem- 
ber 17, 1917, Ellis was the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. A. C. Crowley. At the age of 
seven he came to Lennox to make his 


home with Mr .and Mrs. Frank E. 
Henrich. Ellis attended the Lennox 
public schools and graduated from 


high school in 1935. He attended Morn- 
ingside college in Sioux City and was 
employed in the Lennox post office for 
some time. 


In December, 19389, Mr. Crowley was 
married to Lucille Yttreness, a former 
local school teacher, and the couple 
resided at Tacoma, Washington until 
he entered the service. 


Funeral services for Corporal Ellis 
Crowley were held at the local Catholic 
chureh on August 12, 1944. Ellis at- 
tained the age of 26 years, seven 
months, and eight days. 


JOHN R. DE BOER 
While aboard the U.S.S. 
Cruiser Memphis, Torpedoeman 2/c 
John R. DeBoer was stricken with 
pleurisy on August 14, 1943 and was 
taken to a hospital in Brazil. John had 
made eight trips across the Atlantic 
and the long service at sea had caused 
the lung condition. Mr. DeBoer had 
entered the Navy in January, 1941 and 
had been aboard ship much of the time 
up to his illness. 

After his discharge from the service 
on March 15, 1944, John spent some 
time in a veterans’ hospital and lived 
with his parents, Mr. and Mrs. Pete

DeBoer, north of Lennox. On Decem- 
ber 26, 1944, he became suddenly ill 
and after spending a few days at a 


Sioux Falls hospital he was admitted 
to the veterans’ hospital at Minneapo- 


lis. On January 138, 1945, John R. 
DeBoer passed away, a victim of 
pleurisy which he contracted while 


serving his country. 

Born December 8, 1918 at Gary, John 
moved with his parents to a farm 
northwest of Lennox in 1932. His age 
was 26 years, one month and nine days 
at the time of his death. Funeral ser- 
vices _were held at the local Presby- 
terian church on January 16, 1945. 
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JACOB H. GAYKEN 


Killed in action during the last 
months of World War II, Jacob H. 
Gayken made the supreme sacrifice on 
May 12, 1945 at the battlefront on 
Okinawa Island. 

Jake was inducted into the service 
in September, 1944 and received his 
basic training at Camp Hood, Texas. 
After a short furlough at home he was 
sent overseas as a replacement with 
several other youths from this locality. 

After Jake’s death, his parents re- 
ceived a letter from Captain P. D. 
LaValle of the 305th Infantry of which 
Jake was a member. Captain LaValle 
explained that his troops had dug in 
for the night when an ammunition 
dump exploded, causing a _ landslide. 
Jacob was caught in this slide. Digging 
crews recovered his body in a matter 
of minutes but artificial respiration 
failed to revive him. Jake’s command- 
ing officer concluded that the young 
soldier's sincerity, cooperation, and de- 
votion to duty was apparent to every- 
one with whom he came in contact and 
expressed hope that the thought that 
Jacob served his country well might 
lighten his parents’ sorrows. 

Funeral services were held on Oki- 
nawa for Private Gayken and he was 
buried in Grave 286, Plot 9, Row 1 on 
May 13, 1945. The body was returned 
here for reburial in 1949. 

Son of Mr. and Mrs. John H. Gayken 
of near Worthing, Jacob H. Gayken 
was born in Lennox on May 18, 1924 
and was just one day short of 21 
years when killed. He attended the 
Lennox schools and was’ graduated 
from Worthing high school in 1942. 


HOWARD K. HILLMAN 


On May 4, 1944, Mr. and Mrs. Albert 
Hillman received word that their son, 
Lt. Howard K. Hillman was missing in 
action over Germany. Howard, a P-51 
pilot was believed to have been shot 
down while participating in aerial com- 
bat over enemy territory but this re- 
port was not officially confirmed for 
many months and the young airman’s 
many friends did not give up hope for 
his eventual return until his body was 
found buried in Germany in 1948. 

Graduating from Lennox high school 
in 19388 and Augustana college in 1942, 
Howard enlisted in the service in Janu- 
ary, 1948. After his flight training he 
was commissioned a second lieutenant 
and was awarded his pilot’s wings on 
October 1, 1948. He was stationed in 
England with the 357th Fighter Squad- 
ron and entered combat duty with that 
group in March, 1944. 

On March 28, 1944, Lt. Hillman was 
eredited with destroying two and dam- 
aging a third German plane on the 
ground while participating in a low 
level raid over France. Less than two 
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weeks later he chalked up his second 
air victory without firing a shot. In 
attempting to out-manuever Hillman, a 
fleeing German pilot crashed his Mes- 
serschmitt 109. Lt. Hillman was post- 
thumously awarded the air medal with 
two oak leaf clusters. It was on April 
24, 1944 that Howard failed to return 
to his home base with his squadron. 
Howard K. Hillman was born at 
Trent, South Dakota on May 1, 1920. 
In March, 1921 the family moved to 
Flandreau where Howard attended 
school through the sixth grade. In 
January, 1932 the family moved to 
Hawarden, Iowa and in January, 1933 
they came to Lennox, where Howard 
completed grade school and high school. 


Howard was an active and popular 
student, taking part in athletics, music 
and speech activities while attending 
high school and college. He attained 
the age of 23 years, 11 months, and 
24 days. The body was returned to 
Lennox for burial on November 7, 1948. 


VERNON E. MANSFIELD 


Killed in action on a Pacifie island 
on September 10, 19438, Vernon KE. 
Mansfield was among the first from 
the Lennox communiy to make the 
supreme sacrifice in World War II. 
Enlisting in the Army in July, 1939, 
Vernon was at Pearl Harbor with the 
35th Division at the time of the sur- 
prise Japanese attack on December 7, 
1941. Writing home shortly before his 
death, Vernon stated ‘We are trying 
to earry on the traditions for which 
our forefathers fought...and to teach 
the world that freedom, humanity and 
Christianity is the only way for man 
to live. I hope, for God’s sake, we 
succeed.”’ 


Born July 16, 1921, Vernon Mansfield 
attained the age of 22 years, one month 
and 24 days. He made his home with 
the Henry Buse family for six years 
previous to his enlistment. He was 
the son of Mr. and Mrs. Lloyd Mans- 
field of Kokomo, Indiana. 


HARVEY McCLUNG 


In an attempt to help a wounded 
comrade, Pharmacist Mate Harvey 
McClung lost his life on the Pacific 
island of Tinian. It was on July 29, 
1944 that Harvey sacrified his own 
safety to rescue four wounded Marines. 
Attached to a Marine unit as a medic, 
Harvey was fulfilling his duty, helping 
a fallen comrade, when enemy gunfire 
snuffed out the life of this brave young 
man. In a letter to Harvey’s relatives, 
a Marine combat correspondent told 
how Harvey died an outstanding hero. 
He explained how Mate McClung 
rescued four wounded Marines under 
intense fire before he was killed. Har- 
vey was posthumously awarded the 


Silver Star for bravery in action. 


Harvey enlisted in the Navy in 
November, 1942. He graduated from 
medical corps training school with 


honors and in October, 1943 was sent 
overseas. 

Harvey McClung was born on May 
31, 1923 on a farm south of Lennox. 
He was the eldest son of the late Miles 
McClung and a grandson of one of the 
community’s earliest pioneers, Gus 
McClung. He attended grade school 
south of Lennox, and Lennox and Cen- 
terville high schools. Harvey was em- 
ployed at the Army Air Depot at Sac- 
ramento, California before going into 
the service. At the date of his untimely 
death Harvey’s age was 21 years, one 
month and 28 days. 


RICHARD B. O’DONNELL 


As a result of multiple injuries 
suffered in action while serving aboard 
ship somewhere in the Atlantic, Sea- 
man Richard O’Donnell died on May 
29, 19438. Buried at sea, ‘‘Dick’’ would 
have been 20 years old June 12. 1943. 
Eldest son of Mr. and Mrs. William 
O’Donnell, now of Sioux City, Iowa, 
Richard enlisted in the Navy on June 
6, 1941, three days after graduating 
from high school. He was the first boy 
from this community to lose his life in 
World War IT. 

“Dick” attended the Lennox public 
schools until his junior year in high 
school when the family moved to Sioux 
City. Like Gerald Tellinghuisen and 
John Sinning, Dick was a member of 
the class of 1941. He also served as 
an altar boy at the local Catholic 
church for several years. Richard 
O’Donnell was born on June 125 1923 
at Centerville. 


Before going to sea, Seaman O’Don- 
nell received most of his training at 
Jacksonville, Florida, and served as an 
aviation machinist’s mate aboard the 
aircraft carrier Essex. 


JOHN SINNING 


_ Because of the many local men who 
became casualties on the Island of 
Okinawa, that name will long be re- 
membered by Lennox residents. Among 
those who lost their lives on that 
Pacific island was John Sinning, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. A. F. Sinning. Pfe. 
Sinning, a member of the intelligence 
section of the 96th infantry division, 
participated in the invasion of libera- 
tion of the Philippine Islands before 
going to Okinawa where he was killed 
in action on April 6, 1945. 

After graduation from Lennox high 
school in 1941, John was inducted into 
the Army in October, 1942. He received 
his basic training at Camp Adair, Ore- 
gon and was also stationed at Ft. 
Lewis, Washington, San Luis Obispo, 
California, and in the Hawaian Islands 


for a short time before going to the 
Philippines. 

John Sinning was 
on May 22, 1922 and attained the age 
of 22 year, 11 months and 16 days. 
Memorial services were held on June 
10, 1945 at the Ebenezer Presbyterian 
church and the body was returned 
here in February, 1949.

GERALD TELLINGHUISEN 


As a result of wounds received in 
the battle for Okinawa on May 14, 
1945, Marine Corporal Gerald Telling- 
huisen gave his life in the service of 
his country on July 13, 1945. A member 
of the 29th Marine Reinforcements, 
Sixth Division, Corporal Tellinghuisen 
landed on Okinawa on April 1 and was 
in the thick of battle until wounded. 
“Telly’”’ as everyone called Gerald, 
suffered gunshot wounds in the lower 
abdomen. He was taken to a hospital 
on Saipan where surgery was perform- 
ed. For almost two months Gerald’s 
condition improved but on May 12 an 
operation was performed to drain the 
abcess in the abdomen. and complica- 
tions set in. The_ hospital chaplain 
wrote Gerald’s parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
John Tellinghuisen, informing them 
that normal recovery followed the oper- 
ation until an acute atrophy of the 
liver developed. This, consequently, 
resulted in his death. 

On December 22, 1941, Gerald enlist- 
ed in the Marine Corps and after his 
boot training he was stationed in the 
Hawaiian Islands for two years. He 
Was home on leave for a short time 
and then returned overseas to partici- 
pate in the Okinawa campaign. 

Forn at Oldham on May 31, 1922, 
Gerald Tellinghuisen moved to Tea 
with his parents and then to Lennox in 
1931. He attended the Lennox schools 
and graduated from high school in the 
class of 1941. In spite of a permanent 
leg injury received while playing base- 
ball in grade school, ‘“‘Telly’”’ was active 
in football while in high school, which 
typified the determination which he 
displayed in all his activities. 

Memorial services were held at the 
local Presbyterian church on August 


26, 1945 and the body was returned 
home for burial in the Germantown 
cemetery in 1948. 


FLOYD SMIT 


Pfe. Floyd Smit, only son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Ben F. Smit, was killed in action 
at Maffin, New Guinea on October 2, 
1944. Going overseas in February of 
that year, Floyd had been assigned to 
an infantry unit. Shortly before his 
death Floyd wrote home that he had 
been assigned as a cook, but apparently 
he still was in the combat zone. 

Inducted February. 12, 1942, Floyd 
received his basic training at Camp 
Forrest, Tenn. On November 25, 1942, 
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Pfe. Smit was married to Wilma 
Plucker and the couple resided at Ft. 
Brady, Mich., where Floyd was on 
guard duty at the Soo Locks waterway. 


Floyd was also. stationed at Camp 
Van Dorn, Miss., Ft. Benning, Ga., 
and Fort Ord, Calif. before being 
shipped overseas. 

Reared on his parents’ farm near 


Lennox, Floyd Smit graduated from 
Lennox high school in 1937. He worked 
on the family farm until his induction. 
Born July 27, 1919, Floyd attained the 
age of 25 years, two months and five 
days. Memorial services were held at 
the Ebenezer Presbyterian church on 
Sunday, November 5, 1944, and the 
body was returned for reburial in 
February, 1949. 


‘LLOYD TEMPLE 


Having been awarded the Distin- 
guished Flying Cross, the Air Medal 
with two oak leaf clusters and four 


‘battle stars, and Purple Heart, Staff 


Sergeant Lloyd Temple was ready to 
be sent home on rotation but his plane 
did not return from that “last mission”, 
It was on June 1, 1945 that Sergeant 
Temple’s plane, a B-29, failed to return 
from a bombing mission over Japan. 
Lloyd had participated in much hazard- 
ous flying being a gunner on a bomber 
which was among the group to first 
bomb the Japanese mainland in June, 
1944. On June 15, 1944, his plane was 
forced down, because of engine trouble, 
in free China after a raid on Japan. 
Jap fighters straffed and set fire to the 
giant plane while the crew members 
hugged the ground nearby. This epi- 
sode received nation-wide publicity. 


It was reported some time after the 
disappearance of Lloyd’s plane that the 
B-29 “Super Mouse” exploded while in 
flight and that only the tail gunner 
Survived, he being blown clear of the 
plane. According to a detailed report 
by the survivor, the plane had com- 
pleted its mission and was on its way 
to its home base when the alarm to 
evacuate ship was sounded. The tail 
gunner had just started through the 
escape hatch when the explosion oc- 
curred and thereby was blown ciear 
of the plane and able to parachute to 
safety. 

Entering the service at Ft. Snelling, 
Minn. in November, 1942, Lloyd receiv- 
ed his basic training at Miami Beach, 
Florida, and then attended school at 
Gulfport, Miss. Later he studied air- 
plane engine mechanics at Chanute 
Field, Ill., and took a special B-29 arm- 
ament course at Lowry Field, Colorado. 

Lloyd Temple was born on February 
14, 1923 at Lennox, the son of Mr. and 
Mrs. John A. Temple of near Hurley. 
He attended Lennox high school and 
was graduated with the class of 1940. 
He also attended Yankton college for 
one year. 
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It would be impossible to publish the service re- 
cord of every young man from this community who 
has served in the armed forces of our country since 
the time of the outbreak of World War II. In fact, 
it has been a difficult task to compile just the list of 
names of those men and women from Lennox and the 
immediate vicinity. We venture a guess that some may 
have been unintentionally omitted. 


The emergency period following World War II 
was declared ended in March, 1946 and selective ser- 
vice discontinued drafting on the last day of that 
month. But in August, 1948 the armed forces once 


again began calling the young men to duty, some for 
the second time. On June 25, 1950 the United States 
entered the Korean war, and although the fighting on 
that battlefront stopped on July 26, 1953, our boys 
continue to answer the call, some going into the Navy, 
some to the Army, others to the Marine Corps and 
Coast Guard, and many to the Air Force. 


At the time of this writing there appears to be 
no end to the present “emergency’’. 


The brave deeds of these men will forever be re- 
membered by many, but others will be quick to forget 
the hardships, bloodshed and disabilities, both physical 
and mental, suffered by those who have been called 
upon to defend our country.

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As we celebrated the 60th anni- 
versary of Lennox, South Dakota, 
in 1939 the rumblings of World 
War II had already begun in Eur- 
ope. Few of us realized how much 
these world political disturbances 
were to affect our town in the 
years to follow. We were un- 
aware that almost every action 
and event of the following 15 
years was to be either instigated 
by or as a result of this conflict 
which came to pass. 


There were several events which 
took place in our own community 
in ’39, 40 and ’41 which are note- 
worthy at this time. The West 
Prairie church building burned 
down and in November, 1939 a new 
structure on the same site was de- 
dicated. Cargill, Inc., also began 
construction on their large eleva- 
tor in Lennox in the summer: of 
39. Of course, the big event of 
the year was the 60th anniversary 
celebration. 

In September, 1940, a new city 
fire truck was purchased and the 
following year a new community 
fire truck obtained. The new First 
English Lutheran church was dedi- 
cated in May, 1941. This represent- 
ed the first church construction 
in Lennox in many years. 


We proceeded into the new de- 
cade becoming more and more con- 
scious that we would all become 
affected by the world situation, 
and as a nation and as individuals 
we began to prepare for the strug- 
gle which lay ahead. In 1940 the 
foundation was laid for the first 
peacetime conscription of our 
young men and by the middle of 
1941 many youths from our com- 
munity had been called to the 
colors. : 

In February, the first draft of 
Lincoln county men left for their 
“on2 year” training period which 


turned out to be four years and 


more for some. This group was 
made up of volunteers and four 
men from Lennox, Arvid Gerken, 


se

Jake DeBoer, Tony Hoffman and 
Donald VanBockern entered the 
U. S. Army. Shortly before our 
entry into the war, the Army re- 
leased all draftees over 28 years 
of age. With this group Jake De- 
Boer, Henry Albers and Ottwin 
Hofer were returned home, only 
to be recalled into the service 
again within a short time. 


On Sunday, December 7, 1941, 
the most astounding and shocking 
radio announcement of this gener- 
ation was made. The Japanese 
Empire had attacked Pearl Harbor 
in Hawaii and we were at war 
with the Axis nations. In spite of 
the so-called defense program, we 
were caught short and the Ameri- 
ca-First -committee could rightly 
say, “We told you so.” 


With this act by the Japs, we 
were Officially in the fight and all 
America united to win the strug- 
gle against its enemies. Small 
towns like Lennox felt the effects 
immediately. More and more of 
its young men were called into the 
service, women and children left 
to be with their husbands and fa- 
thers, other families moved to de- 
fense areas, and the rationing of 
vital commodities began. ‘“Busi- 
ness as usual’ was a thing of the 
past and something to hope for in 
the future. 


In the months and years that fol- 
lowed we had bond drives, scrap 
drives, paper drives, rubber drives, 
used fat drives, and we even saved 
old tooth paste tubes. Taxes went 
up and up. Also in line with war 
conditions, the first trial blackout 
was practiced here in December, 
1942. The air was tense with anx- 
iety about those who had gone 
overseas but yet the town of Len- 
nox did not become fully aware of 
the reality of war until after al- 
most two years of the conflict had 
passed and the telegrams from the 
war department began to arrive. 
“We regret to inform you _ that 
VOUP SOT te i 8. ” was not a wel-

come message and in a town such 


as Lennox all were affected by 
such news. Eleven familiar faces 
were not to return to Lennox and 
scores were to return with the 
physical and mental scars of war. 


Two of the most dramatic inci- 
dents of the war involving local 
men were the experiences of Har- 
old Steever and Wayne Greer. Al]- 
though both were reported miss- 
ing in action they managed to 
make their way back to American 
forces. Steever was critically 
wounded in Africa but recovered 
after being taken prisioner by the 
Germans. After spending many 
months in prison in Northern Italy, 
he escaped and made his way south 
to freedom. Greer, who parachuted 
into German-occupied France from 
his disabled bomber, lived with the 
French underground in Paris for 


seven months before the _ libera- 
tion of that city. 
Like other towns surrounding 


the Sioux Falls Air Base, Lennox 
played host to many servicemen 
stationed at that military installa- 
tion. Those with sons in the ser- 
vice no doubt felt they had some- 
thing in common with these young 
servicemen and were eager to 
make them feel at home. 


By 1944, the United States 
fighting force had reached an enor- 
mous size. Men were being drafted 
as soon as they reached their eigh- 
teenth birthday and, unless they 
were engaged in vital war produc- 
tion work, their high school grad- 
uation present was also a going 
away present. 


While American forces were be- 
ing assembled in England for the 
assault on Europe, disaster struck 
at home. The grade school build- 
ing which so many of us had at- 
tended, caught fire from an _ un- 
known origin and on the Friday 
night of March 3, 1944 this fine 
educational structure was totally 
destroyed by fire. As the building 


burned, the grade school children

were presenting their annual oper- 
etta at the high school auditorium. 
Whatever remarks any of those 
children may have ever made 
about burning down the _ school 
were certainly not from the heart, 
for few were the children who did 
not shed tears when they realized 
that the good old school house 
was gone. The loss was not fully 
covered by insurance and it was 
not deemed possible to rebuild on 
the old site. Classes were held in 


church basements and in the high 
school until a new addition to the 
high school building was complet- 
ed in 1945. 


One of history’s best kept mili- 
tary secrets, the date set for the 
invasion of Europe, was announc- 
ed to the world a few hours after 
Allied soldiers hit the beaches of 
Normandy on June 6, 1944. The 


largest invasion force ever as- 
sembled was under the command 
of a man who was destined to be- 
come President of the United 
States, Dwight D. Eisenhower. 
Many men from our own communi- 
ty participated in the D-day opera- 
tions and they will surely never 
forget this event. 

As the European campaign was 
gaining momentum, the American 


forces in the Pacific, under Gener- 
al Douglas MacArthur, invaded the 
Philippines and Okinawa. At that 
time the United States was the 
most powerful military force on 
earth. Many anxious persons 
frequented the post office waiting 
for letters from loved ones who 
were in the thick of these gigan- 
tic campaigns. The local news- 
paper made every effort to publish 
news received from boys in the 
service and to get the local news 
to the boys via the Independent. 
At one time there were over 200 
copies of the Independent going 
overseas each week. 


The above aerial view of Lennox was photographed from a military plane in 1943 by Robert Curtis. 


The general appearance of the city remains the same today but if one will observe closely he will note the 
many buildings constructed since that time which do not appear on this picture. Much of town north of the 
Milwaukee tracks is not shown here. Also note the beauty of the many trees and landscaping. 
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Although there were few young 
men left in Lennox by 1944, every- 
one who was left strove to main- 
tain the activities of the city so 
ours would not be a ghost town for 
returning servicemen. Town base- 
ball and basketball teams played 
with fewer athletes and under dif- 
ficult conditions. Because little 
travel was possible, the _ installa- 
tion of a bowling alley in Lennox 
in 1943 was a big lift to civilian 
morale through the war years that 
followed. 

In spite of war we enjoyed the 
privilege of holding regular elec- 
tions. And so, in 1944, Americans 
filed to the poles to make their 
choice. Our city and state was 
overwhelmingly Republican but 
Franklin Roosevelt was_ elected 
to a fourth term as President of 
the United States. However, this 
term was completed by Harry Tru- 
man, I’. D. R. having died on April 
12, 1945. The most hotly contest- 
ed election in Lennox during the 
war years was held April 17, 1945, 
when electors defeated a proposal 
to create a municipal saloon in 
Lennox. A few years later, how- 
ever, the proposal carried. 

Although the victory in Europe 
on May 7, 1945 did not end all the 
fighting, V-E day celebrations 
were spontaneous as the news was 
flashed around the world. Lennox 
was no exception as church bells 
rang and sirens wailed. The end 
of the war was now in sight. 

During the week-end preceding 
August 14, 1945, false victory re- 
ports spread across the nation, 
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but early Tuesday morning on the 
14th official word was_ received 
that the Japanese had surrendered 
and V-J day celebrations were im- 
mediately under way. This, no 
doubt, was the moment we all had 
waited and prayed for and now 
loved ones would once more be re- 
united. 

Even before the end of the war 
a few servicemen had been dis- 
charged from the service and had 
come home but upon cessation of 
hostilities every week brought 
more veterans back to Lennox. 
Those were indeed days of happy 
reunions, some men by then hav- 
ing keen gone over three years. 

By the summer of 1946 the large 
percentage of those men who had 
served during the war were home. 
The main problem confronting 
Lennox, like most every other 
community, was how to provide 
jobs and housing for the veterans 
and their families in order to 
make Lennox more than just a 
“stop-over.”’ 

During World War II approxi- 
mately 265 men from the immedi- 
ate Lennox area served in the arm- 
ed forces of the United States with 
1,256 men from Lincoln county 
serving. This figure represents a- 
bout 10 per cent of the population 
of the county. Many men of this 
community and county served in 
National Guard units which were 
called into Federal service before 
tne war began. Some 8. D. units 
became part of the 34th Division 
and saw long and difficult service 
with this division in Africa and 
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The 147th Field Artillery 


Italy. 
Regiment from this area of the 
state, operated as an independent 
unit, seeing many months of ser- 
vice in Australia and New Guinea. 
This outfit was on their way to the 


Philippines when Pearl Harbor 
was attacked, and were sent to 
Australia. 

Building operations got under- 
way in grand style in the spring of 
1946 with many new homes com- 
pleted that year. Home building 
developed into a stead industry 
in Lennox, continuing up through 
the present time, providing the 
residents of this city with beauti- 
ful homes and employment for a 
score of craftsmen. One will find 
few cities the size of Lennox with 
so many new and beautiful homes. 
Approximately seventy-five houses 
have been erected in Lennox since 
the end of World War II with 
about twelve more being moved in 
or completely remodeled. 

Not only residential but also 
commercial building projects be- 
gan soon after the war. A number 
of new structures went up and 
many of the older buildings were 
remodeled to improve the appear- 
ance of the Lennox business dis- 
trict. Shortages of many _ building 
materials added to the usual diffi- 
culties of building but work advan- 
ced at a remarkable speed. In the 
first year after the war several 
businesses changed hands and new 
ones started. On April 12, 1946, 
A. M. Wilson had the grand open- 
ing of his hardware store which 
has been an active and growing

ing on south Main street soon 
after the war. The Farm Gas Co- 
op also began operations in Len- 
nox in 1946. 

In the immediate years that fol- 
lowed a considerable number of 
building projects by implement 
and automobile concerns were car- 
ried out. L. W. Dindot and Son 
constructed a new funeral home 
just south of the business district, 
which was completed in 1949. This 
institution provides Lennox with 
one of the most modern and beau- 
tiful establishments of this type. 
The chapel seats over 150 persons 
adding much to the convenience of 
families in bereavement. 

The biggest construction im- 
provement on Main street took 
place in 1952 when the Exchange 
Bank of Lennox built their new 
home situated on south Main 
street. The next year Miller’s 
Drug store constructed a fine new 
building next to the new bank 
structure. This same block had 
been greatly improved by the con- 
struction of the C. & L. Clothing 
store in 1950. Another new build- 
ing project that is noteworthy is 
that of the Northwestern Produce. 
Since 1946 this concern has built 
several buildings which cover al- 
most a half a block and are 
equipped to do a large volume of 
business. 

In January, 1947, Lennox’s old- 
est resident passed away. She was 
Mrs. Antje Buus who attained the 
age of 101. She had come to this 


community in 1877. At the time of 
her death she had 221 direct de- 
scendents, most of whom live in 
this area. 

A privately financed city impro- 
vement of major importance took 
place in 1947 when the Lennox ball 
diamond was equipped with lights 
which permitted night baseball to 
be played on the local field. The 
city later purchased the lighting 
installations from those individu- 
als who had generously and wisely 
instigated this improvement. 

In February, 1947, Lennox ex- 
perienced its worst snow storm in 
a decade, but this extreme weather 
condition did not cause any inci- 
dent of consequence. It is safe to 
say that every winter since 1947 
has had its blizzard and we cannot 
beast of any consistently mild 
winters in the past few years. 

The city officials and forward 
looking citizens began action in 
the summer of 1947 to hardsur- 
face the streets of Lennox. Pro- 
posals were made for such a pro- 
ject, with the cost to be paid by a 
special assessment of the property 
owners in this 60-block street pro- 
ject. However it was not until the 
following year that hard surfacing 
of the streets began. Most of the 
summer was required to complete 
th's work at a total cost of 


$82,000. 

Two years later a sealcoat was 
added to the hardsurfaced streets 
and extensive repair work done to 
bad spots in the surfecing. 

In the years that followed the 
war, Lennox residents became con- 
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scious of the plight of those in 
war-torn Europe when called upon 


to send food to those afflicted, 
through CARE and various 
church organizations. An even 


more vivid example of war was 
brought home when a local church 
sponsored the _ rehabilitation of 
two European displaced persons 
families. 

Because of the G. I. bill passed 
by Congress at the close of the 
war, many young men from this 
community were able to attend 
college or participate in on-the-job 
training. Courses in agriculture 
and on-the-farm training were also 
effered to veterans through this 
G. I. bill and at one time three 
vet-ag. teachers were employed 
in Lennox with about 60 veterans 
participating. 

Lennox witnessed a destructive 
fire in 1948 when the large repair 
shop of the Art B. Thomas Shows 
was consumed by flames. Only two 
weeks later another fire did ex- 
tensive damage to the Jacobson 
building east of Main street. 

On September 23, 1948, the Ger- 
mantown Presbyterian congrega- 
tion dedicated their new church 
structure. 

November brought the biggest 
news of the year when Harry Tru- 
man and his rather unenthusiastic 
followers scored an upset Demo- 
cratic victory to put Truman in the 
White House for another term. 
However, South Dakota remained 
in Republican hands. 

June 8 and 9 were the dates for 
the observance of the 70th anni-

versary of Lennox in 1949. The 
event proved to be a colorful affair 
with an estimated crowd of 10,000 
on hand to watch the two-mile pa- 
rade. More than 40 beautifully 
decorated floats highlighted the 
extravaganza. This same year the 
community’s oldest church, West 
Prairie Lutheran, observed its 
75th anniversary in September. 

As we embarked upon the sixth 
decade of the twentieth century 
the world situation seemed to have 
settled down somewhat and we in 
Lennox were no longer witnessing 
the drafting of our youths. How- 
ever, this peace of mind was 
abruptly brought to a halt when 
the Korean “police action’? sudden- 
ly erupted in July 1950. Once 
more the selective service boards 
went into action and our young 
men were marched off to what 
the administration insisted was 
not a war. Nevertheless the Com- 
munists were not using snowballs 
and the casualty lists once more 
began to appear. 

Lennox can certainly consider 
itself fortunate insofar that no 
local youths were killed in the con- 
flict. However, a number from 
this community were wounded, 
some seriously. Room _ does not 
permit a detailed discourse of this 
Korean conflict but it should be 
said that the problems and situa- 
tions arising from this war provid- 
ed new experiences for us all and 
made us aware of what kind of an 
enemy we were facing. 

Any aspirations of getting our 
federal and local governments on 
a sound peacetime basis was once 
again detained by this conflict. 
The Korean war nationally became 
an issue in the 1950 mid-term elec- 
tions and this along with other 
issues helped the Republican party 
to make substantial gains on the 
national scene. County and state 
offices were won by the Republi- 
cans by more substantial margins 
than in 1948. 

During the summer of 1951 
building continued at a rapid pace 
in Lennox. A Baptist congrega- 
tion was formed in the community 
and a new church was erected on 


the old grade school property. The 
structure cost approximately $60,- 
000 and is of brick construction. 

The city assessed valuation ex- 
ceeded $1,000,000 in 1951. 


By early summer in 1951 the 
proposed city-school building pro- 
ject was a topic of major import- 
ance in Lennox. This project 
would provide four additional class 
rooms plus a long-needed auditori- 
um-gymnasium. The project was 
strenuously supported by the local 
Commercial Club and when the 
bond issue was voted upon in July 
it was passed by a wide margin. 


Construction began in late June 
of 1952 but was delayed several 
months by the nation-wide steel 
strike which prevented delivery of 
the large steel bents needed for the 
super structure. The general con- 
tract was awarded to Gray Con- 
struction Company whose bid was 
$137,427. Harold Smith fulfilled 
the plumbing contract for $23,464. 

Work was discontinued through 
the winter but in early spring of 
1953 construction continued rapid- 
ly and by September the large pro- 


ject under the supervision of Ray 
Luken, was very nearly completed. 
The facilities provided by this city- 
school endeavor have added great- 
ly to the school system and to the 
town as a whole. 


Lennox was no exception in re- 
gard to the nation-wide excitement 
over the presidential campaigns 
of 1952. Few people in this com- 
munity seemed to be aware that 
there would be a Democratic nom- 
inee running for the presidential 
office but seemed to focus all at- 
tention on the ensuing Taft-Eisen- 
hower battle. True to predictions, 
this was a close race right down to 
the wire. In the South Dakota 
primaries only a few votes sepa- 
rated these men, Taft getting the 
nod. And so it was all over the 
nation, nip and tuck. At the Chi- 
cago convention, however, Hisen- 
hower forces managed to steam- 
roll through to victory. 


The Korean war becoming more 
and more a national shame, Ejisen- 
hower handed his Democratic op- 
ponent, Adlai Stevenson, the worst 
defeat of the century. Local inter-

Walt Brigger, Manager; John Ganschow, Carl Knock, Mrs. Elaine Ganschow 
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est was high with 591 ballots cast 
here representing about 85 percent 
of the registered voters of Lennox. 
President Eisenhower received 457 
of the total number of votes. 

Road construction reached its 
peak in this vicinity in 1952 when 
three road crews were located near 
Lennox. With the hardsurfacing 
of highways 17 both north and 
south of Lennox completed, excel- 
lent approaches to the city were 
finally in use. 

Inauguration ceremonies in 
Washington, D. C., highlighted the 
early part of 1953. For the first 
time in history such an occasion 
was televised and residents of Len- 
nox could view the spectacle by 
that medium. One _ local couple, 
Editor and Mrs. Edward Hofer, 
were on-the-spot viewers of this 
important event. 


The publishers of this book 
would like to mention at this time, 
that less than a week after inaug- 
uration day, Carlo A. Petterson 
passed away. Mr. Petterson was 
one of those responsible for the 
publication of the 60th anniver- 
sary book printed in 1939 and had 
he lived would have no doubt con- 
tributed much to this publication. 

In February, 1953, it was voted 
to incorporate the Lennox Com- 
mercial Club and steps were taken 
to do so immediately. This group 
began to plan for the Diamond 
Jubilee celebration—to which we 
are all looking forward—early in 
the year, and committees have met 
and made tentative plans under 
the general chairmanship of Fred 
Courey. 

Two events, one of world-wide 
significance and one local, made 
the headlines in the local paper in 
the summer of 1953. The Korean 
peace treaty was finally signed and 
the shooting war ceased—for a 
while at least. The other event 
was the annexation of the State 
Junior League baseball champion- 
ship title by the Lennox junior 
team, sponsored by American Le- 
gion Post No. 174. 

The city of Lennox continues to 
be governed by a_ mayor-council 
system, with the Honorable Chas. 


R. DeNeui the present mayor. 
Serving on the council as aldermen 
are Dick Mattheis and Ray Cam- 
mack, ward one; Walter Hoelscher 
and H. H. Hyronimus, ward two; 
Kenneth Brendtro and William 
Beeners, ward three. R. N. Gaert- 
ner is city auditor and H. H. High- 
street is city treasurer. Herman 
Zemke is street commissioner and 
until recently George Boom Sr. 
served as chief of police. Presently 
Herman Goeman is serving in that 
capacity. In charge of the city 
water department is Harry Sin- 
ning and. the justice of the peace 
is Tilman Larson. Joe D. Miller 
manages the city operated saloon. 


The 37-month Korean conflict 
was by no means a small skirmish. 
There were 102 South Dakotans 
killed in Korea as compared with 
209 killed during the first World 
War. Over 450 from South Dakota 
were wounded in action during the 
hostilities, and 40 were missing in 
ACHiONn Ma eA2cotals of 622:375) men 
from this state saw service during 
the Korean war. 


Lincoln county had approximate- 
ly 500 young men in the service 
while the fighting raged in Korea, 
and very nearly 100 of these were 
from the Lennox vicinity. Two 
Lincoln county men, Harry D. An- 
derson, Centerville, and Richard 


F. Clay, Beresford, were killed in 
action. Many were wounded in 
action, and one was held as prison- 
er of the communists. He was 
Paul V. Stauffacher, Canton, who 
was released in the prisoner ex- 
change on August 16, 1953.. 

Besides several houses, two 
large construction projects not 
mentioned before, took place in 
1953. These were the $50,000 stor- 
age addition to the Cargill elevator 
which was completed just in time 
to be used in the handling of the 
bumper crop of 1953, and the $45,- 
000 substation constructed by the 
Northern States Power Co., in the 
northwest part of town. 

For the most part this farm 
area has been hlessed with ade- 
quate rainfall in the past 15 years 
resulting in fine crops. This is 
evidenced by the improvements 
and fine modern machinery on the 
farms of this area which are the 
lifeblood of this community. 

What lies ahead for Lennox in 
the future, even the immediate 
future, certainly cannot be prophe- 
sized by us. But the possibilities of 
future growth and progress are 
evident, taking into consideration 
the spirit of progressiveness that 
has prevailed in the last decade 
and a half.

Marked by disaster and rebuild- 
ing programs the Lennox Public 
Schools have kept pace with the 
progress of the city in the past 
fifteen years. Today Lennox can 
point with pride to their school 
system and plant. 


Under the superintendency of 
Spencer S. Shaw, Lennox high 
school grew in enrollment and im- 
proved its course of study. The 
grade school building was com- 
pletely remodeled under a W. P. A. 
project in 1941 and in the years 
that followed extensive landscap- 
ing was done at both the grade 
and high school locations. 


With the Lennox schools on a 
good financial footing the future 
Jcoked encouraging in spite of the 
war, but on Friday evening, March 
3, 1944 fire of unknown origin com- 
pletely destroyed the grade school 
building. This most destructive 
fire in the history of Lennox start- 
ed while the grade school children 
were presenting their annual oper- 
ette at the high school auditorium. 
It was, indeed, a sad evening for 
old and young alike as they watch- 
ed a monument of learning crum- 


ble beneath the force of flames. 
The $40,000 insurance collected, 
only partially covered this tre- 
mendous loss which made it im- 
possible for the school district to 
build a comparable structure. Be- 
ing in the midst of a war also ham- 
pered efforts to construct a new 
grade school building. 


Circumstances being what they 
were, it was deemed advisable to 
build an addition to the high 
school to be used by the grade de- 
partment. While plans were being 
made and _ construction taking 
place grade school classes were 
held in the churches of Lennox. 
Late in 1945 the new addition was 
completed and classrooms were re- 
arranged to accommodate both 
grade and high school students. 
Room was still not sufficient and 
this addition did by no means sat- 
isfactorily replace the old grade 
building but had to suffice until 
more room could be made avail- 
able. 

During the war years the high 
school enrollment remained about 
the same but the grade school en- 
rollment dropped considerably as 


hools 


families left Lennox to work in de- 
fense plants or to be near army 
camps where the head of the fam- 
ily was stationed. There were 177 
children in grade school and 138 in 
high school during the school year 
of 1939-40, and in 1944-45 there 
were only 126 in the grade depart- 
ment and 144 in high school. Pres- 
ently there are approximately 140 
pupils in each department. Since 
the outbreak of World War II, 
over 200 graduates of Lennox high 
school have entered the service. 
In December, 1941, Supt. Shaw 
resigned and L. T. Uecker took 
over the administration of the 
Lennox schools at that time. 
Shortly after school opened the 
following year Mr. Uecker resigned 
to take a similar position at Ver- 
million and Lennox once more had 
to seek a new school superintend- 
ent. Marvin T. Whealy, formerly 
of Colton, was hired for this posi- 
tion in September, 1942 and con- 
tinued as superintendent until 
1950. The years during Mr. Whea- 
ly’s administration were indeed 
trying ones, with an acute short- 
age of teachers, the grade school

fire and the overcrowded condi- 
tions as a result of the fire. In 1947 
a seperate building was acquired 
for the agriculture classes which 
helped to alleviate crowded condi- 
tions. 


The present school superintend- 
ent, Elmer L. Douglas, came to 
Lennox in September of 1950 and 
has been instrumental in carrying 
out the recently completed building 
project. In July, 1951 the voters 
of the school district and city ap- 
proved two bond issues totaling 
$160,000 which enabled school and 
city officials to advertise for bids 
on the building of a city-school 
auditorium and four additional 
classrooms. Now completed, this 
project is the pride of the com- 
munity and may be looked upon 
as the cornerstone for the next 75 
years of progress. During the past 
basketball season, crowds of over 
1000 people were accommodated 
and already the new structure has 
been used for scores of civic and 
cultural activities. The Civic Audi- 
torium measures approximately 
90 feet by 140 feet. 


The main departments in the 
present high school system are: 
English, science, mathmatics, so- 
cial studies, commercial agriculture 
and home economics. Among the 
outside curricular activities there 
is vocal music, instrumental mu- 
sic, forensics, athletics, school 


teachers on the membership list. 
Mrs. Blanche Spencer served as 
president in 1953. The annual 
chicken suppers sponsored by the 
P.T.A. have made it possible for 
this group to contribute towards 
the purchase of stage curtains for 
the new auditorium stage and to- 
ward equipping the auditorium 
kitchen. Meetings are held on the 
third Wednesday each month. 


In the past few years the athle- 
tic department, under the direc- 
tion of Coach Howard Amen, has 
met with more than the usual 
amount of success. Since 1947 
Lennox has won the district bas- 
ketball title three times and this 
past year acquired the regional 
crown and a berth in the state ‘‘B”’ 
tournament. This was the Orioles’ 
first appearance in a state basket- 
ball tournament. The football and 
paper and yearbook, F.F.A., F.H.A. 
and dramatics. A_ school band 
replaced the school orchestra in 
1942 and at present there are 37 
band members. This organization 
is supported by a band parents 
club which sponsors a school car- 
n:val once a year to raise funds 
for uniforms and instruments. 


Particularly active in promoting 
Lennox school-.projects has been 
the Parent-Teachers association 
which was reorganized in 1943. 
The initial meeting of the 1953-54 
school year found 161 parents and 


track squads also have produced 
some real competitors. Although 
there has been a number of out- 
standing athletes produced at Len- 
nox high school the past 15 years, 
a boy of the graduating class of 
1954, Marvin “Mike” Poppens, 
stands out among all the rest. 


The school paper, The Pep-A- 
Graph, is published almost every 
week as part of the local news- 
paper, and a yearbook, The Len- 
Kota, is published each year. Dur- 
ing its many years of publication, 
the school paper as well as the 
yearbook, has received many high 
ratings in state contests. The Len- 
Kota was judged the best printed 
yearyearbook in three state con- 
tests. The Pep-A-Graph has re- 
ceived superior ratings among all 
departmental papers of the state, 
and several excellent ratings. 

Since the end of World War II, 
the Future Farmers of America 
club has been exceptionally active 
and has contributed much toward 
the success of the agriculture de- 
partment of the high school. The 
F.H.A. club is also active and is 
made up of girls interested in 
home economics.

By far the oldest musical organi- 
zation in Lennox, the Municipal 
Band continues to serve the com- 
munity after 71 years since its 
organization. The past fifteen 
years have seen many of the old- 
time members pass on and, though 
short on players at times, the band 
has continued in its appointed role 
to furnish music for many civic 
activities in these past years. 

Each summer the Lennox band 
plays a concert at the park every 
Friday evening during June, July 
and August. Besides regular band 
selections the programs feature 
vocal groups and_ instrumental 


soloists. The band has been called 
on many times during the last few 
years to appear at special athletic 
contests and other events such as 
homecoming welcomes for return- 
ing athletic teams. Music is also 
furnished by the band for celebra- 
tions, Memorial Day programs, 
and _ out-of-town appearances, 
Booster trip appearances is anoth- 
er role that falls to the local band 
and much credit is due this organi- 
zation in publicizing the city of 
Lennox. 

In 1942 the band purchased uni-

One of the notable factors in 
Lennox’s 75-year history is the 
way organizations have played 
their roles in community life and 
fostering progress. Comparatively 
young, of course, in its years of 
existence inasmuch as its tenure 
this year extends through some 
34 years, Brethorst-Burma Post 
No. 174 of the American Legion is 
among these. Its history and 
achievements up to 1939 have been 
included elsewhere in this book, 
and the faithfulness with which 
the veterans of World War I have 
served their community and the 
purposes of the American Legion, 
the nation’s largest organization 
composed of ex-servicemen, has 
been truly commendable. 


During the years of 1939, 1940, 
and 1941, prior to World War II, 
the devoted veterans of the first 
World War, the war which was to 
have ended all world wars, carried 
on as they had in years previous, 
with the smaller memberships not 
permitting the expanded activities 
which were to be carried out in the 
years to follow. 

There was little variation from 
preceding functions carried out by 
the post during the years of World 
War II. By 1945, however, there 
had been a marked crescendo as 
some World War II servicemen had 
been discharged and became mem- 
bers, joining the veterans of World 
War I in carrying out local func- 
tions and planning for the years 
ahead. During 1945 there was a 
sharp incline in American Legion 
membership because of the rapid 
influx of returning servicemen, 
and from the smaller pre-war 
memberships, the Brethorst-Burma 
Post became the largest of local 
organizations, showing a gradual 
increase in Legionnaires until the 
peak of 182 members was reached 
in 1948. 

The post has been active in com- 
munity affairs in post-war years. 
It has instigated many worthwhile 
undertakings; it has cooperated 
with other organizations in a num- 


ber of others; and it has been an 
important unit in the achievements 
and progress in this community. 
As a service group it has carried 
out its program well, assisted vet- 
erans and those who have been 
directly or indirectly concerned in 
many ways. It has sponsored many 
events annually and its citations 
as a result of its Americanism ac- 
tivities have been further occasion 
for pride for its members and the 
community. Its firing squad, or- 
ganized after World War II and 
neatly attired in blue and white 
outfits, has appeared on many oc- 
casions, and time and again at 
military rites in which Legion- 
naires as well as others paid their 
final respects to departed ex-ser- 
vicemen. 

In 1947 the Brethorst-Burma 
Post purchaséd the J. E. Matthews 
two-story building on main street, 
occupying the upstairs while the 
main floor, previously used as a 
drugstore, was rented to cafes. In 
1953 fire damaged the building and 
during the fall of that year the 
main floor was renovated and the 
post clubrooms shifted to the main 
floor. During the winter and early 
spring renovations were being 
carried out on the second floor, 
with the quarters upstairs to be 
occupied by the American Legion 
Auxiliary. With completion, the 
Legionnaires, as well as the Auxi- 
liary Unit, have one of the finest 
“homes” to be found in cities this 
size and even much larger. 


The Legionnaires, among many 
other things, have sponsored an- 
nually, school awards for fresh- 
men and sophomore students at 
Lennx high school, a Boy State 
candidate, Memorial Day exercises 
(jointly with the Auxiliary and 
other groups), a Junior League 
baseball team, and a pre-Thanks- 
giving Turkey carnival. 

The Brethorst-Burma Post elects 
annually in April with new officers 
assuming positions with their in- 
stallation in May. Serving as post 
commander since April, 1953 was 
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“Coy” Ganschow. Other 


commander; Tilman Larson, ad- 
jutant; Ole Johnson, finance offi- 
cer; M. D. Cavin, chaplain; Jerome 
Kleinsasser, historian; Henry Al- 
berda, sergeant-at-arms. 

New officers are: Gus Parker, 
commander; Harold Salters, vice 
commander; Tilman Larson, ad- 
jutant; Harold Steever, finance 
officer; M. D. Cavin, chaplain; Fred 
Courey, historian; Ted VanHull, 
sergeant-at-arms. 

During the last two years sev- 
eral veterans of the Korean War 
likewise have been added to the 
membership. Since 1945 the post 
has had an enviable membership 
record, and has exceeded its quota 
each year.

At the time the first sixteen- 


years’ history of the Brethorst- 
Burma American Legion Auxiliary 
unit was compiled, this organiza- 
tion was composed of 19 members 
—near relatives of the men who 
served in the armed forces during 
World War I. Their meetings were 
held in the homes of the various 
members. 

Today the Auxiliary unit has a 
membership of more than sixty 
women, the majority of them the 
mothers, wives and sisters of 
World War II and Korean veter- 
ans. They have just recently 
completed remodeling and redeco- 
rating their new meeting hall, the 
entire second floor of the Ameri- 
can Legion building, provided 
through the cooperation and as- 
sistance of the Legion ‘post. First 
meeting was held there April 18. 

Ten local matrons have served 
as president of this organization 
in the past 15 years. They are Mrs. 
L. W Dindot—1939, 1941 through 
1944; Mrs. Helmer Halvorson— 
1940; Mrs. B. A. Gedstad—1945; 
Mrs. Myrtle Gedstad—1946; Mrs. 
A. R. Hillman—1947; Mrs. Frank 
Wachendorf—1948; Mrs. Charles 
Zinn—1949 and ’50; Mrs. Clay 
Rumper—1951 and ’52; Mrs. Mel- 
roy Helberg—1953. 

Mrs. Wm. Behrends presently is 
serving as head of the Auxiliary, 
with new officers to be elected in 
June this year. Other officers are: 
Mrs. Clay Rumper, first vice presi- 


dent; Mrs. Helmer Halvorson, 
second vice president; Mrs. De- 
coort Hammitt, secretary; Mrs. 


Charles Zinn, treasurer; Mrs. Har- 
ley Steever, sergeant-at-arms; 
Mrs. Floyd Beach, historian; Mrs. 
Edw. Hofer, Mrs. L. W. Dindot, 
Mrs. Miles Carnes and Mrs. Frank 
Wachendorf, executive committee. 

Activities and _ responsibilities 
of the Auxiliary have increased 
each year since the start of World 
War II. Donations to various vet- 
erans hospitals and other charities 
continued, but added to these were 
the making of Red Cross gar- 


ments, increased donations to the 
Red Cross, blood plasma fund, the 
needs of the new veterans’ hospi- 
tals; more recently the contribu- 
tion of $100 for a drinking foun- 
tain at the children’s hospital in 
Sioux Falls; and during the polio 
epidemic in 1950 they purchased a 
$176 polio pack for use in the 
community. 

Membership in the Lennox unit 
increased to 28 members in 1943; 
to 31 in 1944; 40 in 1946 and to 
60 in 1954. 

The District Legion convention 
was held in Lennox in November, 
1942, and again in March, 1949. 
In 1953, Mrs. Melroy Helberg was 
elected vice president of the dis- 
trict. Lennox unit helped organ- 
ize the county Auxiliary in 1949 
and several meetings have been 
held. 

It was in 1946 that the Auxili- 
ary began meeting in the City 
Hall, the local Legion post having 
offered them the use of the meet- 
inz room, gave them the piano and 
also helped to equip the kitchen. 
As a result of this arrangement, 
the group began serving’ the 
monthly Businessmen’s suppers on 
October 21, 1946, providing a 
meeting place for the Commercial 
club as well as added incentive for 
attendance at these meetings. 

Since that time, members of the 
Auxiliary have served numerous 
civic banquets, as well as lunch- 
eons for various organizations and 
business places in Lennox. Along 
with other improvements ,made at 
the city hall they added new 
equipment to the kitchen, bought 
new tables and new flags for the 
unit. Recently, the Auxiliary pur- 
chased several large dining tables 
fer the school, to.be used in the 
Civic Auditorium. 

Patriotic projects include the 
presentation of medals to deserv- 
ing high school. girls for citizen- 
ship and scholarship; sponsorship 
of a junior girl delegate to Girl’s 
State, a project begun in 1947; 
and sponsorship of the local Girl 
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Scout troop. Each year the Auxi- 
liary has charge of the Flanders 
Field ceremonies on Memorial 
Day. They have increased their an- 
nual sale of Poppies from 800 in 
1939 to 2,000 the past several 
years. 

Christmas greetings have been 
sent each year to all Lennox boys 
serving in the armed forces, and 
for several years they have sent 
boxes of gifts to all those serving 
overseas at Christmas time. 

Two local Auxiliary members, 
Mrs. Charles Zinns and Mrs. 
Frank Wachendorf have served as 
volunteer workers at the Sioux 
Falls veterans’ hospital. Each 
Christmas the Auxiliary partici- 
pates in the Gift Shop project at 
the hospital, which provides pati- 
ents with free gifts to send to their 
families. 

One charter member of this or- 
ganization resides in Lennox. She 
is Miss Mary Hurley, postmaster. 

The faithfulness with which 
many of the early members have 
given of their time and energies 
to fulfill their patriotic duties to 
country and community, has serv- 
ed as an inspiration to other mem- 
bers to strengthen and promote 
the work of the Legion Auxiliary.

Study Club closed its twentieth 
year of activities on May 15, 1951 
with a luncheon at the Cottage

in Sioux Falls. The anniversary 
was observed in October of that 
year. A dramatization depicting 
the history of the club and its ac- 
tivities was presented by the four 
remaining charter members, 
namely, Miss Lena Winger, Mrs. 
L. W. Dindot, Mrs. Eilert Rippen- 
trop and Mrs. H. L. Hofmeister. 

Twenty-four local women are 
members of this organization de- 
voted to the “art of becoming 
more efficient in their homes, 
broader in their sympathies and 
more helpful to those who are 
striving to raise the standard of 
our civic morality.” 

Projects of the Study Club dur- 
ing the past fifteen years have in- 
cluded promotion of the City Li- 
brary, established originally by 
the high school association in 1931 
and later “taken over’ by the 
Club. In 1941 the city voted a tax 
levy to help support the project. 
Each year the Study Club has con- 
tributed a quota of new books to 
the library. In 1946 this group or- 
ganized a Youth Council which 
was successful in starting the reg- 
ular summer recreation programs 
for boys and girls of this commun- 
ity under the supervision of an 
athletic director. 

Study Club meetings are held 
twice a month in the homes of the 
members. A wealth of informa- 
tion has been acquired through 
the extensive reading program 
and book reviews. Topics, ranging 
from fiction to world affairs, have 
included politics, gardening, home 
decorating, music and recreation. 
Objectives of reading, as defined 
by the club are for information, 
understanding, self improvement 
and pleasure. Special speakers 
have included pastors, teachers 
and out-of-town visitors. Students 
from the local schools have pro- 
vided musical and dramatic enter- 
tainment at many meetings. 


Each fall the Study Club spon- 
sors a reception for the teachers in 
Lennox Public schools. Other an- 
nual affairs include a spring lunch- 
eon, mid-summer picnic for mem- 
bers and their families, early- 
morning spring breakfast and the 
Christmas party. 

This organization voted in 1947 
to adopt the home demonstration 
program sponsored by the South 
Dakota Extension Service. They 
began study of the various pro- 
jects in May. Their accomplish- 
ments placed third in the county 
that year and in 1952 the secre- 
tary’s record bcok was given a 
blue ribbon by the state judges.

Commerce is the lifeblood of any 
community. Like in many small 
cities, the commerce of Lennox is 
personified in the members of the 
Commercial Club. This organiza- 
tion, which includes nearly all the 
businessmen of Lennox, through 
the many years of its existence 
has been the driving force behind 
many special activities in this com- 
munity. In turn these activities 
have added immeasurably to the 
progress and prosperity of Lennox. 


Organized in 1936 this club was 
known as the Lennox Business- 
men’s Association until 1953 when 
action was taken to incorporate 
and the name was changed to Len- 
nox Commercial Club. 

Each year standing committees 
are named by the chairman to act 
in various capacities. These com- 
mittees are: roads and highways, 


membership, recreation, welfare,

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Lennox Browns Baseball 


Down through the years base- 
ball has been traditional in Len- 
nox. Few groups have brought 
as much recognition and publicity 
to Lennox as have the renowned 
Lennox Browns. 

In the few years preceding 
World War II, beginning in 1939 
inasmuch as this portion brings 
the accounting up to date through 
the last 15 years, Lennox was rep- 
resented with an independent team. 
There were very few southeastern 
South Dakota cities and towns 
consistently with baseball teams 
during the latter 1930’s, conse- 


quently Lennox was among the 
independent amateur teams, play- 
ing strong independent and semi- 
pro teams in South Dakota and 
Iowa. Until being revived in 1939, 
Lennox teams were not identified 
with the earlier popular Browns 
title, but only as Lennox. The 
Browns continued independently 
in 1939, 1940, and 1941, the three 
seasons prior to the outbreak. of 
World War II. 

During World War II, the emer- 
gency conditions and loss of tal- 
ented players in this community 
caused a suspension in Lennox

baseball activities, and an unsuc- 
cessful attempt was made to or- 
anize a team here during the 1945 
season, the year that World War 
II was brought to a conclusion. 
Lennox was represented during 
part of that season, however, in 
the Little Sioux league with 
games played at Howard Wood 
Field in Sioux Falls. 

In 1946 the Browns were reor- 
ganized and have since been a 
permanent fixture in Lennox. Since 
that time the local baseball aggre- 
gation has not only provided Len- 
nox with a commendable baseball

ed to eight teams with night base- 
ball facilities to permit playing 
two night games a week and a 
112-game league schedule, organ- 
ized the Southeastern Independent 
Baseball league. Fred Courey, 
Lennox, was elected president of 
the league, Leland Stoddard, Park- 
er, vice president, and Paul E. 
Peters, Viborg, treasurer, with 
secretary to be appointive by the 
league president. Gerald Morgan, 
Lennox, was appointed secretary. 

Teams included in this stronger 
well-knit league included Vermil- 
lion, Centerville, Parker, Viborg, 
Irene, Beresford, Elk Point, and 
Lennox. The league enjoyed a 
highly successful season, including 
a midseason special game between 
the league-leader at that time and 
an all-star aggregation of the oth- 
er seven teams; two games be- 
tween the league all-stars and the 
highly touted semi-pro Yankton 
Terry’s; and a post-season cham- 
pionship playoff of 14 games in 
which all teams participated. The 
league instituted a number of ori- 
ginal features and concentrated its 
efforts on the development and pro 
motion of amateur baseball in this 
part of the state. 

In its first year the league be- 
came recognized as one of the top, 
if not the top, amateur leagues in 
South Dakota. 

Lennox in 1954, as this book 
goes to press in preparation for 
its release for the 75th Anniver- 
sary of the City of Lennox in June, 
is again slated to be represented in 
the Southeastern Independent Base 
ball league. At the annual meet- 
ing of the league, beginning the 
second year for this eight-team 
independent amateur circuit, the 
1953 officers were all reelected. 

Dave Courey and Walter Brigger 
served as co-manager during 1953. 
Other officers included Fred Cour- 
ey, general manager; L. M. An- 


derson, league director; Sammy 
Courey, booking manager, and 
Miles Carnes, treasurer. Besides 


being a regular during each of the 
seasons Lennox has had a team, 
Dave Courey has served several 
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program but statewide recogni- 
tion. During 1946 the Browns were 
a member of a revived Southeast- 
ern South Dakota league. 

Then 1947 proved to be an event- 
ful year. Night baseball facilities 
were provided and the Browns ac- 
cepted a franchise in the South 
Dakota State Amateur League, 
then recognized as the state’s top 
amateur league and including cities 
such as Brookings, Madison, Flan- 
dreau, Mitchell, Huron, Beresford 
and Yankton, along with the 
Browns. Jim Meaghan, prominent 
South Dakota baseball figure who 
has in the last four years been 
general manager for the Cedar 
Rapids Indians of the Three-I 
league, was at that time president 
of the league, extending Lennox 
the invitation to join upon approv- 
al of the other towns, showing the 
reputation that Lennox has enjoy- 
ed as a baseball town. Lennox was 
then the smallest city in the lea- 
gue, nevertheless the Browns 
showed up well in all ways against 
the teams from the larger cities, 
including the park facilities. 

Through 1948, 1949 and 1950 
the Browns continued to have a 
team in the senior South Dakota 
State league, and it was in 1948, 
through the efforts of officers of 
the Lennox Browns that a petition 
was circulated and Lennox voters 
approved the one mill special levy 
for a summertime supervised rec- 
reation program, illustrating the 
interest in establishing worthwhile 
community recreation and_ base- 
ball programs. From 1946 through 
1950 the Browns operated inde- 
pendently. 

In 1951 and 1952 the Browns 
were sponsored by the Lennox 
Businessmen’s association and the 
team was represented in the Twin 
Valley league, which was affiliated 
with the South Dakota Amateur 
association. L. A. Shingledecker 
of Canton was president during 
the two years.

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After a lapse of almost ten years, 
the American Legion Junior League 
baseball program was reorganized 
in Lennox in 1946. Under the 
direction of Fred Courey, local Le- 
gion post athletic officer, boys of 
this community were taught the 
fundamentals of the game and, in 
spite of inexperience, won a fair 
percentage of their games during 
this first season but lost to Canton 
10-5 in the county tournament. 

Coached by Ed Rubendal the fol- 
lowing year, the Junior Leaguers 
won a four-team tournament with 
Canten, Beresford and Hudson. 
Gaining in ability, the Lennox team 
won the county title in 1948 and 
advanced to the finals of the dis- 
trict tourney where they lost to 
Beresford, 4-1. 

By 1950, Brethorst-Burma Post 
174 had developed a good junior 
baseball program and that year 
again won the county tournament. 
However the local boys dropped the 
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American Legion Junior League Baseball 


district opener to Elk Point. 

Experience and practice helped 
them make their mark in 1951 as 
the Lennox juniors went all the 
way to the State class “B’’ finals. 
After disposing of Beresford 10-1 
in the district championship game, 
Lennox went on to cop the region 
title at Brookings by defeating 
Hayti in the final game 11-4. 

In the double elimination state 
tournament-at Winner, Lennox de- 
feated Philip and Gettysburg but 
were downed twice by a big and 
powerful Gregory team. During the 
1951 campaign the Lennox boys 
won every game up to the state 
tourney. 

With practically the same team 
back from 1951, great things were 
expected of the juniors in 1952. 
After waltzing through the dis- 
trict by defeating Beresford 17-0 
in the final tilt, an unexpected turn 
of events saw the Lennox team lose 
out in the first game of the re- 


gional to Castlewood by an 8 to 1 
margin. During the regular season 
Lennox had lest only to Sioux Falls. 
With some of the mainstays 
graduating from junior ball in 
1952, a considerable amount of re- 
building was necessary in 1953 but 
this apparently was done very well 
by Coach Howard Amen. Lennox 
emerged state champion that year. 
“Tron Mike’’ Poppens, Ronald Hoff- 
man, Marion Albers and Cortland 
Carnes provided the team with ex- 
perience while all the boys provided 
the determination needed to win. 
In the 1953 district tourney Len- 
nox defeated Elk Point in the 


finals 8-3, and in the _ regional 
scuttled Colton 11-5 and Flandreau 
9-2. 

The state “B” tournament had 


been scheduled to be played at 
Watertown, but because of rain the 
last few games were shifted to Red- 
field. All this change of scene and 
delay added to the excitement and

In the first game of the tourney 
Lennox defeated Mobridge 3-1 and 
in their second start edged out 
Britton 5-4. In the third game Len- 
nox was downed by Britton 10-7 in 
an extra inning affair but bounced 
back in the final go to defeat the 
scrappy Britton nine 2-1. In this 
last game Poppens expended the 
total number of innings he was 
allowed to pitch during the tourna- 
ment and relief hurler Bob Jibben 
turned in a sparkling performance 
in the last three innings. 


Included on this Junior League 
team were Ronald Hoffman, Mar- 
vin “Mike” Poppens, Donald Cra- 
mer, Marion ‘“‘Mouse’”’ Albers, Cort- 
land Carnes, Lloyd Stack, Robert 
Jibben, Verlyn Groen, Charles 
Stratmeyer, George Courey, Ber- 
nard Braak, James Stratmeyer, 
Robert Stratmeyer, and Glen Strat- 
meyer who was unable to accom- 
pany the team to the tournaments 
because of illness. Ernie Albers 
was bat boy. 

When the victors returned home 
the following day from Redfield 
with Howard Amen and Gus Par- 
ker, Legion post athletic officer 
who accompanied them, the town 
turned out in force to welcome 
them. Over fifty cars met the team 
at the junction of highways 16 and 
17 and the city band, along with 
hundreds of residents of the Len- 
nox community gathered on main 
street for an impromptu celebra- 
tion. 

In the state championship play- 
off between the “A” and “B” 
champions, Lennox played host to 
Aberdeen. These games drew the 
largest baseball crowds in the his- 
tory of Lennox. Over 1,000 fans 
witnessed each of the two games 
and saw Lennox down the big city 
boys 4-1 in the Saturday night tilt 
and 12-8 in the Sunday game. After 
the last game Lennox received the 
state championship trophy and 
Marvin Poppens was awarded a 
special citation naming him “Play- 
er of the Year.”’

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Seeking further laurels, the local 
lads journeyed to Aberdeen to rep- 
resent South Dakota in the na- 
tional regional tournament. A\l- 
though they did not emerge vic- 
torious they made a commendable 
showing against outstanding 
teams. Lennox dropped two games 
to Austin, Minn. but defeated Far- 
go, N.D. to place third. Oshkosh, 
Wis., won the tournament. 

Although Poppens, Hoffman, 
Jibben and Charles Stratmeyer 
have graduated from junior base- 
ball, the remaining boys and new 
replacements are expected to give 
Lennox a formidable Junior League 
team in 1954. 

Lennox people were proud of the 
young men who earned the title of 
state champions, not only because 
they won the games but because 
of the fine sportsmanship and the 
determination to win displayed by 
the team. These qualities give 
promise to the future success of 
Junior baseball in particular and 
American youth in general.

HORSE AND BUGGY DAYS 


The horse and buggy days can in 
no way compare with the automo- 
bile where accidents and death are 
concerned, but proof of the fact 
that horses as well as horsepower 
cause their share of excitement is 
contained in the following article: 

“This has been a great week for 
runaways. Wumkes’ Bros. team 
took a lively spin, flopping the 
buggy about like a cork on a high 
sea and finally upset it and ran 
like quarterhorses with nothing 
more than the neckyoke attached. 
Then Felhafer’s pacer took a pri- 
vate workout without doing any 
damage. The trusty sorrel nag that 
pulls Gerken’s meat cart got frisky 
and ran away, upsetting the cart 
and doing an acrobatic turn which 
laid him flat upon his back, with 
no other damage than scattering a 
few links of bologna and other 
meats in the dust along the public 
highway. One of Otto Reiners’ 
teams contracted the fever and ran 
all the way from Dick Reiners’ 
farm home at neck breaking speed 
without doing any damage.”

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Lennox Women’s Chorus 


Organized less than four years 
ago, the Lennox Women’s Chorus 
has enjoyed four successful seasons 
under the direction of Mrs. Clar- 
ence Jacobsen, a former Lennox 
grade school instructor, who has 
been reelected to this position each 
year by the chorus members. 

The idea for a women’s chorus 
originated in 1950, and in Septem- 
ber of that year an invitation was 
extended to all women of the com- 
munity who wished to sing with 
the group to attend the initial 
meeting. Officers were elected and 
rehearsals began immediately. 

On April 3, 1951, the Lennox 


Women’s Chorus presented their ~ 


first concert in the high school 
auditorium. The program consisted 
of classical arrangements of secu- 
lar and sacred music. Charter mem- 
bers who sang in this concert are:

For one year the chorus was af- 
filiated with the National Federa- 
tion of Music Clubs, and on April 
23, 1952 they sang at the state 
convention held in Brookings. In 
addition to the annual spring con- 
certs, the chorus has appeared on 
programs in surrounding towns and 
have presented sacred concerts in 
several churches. 

In 1954 the Women’s Chorus de-

Servicemen in recent years have 
been none too fond of the Army’s 
C and K canned rations.

Recognizing the need for in- 
creased interest in, and the educa- 
tional an economical value of var- 
ious farm programs, Lincoln coun- 
ty farm families have shown great- 
er participation in farm organiza- 
tions the past fifteen years than 
ever before in the history of this 
area. 

Cooperating in Extension work 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
Soil Conservation Service, the Farm 
Bureau and the Farmers Union, 
membership has grown so as to 
include nearly all farm people in 
at least one of these programs. 

The county agent, Kenneth Os- 
troot, Canton, who has served in 
this capacity for nearly eight 
years, directs Cooperative Agricul- 
tural Extension work in Lincoln 
county, with the county commis- 
sioners and county extension board 
supervising. Helmer Hanson, Len- 
nox, county commissioner, is treas- 
surer of the board and Mrs. Tom 
O’Connell, Lennox, county home 
demonstration council president, is 
a board member. 

Mr. Ostroot assisted in the or- 
ganization of the Crop Improve- 
ment association, started at Worth- 
ing on January 22, 1947, of which 
Casper Buse, Lennox, is a director; 
the Livestock Improvement asoci- 
ation, formed on December 12, 
1951, also at Worthing, of which 
Joe Ollerich, Lennox, is a member 
of the Board of Directors; and the 
Weed Board, under state super- 
vision, organized in March 1947, 
Melvin Ulberg, Lennox, serving as 
secretary and treasurer. 


For six years, farmers in this 
vicinity have cooperated in planting 
crop variety demonstration plots. 
They are Stanley MHoogestraat, 
oats; John Rops, oats and barley; 
and Joe Kuper, flax. Fertilizer 
demonstration plots have been 
farmed by Casper Buse, Manfred 
Hill, Stanley Hoogestrat and Har- 
old Sherman. The increasing of 
new varieties crop seed foundations 
has played an important role in the 
distribution of adapted crop varie- 


ties for this area. Those who have 
cooperated with the state Crop Im- 
provement association in this proj- 
ect include John Rops, James Hul- 
less, oats; William Poppens, Home- 
steader bromegrass; Stanley Hoo- 
gestraat, Clinton oats and Marine 
flax; Orwin Fodness, Pierre rye; 
George Rops, Blackhawk soybeans 
and Ted Abbas, Clintafe oats. 

Henry Anderson, Centerville, is 
president of the Crop Improvement 
association. 

Modern practices in dairying, 
cattle and swine raising are being 
adopted by members of the Live- 
stock Improvement association, of 
which Lloyd Myhre, Harrisburg, is 
president. They also are cooper- 
ating in the fight against brucel- 
losis (undulant fever). Each year 
the Crop Improvement and Live- 
stock Improvement groups hold a 
joint banquet, which this spring 
was held at the Civic Auditorium 
in Lennox, 192 members attending. 

The fight against weeds in Lin- 
coln county has been carried on 
the past seven years by farmers 
cooperating with the Weed Board, 
with each township having their 
own weed supervisor. County weed 
supervisor last year was Melvin 
Ulberg. Land owners have learned 
how to eradicate noxious weeds 
from their property through the 
use of modern chemicals and equip- 
ment. Martin Meyer is president of 
the Weed Board. 


In 1946 there were four 4-H 
clubs in Lincoln county. Today 
there are 33 boys and girls clubs 
in the county, with five in the Len- 
nox area. They are: the Lincoln 
Go-Getters, Mrs. John Schneider- 
man, leader; Prairie Maids, Mrs. 
Marvin Skie, leader; Blue Ribbon 
Seekers, Elroy Bosman; Lincoln 
County Livestock, Roy Zebarth, 
Beresford; Cloverleaf, Jake E. 
Stratmeyer, leader. A few girls 
from here are in the Winning Ways 
club, Turner county. Members par- 
ticipate in home economics and ag- 
ricultural programs offered and 
many have been outstanding in 
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state and national project compe- 
tition. Achievement days are held 
each year at the 4-H grounds lo- 
cated near Canton. 

Home Demonstration clubs in 
the county now number 18, with 
women from the Lennox area be- 
longing to five of these clubs, Let’s 
Get Acquainted, Lennox Study 
Club, Progress Club, Know Your 
Neighbor and Friendly Fu. Several 
also belong to a Turner county 
club, Live ’N Learn. Embodied in 
the Creed of home demonstration 
clubs is the desire to maintain the 
highest ideals of home life; to place 
service above comfort; to believe 
one’s Own community may become 
the best of communities; and to 
cooperate with others for the com- 
mon ends of a more abundant 
home and community life. 

The Lincoln Soil Conservation 
District has developed to the point 
where more than 1,000 farmers are 
carrying out soil conservation 
practices on their land. This means 
that 60 per cent of the farmers in 
Lincoln county are cooperating in 
increasing the productive capacity 
of the land, removing flood dangers 
and helping to protect vital soil and 
water resources. The district was 
organized in March 1941. It is a 
political subdivision of the State 
of South Dakota, but is not direct- 
ed by any agency of the state or 
federal government. Much assist- 
ance is received from the Soil Con- 
servation Service and other gov- 
ernment agencies, but complete 
control remains in the hands of the 
Board of Supervisors, elected by 
the farmers themselves. Activities 
ef the district are directed by 
Lloyd Haisch, soil conservationist, 
with the county agent and ASC 
(Agricultural Stabilization and 
Conservation) office assisting. 

The Lincoln county Farm Bureau 
was organized April 27, 1921 and 
incorporated June 25, that same 
year. Ben B. Lawshe of the state 
organization met with the first 
group of farmers discussing the ad- 
visibility of establishing a Farm 
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Bureau in this county, with W. C. 
Scott of Harrisburg serving as 
chairman protem. On June 18 of- 
ficers were elected as follows: H. 
H. Cable, Hudson, president; W. 
C. Scott, vice president and Enge- 
bret Holter, secretary. Later rec- 
ords show J. E. Martin serving as 
president in 1929. 

Present membership in this or- 
ganization is 130 farm families, 
with approximately 30 families 
from the Lennox area. Farm Bu- 
reau stands for “improved rural 
living and a net spendable income.” 

Officers elected in November 
1953 are: Rex Luebecker, presi- 
dent; Abe Brandsma, vice presi- 
dent; Clarence Herbrandson, sec- 
retary; Merlyn Holms, treasurer; 
Mrs. Helmer Hanson, home com- 
munity director, and Mrs. A. G. 
Roe, reporter. 

Perry Local No. 558 was the 
first Farmers Union local organ- 
ized in Lincoln county. This was 
set up in the Crowley school house, 
two miles east of Lennox on Sep- 
tember 26, 1926. First officers 
elected were Bert Crowley, presi- 
dent; Tom Hurley, vice president 
and W. B. Poppings, secretary- 
treasurer. The next organized was 
Naomi, then LaValley, Springdale 
and Brooklyn, which gave Lincoln 
county five locals—sufficient to 
set up a county organization, and 
on February 16, 1931 the charter 
was received. 


The County Farmers Union was 
organized by J. W. Bachellor at 
the home of W. B. Poppinga. Ed 
Welch, Beresford, was its first 
president and Herman Pike, Sioux 
Falls, secretary-treasurer. 


At the present time there are 
twelve locals. All are very active 
and have large memberships. Last 
report from the state office showed 
the county membership at 600 fam- 
ilies in April 1954, giving the 
Union approximately 1,800 voting

A Farmers Union cooperative, a 
service station, is located in Len- 
nox and is managed by Hilert 
Wumkes. 


Young farmers who were vet- 
erans of World War II and who 
wished to continue their education 
under the G.I. Bill of Rights, at the 
same time continuing farming, 
were offered the opportunity to do 
so through the veterans on-the- 
farm training program. During a 
four-year program carried out at 
the Lennox school over 75 young 
men attended these classes, which 
were discontinued in March 1954. 
Teachers were Harold Pengra, 


Floyd Beach, James Rodgers, 
Raymond Strunk, and Carl Renz. 
The same type of training program 
has been inaugurated in Lincoln 
county for Korean war veterans. 

Parent-Teacher associations have 
been increasingly active in rural 
schools the past few years, with 
“home talent” plays having become 
even more popular than the old 
fashioned basket socials of by- 
gone days.

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Lennox First English Lutheran Church 


Serving First English Lutheran 
church in 1939 was the Rev. J. 
David Larsen. In the spring of 
1940, after clearing a debt from 
their property, this group of local 
people voted to build a new church 
structure. A dream which had been 
in the hearts of First English mem- 
bers for many years, the task was 
entered upon with enthusiasm. 
Rock, sand, and other materials 
were hauled to the site even before 
definite plans for construction 
could be completed. The old build- 
ing was sold and moved away, and 
work began on the new church on 
Labor Day of 1940. 

Dedication of the new church 
was held on May 4, 1941. Built of 
granite stone in Gothic style, the 
building was constructed almost 
entirely by the free-will labor of 
its members and friends. The ladies 
also helped by serving lunches and 
meals when they were needed. The 
finished church seated about 225 
people. 

Pastor Larsen entered the serv- 
ice of his country on April 1942 
and was assigned to duty as an 
Army chaplain. For the next three 
years the church was supplied by 
pastors from Augustana college, 
among whom were Dr. Martin Cole, 
Dr. Stanley Olson and Dr. Edwin 
Gunberg. In March 1945, the Rev. 
Richard N. Nelson, upon ordination 
came with his bride to take up the 
work of the parish. During his pas- 
torate, on Sept. 26-28, 1947 the 
congregation observed its 35th an- 
niversary. 


Continued growth in membership 
has marked the history of this con- 
gregation the past 15 years. Since 
1939 there have been 313 baptisms; 
281 members have been accepted 
through confirmation and letters 
of transfer from other Lutheran 
churches. There have been 54 mar- 
riages performed in the church and 
46 funerals. Present membership 
is slightly over 400 souls. 

When in December 1951, Pastor 
Nelson accepted a call to Flan- 
dreau, First English was again 


without a resident pastor. The Rev. 
Emil Erpestad of Augustana col- 
lege served as interim pastor until 
August 1952 when the Rev. Carl 
J. Sandbeck was installed. 


Present church officers are: 
Kenneth Brendtro, vice president; 
Reuben Mattheis, secretary; Wil- 
liam Simon, treasurer; Helmer 
Skie, Walter Ohrt and Henry Mat- 
theis, deacons; Charles Bennett, 
Oscar Skie and Floyd Beach, trus- 
tees; Mrs. Robert Curtis, Ernest 
Hoffman, Mrs. Arthur Odland, 
Mrs. Donald Van EPockern, Mrs. 
Orland Ganschow and Mrs. Joe 
Hofer, Board of Education; and 
Hilert Wumkes, Jack Steever, Rob- 
ert Curtis, Miles Carnes and John 
Schoffelman constitute the Board 
of Synodical activities. 


Because of the need for more 
Sunday school classroom space, the 
congregation voted in 1953 to secure 
a new parsonage, and the former 
Mike Agena residence was pur- 


chased. The old parsonage was 
converted into a children’s chapel 
and five-room Sunday school for 
the primary department. Member- 
ship in the Sunday school now is 
150 pupils with Walter Ohrt and 
Mrs. Donald Van Bockern as super- 
intendents. 


The outstanding part which the 
Ladies’ Aid society of First Eng- 
lish church has played in the 
growth of the church, and the 
financial responsibilities it has as- 
sumed, is worthy of special recog- 
nition. For many years, the Aid 
had as its project the paying of 
current expenses of the church and 
contributing toward payment of 
the minister’s salary.

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West Prairie Lutheran Church 


Among the congregations build- 
ing new church structures since 
1939 is West Prairie Lutheran, lo- 
cated three miles south and two 
miles east of Lennox. A fire on 
New Years day 1939, had destroyed 
the 48 year old building, and con- 
struction on the new frame church 
began that summer. Dedication 
services were held November 5, 
1939. Only the church bell was 
salvaged from the ruins of the old 
church. This was installed in the 
new tower. 

The Rev. J. David Larsen served 
West Prairie congregation until 
April 4, 1942 when he was granted 
a leave of absence to enter the U.S. 
Army as a chaplain. He resigned 
in 1943 while still in the service. 
During the interim, the congrega- 
tion was served by temporary pas- 
tors from Augustana college, Sioux 
Falls: Dr. M. L. Cole, 1942-43; Dr. 
S. L. Olson, 1943-44; and Dr. E. W. 
Gunberg, 1944-45. Following his 
graduation from Lutheran Theo- 
logical seminary and his ordination, 


the Rev. Richard Nelson came to 
Lennox and was installed on March 
11, 1945. 

In 1947 the congregation ob- 
served the 75th anniversary of 
West Prairie Lutheran church with 
a three-day program of religious 
activities. Several former pastors 
participated. 

Pastor Nelson resigned his duties 
here in December 1951 and the Rev. 
Emil Erpestad of Augustana col- 
lege served as interim pastor until 
August 1952 when the Rev. Carl 
J. Sandbeck was installed. 

During the summer of 1949 the 
church was painted inside and out, 
and a one-story addition built onto 
the north end of the building to 
provide extra Sunday school room 
and furnace room in the basement. 
Other improvements have included 
the installation of a new Baldwin 
electric organ, new carpeting and 
pews in the church, as well as the 
purchase of a new 16 mm film pro- 
jector. A new roadside fence and 
road signs are being planned in 


West Prairie Lutheran Church 
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preparation for a one-day 80th an- 
niversary observance this fall. 

The Sunday school has shown 
remarkable growth in recent years, 
with over 50 youngsters enrolled 
now. Mrs. Orwin Fodness is the 
present superintendent. New cur- 
tains have been installed in the 
basement to provide classrooms, 
and a new piano and tables have 
been placed in the back room for 
the primary department. 

Present church officers are Pas- 
tor Carl J. Sanbeck, president; 
Theodore Gedstad, Albert Johnson 
and Howard Fodness, trustees; 
Manfred Hill, Helmer Hanson and 
Gilbert Johnson, deacons; Orwin 
Fodness, secretary; Kelmer Ged- 
stad, treasurer; Mrs. Henry Sweet- 
er, Harold Grayson and Owen Iver- 
son, Board of Education; Virgil 
Fodness, Clarence Fodness and Ben 
Peterson, cemetery committee; 
Paul Fossum Jr., Al Bossman and 
Kennard Falk, Board of Synodical 
Activities. Mrs. Delonides Osvog is 
president of the Ladies’ Aid and 
Orwin Fodness is president of the 
Brotherhood. Other organizations 
active in the congregation are the 
Luther League and the Married 
Couples club. 

Since 1939 there have been 133 
baptisms in West Prairie church 
and 110 confirmands.

Keeping pace with the record 
of progress and growth attributed 
to Lennox during the past 15 
years is St. Magdalen’s Catholic 
church in Lennox, of which the 
Rev. Leonard Nemmers now is 
pastor. Father Nemmers has been 
pastor here since February 14 of 
this year (1954), also serving St. 
Nicholas Catholic church in Tea, 
as pastors before him have done. 

Father Nemmers succeeded the 
Rev. James Sullivan who served 
from October, 1948 until February 
14, 1954. During the pastorate of 
Father Sullivan many improve- 
ments were carried out, including 
the finishing of the church hall 
which since has been used for 
many church events, renovation of 
the church rectory, redecorating 
and re-equipping of the church, 
refinishing of the altars, installa- 
tion of a new heating plant, and 
new lighting facilities. Much of the 
work on the church and hall, and 
the rectory was done by men of 
the parish.

Youngest congregation and 
newest church edifice in Lennox is 
that of Calvary Baptist church, 
founded in 1951. 

A series of tent meetings held 
in Lennox in the fall of 1950 open- 
ed the way for establishing a 
Baptist church here, under the 
leadership of the Rev. Harvey 
Taylor and the Rev. John Epp and 
several laymen, members of the 
First Baptist church, Chancellor. 


On January 19, 1951 was formed 
the corporation known as the Cal- 
vary Baptist Church of Lennox. 
Elected as trustees were Wesley 
Heeren, chairman, Herman Loof, 
both of Chancellor, and Frederick 
DeBelts, of Lennox. In February 
of that year they obtained the title 
for the old grade school grounds 
from the Brethorst-Burma Legion 
post with the understanding that 
a church would be erected on the 
site within a period of five years. 

The grounds and basement were 
cleared out and construction be- 
gun almost immediately. By June, 
the sixty thousand dollar building 
was nearing completion. An all- 
brick structure, the 42’x80’ build- 
ing has a seating capacity of over 


‘300. It has a full basement, used 


for Sunday school rooms and kit- 
chen.

The past fifteen years have been 
years of progress for the German- 
town Presbyterian church. This 
congregation has witnessed the 
continued faithful interest on the 
part of its members, the erection 
of a new church building and a 
large increase in membership. 

During this time the church has 
been ably served by the following 
ministers: the Rev. Fred Siekmann 
1928-1941; the Rev. John M. Bar- 
tell, 1942-45; the Rev. Wiert Eek- 


hoff, 1945-47; the Rev. H. G. 
Schoon, 1947-51; and the Rev. 
Samuel W. Hofer, who was _ in- 


stalled in 1952. 

Plans for remodeling and en- 
larging the church edifice were 
discussed as early as 1945 and a 
fund was established. However, 
when building restrictions were re- 
leased after World War II, the re- 
modeling plans were abandoned in 
favor of the erection of a new 
sanctuary. Construction was begun 
in August 1947 and was completed 
in March 1948. Much of the work 
was done by members of the con- 
gregation. The cost of the building 
was $25,000 and it was dedicated 
on September 23, 1948. 

Through the years improvements 
have been made. The church yard 
was landscaped. In 1951 new hym- 
nals, a coat rack and a public ad- 
dres system were secured. In May 
of that same year a new Hammond 
electric organ was dedicated. An 
outside bulletin board and signs 
directing to the church have been 
erected. Many conveniences and 
improvements also have been made 
at the manse and in the church 
kitchen. 

Within the last couple of years 
a new piano has been dedicated, 
an illuminated cross secured, hear- 
ing aids added to the public address 
system and carpeting laid in the 
sanctuary. Some visual-aids equip- 
ment was purchased. 

The years have seen the con- 
gregation increase from a member- 
ship of 106 in 1939 to 235 at the 
present time. Financial status of 


the congregation bears evidence to 
the interest of the membership in 
God’s kingdom. In 1953, current 
receipts were $10,247.00 and the 
benevolence receipts were $3,535.

Edward H. VanBockern— 


The word “builder” best describes 
Edward H. VanBockern, long- 
time produce dealer in Lennox and 
resident of this community for the 
past 67 years. Born in Grundy 
county, Iowa, on May 31, 1876, the 
son of John and Christene Van 
Bockern, Ed came to the Lennox 
vicinity when only ten years old in 
1886. Mr. VanBockern vividly 


remembers how the family tipped 
over with a sleigh on the way to 
the railroad depot when they were 
to leave Iowa for Dakota. He also 
recollects how his father sold 
three eighties of Iowa land for 
$37.50 per acre and in turn bought 
five quarters and an eighty in this 
locality for $10.00 an acre. 
Edward VanBockern farmed 
until he was 27 and then he moved 
to Lennox to go into the hardware 
business with John Harms. After a 
few years in the hardware store, 
he moved back on the farm and it 
was during this second stay on the 
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farm that Mr. VanBockern’s first 
wife passed away, leaving an in- 
fant son. 


In 1908 Ed once again moved to 
Lennox and was manager of the 
Tuthill Lumber Co. for about five 
years. Then for some time he 
managed the Shanard elevator 
before buying another elevator in 
partnership with his_ brother, 
Jerry. After about a year this 
business was disposed of and Ed 
got started in the poultry business 
in which he has continued these 
many years. In 1923 Mr. Van- 
Bockern bought out the Keating 
creamery and established an egg 
and poultry business at that loca- 
tion. Since that time he has con- 
ducted like businesses at various 
locations in Lennox. Right after 
World War II, Mr. VanBockern 
started on a building program with 
his son, Donald, and constructed 
three new buildings on north main 
street to house the Northwestern 
Produce. He continued in business 
until 1952 when he sold his inter- 
est to Donald. Although retired, 
both Mr. and Mrs. VanBockern

still assist in the business from 
time to time. 

In 1911, Edward VanBockern 
was married to Amanda Muller in 
Lennox and the couple went to 
Godfrey, Ill., and St. Louis, Mo., 
on their honeymoon. A son John 
E. (Bing) resides in Hollywood, 
Calif. and a daughter, Ethel 
(Mrs. Frank Wackendorf) resides 
in Lennox, as well as Donald who 
continues to operate the produce 
establishment. Both Mr. and Mrs. 
VanBockern are members of the 
Ebenezer Presbyterian church and 
both enjoy good health although 
Mr. VanBockern’s eyesight is con- 
siderably impaired. 

In the past four decades, Mr. 
VanBockern has greatly enjoyed 
the tearing down, repairing and 
building of new buildings in Len- 
nox. He has been responsible for 
the building of eight houses and 
several business buildings, and in 
spite of his 78 years, believes it’s 
never to late to start another con- 
struction job if the opportunity 
arises.

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Edward Sinning— 


Son of Fommo and Caroline Sin- 
ning, Edward Sinning was born on 
September 3, 1899, on the family 
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farm two miles south of Lennox. 
He grew to manhood on the farm 
and then went out to White River 
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where he was employed on a farm 
for seven years. Later he went to 
Hastings, Nebraska where he 
worked for Swift & Company. 
Coming back to Lennox in 1929 to 
visit his family, Mr. Sinning be- 
came acquainted with Claude 
Spieker of Sioux Falls and the two 
of them organized the Midwest 
Hatchery in Lennox which they 
operated as a partnership until Mr. 
Spieker’s death in 1946. At that 
time Mr. Sinning became sole own- 
er of the business and renamed 
the firm Sinning Hatchery and 
Produce. 

In the fall of 1943, the business 
was expanded by the construction 
of an addition to the building. 
About 225,000 baby chicks are 


hatched each year in the five incu- 
bators which have a total capacity 
of 80,000 eggs. 


While working in Hastings, 
Nebr., Edward Sinning was mar- 
ried to Gertrude Buscher of that 
city on November 23, 1925. The 
couple have one daughter, Carleen 
(Mrs. Joe Simpkins). Mr. and Mrs.

Born on a farm south of Lennox 
on June 7, 1895, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Bruno Johnson Sr., Bruno 
Johnson moved to Lennox with 
his father as a young man in 1911. 
During 1914 he ran a dray line in 
Lennox and in 1915 started in the 
cream and poultry business which 
he still continues to operate. In 
recent years Mr. Johnson also 
was employed for a time in a soy- 
bean processing plant in Sioux 
Falls until the plant was destroyed 
by fire. 

Bruno Johnson was a prominent 
Lennox baseball figure three or 
four decades ago. He actively en- 
gaged in the sport for many years, 
and while playing practically 


every position, managed the Grays 


for several years. Bruno relates 
that the climax of his baseball 
career was the day the Grays beat 
the Browns in 1920, when the two 
teams clashed to decide which 


team got the new uniforms which 
had been purchased. On that mem- 
orable day Heine Hippen pitched 
the Grays to a 2 to 1 victory, let- 


ting only one hit. Beekman, a 
pitcher originally from Chicago, 


pitched for the Browns. 


Betting was heavy and words 
were strong that day as the fol- 
lowers of the two teams turned 
out in great numbers. Over $500 
was taken in at the gate. After his 
baseball days ended, Bruno played 
softball for many years with vari- 
ous local teams and gained recog- 
nition as a slow-ball pitcher. 


Mr. Johnson served on the city 
council for 10 years, the last six as 
mayor up until 1948. He was ac- 
tive in starting the city park, hav- 
ing helped plant the trees and then 
hauled water with a horse drawn 
water tank all during the summer 
of 1914 to get the young trees 
started. 


Bruno Johnson was united in 
marriage with Minnie VanBock- 
ern in 1914, in Lennox, and six 
children were born to this union. 
They are Leland, Dale, Lorraine 
(Mrs. Fred Sweeter), Joyce (Mrs. 
Bernard Kaskie), Darlene (Mrs. 
Philip Alberts) and Ruth.

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John James Curtis— 


The grandson of a Civil War vet- 
eran and son of a Delaware town- 
ship homesteader, J. J. Curtis has 
spent nearly all of his life in this 
community. He was born on the 
family homestead ten miles south 
of Lennox on April 9, 1887, the 
son of Wallace and Christina Cur- 
tis. When “Jim’’ was only six 
months old the family moved to 
Lennox where he attended grade 
and high school. While working 
in Dr. Slaman’s cement plant he 
studied telegraphy at night at the 
local Milwaukee depot under the 
tutelage of the depot agent, Dennis 
Moran. 


His first job with the Milwau- 
kee road was in 1906 when he se- 
cured the position of assistant to 
the telegrapher at Parker for one 
year and then he spent about one 
year at Chamberlain as a tele- 
grapher. After this he worked at 
Marion, Chancellor, Menno and 
then went back to Chancellor for 
about three years, before coming 
to Lennox as depot agent in 1920. 
This position he has held ever 
since and has witnessed many 


‘changes on the Milwaukee line 


during his 46 years of railroad 
service. Mr. Curtis recalls that 
between 1908 and 1912 there were 
four freights and four passenger 
trains going through Lennox daily 
but that in those days small en- 
gines were used and those four 
freights could not have pulled the 
volume of freight that goes 
through today being pulled by the 
new modern diesel engines. In the 
many years Mr. Curtis has been 
here, there never has been a major 
railroad disaster in this vicinity 
which is a credit to the line. His 
greatest satisfaction from his long 
service was realized last year 
when he received his 45-year life-

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Heddie H. Highstreet— 


A life-long resident of this com- 
munity, Heddie Highstreet was 
born on a farm northwest of Len- 
nox October 11, 1887, the son of 
Henry and Jennie Highstreet. 
While still in grade school, his par- 
ents moved to Lennox and “Hy” 
finished his education in the Len- 
nox public schools. After school 
hours Heddie would go to the 


Great Northern depot and practice 
telegraphy under the guidance of 
R. E. Cross, who was then depot 
agent. His first job with the rail- 
road was that of helper in the de- 
pot at Garretson and after work- 
ing there for about a year he as- 
sumed the position of depot agent 
at Davis in 1908. He remained in 
Davis until 1912 when he became 
depot agent in Lennox. 

Mr. Highstreet’s railroad career 
was interrupted in October, 1917 
when he entered the army. He 
joined the 89th Machinegun Bn. 
and saw combat duty with the out- 
fit in France, arriving overseas in 
April, 1918. After the Armistice 
“Hy’s” outfit was obliged to re- 
main in Germany for occupation 
duty and did not get back to the 
States until the spring of 1919. 
He well recalls marching from 
France to Germany and arriving 
at their destination on Christmas 
Eve after two weeks on the road. 

Like other branch lines, the 
Great Northern line through Len- 


/ nox has suffered much with the 


advent and advancement of high- 
way travel. Heddie points out that 


for many years there were two 
freights and four passenger trains 
daily on the Great Northern and 
many extra trains were formed 
for big cattle shipments from 
points in this vicinity. 

Both Heddie and his brother 
Dick were for many years the 
mainstays of the Lennox Browns 
pitching staff and both had a rep- 
utation of being among the best 
pitchers in this part of the state. 
One can hardly talk about the 
Lennox Browns of yesteryears 
without the name Highstreet being 
mentioned. Heddie played with the 
Browns from 1910 to 1917 and 
during those years pitched against 
a wide array of traveling profes- 
sional teams and those from sur- 
rounding towns. 

After being discharged from the 
service in 1919, Mr. Highstreet re- 
summed his duties with the rail- 
road in Lennox and continued as 
depot agent until 1947 when he re- 
tired on account of poor eyesight. 
Still very active, Heddie bowls 
each week and enjoys other sports 
as a spectator. For a time after 
his retirement he did bookkeeping 
work and now is city treasurer. 


Reared in the Presbyterian faith, 
Heddie is a member of the local 
Masonic groups and is a mem- 
ber of the Shrine. 


Frank E. Henrich— 


Born in Hurley, South Dakota 
on September 1, 1892, son of Mr. 
and Mrs. E. S. Henrich, Frank 
Henrich moved to Alton, Iowa, 
with his parents in 1901. There he 
finished grade and high school and 
then went to Dubuque, Iowa where 
he attended Loras college for two 
years up to 1924. 

Frank’s first job after complet- 
ing his formal education was at 
Beresford where he worked in the 
lumber yard for $35 a month. In 
1915 he came to Lennox to fill in 
at the local Slagle yard as relief 
manager for three months but in- 
stead Frank remained as manager 
of the yard for 35 years. He dis- 
continued the management of the 


Jumber firm in 1950 and until re- 


75 


cently operated a home suply and 
service establishment in Lennox. 

Through these many years Mr. 
Henrich has been very active in 
promoting the construction of new 
homes and business buildings in 
Lennox. He firmly believes that 
the city must obtain more industry 
if it is to remain economically 
healthy and advocates that more 
effort be expended in obtaining 


such industry as is suited to this 
region. At one time Mr. Henrich 
operated a corn cribbing manu- 
facturing plant at the lumber yard. 


On October 17, 1917 Frank E. 
Henrich was married to Genevieve 
Fitzgerald of Lennox and to this 
union two children were born. Son 
Francis row is a Naval officer and 
their daughter, Mary Ellen, passed 
away at the age of 10 in 1938. The 
Henriches also made a home for 
a nephew and a niece, Ellis and 
Patty Crowley (Mrs. Sidney Jac- 
obs), the former losing his life in 
World War II. 

Mr. and Mrs. Henrich are mem- 
bers of St. Magdalen Catholic 
church.

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Dr. Henri P. Volin— 


On Easter Sunday, April 5, 1885 
Henri Porter Volin, son of Henry 
and Minnie Volin, was born in the 
town named after his father—Vo- 
lin, South Dakota. The elder Mr. 
Volin had homesteaded there and 
owned the townsite. 


Dr. Volin finished his grade and 
high school education in Volin and 
then went to Madison where he at- 
tended normal school for one year. 
He then went to State college 
where he graduated in pharmacy. 
After his graduation at State he 
enrolled in the medical school of 
Northwestern university in Chica- 
go and graduated from that insti- 
tution in 1910. Young Dr. Volin 
then interned at Chicago hospital 
for one year. 

After passing the state medical 
board examinations, Dr. Volin set 
up his first practice at Reliance. 
He remained there for about a 
year and a half and during this 
early practice he met Loretto Mc- 
Ilvanne and the couple were mar- 
ried in 1912. Mrs. Volin’s home 
was at Beresford at that time but 
she was visiting relatives near 
Reliance when she became serious- 
ly ill and Dr. Volin performed an 
emergency appendix operation 
without the assistance of other 
professional help or hospital equip- 
ment. This, by the way, was the 
first appendectomy the doctor per- 
formed. 

After their marriage, the young 
couple sailed for Europe where 
they spent about six months. Dur- 
ing this time Dr. Volin studied 
eye, ear, nose and throat special- 
ist work at Moorfield eye hospital 
in London, England and at the 
London Royal ear, nose and throat 
college for about four months. 

Coming to Lennox in 1914, Dr. 
Volin was associated in medical 
practice with Dr. Sam Young un- 
til 1920. For about two years, un- 
til 1953, Dr. Volin and Dr. Low 
conducted their practices in part- 
nership at the Lennox Clinic and 
at present Dr. Volin is located at 
his newly remodeled offices in the 
old Exchange Bank building. 
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During his 40 years in Lennox, 
Dr. Volin estimates that he has 
delivered somewhat over 3,000 
babies—quite a few twins, but no 
triplets. Through blizzards and 
other storms “Doc’’ has raced with

the stork many times, and when 
he could get no farther with the 
car he has finished his trip on foot. 
Among his most unpleasant ex- 
periences as a doctor have been 
the many fatal car accidents to 
which he has been summoned. 

Although nearly all his time, 
both night and day, is occupied by 
his medical practice, Dr. Volin ser- 
ved on the city council for eight 
years from 1938 to 1946. 

Four children were born to Dr. 
and Mrs. Volin. Verlynne, their 
eldest son, now is a doctor in 
Sioux Falls. James passed away 
when about a year old. Their two 
daughters are Maxine and Lor- 
etto (Mrs. Robert Johnston).

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Dr. Howard L. Hofmeister 


“Doc” Hofmeister, who for 26 
years carried on his dental prac- 
tice here, was reared in Lennox so 
was a part of this community for 
many more years than those he 
spent here as a dentist. 

Born at Rock Grove, Illinois on 
August 26, 1889, son of Herman 
and Lydia Hofmeister, Howard L. 
Hofmeister came to Lennox in 


August, 1899 with his parents. 
The elder Mr. Hofmeister continu- 
ed to live in Lennox until 1919, 
during which time he operated an 
undertaking establishment How- 
ard received his grade and high 
school education in Lennox and 
then attended Simpson college at 
Indianola, Iowa for one year. He 
then entered the Chicago College 
of Dental Surgery in Chicago, 
from which he graduated in 1911. 
Dr. Hofmeister carried on _ his 
dental practice at Canova, Yank- 
ton and Sioux Falls before return- 
ing to Lennox in May, 1928.

During their many 
years in Lennox, Mrs. Hofmeister 
has been active in civic affairs and 
the Ladies’ Aid of the local Luth- 
eran church of which she is a 
member. She was instrumental in 
organizing the Ashley memorial 
library and before her marriage 
taught in Lennox, Mitchell and 
Sioux Falls after graduating from 
the Chicago Conservatory of Music

For six years Dr. Hofmeister 
served on the city council and was 
past president of the district den- 
tal association, being a member of 
the American Dental Association.

Born November 11, 1900 in the 
Ukraine, Russia, Solomon Bailin 
came to this country in 1911 with 


-his parents, Abraham and Bessie 


Bailin. The family settled in Sioux 
City, Iowa and while going to 
school Sol sold newspapers. In 
1914 he and his brother, Sam, went 
into the grocery business in Sioux 
City and this partnership continu- 
ed until 1918 when Sol sold his in- 
terest to his brother. After this 
first venture into business, Mr. 
Bailin went to work for Davidson 
Brothers in Sioux City but con- 
tinued at that firm for only short 
time. 

It was in March, 1919 that Sol 
Bailin first engaged in the general 
merchandise business operations 
in Lennox.

Mr. Bailin was united in mar- 
riage to Huldah Klein of New 
York on March 30, 1921 and to 
this union three sons were born. 
Harold, the eldest, operates the 
store at Centerville and also 
manages the Williams Investment 
company at Sioux Falls. Marvin 
is an attorney with the firm of 
Christopherson and Bailin in Sioux 
Falls and Charles is attending the 
University of Iowa. The family re- 
sided in Lennox until 1937 when 
they took up their residence in 
Sioux Falls and since that time 
Sol has made daily trips to Len- 
nox to manage his business. 

During his 35 years in Lennox 
Mr. Bailin has witnessed numerous 
changes and states that the many 
trials during wars, drought, grass- 
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hoppers and bank failures were — 
overcome and the business able to 
survive by renewed effort and the 
application of new ideas. 

Mr. Bailin served as a director 
of the Exchange Bank for two 
years and has been a member of 
the Lennox Masonic Lodge since 
1921. He also is a member of the 
Consistory and Shrine organiza- 
tion of Sioux Falls. For two years 
he served as president of the Mt. 
Zion Brotherhood in Sioux Falls 
and also is a past president of the 
B’nai Brith lodge of Sioux Falls, a 
national Jewish organization.

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Art B. Thomas— 


Art B. Thomas, dean of South 
Dakota showmen, has for the past 
twenty-five years operated one of 
the most widely-known carnival 
companies in the upper Midwest. 
Starting in August 1928, with only 
a ferris wheel, Mr. Thomas, in just 
a few years, built the show into a 
large enterprise. 

Born June 7, 1899 at Buckeye, 
Iowa, the son of Herman and Grace 
Thoms, Art B. Thomas attended 
grade school in that town. He 
moved to Albert Lea, Minnesota, 


with his parents and attended high 
school there. At the age of 17 years 
he began working part time on the 
railroad as a fireman and engineer 
and continued on this job for seven 
years. In 1924 Mr. Thomas went 
into the theater business at Hur- 
ley, having learned to operate a 
movie projector while working in 
a theatre at Oaks, North Dakota. 


It was in 1927 that Art Thomas 
purchased the theater in Lennox. 
He operated this business for two 
years. Shortly after entering the 
traveling show business, the name 
Thomas was adopted by him for 
business purposes as it is a more 
common name. 

In 1931 the Art B. Thomas 
Shows originated the idea of pre- 
senting free vaudeville and circus 
acts along with the carnival mid- 


way at each town they played in 
order to draw greater crowds to 
the celebrations. The idea proved 
successful and still is being used. 
Two units were put into operation 
by Mr. Thomas in 1936 and three 
units have been operated during 
some seasons. 

Bernard Thomas, a nephew of 
Art’s, purchased an interest in the 
enterprise in 1947 and since that 
time have managed separate units. 

Today the Art B. Thomas Shows 
utilizes as many as 56 pieces of 
hauling equipment at times, to 
move more than 25 rides and other 
apparatus. During the show season 
each unit plays from 60 to 65 spots, 
leaving Lennox about the middle 
of May and returning the early 
part of October. 

During his years in show busi- 
ness Mr. Thomas has had many ex- 
citing and memorable experiences, 
and the most exciting (or frighten- 
ing) of these no doubt were the 
two robberies of which he was the 
victim. In 1936 two armed thugs 
tcok $80 from Mr. Thomas, and 
when his faithful police dog 
“Flops” attempted to protect his 
master the robbers shot the dog. 
However, ‘Flops’ recovered. At 
Mitchell in 1949, during the Corn 


Palace festivities, notorious Ken- 
neth Kitts and a man named Tay- 
lor, relieved the Thomas Shows of 
$6,000, holding Mr. Thomas and 
others at gun point while they 
hauled the cash from his trailer 
office to their car. 

As a hobby, Art collects old cars, 
and presently has four of the an- 
tique autos—1908, 1920 and 1921 
Fords and a 1921 Oldsmobile con- 
vertible. All of these cars are in 
good running order and Mr. 
Thomas enjoys driving them. 

On April 27, 1942, Mr. Thomas 
was married to Carrie Smith. He 
has one son, Gary, by a previous 
marriage. Gary is married and re- 
sides at Long Beach, California. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Thomas are 
licensed pilots and Art spends 
much time flying his Ryan Navion 
plane, both for business and for 
pleasure. They have made six 
flights to California and _ back, 
spending the winter months in 
their apartment house at Long 
Beach. 


Fred Javers, Parker, was one 
of the first rural mail carriers 
out of Lennox. He came here 
from Iowa in 1894 and is 85 years 
old.

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Tony Salem— 


Born in Seegben, Lebanon, Tony 
Salem has, since leaving his home- 
land, seen a great deal of the 
world and has been engaged in 
numerous occupations under vari- 
ous conditions. There are very 
few people in this locality who do 
not know Tony or that he does 
not know, as his ability to remem- 
ber names and faces is remarkable. 

The son of Slaman and Lillian 
Salem, Tony Salem was born on 
October 28, 1892 and when only 
14 years of age left the old coun- 
try in the early part of 1907 to 


come to the United States. Tony’s 
mother had come to this country a 
year before and sent him the mon- 
ey that he might join her. Mr. Sa- 
lem recalls that the fare at that 
time was about 90 pounds ($450) 
but he got by for half fare. The 
voyage was very slow and the ship 
made port at Cario, Egypt, and 
in Italy and Marseilles, France, be- 
fore reaching America. 

Upon arriving in this country, 
Tony stayed with an uncle on a 
farm near Akron, Iowa, and dur- 
ing his first week on the farm he 
met with an accident that has 
handicapped him _ since. While 
grinding feed with a horse-power- 
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ed grinder, Mr. Salem caught his 
hand in the machine and lost the 
member. 

After two years at his uncle’s 
farm, Tony and his mother moved 
to Haakon county near Midland 
where she filed on a homestead. 
They built a sod house and a wood- 
en shanty and lived in both of 
these, depending on the weather. 
The first year they had 10 acres 
of wheat that made 40 bushels to 
the acre and some squaw corn that 
averaged 30 bushels. They remain- 
ed there the three years required 
to prove up on the claim and dur- 
ing that time plowed up about 20 
acres of the land. After paying 
taxes on the land all these years 
and receiving no rent from those 
who grazed their cattle on this 
land, Tony sold the old homestead 
a few years ago for $1500. A year 
before selling the property he 
made a visit out to his early west- 
ern home and reports that things 
have changed very little and that 
cattle raising is practically the 
only agricultural activity. 

Going back to Iowa, Tony settl- 
ed in Sioux City where he learned 
the photography trade and in 1913 
he went to Tripp where he opened 
a photography shop of his own.

After a year at Tripp, Mr. Salem 
moved to Wagner where he work- 
ed as a baker for two years for a 
cousin. Then in 1916 Mr. Salem, 
with his mother, moved to a farm 
near Harrisburg where he farmed 
for three years before moving to 
Lennox in 1919. Tony worked for 
Sam Courey in the grocery store 
until February, 1924 when he ac- 
quired the pool hall from Guy 
Kelly. He has operated this busi- 
ness since and has seldom if ever 
missed a day of work because of 
ill health. 

On July 26, 1934, Mr. Salem 
was united in marriage to Hazel G. 
Knisley in Lennox and to this 
union two children were born. 
Tony, Jr. is attending South (Da- 
kota State, Brookings, and Doro- 
thy is in high school. Mr. Salem’s 
mother, who made her home with 
Tony in Lennox for many years, 
passed away in April, 1952. The

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Edward Hofer— 


A native of South Dakota, Ed- 
ward Hofer was born at Freeman 
on August 31, 1899, the son of 
David and Anna Hofer. After liv- 
ing in Marion and Emery, the fam- 
ily moved to Bridgewater in 1904 
where the elder Mr. Hofer con- 
ducted a furniture and funeral 
business for over 40 years. In 
Bridgewater Ed attended the pub- 
lic schools and when only 14 years 
old started his newspaper career 
as “printer’s devil’’ on the Tribune. 
During the winter months from 
1917 to 1919 Mr. Hofer attended 
Mankato Commercial college at 
Mankato, Minn., and then resumed 
his employment with the Bridge- 
water Tribune. 


In 1921, Edward Hofer came to 
Lennox and worked on the Inde- 
pendent as a printer and in the 
fall of that year went to Canton 
where he worked on the Sioux Val- 
ley News as a compositor and 
linotype operator for almost three 
years. In May, 1924 Mr. Hofer and 
his family moved to Davis where 
he operated the Davis Eagle for 
over four years. All came to an 
abrupt end in Davis on September 
13, 1928 when the infamous tor- 
nado destroyed most of that small 
town. Fortunate for them, the 
Hofers were attending the State 
fair at the time of the storm. Their 
home and shop were completely 
demolished. 

Soon after the disaster in Davis, 
Mr. Hofer purchased the Lennox 
Independent from Tom Medley and 
in October, 1953 celebrated the 
completion of 25 years as editor 
of the newspaper by holding open 
house at the Independent office. 
During his 26 years in Lennox the 
Independent has grown in size and 
circulation and much modern 
equipment has been added to the 
shop. Mr. Hofer purchased the 
former Smith clothing store build- 
ing in 1943 and after remodeling 
this building moved the print shop 
to its present location in May of 
that year. 

Edward Hofer was married to 
Cora Ulberg on February 12, 1922 


in Lennox and to this union two 
children were born. Their daugh- 
ter, Vivian (Mrs. Carl Renz) and 
their son, Verlyn, have assisted 
their father in the various depart- 
ments of the Independent for over 


ten years. Mrs. Hofer, besides be- 
ing active in church and civic or- 
ganizations, has and continues to 
help with the work of the newspa- 
per, being in charge of circulation. 

Mr. Hofer has served as presi- 
dent of the local Commercial Club 
and the district press association. 


He has also been a member of the 
local Boy Scout troop committee 
and has served on the church 
board of First English Lutheran 
church of which he and Mrs. Hofer 
are members. For over 20 years he 
has played in the Lennox band 
and has been instrumental in pro- 
moting this organization which is 
the oldest of its kind in South Da- 
kota. 

During his editorship in Lennox, 
Edward Hofer has constantly pro- 
moted civic projects and activities 
through the columns of the news- 
paper and states that a great deal 
of satisfaction and joy has been 
had from the completion of the 
many improvements in the city of 
Lennox which have been encour- 
aged and recorded by the Indepen- 
dent. It has been the aim of Mr. 
Hofer to compile a complete and 
interesting history of Lennox and 
its many organizations and resi- 
dents through the publication of 
special issues of the Independent 
and this book. Although his busy 
schedule at the newspaper leaves 
him very little free time, Mr. Hof- 
er enjoys hunting and fishing and 
sports events and has been active 
in promoting the local baseball 
club.

1903 legislature. 

The two Dakota’s were admit- 
ted as “twin  states’—the 39th 
and 40th. It is not known which 
proclamation was signed first by 
President Benjamin Harrison, and 
telegrams acknowledging their ad- 
mittance were dispatched simultan- 
eously, making the Dakotas the 
cnly twins as to time in _ their 
creation as states. 

The existance of a_ prehistoric 
race, preceding the Indians, is in- 
dicated through the archeological 


South Dakota’s semi-centennial 
celebration commemorating fifty 
years of statehood creates a tri- 
angular observance for Lennox 
citizens. Known as the ‘Sunshine 
State’, the triple observance pre- 
viously mentioned and the dis- 
play of progress serves as the ba- 
sis for the book’s cover. 

The state motto is “Under God 
the People Rule.” 

Figuratively, South Dakota’s 
area is 76,868 square miles, and 
the population following the 1935 
census 675,082. The next federal 
census will be conducted in 1940. 
The 1935 figure is 
more than double 
that when South 
Dakota became a 
state, its population 
in 1890 reading 328,- 
808. Geographically, 
the highest point is 
Harney Peak which 
rises to 7,244 feet. In 
contrast, the lowest 
967 feet, at Big 
Stone Lake. In agri- 
culture, its principal 
crops are wheat, 
corn, oats, rye and 
flaxseed— with ex- 
tensive livestock and 
cattle raising supple- 
menting. Its mineral 
resources focus on its Bold, out- 
put—with Homestake mine in the 
Black Hills the largest in the Un- 
ited States—while coal, quartzite, 
gypsum, and chalk deposits are 
included. The four Indian reser- 
vations are Lower Brule, Chey- 
enne, Pine Ridge, and Rosebud. 
Pierre is the state capital. Bust 
carvings of George Washington, 
Thomas Jefferson, Abraham Lin- 
coln and Theodore Roosevelt are 
being completed on Mount Rush- 
more Memorial, under the super- 
vision of Gutzon Borglum, famous 
sculpturor, adding to the national 
fame of the Black Hills tourist at- 
tractions.

history and research jhave made 
the western sector of this state a 
routine portion in their search of 
fossils and other prehistoric ob- 
jects. 


Of the entire United States pub- 
lic domain, 250,000,000 acres went 
to homesteads, as a large part of 
this nation, west of the Mississippi 
River, was occupied and placed un- 
der cultivation. Homesteading, be- 
ginning with the Homestead Act 
of May 20, 1862, and a saries of 
laws passed by the United States 
congress, provided for the “dis- 
tributicn of public lands without 
compensation, to homemakers who 
resided upon, cultivated and im- 
proved such lands,” for periods of

Early records reveal it was 


not until 1851 that white men had 
any legal claim to territory within 
the limits of the Dakotas. The pio- 
neer work of the trading compan- 
ies previous to this time opened up 
the way for the throngs of settlers 
who early rushed in and establish- 
ed their claim by ‘“squatter’s” 
right. 

The Hudson Bay Company, char- 
tered by Charles II of 
England in 1670, was 
earliest in the field, 
having established it- 
self in the north dur- 
ing the previous cen- 
tury, entered into 
competition with it 
and took possession 
of a portion of the 
profitable trade with 
the Indians. The Am- 
erican Fur Company, 
organized in 1809 by 
John Jacob Astor, 
succeeded in controll- 
ing most of the fur 
trade in the Missouri 
Valley, and thus its 
~~ business extended ov- 
er the major portion of the Da- 
kota. 


The first actual settlement made 
by a white man in Dakota was in 
1780, at Pembina, by a Frenchman 
in the employment of the Hudson 
Bay Company. Fort Pierre was 
built a short distance above Pierre 
by Pierre Chateau in 1829, and it 
was under his conduct that the 
first steamboats ascended the Mis- 
souri about 1830. 


The treaty of Traverse-de-Sioux, 
in 1851, gave the whites their first 
legal claim to land within the lim- 
its of the Dakotas. The treaty was 
negotiated with the upper bands 
of the Sioux Indians, and embraced 
a strip of land lying between ‘the 
Big Sioux and what is now the 


Minnesota State line. It included 
the site of Sioux Falls, on the 
south and the western shore of 
Bigstone Lake, on the north. The 
next treaty was in 1858, and se- 
cured for the whites, with two 
small reservations, the remainder 
of Dakota between the Big Sioux 
and the Missouri. The period of 
permanent settement begins with 
the making of this treaty, and 
from this time dates the movement 
to secure a territorial organization 
and government for Dakota. 

The somewhat picturesque site 
of Sioux Falls had attracted the 
attention of early 
explorers. A graphic 
description of the 
falls had been given 
by Nicollett in his 
Sbravelsi in» «the 
Northwest.” Two -in- 
dependent movements 
were started for the 
settlement of the 
Sioux Valley. One of 
the land companies 
formed for the pur- 
pose of effecting a 
settlement in this 
region was the West- 
ern Town Company, 
of Dubuque, Iowa, or- 
ganized in 1856. The 
other company was 
organized at St. Paul, 
and was known as __ Territorial 
the Dakota Land Company, re- 
ceiving its charter from the legis- 
lature of Minnesota in the winter 
of 1856-7. The Sioux Falls settle- 
ment prospered until 1862, at which 
time the Indian massacre in Minn- 
esota, and the threatening attitude 
of the Indians in Dakota, compelled 
the settlers to leave, and the Sioux 
Valley remained deserted from 
that time until 1865, when the 
whites again took possession under 
the protection of United States 
troops that guarded the _ settle- 
ment until 1869. 


Much of the early history of 
South Eastern Dakota _ centers 
around settlements founded at 
Yankton and Vermillion. Yankton 
was the pioneer settlement of the 
Missouri Valley. In 1858 a trading 
post was established at Yankton 


by the agents of Frost and com- 
pany, who had obtained a license 
to trade with the Indians. In the 
same year the company establish- 
ed a trading post at Vermillion. In 
1859 the first white families set- 
tled in the counties of Yankton, 
Clay and Union. The town site of 
Yankton was surveyed and estab- 
lished this year by the upper Mis- 
ouri Land Company, consisting of 
J. B. S. Todd, afterwards promi- 
nent in the politics of the terri- 
tory, A. W. Hubbard, and Enos 
Stutsman. One of the early  set- 
tlers well known in the early his-

tory, was Charles F. Picott, a 
half-breed, born in Dakota in 1830. 
During the Indian outbreak that 
began in 1862, Yankton was a 
place of refuge for the Dakota set- 
tlers in the more exposed parts. 
During the same period the trad- 
ing post in Vermillion grew rap- 
idly and came to be a prosperous 
settlement, ranking in 1860 as the 
second town in importance in the 
territory. 


The movement involving the 
question of giving Dakota a Terri- 
torial organization came at a 
time when Congress was absorbed 
with the issues and complications 
that led to the Civil War. The Or- 
ganic Act, or law organizing the 
Territory of Dakota, was signed 
by President Buchanan March 2, 
1861. In June following President 


pa 


Lincoln appointed the 
Territorial officers. 

During the period of Territorial 
life from 1880 to 1889 there was 
rapid growth and _ development. 
There was great activity in rail- 
road building, the increase in rail- 
road mileage was significant, grow- 
ing from 689 miles in . 1880 to 
4,483 in 1889. Eastern capital was 
extensively employed for the build- 
ing of railroads and towns and for 
improvements upon the farms of 
settlers. The farmers of the south, 
the ranchers of the west and the 
wheat fields of the north were 
made to yield a 
wealth of production 
Which attracted the 
attention of home- 
seekers in this and 
other countries. With 
a constantly increas- 
ing migration came 
a rapid expansion of 
industry and business. 
There is to be found 
the “boom” period of 
Dakota history, when 
the noisy excitement 
and extravagant 
claims of the ‘‘boom- 
er’ led to investments 
that proved unwise, 
causing loss, and 
somewhat delaying 
real progress. 

South Dakota _ en- 
tered into regal statehood days in 
1889. The proclamation making 
South Dakota a state was issued 
by Pres. Harrison on Nov. 2, 1889, 
but the first legislature met under 
the terms of the Enabling Act 15, 
and organized and elected two 
United States senators. The sena- 
tors chosen were F. R. Pettigrew 
and G. C. Moody. Representatives 
elected were O. S. Gifford and J. 
A. Pickler. A. C. Mellette was the 
first governor of the state, 1889-92. 


The national government donat- 
ed to the new state over 2,000,000 
acres of land for the purpose of 
creating a permanent school fund. 
In 1889 there were nearly 3,000 
public schools, employing 4,000 
teachers. 

South Dakota is served by ten 
colleges; four are normal schools. 
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Brief aes Of Lincoln County 


Situated in the southeast corner 
of the state and in South Dakota’s 
best agricultural territory, Lin- 
coln county was named and _ its 
boundaries established by the first 
legislature of Dakota territory in 
1862. There were no actual set- 
tlers, and its borders not satis- 
factorily confirmed until 1870. 


It is named in ‘honor of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, sixteenth president 
of the United States, and compris- 
es an area of approximately 392,- 
000 acres. Its boundaries include 
Minnehaha county on the north 
with township 100 as the line, 
Turner County on the west, Union 
and Clay counties on the south, 
and the Big Sioux river on the 
east. Its population is approxi- 
mately 14,000. There are 33 church 
es and 84 rural schools. 

Its history originates in the im- 
pressive Sioux Valley region, fo- 
cusing on its “recommended ideal 
soil and scenic beauty.’”’ When the 
Military Trail from Sioux City to 
to Sioux Falls, by way of Big 
Spring and Trapper Shanty (now 
Canton), was established it inaug- 
urated a route of travel on the 
Dakota side of the Sioux river. 
The first actual settler was Aug- 
ust Linderman, who in the sum- 
mer of 1864 took a pre-emption 
on the best timber tract to be 
found on the Dakota _ side, just 
east of the trail in Highland 
township. It was in Fairview town- 
ship, however, that A. C. Van 
Meeter took the first land in Lin- 
coln county in 1864.

Lincoln county was_ organized 
December 30, 1867. The Dakota 
territory governor appointed A. J. 
Linderman, H. P. Hyde and Ben 
Hill, county commissioners; J. Q. 
Fitzgerald, judge; C. H. Swift, 
sheriff; William Hill, register of 
deeds, and William Hyde and W. 
S. Smith, justices of the peace. 
Thirty-two of the 35 persons resid- 
ing in Lincoln county shad dinner at 
the J. Q. Fitzgerald sod ihouse on 
New Years Day, 1868. The county 
seat was located on the southeast 
quarter of the southeast quarter of 
section 14, township 9q, range 49. 


Gradually the influx of settlers 
increased. As the easterners moved 
westward in search of new homes, 
new fortunes, and with reborn en- 
thusiasm, and settlers migrated 
into other states, Dakota territory 
and Lincoln county benefitted. 
There were only 16 voters in Lin- 
coln county in the fall of 1868 
election, although more than 150 
claims had already been’ taken. 
Scores of settlers had not been 
residents of Dakota long enough 
to vote. One of the commissioners 
at the first board meeting January 
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4, 1869, C. H. Sogn, moved to 
Iowa shortly later, and Ole Lar- 
son was named to succeed him. 
At that time the Canton and Lar- 
son precincts were founded—the 
only two in the county. 

The first to represent: Lincoln 
county in legislature were William 
Cuppett and H. A. Jerrauld in 
1870. It was then a tier of town- 
ships, including Swan Lake, was 
taken to form Turner county. 


G. W. Harlan and J. M. Wahl 
represented all Sioux Valley to 
Sisseton Reservation in the first 
bi-annual sessiion of the legislature 
in 1872. Other proponents sought 
to join township 100 to Minnehaha 
county, as the Dell Rapids _ set- 
tlement was nearer the center of 
that county. Sen. F. R. Pettigrew’s 
suggestion created Moody county, 
placing Dell Rapids closer to the 
north Minnehaha line than Sioux 
Falls to the south. Thereby north 
Lincoln county remained intact. 
Brookings county had _ already 
been formed. There were the 
Moody and Brookings factions of 
the Republican party at this time. 

An 1883 newpaper publication 
distributed in eastern states for 
emigration purposes, lists four 
Lincoln county towns and villages, 
namely Canton, Eden (now Hud- 
son), Lennox and Worthing. Oth- 
er Lincoln county towns are Fair- 
view, Harrisburg and Tea. There 
are sixteen townships. The number 
of homesteaders that settled in 
each read as follows: Delapre, 98; 
Springdale, 187; Perry, 146; La- 
Valey, 134; Dayton, 169; Grant, 
136; Lynn, 139; Can- 
ton, 157; Delaware 
137; Lincoln; 3126; 
Highland 181; Fair- 
view, 76; Brooklyn, 
138; Pleasant, 127; 
Eden, 125, and Nor- 
way 135. There were 
2,212 homesteaders 
in Lincoln county, 
and J. M. Wahl, Lin- 
coln county historian, 
was acquainted with 
approximately 1500. 
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lists 
Ole Hokenstad, J. A. Fowles and 
Fred Gerber (chairman) as coun- 
ty commissioners. The latter serv- 
ed 12 consecutive years.

tlement of Lincoln county are: 
Norwegian, German, Dutch, Am- 
erican, Swedish and Danis). Thru 
the more than seven decades of 
progress comprising the history of 
the county, the people—represent- 
ing all races and creeds—have 
been progressive in all their un- 
dertakings. Homes, farms and 
business enterprises throughout 
the county are modernly maintain- 
ed. Educational facilities are mod- 
ern, and the accomplisiments of 
students throughout the county 
comparing highly with any part 
of the state. Especially famous 
are the student achievements in 
music, Smith-Hughes and 4-H club 
work. Its residents and_ profes- 
sional men ‘have received numerous 
honors in experimenting and re- 
search work. Included among these 
are A. J. Wimple, originator of the 
yellow dent corn bearing his name 
and Dr. Earl Lawrence, native of 
Canton, who gained worldly fame 
as a physist. 

The land in the county is roll- 
ing, and generally quite level, with 
the exception of the eastern bor- 
der along the Big Sioux river. Soft 
water wells furnish the bulk of the 
water supplies. 

Farming furnishes the major 
resources of the county. Its soil 
is especially adapted to the var- 
ious grains, with corn th? major 
crop. Lincoln county is located in 
one of the best agricultural sec- 
tions of the state. Cattle raising 
is carried on- extensively, as_ is 
dairying. 

The federal census of 1935 
shows ninety-seven per cent of tre 
land area in the county as farm- 
ing land. There are 1,876 farms 
with a total acreage of 356,486, 
with 165,328 operated by owners 
and part owners and 191,158 ac- 
res operated by tenants. 

While no agricultural statistics 
on early day crop preduction in 
Lincoln county are available, there 
‘is some data in reference to crop 


production in Dakota Territory 
since 1860. According to the Un- 
ited States census of tiat year 
there was produced in the terri- 
tory 945 bushels of wheat; 700 
bushels of rye; 2,540 bushels of 
cats and 20,269 bushels of Indian 
corn. The census figures for that 
year show livestock population 
as follows; milk cows, 286; work- 
ing oxen 167; swine 287; sheep, 
not including spring lambs, 193. 

Its civic, social, and fraternal 
crganizations are numercus. The 
leading farm organization is the 
Farmers Union. These are supple- 
mented by auxiliary branches of 
churches and schools. 


There are no natural lakes. The 
one artificial lake is located in 
Springdale township—2', miles 
east of Harrisburg—named Lake 
Alvin in tribute to Alvin Dempe- 
wolf, the first Harrisburg youth 
killed in the World War. Progress 
in rural electrification in the coun- 
ty has been great. 

There are four weekly news- 
paper publications in the county, 
Canton Sioux Valley News, Hudson 
Hudsonite, Lennox Independent, 
and the Vissergutten, a Norweg- 
ian paper published at Canton. The 
north edge of Beresford is situat-

ed in Lincoln county, while Clay 
and Union counties are divided 
just west of Beresford. 

Railroads branching in the coun- 
ty include the Chicago, Milwaukee 
& St. Paul; Great Northern; Rock 
Island; and Chirago & North- 
western. Spring Creek, Nine Mile 
Creek, Beaver Creek, Long Creek, 
Saddle Creek, Snake Creek, Ha- 
kon Creek, Brule Creek and Pattie 
Creek all have courses in Lincoln 
county. 

Census figures in 1920 show 
Lennox with a population of 1,074; 
Canton, 2,225; Fairview, 174; 
Harrisburg, 193; Hudson, 470; 
Tea, 165, and Worthing 238. Pop- 
ulation figures compiled in the 
1910 census read as follows: Len- 
nox, 745; Canton, 2103; Fairview, 


107; Harrisburg, 164; Tea, 134, 
and Worthing, 179. 
Canton 


Canton, county seat of Lincoln 
county, was established seventy 
years ago, originally headquarters 
for trappers and located on the 
Sioux river, little west of present 
Cedar street. In its early years, it 
was known as Trapper Shanty, and 
settlers later seeking a new name 
accepted the suggestion of James 
M. Wahl. Numerous other names 
from this country and cther con- 
tinents were previously consider- 
ed, when Wahl iterated that “if 
a hole were dug through the cen- 
ter of the earth it would lead them 
to Canton, China.” Consequently 
tze name was adopted. 

Situated near the eastern border 
of Lincoln county, Canton serves 
as an eastern gateway to South 
Dakota. It has a population of 
nearly 2,600 and is situated at the 
junction of two branches of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul & 
Pacific railroad. 

Largest of the seven towns in 
this county, Canton has an alder- 
manic form of government, with 
Dr. L. L. Parke, mayor, and A. L. 
Isakson, R. L. Bothwell, W. P. 
Lowell, C. E. Anderson, O. P. Nel- 
son, Egil Peterson, A. G. Noid and 
True Bell, aldermen. The munici- 
pal waterworks, erected in 1890, 
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now has three new wells in opera- 
tion, furnishing patrons with fine 
water resources. There are beau- 
tiful park facilities and paved 
streets. A modernly-equipped fire 
department is maintained. 


Canton’s grade schools were 
founded in 1875, and high school 
in 1890, having combined enroll- 
ments of 700 students. C. C. Jacob- 
son, who is now president of the 
South Dakota Education associa- 
tion, is superintendent of schools. 
The public schools have gained 
considerable recognition in their 
varied activities, especially foren- 
sics, athletics and class A music. 
Augustana Academy, one of the 
oldest Lutheran schools in the 
northwest, has an enrollment of 
135. R. F. Hofstad is president. 

Leading civic groups are the 
Junior Chamber of Commerce, C. 
K. Anderson, president, and Inter- 
national Rotary, C. C. Jacobson, 
president. Leading city musical 
groups include municipal band and 
Canton concert or- 
chestra. There are 
several women clubs 
and boy scout organ- 
izations. Lincoln 
county old settlers 
have held their an- |; 
nual picnic at Can- |} 
ton for many years. 
The city has _ been 
host to the national 
ski tournament on 
various occasions and 
several outstanding 
meets have been theld 
on its long ski hill. 

Four miles south of |. 
Canton are Newton ° 
Hills. Comprising 
1,200 acres of wooded 
land, this is acclaimed the largest 
wooded tract in South Dakota with 
the exception of the Black Hills. 

Canton is situated approximat- 
ely 19 miles southeast of Lennox, 
and served by U. S. Highway 18. 

There has recently been com- 
pleted a two-story county building 
which houses the sheriff’s office, 
county jail, and office of the coun- 
ty judge. The structure, across the 
street west of the courthouse, was 
completed as a P.W.A. project. 
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Worthing’s founding dates back 
six decades. The town was platted 
in 1879, with the extending of the 
Chicago, Milwaukee, St. Paul & Pa- 
cific railroad, and was first named 
Worthington in honor of one of 
the officials of the railroad, the 
last three letters later withdrawn 
in shortening the name from that 
of the train executive. 

Its background is illustrated in 
a brief history of Lynn township. 
Early settlers in the Worthing vi- 
cinity as early as 1871 were con- 
centrated west of the present town- 
site. Among these, Mathias and 
Nels Iverson families, Robert 
Connell, Ed Norton, P. H. Devitt, 
Frank and Pat Clark, John Clancy, 
Fred and Gottlieb Gerber, the lat- 
ter two filing on homesteads, re- 
turning to Spring Green, Wis., to 
spend the winter, and settling 


again with their families the fol- 
lowing summer. Mr. and Mrs. Till-

man Mausback filed on their claim 
November 3, 1871 upon coming to 
Lincoln county, and, residing that 
winter with Mr. and Mrs. Charles 
H. Voges, three miles west of Can- 
ton, moving on their homestead in 
May, 1872. Mr. Mausback died in 
1921, however Mrs. Mausback has 
made her residence on that same 
farm continually since 1872. Mrs. 
Mausback, 91 years old, and Mrs. 
P. H. Devitt, 89, residing in La- 
Valley township presently with a 
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son and daughter, are the two 
surviving “early” homesteaders of 
Lynn township. 


Deliberations during a meeting 
held at the George Gage home to 
select a name for this township 
were without results until Mr. 
Gage suggested Lynn, which gain- 
ed approval. Syvert Iverson, first 
white child born in the township 
area, is still residing on the farm 
homesteaded by his parents, Mr. 
and Mrs. Nels Iverson, where he 
was born June 19, 1871, prior, of 
course, to the township’s naming. 


The first school was _ built—a 
sod structure—on the John Clancy 
homestead in 1876. There were 
thirty students, representing the 
west portion of the present school 
district 27 and east section of dis- 
trict 50. Five of these still live in 
Worthing and vicinity, Fred Ger- 
ber, Henry Gerber, Laura Gerber 
(Leavitt), George Voges, and Ag- 
gie Mausback \(Dickens.) Sixteen 
are deceased. The first teacher, a 
young woman, Miss 
Ingrem, taught a 
short term, being suc- 
ceeded by Mrs. H. M. 
Bond who had filed 
on a homestead near 
the present Klondike 
site, teaching in var- 
ious schools while 
proving up on her 
| claim. In 1878, Alida 
| Martin taught a 
month, school theld in 
| her father’s granary, 
| which stocd on the 
southwest corner of 
the present J. W. 
— Dickens farm. School 

was later conducted 

in the kitchen of the 
Tom Leavitt home, Mrs. Leavitt 
teacher. 

School districts were organized 
in 1878 and a school erected in 
district 27, Alida Martin, first 
teacher. District 50 held school in 
the kitchen of Fred Gerber’s home, 
Mrs. H. M. Bond teacher. A Wor- 
thing school was built in 1880. 

The railroad survey came near 
the farm homes of Fred Gerber 
and his son-in-law James Madden. 
Grange Hall, used then for Grange 
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meetings and other public sessions, 
was situated between their homes. 
These two townsite owners took a 
contract to build one mile of rail- 
road grade, including the east and 
west sides of the present townsite. 
Gard Leavitt bought Grange 
Hall and established a_ general 
store. Church services were held in 
private homes, ministers, often 
students, walking or riding horse- 
back long distances. Fred Gerber 
and family conducted a rooming 
and boarding house until later 
when Gard Leavitt built a hotel. 
Prior to the railroad, farmers built 
a creamery south cf Grange Hall, 
Joe Nelson buttermaker, Sam Ba- 
ker assistant, and churning accom- 
plished with horses and ‘“sweep- 
power.” 
_ Mr. Treadway was installed first 
depot agent. Gottlieb Gerber was 
appointed first postmaster, he 
building the first drug store, and 


serving aS community ‘medical 
doctor.” Fred Gerber operated 
the first grain buying establish- 


ment, Huntington warehouse, buy- 
ing grain for several years. A 
farmers elevator co-operative built 
later survived only a few years. 
Willam Miller was first section 
boss, erecting the first residence; 
Casooth Brown, first blacksmith, 
later homsteading in Buffalo 
county, as did William Miller and 
Josephine B. Gerber; Dr. Congdon 
building a drug store and _ first 
resident doctor; Henry Loomis, 
first hardware store, and his sister 
Hattie, first millinery. The corner 
store was built for a pool hall by 
a Mr. Warner and sold to Ben 
Hancock later. 


Mrs. W. W. Marce was first bar- 
ber. Ground for the Worthing 
cemetery was donated by Jim Mad- 
den. The first newspaper printed 
was in June, 1891, by Davis and 
L. L. Hitchcock, mere boys with 
restricted facilities. The first old 
settlers picnic was held in Mad- 
den’s grove June 21, 1893, Mrs. 
Tillman Mausback presiding, and 
she was elected first president. 

Fred Herman opened the first 
bank in 1893, a branch of a Can- 
ton bank. Worthing at one time 
had five elevators. 


Columbus 


First officers of the 
Lodge No. 122, I.0.0.F., were _ in- 
stalled March 16, 1893, including 
Gottlieb Gerber, S. M. Baker, Ro- 
bert Anderson, Henry Loomis, and 
J. S. Hattlestad. The Rebekah 
lodge was founded April 23, 1890, 
with Mary Lawrence, Josephine 
Gerber, Emma Hattlestad, and 
Mrs. George Loomis officers. 


The Catholic church was | the 
first church erected, and _ first 
Protestant church, a Union church, 
built in the summer of 1894. Sev- 
eral years later it was used by the 
Methodist-Episcopal sect. Their 
first resident minister was Rev. J. 
N. Oakley who came in Septem- 
ber, 1901, from England. He left 
in 1906, returning again in 1908 
and serving three more years. The 
Congregational church was built in 
1900, Rev. E. B. TuFethern first 
resident pastor. Of the original 
members, Mrs. Katherine Schoe- 
neman, now of Sioux Falls, is the 
oldest, ‘having observed her 80th 
milestone. 


E. W. Mass bought the first hay 
press, baling several carloads of 
wild blue joint hay, shipping them 
to eastern markets. George Gage 
had the first sorghum mill and 
made molasses from sugar cane. 
The Worthing Enterprise, weekly 
newspaper, starting in 1893, sus- 
pending publication with the June 
18, 1931 issue. Worthing for sev- 
eral years has been represented 
with a town baseball team. 

Present city officers include Tom 
Clark, N. V. Gerber, and E. HE. 
France, town bcard members, the 
latter clerk. The board of educa- 
tion includes John R. Warsing, 
president; Tony Bong, vice presi- 
dent; A. H. Haas, Lloyd Lind and 
Mrs. Charles Bradshaw, with N. V. 
Gerber, clerk and Henry Gerber, 
treasurer. 

Worthing public school was 
founded in 1885. J. A. Harris is 
present superintendent, and total 
enrollment 104. Nearest to Lennox 
of the Linccln county towns, Wor- 
thing is eight miles southeast of 
here, near highways 44 and 77. It 
has a population of 275. Two 
churches now serve, Catholic and 
Congregational, and four lodges: 
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Masonic, I.0.0.F., Eastern Star, 
and Rebekah, besides auxiliaries. 
It is located in one of Lincoln 
county’s best grain-raising local- 


ities. 
Tea 

Situated in Delapre township in 
the northwest corner of Lincoln 
county, the town of Tea was found- 
ed approximately four and one 
half decades ago. Its establish- 
ment was completed with the rout- 
ing of the Great Northern rail- 
road. 


A post office was desired and 
the postal department tcld the res- 
idents to choose a short name if 
possible. The railroad entitled it 
Byron, however the postal author- 
ities asked them to select another 
name, because there had already 
been several towns bearing that 
name. Fifteen men convened to 
decide on a new name for the town- 
site, and arguments ensued thru- 
out the morning and until mid- 
afternoon when one of the resi- 
dents exclaimed that it was “tea- 
time.” From his reminder, came 
the motion to christen the com- 
munity Tea, and was unanimously 
adopted. It was incorporated as a 
town in 1902. 


Present town officers include: 
J. P. Olson, F. D. Heeren and Mel- 
vin Schoen, town beard members; 
Eldon Robinson, clerk; G. A. Heer- 
en, assessor, and Mrs. J. P. Olson, 
treasurer. Tea has approximately 
200 inhabitants. 


The Tea public school originated 
in 1879 with the building of the 
first schoolhouse nearly one half 
mile southwest of the present edi- 
fice. There was an enrollment of 
eleven pupils and the first teacher 
a Mr. Mahor. 


Tea is served by a_ two-room 
school, with a present enrollment 
of forty-five students. It has an 
independent district and there is 
no high school—eighth grade 
graduates matriculating in nearby 
high schools. The two instructors 
now serving are Mr. and Mrs. 
Phillip Hoel. 

Started in 1923 with six mem- 
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bers the first summer, Tea’s town 
band has since been under the di- 
rection of D. M. Weis. Manager of 
the Ross Lumber company office 
at Tea, Mr. Weis has donated his 
time and efforts toward building 
its musical organization, and at 
present there are twenty-six mem- 
bers. 

With Phillip Hoel scoutmaster, 
Tea additionally has an active Boy 
Scout troop, now in its third year. 
There are 13 boys enlisted. 

Two churches serve—Catholic, 
Rev. Fr. Paul Quinn of Lennox, 
pastor, and Trinity Lutheran, Rev. 
Paul Bieger, pastor. A PTA or- 
ganization also functions. 

Mrs. Fred Gerken, oldest Lincoln 
rounty resident, makes her home 
in Tea. Born in Germany in 1841, 
she observed her 97th anniversary 
August 28, 1938. 

Tea is situated nearly nine miles 
northeast cf Lennox. It is served 
by two county graveled highways, 
and located in Delapre township. 


Harrisburg 


Plans for the settlement of a 
small town between Canton and 
Sioux Falls were first made in 1878 
when an old depot was moved from 
Canton to a site one 
and three-fourths 
miles north of the 
present location of 
Harrisburg. Hunting- 
ton Elevator com- 
pany soon started a 
warehouse and _ the 
name Hills Sliden 
was given the small 
settlement. 

Consequently this 
settlement did not 
succeed very well, 
and approximately 
1890, this same de- 
pot was moved to its 
present location in 
the town of Harris- 
burg. Named by Tom 
Thoreston of the state 


built in 1894. A group of local sup- 
porters petitioned the county su- 
perintendent of schools to detach 
a portion of districts 48, 44, 28 
and 57, forming a new school dis- 
trict known as district 81. The 
first school board consisted of S. D. 
Kinyon, chairman; J. L. Kehm, 
clerk, and E. J. Hart, treasurer. 
Miss Maud Brown served as_ the 
first instructor. 


Growing population necessitated 
the building of an additional 
schoolhouse in 1901, and high 
school grades were included in the 
course of study at that time. Miss 
May Davis was first teacher in the 
new building, having the first six 
grades, and Superintendent Her- 
bert Brown taught the upper six. 
In 1908 these two buildings be- 
came insufficient, a brick building 
then constructed. This structure is 
used for the grade and high school 
classrooms, and an annex built in 
1938 furnishes a combination aud- 
itorium, gymnasium, assembly, li- 
brary and classroom. The addition 
was built to the north side. Kighty- 
six students are enrolled in high 
school and eighty-five in the grade 
school. R. L. Ekern is superinten- 
dent. Major training in general

City officers for Harrisburg read 
as follows: Pat Robinson, mayor, 
EK.

Harrisburg is situated on the Mil- 
waukee railroad line, fifteen miles 
northeast of Lennox. It is served 
by the Methodist church, Rev. H. 
G. Gough, pastor. Lodges include: 
Eastern Star and Masonic. It has 
the Alvin Dempewolf Post No. 45, 
American Legion. A town baseball 
team was organized in 1938. 


The one lake in the county, ar- 
tificially created Lake Alvin, is 
situated two and one half miles 
east of Harrisburg, and is likewise 
named in honor of Alvin Dempe- 
wolf, first Harrisburg youth to be 
killed in the World War. For sev- 
eral years the town 
was represented with 
a weekly publication 
—North Lincoln Her- 
ald—prior to its 
abandonment about 
1922. An ample water 
supply, volunteer fire 
department, and its 
consolidated school 
are serving the com- 
munity efficiently. 

Harrisburg, located 
in the northcentral 
portion of the county, 
has its main street on 
the dividing line be- 
tween LaValley and 
Springdale townships. 
The northwest part

Originally Hudson was_ located 
about two miles southwest of its 
present location. When the railroad 
was extended, missing their early 
townsite, thereby creating the fear 
of an inland settlement, the town 
was moved to its present location. 

Then entitled Eden, this proved 
confusing with the South Dakota 
town of Egan, and in 1895 the 
name was changed to Hudson. 

Its settlement begins March 14, 
1868, when the territory of Dak- 
ota was almost a wilderness. It 
was then A. B. Wheelock and W. 
S. Peters crossed the Sioux river, 
where the town now lies, and set- 
tled on homesteads. Others foliow- 
ed and its gradual settlement cre- 
ated need for a store to accomo- 
date the wants of the people. Fraz- 
ier Gilman erected the first store, 
a general mercantile establishment. 

Through the intervening decades 
Hudson’s pregress has been mark- 
ed by its active residents and 
achievements of its organizations. 
Hudson has a population of 546. 
Its town officers are: Dr. L. Traut- 
man, mayor, C. O. Bemiss and Har- 
ry Miller, members of the town 
board; Albert Eide, treasurer; 
Lyle Marshall, clerk; Virgil Jones, 
justice of the peace, and Will Berg- 
strom, assessor. 

The volunteer fire department 
has been cutstanding, and has won 
three state championships. Gail 
Villier is present fire chief. 

With superintendent Lloyd T. 
Uecker head of the present facul- 
ty, Hudson is well-served by its 
public school, which has enroll- 
ments of eighty- -one in high school 
and ninety-five ‘in grade school. 
Nine teachers are employed, six 
with Batchelor or Master degrees 
and three with state certificates. 
Hudson’s schools are members of 
the state association of four year 
high schools, and North Central 
association of colleges and second- 
ary schools. In addition to its reg- 
ular academic work, the high 
school offers vocational work in 
agriculture and homemaking, as 
well as commercial training. Extra- 
curricular activities are numerous. 


Hudson, situated in the south- 
east corner of the county, sponsors 
a town baseball team. 

Located approximately thirty- 
seven miles southeast of Lennox, 
in Eden township, this town is 
served by the Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul & Pacific railroad. 


Fairview 


An incorporated town with a 
population of 178, Fairview’s resi- 
dents are exceedingly active and 
progressive. As implied by the 
name of the community, it is lo- 
cated in the most beautiful section 
of the county, near the Big Sioux 
river, in Fairview township. Like- 
wise, Fairview was named because 
“from the high bluffs people could 
enjoy the finest and fairest view.” 
It was in this township that A. C. 
VanMeeter was the first to take 
land in Lincoln county, in 1864. 

Among the organizations func- 
tioning, Fairview has a Commer- 
cial Club, with H. B. Olson, presi- 
dent; a very active Parent-Teach- 
ers associaticn chapter, Mrs. J. B. 
Strasser, president; Boy Scout or- 
ganization with ten members, Rev. 
EK. L. Benson, scoutmaster, and 
Girl Scout troop of eight, Mrs. H. 
B. Olson, leader. 

Religious activities focus on two 
churches, Bethany Lutheran, Rev. 
E. L. Benson, resident pastor, and 
First Dutch Reformed, served by 
various visiting pastors. 

Members of the town board in- 
clude Myron Rodi, mayor, Martin 
Miller and Ernest Nygaard. 

Fairview children are supplied 
with the education facilities of a 
complete grade school of eight 


grades, and a three-year accredit- . 


ed high school. R. B. Finn is su- 
perintendent. Enrollments are 33 
in the grade school and 14 in high 
school. Schcol board members are: 
Hans Miller, chairman, Melvin 
Petersen, Rendal Thompson, K. M. 
Roti, Frank Clseminger, C. B. Kjel- 
son, clerk, and O. L. Jreguson, 
treasurer. 

Fairview is served by the Chica- 
go, Milwaukee, St. Paul & Pacific 
railroad. It is approximately 29 
miles southeast of Lennox. 
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Lincoln County Analysis 


The Lincoln county history may 
not be complete without mention 
of the following. The small sett- 
lements in the county have been 
quite numerous. Shindler, in 
Springdale township was platted 
September 15, 1891, by Charles R. 
Moulton, townsite owner, and nam- 
ed after a pioneer settler in that 
neighborhood, William Shindlar, 
the town’s name differing only 
slightly. Mr. Moulton was first 
postmaster. At one time this 
community had two elevators, a 
bank, lumber yard and store, with 
only the store and postoffice pre- 
sently surviving. It is served by 
the Rock Island railway, and has a 
present population of nearly fifty. 

Other minor settlements record- 
ed in the county, all of whom 
were served by rural delivery, in- 
cluded Hill Sliding, Springdale 
township; Naomi, Perry town- 
ship; Longcreek and Leeville, Del- 
aware township, Saddlecreek, Lin- 
coln township; Odin, Highland 
township; Moe and Lindin, Nor- 
way township. Saddlecreek at one 
time had _ sixty-one inhabitants. 

A final general analysis for Lin- 
coln county, reveals seventy years 
of progress since the first meeting 
of the board of county commis- 
sioners held January 4, 1869—its 
developments establishing it as 
one of the foremost agricultural 
counties in South Dakota. Its as- 
sessed valuation is thirty million 
dollars. There are 785 miles of 
good township roads, 301 miles of 
gravelled county highways and 
114 miles of state and federal high- 
ways, of which 47 miles are hard- 
surfaced. During the year 1938 
there were 4,257 automobiles and 
trucks registered, averaging one 
motor vehicle to each three and 
two-tenths persons. There are 
3,734 children of school age. 

Its charitable and penal institu- 
tions include the Bethesda Home 
near Beresford, which cares for 
old folks and homeless children, 
and a branch of the state peniten- 
tiary, located two miles east of 
Canton on a 400-acre farm, used 
primarily for first offenders. 
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Although pioneer settlement of 
this vicinity begins at least a de- 
cade previous, Lennox had its be- 
ginning with the establishing of 
the Milwaukee railroad branch 
through here, in 1879. 


. Its settlement, like that of Da- 
kota territory and other states 
west of the Mississippi river, typic- 
ally originates with migrations 
from eastern states, and immigra- 
tion movements from foreign coun- 
tries, which brought thousands of 
pioneers to new homes and new 
careers in sparsely settled regions 
of western United States. Through 
this rapid influx, hundreds of set- 
tlers pushed westward, possessions 
conveyed in covered wagons, and 
the long treks made with oxen 
and horses. Lumber wagons found 
use occasionally, as did _ stage 
coaches and the early railroads. 
Settlers ——encour- 
aged by three fed- 
eral concessions, 
the rights to take 
Homesteads, tim- 
ber claims, or pre- 
emptions— “pour- 
ed in.” As the Un- 
ited States pre- 
viously served as 
a “melting pot of 


nationalities,’ so 
became our. geo- 
graphical area

after his native town in New York. 
Frederick Stubsten was the first 
Perry township homsteader. Bor- 
dering on the south is Grant town- 
ship named in honor of U.S. Grant, 
American General and eighteenth 
president of the United States. 
Situated southeast is Lynn town- 
ship. To the east lies lLaValley 
township, first known as “Osh- 
kosh,” a name given it by Mos- 
cript and others residing near the 
Nine Mile creek. However this did 
not suit the settlers along Beaver 
creek, and considerable strife en- 
sued. Settlers from other states 
were quite insistent of townships 
such as places from where they 
came, so, finally C. B. Brown, who 
was first to file on land in the 
township, with Moscript and Wal- 
ter from the Nine Mile section, met 
with Liviwood, A. P. Wilcox, S. 8.

Germantown and Middleton 
townships lie west of Lennox, both 
in Turner county. 

History prior to the founding of 
Lennox centers on two early town- 
sites, which originally held hope 
of becoming permanent Dakota 
towns, Lincoln Center and Free- 
dom. 


Lincoln Center was located sev- 
en miles south and five east of the 
present Lennox townsite. When 
John M., Sarah, and J. C. Carpenter 
filed on their land, they built a 
warehouse and started a store, giv- 
ing it its name because this trad- 
ing point was near the geographi- 
cal center of the county. This was 
prior to township organization, and 
its outlook then remained promis- 
ing. Settlement 
there found three 
stores, a postoffice 
and warehouses 
for storage of 
grain, to be ex- 
changed for wheat 
farmers of the lo- 
cality brought in. 
Besides their store 
and warehouses, 
the Carpenters had 
the postoffice; J. 
V. Conklin operat- 
ed a general mer- 
chandising store, 
and Abraham 
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the states contributing. Norwegian 
settement in the West Prairie com- 
munity began in 1873, while some 
Irish filed on claims in this local- 
ity a few years later. Within the 
next decade Illinois and Iowa be- 
came well represented as pioneers 
of German descent moved in. 
Perry township, in which Len- 
nox is situated, was named follow- 
ing the suggestion of D. S. Waldo, 


Martin and Leavitt of the Beaver 
Creek region, and comprised to 
call is LaValley, because it was 
situated between the two ‘‘valleys.” 

To the north of Perry is Dela- 
pre township, which is in the 
northernmost tier of Lincoln coun- 
ty. Grant is bounded on the south 
by Delaware township, of which 
William A. McClung was first 
homesteader, the earliest in this 
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pastor appointed by the American 
Baptist Home Mission Society, 
came to Lincoln Center from Ken- 
yon, Minnesota in 1873, their son 
Judson V., homesteading. Rev. Mr. 
Conklin established a_ preaching 
mission in the schoolhouse there, 
later moving to Lennox, serving 
the German Baptists and others, 
and later moving to Canton where 
he became associated prominently. 
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This settlement developed quite 
a trade, and farmers from even 
Turner county exchanged wheat 
for flour here. The Carpenters 
homesteaded upon coming to Lin- 
coln county from Beloit, Iowa, and 
while conducting their enterprises 
at Lincoln Center, also operated 
their mill in the Iowa town. Other 
early settlers in that vicinity were 
Ole Renlie, K. Thompson, Kinsley 
and Lanning, who were among the 
first and Jackson, Opsal and P. J. 
Lukken. The pioneer townsite then 
foresaw the obtaining of the coun- 
ty seat because of its central loca- 
tion. 

Freedom was founded in 1878, 
and was strategically located on a 
beautiful site near the Vermillion 
river, nearly one and one _ half 
miles southeast of early Finley 
mill. Finley McKercher was_ the 
townsite owner. Freedom prosper- 
ed temporarily, and visions to- 
ward a future town arose. Frank 
H. Treat constructed a large two- 
story structure for his general 
store and hotel, the postoffice also 
in his building, Mr. Treat, post- 
master. I. M. Macomber had a 
drug store; J. H. Shurtleff and 
Bill Hibbard a meat market, and 
the latter with Charles Wagner 
concentrating on a lumber yard. 
John Smith and D. F. DeBelts oper- 
ated blacksmith shops. Rev. S. B. 
Whitney, of the Seventh Day Ad- 
ventist church conducted a series 
of meetings in Treat Hall in the 
fall. 

These two thriving communities 
were short-lived. In 
1879 the Milwaukee 
extended its railroad 
operations through 
Lincoln and Turner 
counties westward, 
and towns were plat- 
ted along this line, 
including Worthing 
and Lennox in Lin- 
coln county and Par- 
ker and Marion in 
Turner. With Lincoln 
Center, previously in 
hopes of being includ- 
ed in the route of the 


future. 


Its business operations 
gradually ceased. In the meantime 
Abraham Boynton moved his hard- 
ware store to Lennox, followed by 
Conklins, and other Lincoln Cen- 
ter residents, unable to reach an 
agreement with Worthing resi- 
dents, also settled here. Freedom, 
then two miles from the railroad, 
also stumbled. Mr. Treat moved 
his goods and two-story building 
to Lennox. Shurtleff and Hibbard 
resumed their meat enterprise 
at Parker when it was founded, 
and John Smith later resettled at 
Parker where he continued his 
blacksmithing. I. M. Macomber 
also moved to Lennox. Finley 
and Turner were other early near- 
by Turner county townsites aban- 
doned. 

A postoffice, located seven and 
one half miles northeast of Lennox 
approximately 1875-76, named An- 
tioch, used primarily for farmers, 
served temporarily. 

Lennox, established then in 
1879, was named after B. G. Len- 
nox, private secretary to S. S&S. 
Merrill, Chicago, Milwaukee, St. 
Paul & Pacific railroad executive. 
In its early years it was known 
as Ben Lennox, although  short- 
ly later the first name was aban- 
doned. Original homesteaders on 
section thirty-two, on which Len- 
nox is situated, are recorded as 
follows: Anna Stanley, Dirk Rein- 
ers, Winfield Osborn and Cornelius 
Collins. Among the other original 
settlers of this vicinity were J. E. 
Davis, Josiah Sheldon, Peter Ro-

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mine, T. B. Quigley, and others. 
Later townsite owners mentioned 
include Josiah Sheldon, Dr. Moody, 
F’. H. Treat, Mr. Buntol, I. M. Ma- 
comber, and B. C. Jacobs. 


Business establishments appear- 
ed with the founding of the new 
town. Abraham Boynton opened 
the first hardware store; Conklin 
brothers were next from Lincoln 
Center, opening a general merchan- 
dising store, and F. H. Treat mov- 
ed his large two-story building to 
Lennox, from Freedom, also _ be- 
coming first postmaster. His build- 
ing was located on the lots where 
the N. Smith building now stands, 
since variously used as general 
store and hotel. I. M. Macomber 
came from Freedom, erecting a 
new structure, and operating the 
first drug store. This building is 
still used, housing the City Bak- 
ery. He was also an early day 
photographer. DeBelts became the 
first blacksmith, moving his equip- 
ment from Freedom, locating his 
shop where Smith’s clothing store 
now stands. Sam Hawsley, from 
Turner county, built a small build- 
ing, in which he started a saloon. 

George Thickett built one of the 
earliest business establishments, 
having the first shoe shop here. 
In his early years he walked from 
his homestead three miles south- 
east of Lennox in carrying on his 
business, for nearly three years 
previously walking back and forth 
to Canton where he conducted his 
shoe-makers enterprise until 1879 
when Lennox started and he built 
here. He, with his 
family, settled on 
their claim in 1876. 
Joe Thickett, who be- 
gan his cobbler’s ca- 
reer at 12, in his fath- 
er’s store here, still 
operates a shoe shop 
in Sioux Falls. 

W. B. Wait found- 
ed the first flour and 
feed store, which he 
continued several 
years. B. Gilmore 
started a small store 
with groceries and 
confections; Jerry 
Fillion built a two- 
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story structure, conducting a Ssa- 
loon and hotel, and that same 
year Samuel Hitchcock construct- 
ed a neat five or six room hotel. 
This building was later sold to Mr. 
Treat, transferred to the rear of 
his store where it was used for 
hotel purposes several years, lat- 
er sold again to H. R. Wolff, who 
detached it, moving it one block 
west, and more recently serving as 
the Geo. Bossman residence. 

In 1880 ninety inhabitants were 
credited Lennox, in a memorandum 
by J. M. Wahl, increasing to four 
hundred, five years later. 

St. Croix Lumber company 
owned the first lumber yard, J. 
Ff’. Ferguson, earlier homesteader 
who located three miles north of 
Lennox, purchased this enterprise 
in August, 1881, continuing for a 
number of years. 

Starting a harness shop in 1880, 
O. P. Ashley engaged O. B. Gray 
as harness maker, the latter en- 
tering in a harness 
business of his own 
later. He served many f 
years. His building is 
still intact, and until 
recently occupied a 
shoe and_ harness Ff 
shop. 

Dr. Moody was the 
first physician here, 
building his office on 
the lot now occupied 
by Courey’s _ store. 
Doctor A. Slaman, 
who practiced for a 
number of years here 
was the second ear- 
ly-day physician at 
Lennox. The old 
building occupied by 
Dr. Moody, was later 
used by P. F. Haas, 
housing the Lennox 
Independent and _ his 
law office. B. C. Ja- 
cobs started the Ex- 
change Bank in the 
same building. 


A bank was estab- 
lished in a new build- 
ing, erected on the 
corner where the 
State bank was situ-

reer was brief. The bank was 
founded by a Canton party. 

Mrs. Andrew Herzog operated 
the first millinery store; a Mr. Hig- 
gens, first restaurant, and Thomas 
Murphy was first depot agent. 
Louis Butzer, a carpenter, started 
a furniture store here in 1879. He 
was also well-known as a butcher. 

Jerami Dimick constructed the 
first livery barn in 1880. 

A memorandum in 1885 lists 
four general stores, two blacksmith 
shops, three saloons, two hotels, 
one harness shop, two boot and 
shoe shops, two implement houses, 
one livery barn, two hardware 
stores, one lumber yard, one 
clothing store, two millinery shops, 
one ball room, one drug store, one 
physician, one attorney, two loan 
agents, three churches, one school 
building, one butter packing 
house, an army post, and a cornet 
band, displaying the early progress 
of the new settlement.

The first postmaster in Lennox was Frank H. Treat. The 
first postoffice was located in Treat’s store building which was 
moved to the then new town of Lennox from Freedom, and lo- 
cated on the corner where now stands the N. Smith building.

ated. Its business ca- and Mary Hurley, present postmaster. 
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Fred Sutherland, Lem Stage, Dick Fokken, 
Mrs. E. E. Gilmore, E. E. Gilmore, Clyde Gilmore and John 


T. B. Quigley, who built the first 
house in the present city limits, 
opened the first meat market and 
A. A. Greenman, L. M. Durand 
and Charles Mumby, first grain 
buyers, these three in later years 
moving to Ohio, Ellendale, Minn., 
and Sioux Falls, respectively. B. C. 
Jacobs started the Exchange Bank 
in 1883. 

Oldest among buildings still 
standing is the Barclay structure. 
Prior to 1890 it was used by Cur- 
tis and Barclay, the latter contin- 
uing a general store after the 
partnership became dissolved, and 
following his death his wife  re- 
tained the enterprise indefinitely. 
Gaertner’s store now occupies the 
building. Harry Wilkinson opened 
the first exclusive jewelry store 
here. 

Early recollections of this vicin- 
ity include prairie fires, specifically 
one west of where the Great 
Northern railroad is now. Resi- 
dents from through- 
out the town fought 
the fire with burlap 
sacks and buckets of 
water—even little 
children taking. their 
stand, swatting the 
sparks as they flew 
toward town. The 
town marshal order- 
ed all fires in homes 
to be put out, as 


there was a high 
wind and they were 
taking all  precau- 


tions of preventing 
any further blazes. 


In another early 
incident, ponds in the 
north edge cf Len- 
nox were filled with 
water during “tor- 
rential”’- rains, and 
people in the north 
part of town made 
ditches to drain the 
water, filling base- 
ments as the water 
flowed southward, in 
instances doing little 
damage and creating 
partial cave-ins in 
few of the cellars. 

Social activities 
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were varied. Celebrations are of 
ancient tradition, the first recalled 
here in 1879 when Governor Ord- 
way was principal speaker. These 
events proved elaborate affairs, 
providing considerable merriment 
and entertainment. 

Dances furnished a_ popular 
pastime, even in the earliest years 
of the newly settled town. It be- 
came a tradition that when new 
buildings were erected, enclosed 
and the floors laid, initial plans 
would be to sponsor a dance. The 
school house and grain elevators 
near the railroad tracks were fre- 
quently used. Music was generally 
local talent, and for several years 
Mr. and Mrs. George Palmer 
served with their violin and melo- 
deon, respectively. In 1882 they 
played for a 4th of July celebra- 
tion at Worthing—the dance stag- 
ed in a grain elevator and contin- 
uing all night. B. C. Jacobs likewise 
was recognized as an accomplished 
pianist, and played often for 
young men and women, some- 
times on their way from school. 
As there was little money in the 
town’s earliest years, musicians 
usually played gratis, with col- 
lections at times given them for 
their services. 

Then there were the lyceums, 
conducted in the school building 
every Friday evening. School chil- 
dren would speak selections and 
sing, and older residents in the 
town would debate political ques- 
tions. Sometimes speakers would 
address the gatherings on various 
phases of public life, which proved 
of general interest. 

One of the earliest churches in 
Lennox was the 
Methodist, built very 
shortly after the 
town’s founding. Few 
records are available. 
Elderly V. B. Conklin 
is recorded as_ the 
first minister, Serv- 
ing a brief term be- 
fore eturning to 
Canton. A short time 
later a Mr. Batchel- 
dor served, not get- 
ting along too well 
with the members. 


After he left it was _ indefinitely 
without a resident pastor. In 1886, 
Rev. D. Rifenbark served as their 
minister, however what years his 
term began and terminated are 
unrecorded. Among the charter 
members were: Mrs. O. P. Ashley, 
Mr. and Mrs. W. B. Wait, Mr. and 
Mrs. J. E. Davis, Mrs. Lloyd Wal- 
do, Mrs. O. B. Gray, Mr. and Mrs. 
B. C. Jacobs and others. Mrs. D. 
R. Preston was first Sunday school 
teacher. Mrs. George Palmer, Mr. 
and Mrs. Peter Brethorst, and oth- 
ers were also among the early 
members. 

Prominent in the early life of 
Lennox, were the old time revival 
meetings held in the Methodist 
church every winter. Several 
young people attended these, and 
many joined the church during 
these sessions. 


Deeply embedded in the recol- 
lections of pioneer residents are 
the old time political rallies. These 
were conducted in the old band 
hall, a speaker being secured for 
each of these meetings. Following 
the talk would be a colorful par- 
ade, with torches and _ banners, 
and supplemented with extensive 
yelling and cheering. Beer and li- 
quors were quite often used free- 
ly, and sometimes the rally would 
terminate in a carousal. 

Considerable agitation toward 
securing a branch of the Duluth 


railroad through Lennox, was 
shown through 1885-86 and 87, 
which found considerable favor 


here because of the probabilities 
of new markets for agricultural 
products. 

Four societies are listed in the

W. H. Wilkinson was postmas- 
ter then, and in business notations, 
“the Lennox creamery will be run- 
ning full blast April 15, 1886.” 
Perry township elections for that 
year included Lennox village, with 
local citizens holding township po- 
sitions. Numerous committees 
were appointed that year to make 
the Fourth of July celebration a 
grand success. 

Lennox during its first decade 
was governed as a village under 
the jurisdiction of the township 
board. Incorporation papers were 
dated March 29, 1889, and filed 
May 18 or 19 of that year. The 
first meeting of the trustees of the 
incorporated city of Lennox was 
held in the I. M. Macomber store, 
June 19, 1889. The minutes read 
as follows: 

“Minutes of the first meeting of 
the trustees of the incorporated 
town of Lennox held on the 19th 
day of June, 1889, at 9 o’clock a. 
m., at the store of I. M. Macomber 
in said town. Present, the whole 
board, to-wit: E. E. Gilmore, first 
district; W. B. Wait, second dis- 
tict; I. M. Macom- 
ber, third district; 
Josiah Sheldon, 
fourth district; W. 
H. Wumkes, fifth dis- 
trict, and O. P. Asn- 
ley, clerk. The trus- 
tee and clerk having 
taken and _ subscrib- 
ed to the oath, the 
board was organized 
by electing W. B. 
Wait temporary pres- 
ident, the following 
business was. trans- 
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acted: 

The clerk’s bond was fixed for 
$200; treasurer, $1,000; marshall 
$1,000; assessor, $200; and jus- 
tice $500. Clerk instructed to pur- 
chase blanks and books for office 
and also seal. 

The first warrant was issued to 
I. M. Macomber, July 9, 1889 for 
$1.25. Frank Waldo was the first 
assessed for personal property 
and Amelia Waldo, first and Cas- 
per Kettwig, second for real es- 
state, in 1889.” 

Frank M. Tullar opened _ the 
first clothing store in Lennox. O. 
Holden operated a dry goods and 
grocery store. Henry E. Wheel- 
house operated the Merchants 
Hotel, and in March, 1886 he en- 
tered partnership in the enterprise 
with James Wallace. Also in the 
first decade, Smith Brothers oper- 
ated a livery barn and meat mar- 
ket. 

Developments making Lennox a 
leading trade center during the 
middle “eighties” is illustrative in 
the following narra- 
tion. “A group of FE 
traveling men were 
seated around the 
dinner table in a 
neighboring town on 
the Milwaukee rail- 
road. It was early in 
the spring of the 
year. Each one of 
the traveling men 
was relating his ex- 
periences regarding 
sales in the various 
towns along the Mil- 
waukee railroad. One 
commented, “I sell 
more goods at Len- 
nox than in any oth- 
er town of its size in 
the territory.” An- 
other added that his 
sales were best at 
Lennox, where the 
merchants were not compelled to 
ask for extensions of time. He had 
sold to one merchant of this 
place 1,800 pounds of tobacco, to 
another 6,000 pounds of Arbuder 
coffee, and 25 chests of tea. The 
story goes on to relate that on 
a Saturday there would be up to

150 teams tied in and around the 
town. Strangers when they came 
to Lennox would open their eyes 
wide with astonishment to see our 
town filled and a busy trade 
mart, and this was an every-day 
occurrence.” 

In a memorandum compiled in the 
year of 1893, the following busi- 
ness places are listed: the Ex- 
change Bank, organized in 1883, 
with Louis Jacobs cashier at that 
time; W. B. Wait, extensive grain, 
livestock and feed business; W. H. 
Curtis, general mercantile proprie- 
tor; A. A. Freseman, dealer in agri- 
cultural implements; Groenveld & 
Wumkes, machinery and _ furni-

Other business’ establishments 
recorded between 1890 and 1894 
included: J. W. Dunn, harness 
shop; D. Berg, hardware; T.

ett, shoe repairing; C. Smith, soft 
drinks; Sam Sutherland, barber 
shop; Dailey Hotel; Fred Yaeger, 
soft drinks; J. R. Gerken, meat 
shop; G. B. Gayken, pool hall; J. 
B. Smith, grain buyer for Hunt- 
ington Elevator Company; George 
and John Harney, livestock buy- 
ers; G. W. Palmer, veterinarian; 
Hans Saterboe, photographer, and 
Mell and Harm Case, cigar makers. 

The new settlement was _ pro- 
gressive, and the city was credited 
with a population of 500 in 1893. 

A native easterner, 
J. F. Cooley, forty- 
five years ago des- 
cribed Lennox as hav- 
ing “gratifying spir- 
it of enterprise and 
progressiveness, and 
unsual business 
thrift and activity.” 

A livery _ stable 
erected in 1885 was 
razed in April, 1925, 
after four decades of 
service, with Charles 
Swanfield final own- 
er. The Lennox Mil- 
ling Company was 
established by a Mr. 
Jessup or a Mr. 
Wagner about 1896, 
the mill being built 
on the Milwaukee 
right-a-way north of 
the depot. H. B. Mc- 
Farland bought the enterprise in 
1913 and overhauled the mill, ad- 
ding the engine house, coal shed 
and warehouse. He also founded 
the light plant, which began ser- 
vice July 1, 1914. Both of these 
served until they were consumed 
by fire in April, 1922. Two of the 


brands of flour manufactured by 
the Lennox mill included Lenkota 
and Gilt Edge. 

The first newspaper publication 
in Lennox was founded in the fall, 
1880, by Will H. Clark, then of 
Canton. It was named the Dakota 
Democrat, and after a few edi- 
tions had been emitted it was sold 
to M. A. Fuller of Marion. How- 
ever it continued only briefly, sus- 
pending publication until 1881 
when P. F. Haas resumed its pub- 
lication under the title of the Lin- 
coln County Independent. A half 
interest in the paper was sold to 
J. E. Hazlitt, who later took up 
his residence at Parker. Shortly 
after Mr. Haas became owner, an 
opposition paper, known as_ the 
Lennox Star, was issued by Geo. 
Conklin, finding support among 
the early business- 
men. Consequently 
when this second pub- 
lication entered the 
field Mr. Haas su- 
spended publication 
of The Independent, 
and moved to Marion 
Junction. The exist- 
ence of The Star was 
short-lived, and for 
nearly two years Len- 
nox was without a 
paper.. 

With the field again 


returned, 


press and resumed 

editing of The Independent. He 
remained at its “helm” until 1891, 
selling it to a group of Lennox 
businessmen who were desirous of 
establishing a democratic organ 
here. Its leaders included A. A. 
Freseman, Everett Curtis, and 
Wallace H. Curtis, the latter filling 
the post as_ editor-in-chief and 
Frank Noahr printer. Its duration 
as a political organ was brief, and 
at this point Frank Noahr became 
publisher, extending its privileges 
as an independent paper. 

Mr. Noahr remained as editor 
and publisher until the fall of 1910, 
selling to M. Travallie. In the fall 
of 1912 he moved the plant to the 
basement of a new modern two-

story structure, later serving as 
the Lennox Hotel. He later sold 
part interest to Wesley Smith, who 
prior to his entry, was an instruc- 
tor in the Lennox school, and later 
this partnership became dissolved 
when Mr. Smith bought the entire 
business. He in turn disposed of 
the paper to William Berens, a 
former publisher of the Worthing 
Enterprise. It was in Mr. Berens’ 
tenure that L. P. Bartell was em- 
ployed as assistant editor and 
manager. In 1922 Thomas H. Med- 
ley, publisher of the Harrisburg 
North Lincoln Herald, abandoned 
his enterprise there with the pur- 
chase of the Lennox Independent, 
and he operated the paper here 
until the fall of 1928, selling to 
the present owner and publisher, 
Edward Hofer. Mr. Hofer was pre-

viously owner of the Davis Eagle 
before it was demolished in the 
disastrous tornado of 1928. 

The first newspaper office, oper- 
ated by Peter Haas, was located 
in a small frame structure stand- 
ing near the corner lot now occu- 
pied by Courey’s Store. This build- 
ing also served as the office of Dr. 
Moody, first Lennox physician, and 
as the bank of B. C. Jacobs. 

For an indefinite period the 
paper under the leadership of Mr. 
Noahr had its office in the old 
Treat building, situated on the 
corner now occupied by the N. 
Smith building. It was following 
this the newspaper was again mov- 
ed to a small frame structure lo- 
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cated east of the present Courey 


store ,from where Mr. Travallie 
moved the plant to the basement 
of the new building on main street. 
Mr. Medley moved the publication’s 
office to its present site on north 
main street. 

Mr. Travallie installed the large 
Potter newspaper press in 1914, 
and folder as well as other equip- 
ment. Mr. Medley brought the first 
typesetting machine to Lennox, in 
1925 installing a modern Mergen- 
thaler linotype machine, now doing 
service in the Independent shop. 
Other improvements have _ since 
been made under the present man- 
agement, and in March this year 
a new Miehle press and Omaha 
folder were installed, keeping the 
shop up-to-date and well equipped 
for all printing. 

The Great North- 
ern railroad branch 
through Lennox was 
built about forty-six 
years ago, in its 
present course from 
Sioux Falls to Yank- 
ton. 

The earliest cream- 
ery recorded was sit- 
uated on the Davis 
farm west of Lennox, 
later operating four 
blocks east of Main

Hillman Creamery, now having 
one of the most modern buildings 
in the state, was established here 
in March, 1932, first in the west- 
ern section of Gedstad’s Garage. 
It moved to its present site in 
May, 1937. 

Municipal waterworks here were 
established in 1904, and the first 
watertank, wooden, constructed on 
the present edifice in 1904, serving 
until 1924 when the all-steel 50,- 
000 gallon tank was erected. Sew- 
age lines were established in 1907. 

Fred Sutherland was the first 
rural route mail carrier, when the

service was established here in 
September, 1902, serving 56 fam- 
ilies. Route two was started in 
March 10, 1906; route three, Febr- 
uary 15, 1907; route four, March 
15, 1907, and route five, March 15, 
1907. These have been consolidat- 
ed since, three routes presently 
serving. 

While the recording of new or- 
ganizations, ‘projects and civic de- 
velopments have featured the his- 
tory of this community the twen- 
tieth century, the following item 
remains of interest. It includes 
the reaction of Lennox citizens 
upon obtaining word of the sign- 
ing of the Armistice, November, 
11, 1918. When the news reached 
Lennox about four o’clock in the 
morning (Monday) that the enemy 
had surrendered, the guards on 
duty that night being the first to 
hear the glad tidings, let a yell 
that was heard all over’ town. 
They made a rush for the fire 
bell, and soon had plenty of help 
to start the big doings. Every bell 
in town was ringing lustily, while 
shotguns, pistols and a_ bonfire 
proclaimed the news that the war 
was over. There was no more sleep 
in Lennox that morning. All fore- 
noon the bells rang and the peo- 
ple gathered in small groups to 
discuss the great 
event. In the after- [7 
noon the band played 
on the street, while 
the home guards par- 
aded and maneuver- 
ed. Most of the busi- 
ness houses were 
closed all day and 
the time was entirely 
given to the celebra- 
tion of the advent of 
peace. 

A reception for 
Lincoln county World 
War soldiers was held 
June 20, 1919. 

Other occasions 
here included the 
passing of President 
Theodore Roosevelt 


the station to see him and he 
shook hands with many people. On 
this trip he presented an address 
in Sioux Falls. In February, 1920, 
General Leonard Wood, candidate 
for the United States presidency, 
visited Lennox with Governor and 
Mrs. Peter Norbeck, presenting an 
address at the school and later at 
the Crystal theatre. Two years 
prior to this, in February, 1918, 
Governor Norbeck and _ railroad 
commissioner Dougherty visited 
here. 

Records of a Commercial Club 
date back to 1907. Again in 1914 
the businessmen re-organized and 
sponsored many local improve- 
ments, encouraging the construc- 
tion of the city hall, extension of 
the city water and sewage sys- 
tem, and park improvements, be- 
sides others. 

Land for the Lennox city park 
was donated by Jasper Wester- 
man in November, 1912. This was 
prior to the extending of the 
main street drive south to present 
highway 44, and it was shortly lat- 
er that this street was platted. 

Northern States Power Com- 
pany extended its operations, fur- 
nishing patrons here with electri- 
city, in 1923. In 1902 the Lennox 
Telephone Company was founded

It was sold to J. A. Ennes in 1927, 
and to the Central West Telephone 
Company in 1929, now the Cen- 
tral Electric & Telephone Com- 
pany. 

Two farm groups organized in 
1920, including the Lennox Co-op- 
erative Livestock association and 
Farmers Shipping association. The 
Lennox creamery resumed opera- 
tions during that year, while so- 
cially, a ladies’ Republican Club 
was also established. 

In 1919 Lennox voted by a big 
majority for $12,000 in bonds for 
the construction of a city hall. 
This building has since housed the 
fire department, city council 
rooms, justice of peace office, city 
jail, and Ashley Memorial Library. 
Various meetings and programs 
have since been held in its audi- 
torium. The pump house and city 
well are situated in its east an- 
nex, moved there in 1930. 

The Lincoln county Farm Bur- 
eau was founded in 1921 and a 
year later the Community Club 
organized (April, 1922). This Com- 
munity Club then sponsored the 
4-H club achievement day, and 
from this event developed the Lin- 
coln County Fair Association. This 

organization was al- 
") so sponsored by the 
Community Club and 
was developed ap- 
proximately 1924. 
These groups served 
prominently, espec- 
ially in the promo- 
tion of the Lincoln 
county fair, 4-H club 
camp, and other 4-H 
club work and agri- 
cultural extension ac- 
tivities. 

A Lions Club func- 
tioned from 1929 to 
1932, promoting num- 
erous projects, and 
with its disbanding, 
a local civic associa- 
tion was formed in 
early 1933, terminat-

Now in its fourth 
year, the Lennox 
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Businessmen’s Association was es- 
tablished in March, 1936. 


The Lennox hospital, establish- 
ed in August, 1917, has since been 
under the management of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Harney. Other hospitals 
since expired, that have served in 
recent decades include Dr. Formis’ 
and the Community Hospital op- 
erated by Mrs. Eilert Rippentrop. 

As illustrated, Lennox now is 
rich in education and religion as 
well as_ social advantages. Its 
present schools have served out- 
standingly. Religious opportunities 
are offered by churches of four 
denominations locally, and_ six 
churches of three denominations 
rurally. 


Lennox is served by an _ alder- 
manic form of government,  in- 
cluding a mayor and six council- 
men, with three wards represent- 
ed. It has one of the finest parks in 
this section, especially for a town 
its size, and is elaborately fur- 
nished for tourists and with play- 
ground equipment. The Lennox 
ball field adjoining, lighted for 
night football, softball and base- 
ball, was the second in South Da- 


kota so equipped. The Lennox 
baseball club is well represented 
by teams during the summer 
months. 


The two railroads, Chicago, Mil- 
waukee, St. Paul & Pacific and 
Great Northern, cross here, afford- 
ing excellent connections in all di- 
rections. Lighting power is fur- 
nished by the Northern States 
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Locomotive shown here was in use when the Milwaukee 


Power company. The municipal 
water plant is competent. Its fra- 
ternal and civic organizations are 
numerous. Several church organ- 
izations serve faithfully. 


Lennox municipal water patrons 
are presently served by two wells, 
one of which is located east of the 
city hall, and the other, a shallow 
well, situated on the J. E. Davis 
farm about one mile southwest of 
Lennox. The latter was complet- 
ed within the last two years, as 
well as a storm sewer project 
completed in 1936, and sewage dis- 
posal improvements finished in re- 
cent years, which has_ afforded 
modern facilities and conveniences. 


Businessmen here have been 
consistently active, creating stim- 
ulating trade campaigns, sponsor- 
ing county and local projects, and 
each Yuletide season providing 
colorful and attractive business 
streets. In 1937 they sponsored a 
street oiling project through soli- 
citations. They are continual boost- 
ers for a progressive city. 

The Lennox band, oldest in 
South Dakota, celebrated its gold- 
en anniversary in 1933. Lennox 
citizens keep lawns and yards well 
trimmed, and fire hazards well re- 
moved. Excellent service is given 
by its volunteer fire department. 

One original landmark, a tree in 
north Main street, marks the 
first hotel site, near the P. D. Pop- 
pinga Service Station. Good roads 
leading to Lennox from all direc- 
tions serve its vast trade territory.

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Parallel to the six decades of 
progress illustrative in the his- 
tory of Lennox is the growth of 
the public schools. Their origin 
dates back to their establishment 
in 1880, forming a unique chapter 
in the display of ideals and strife 
created through the efforts and 
toil put forth by citizens here, that 
their children might have the facil- 
ities for a good education. Espec- 
ially evident through the years of 
progress is the contrasting con- 
veniences and opportunities afford- 
ed Lennox childrei and  instruc- 
tors, the difficulties encountered 
in earlier years, and the heritage 
descending which has 
brought the Lennox 
schools to a standard 
hardly matched in a f 
town its size. ; 

The first school | 
here acknowledged, | 
was the small wood- 
en structure situated 
just north of where 
Courey’s Store now 
stands. With no 
school board at the 
time, collections tak- 
en permitted the hir- § 
ing of a school teach- 
er, Miss Mona Mil- § 
ler, and from the § 
three girls and one 5 
boy in attendance the 
first day the enroll- 
ment was increased 
to approximately 16 in the two 
months it remained intact. 


The permanent establishment 
of the Lennox schools dates back 
to just shortly later, still in 1889, 
when the old school house— 
abandoned in 1912—was_ erected. 
The first instructor was Mrs. O. P. 
Ashley who assumed the duties 
immediately after the school’s or- 
ganization. Land on which the pres- 
ent schsols are located, was do- 
nated by the late J. E. Davis, 
prominent civil war veteran. 

' Approximately 1888 a small 
building where the Reformed 
church now stands was used for

primary students, with Flora Bed- 
ford and Jessie Gray instructors. 
An annex was added to the first 
school building, approximately 
1889, creating a large two-story 
structure. The original building 
was sold to H. B. Buus and is 
now serving as the J. EK. Matthews 
residence, following its disposal in 
1912, and the annex was sold to 
W. H. Wumkes and was removed 
to his farm northeast of Lennox. 
Increased enrollments and restrict- 
ed facilities necessitated the er- 
ection of a small building along 
the north side of the old school 
about 1902, this structure also be- 


ing abandoned in 1912, sold to 
Martin Schmidt, sr., becoming a 
residence and moved 21% blocks 
southwest of the grade building. 


Only five grades were taught 
for some time, and for an indefin- 
ite period a maximum of ten 
grades. The original building then, 
with its annexations, kecame a 
mammoth structure. Graduation 
was adopted when ten grades were 
being taught. Up to 1890 six prin- 
cipals served terms, namely O. P. 
Ashley, C. E. Benedict, Mrs. E. J. 
Nutting, Anna Holt, C. C. Starr, 
and W. E. Hoover, respectively. 

Recognized as the first instruc- 
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tor in the Lennox schools, Mrs. O. 
BP. Ashley ended her teaching on 


the local staffs in the school year, 
1905-6. Mrs. Ashley, who came to 
Lennox with her husband and 
family May 1, 1880 taught the 
summer term here that same year, 
in the vacant building, previous- 
ly mentioned, on Main street. 

Mrs. Ashley’s teaching career 
here is the longest, extending over 
a period cf 21 years, while Mata 
Huisinga taught in the local 
schools for nearly seventeen years 
starting in the old building and 
completing in the present grade 
building, occupied by eight grades 
now, but then hous- 
ing twelve. Mr. 
Ashley was the first 
principal, while Mrs. 
Ashley,—who receiv- 
ed $35 per month 
and later $37—most 
prominent. 

In 1931, commem- 
orating her long ca- 
reer, the local library 
was established in the 
city hall, and entitled 
the Ashley Memorial 
library. Mrs. Ashley 
was absent from 
her teaching dut- 
ies while making 
her residence here, 
quitting a few years 
during her husband’s 
terms, returning to 
her duties in 1887 following the 
resignation of Blanche Waldo, now 
Mrs. C. B. Kennedy, Canton, had 
served nine terms. 

In 1880 one room was built and 
in 1882 the completion of the sec- 
ond story created two large rooms, 
necessitating two teachers. The an- 
nex provided the third room down- 
stairs and fourth upstairs, neces- 
sitating four teachers there. The 
four rooms were each heated by 
stoves, the pipes of which were at- 
tached to one chimney. 

Considerable progress was dis- 
played during the second decade. 
Classes were extended to the 11th 


grade, now the junior year in high 


school. The building annex pro- 
vided for the first graduating 
class in the history of the school, 
the class of 1895—15 years after 
the founding of the schools. Mem- 
bers of this class included: Maude 
Jacobs (Greenfield); Maude How- 
ard; Marion Gray (Crane); Myrtle 
Powers; Myrtle Dailey; Elsie 
Shank, and Kate Smith (Young), 
the latter two deceased. 


In recollections from the class 
of 1898, subjects included  as- 
tronomy, zoology, and_ botany. 
The class of 1897 is credited with 
presenting the first class play, and 
the class of 1898 acclaimed the 
first to introduce “yells” as a 
means of displaying school spirit. 
Principals during the second de- 
cade, credited with much of the 
progress, were: (1890 to 1899) 
Beeb Mberharty J. Rapp, H. H. 
Hoff, J. F. Overmeyer, G. W. Han- 
na, J. B. Clendennen, and W. O. 
Loudenslager, in their respective 
terms. Mr. Overmeyer was superin- 
tendent when commencement ex- 
ercises were inaugurated in 1895. 
and Supt. Hanna head of the 
schools when the 11th grade was 
added in 1898. 

The superintendent’s (then 
principal) salary during the per- 
iod was. approximately $70, and a 
gradual increase was shown during 
the latter nineties and early 1900s. 
The board of education from the 
founding of the schools to about 
its 30th year, consisted of three 
members, and it was not until the 
fourth decade that the present 
number of five members was intro- 
duced. Among the local citizens 
having served the longest tenures 
on the school board are the late 
A. A. Freseman, the late B. C. 
Jacobs and W. B. Mallory. H. G. 
Bultena served 15 years, while J. 
P. Henrich, H. P. Miller, the late 
H. R. Wolff, and several others 
have been prominent. 

During the course of the second 
decade, the names of Cynthia 
Green, Sadie Shotwell and May 
Hartney appeared on the list of 
instructors in the Lennox schools, 
while others who may have taught 
then are unrecorded as there are 


no permanent records. 

With 24 students graduating 
previous to the class of 1900, only 
seven of these were boys. Several 
of the students, especially boys, 
attending during the early years 
failed to finish because of other 
duties. Since 1895, there have 
been no graduation classes in two 
of the years, in 1896 and 1901. 
The 11th grade was added in 1898 
and 12th in the fall of 1913. 

Of further interest is the diffi- 
culties encountered by the janitors 
during their routines. Descriptions 
of the wintry problems, when heat- 
ing was considerably hard in the 
old school house, give credit to 
their work. In one instance to a 
Mrs. Struck, who “knew how to 
handle the situation, taking down 
all the pipes each week, cleaning 
them all, including the kinks and 
crooks, and putting them back. 
Additionally, her routine included 
the sweeping, dusting, carrying 
water, and other numerous jobs, 
for which she received $30 per 
month.” 


During the third decade, 1900 to 
1910, seven superintendents serv- 
ed. It was in these ten years that 
both principals and _ superinten- 
dents were hired—although pre- 
vious they remained principals in 
their positions here. These seven 
superintendents included A. A. 
Hines, G. H. Dean, A. DeVries, H. 
Brown, E. J. Andrews, S. J. Plop- 
per, and W. O. Loudenslager, re- 
spectively. The total monthly 
teachers’ salaries from 1906 to 
1910 are recorded as follows: 1906 
$260; 1907, $269.50; 1908, $256.50; 
1909, $261; and 1910, $301.50. In 
three of these years janitors re- 
ceived $18 per month, and in two 
of the years $25 per month. 

At the time when Mr. Louden- 
slager was superintendent of 
schools he received a salary of $75 
per month. Asking the school 
board to do him a favor, he took 
the members down the rickety 
stairs, into a dark dugout passage 
leading to the coal bin, where the 
lead had caved in and left “a sort 
of creek hole’ to haul the coal 
through. His request was that the 
dirt be removed as he could hardly 
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get through with his two buckets 
of coal—besides he frequently 
bumped his head on an overhead 
beam. The dirt was finally removed. 

The above problem as well as 
others mentioned occasionally, 
are taken from vivid recollections 
—embarrasing, humorous’ and 
whimsical at times, yet serious 
then. 

During the third decade, four 
of the graduating classes were 
comprised of two students, two of 
the classes had only one, and, of 
course, in 1901, there were none. 


Confronting the board members 
and superintendents early in the 
1910-1920 era, was the problem of 
building a new school structure. 
At the time Lennox began plan- 
ning the grades building, the agi- 
tation around the state was fav- 
oring consolidated schools, how- 
ever the board’s investigations ad- 
judged it an impractical, expensive 
venture. Membership of the school 
board was increased from three to 
five. Bonds were voted, the maxi- 


mum $15,000, however this fell 
short of the total needed. The 
board waived its salary of $12 


each, and a committee gained half 
of the profits from the municipal 
saloon, $3,000. 

The present grades building was 
erected at a cost of $22,000 com- 
plete, the new school being the 
pride of the community. The last 
class to graduate from the old 
school building, class of 1912, was 
composed of Clara Smith (Beyatt), 
Agnes Miller (Holt), Grace Wolff 
(Phillips) and Mona Crowley. The 
last teaching staff of the old build- 
ing was composed of Supt. C. P. 
Doty, Katherine Moore, Susanne 
Avery, Mata MHuisinga, Maggie 
Brethorst and F. Erbe. 

The first staff in the new build- 
ing included Supt. J. C. Tjaden, 
Alice Wolff, Mata Huisinga, Su- 
sanne Avery, Marguerite Breth- 
orst, Tena Gedstad and Grace 
Lewison. Superintendents during 
the fourth decade were C. J. Doty, 
J. C. Tjaden, Lillian Savage, Rich- 
ard D. Doyle and Mr. Moen. 

The more recent superintendents 
include J. E. Martin, (1921-29), 
M. L. McCoy, (1929-35), and pres- 


= oo 


ently, Spencer S. Shaw, who as- 
sumed the post in the fall of 1935, 
——the trio serving nearly two de- 
cades. 


In 1919 state authorities told 
the local board of education that 
their school was inadequate, being 
too small. For two years two of 
the grades were conducted in the 
city hall, however they were again 
told to erect a new high school or 
the credits would be withdrawn. 
Bonds were voted and the new 
high school structure erected on 
its present edifice in 1922, at a 
cost approximating 
$70,000. The pro- 
gram dedicating the 
new high school was 
deferred until March f 
16, 1923, when the 
dedicatory exercises 
were presented. 

First graduates 
from the new build- 
ing—the class of 
1922—included __ Sid- 
ney Hoover, Sannah 
Greenfield, Louise 
McFarland, John Bul- 
tena, Dick VanBock- 
ern, Vincent Ross- 
back, Alice Sloan, 
Della Troyer, and 
John MclIlvenna. 
The present grade 
school building has 
Since been confined 
to the first eight 
grades. 

Completion of the 
grade school building 
in 1912 provided a 
gymnasium and the 
first basketball team 
to represent Lennox 


high school during 
the 1912-13 season. 
Football was added 


November 11, 1931. The Lennox 
high school Pep-A-Graph—weekly 
departmental publication—took its 
present form in 1924 with Paul 
Mallory editor. Its title was sug- 
gested by Donald Day. 

Now completing its first decade 
the junicr high Young Citizen’s 
League was founded in the fall of 
1928. 

Lennox students have compiled 
outstanding records and garnered 
state and national recognition. 
Their present scholastic and _ in- 
terscholastic achievements are un-

Foiles, C. E. Bublitz, Merlin Oel- 
rich, C. M. Painter, and presently 
Kenneth C. Peters—having served 
the agriculture department, and 
five instructors—Vera Lee, Miss 
Keeley, Mildred Walker, Viola 
Mach, and presently Vivian Verry 
—having served in sequence in 


the home economics department. 
Mr. Peters is in his 
first year there and 
Miss Verry in her 
second. Mr. Coleman 
is now ranching near 
Rapid City. 

The Future Farm- 
ers of America chap-

tive, instrumental in 
its establishment. In 
1929 Lennox had the 
largest Smith-Hughes 
department in the 
state, being awarded 
first. The Lennox 
chapter is named in 
honor of Andrew 
Sundstrom, graduate 
member who was 
elected president of 
4 the National F.F.A.

The Lennox agricul-

Pugsley Placque, signifying the 
most outstanding individual of the 
entire contests. Their trophies and 
individual awards have been too 
many to enumerate. A modernly- 
equipped shop furnishes additional 
study and practice for the Smith- 


Hughes students. Lennox high 
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school—while J. E. Martin was su- 
perintendent—through its stress on 
club work, had at one time four 
state grand champion demonstra- 
tion teams in school. 


Under the direction of Miss Hen- 
rietta Smith since its re-organiza- 
tion in 1931, the Lennox high 
school orchestra has created an 
enviable record. In its first year it 
was awarded second in the _ dis- 
trict contests at Madison. In 1933 
it received first in the district and 
second in the state event. Second 
in the 1934 district contest, it was 
then awarded three consecutive 
state contest superior ratings in 
1935, 1936, and 1937, and in 1935 
was the only orchestra to receive 
that ranking. In 1938 it received 
excellent in the district, and in 1939 
superior in the district and excel- 
lent in the state. The orches- 
tra has made it a custom of 
presenting two concerts each 
school year, and broadcasting at 
least once each year in radio pro- 


grams—its exceptions including 
only two years since its re-organ- 
ization. Miss Smith succeeded 


Vernon Algers of Sioux Falls as 
director in 1928. There was no or- 
chestra in the 1930-31 school year, 
Miss Smith returning here in the 
fallvot 1931; 


Glee club work was started in 
1922, Mary Harvey the first dir- 
ector. She in turn was succeeded 
by Margaret Dexter and Gail 
Mead. In 1937 and 1938 the Girls 
Glee Club and Mixed Chorus, un- 
der the direction of Karl Goerz, 
rated superior in the district con- 
tests and excellent in the state 
meet. Instructors in vocal music 
the past decade include Miss Set- 
backen, 1929-31; Mrs. Eugene Be- 
yatt, 1932; Miss Henrietta Smith, 
1933-35; Miss Vera Nyrop, 1935- 
36; Karl Goerz, 1936-38, and pres- 
ently, Leonard Mogck who _  as- 
sumed the post last fall. The boys 
glee club and mixed chorus was 
organized by Miss Nyrop in the 
fall of 1935. Lennox high vocal- 
ists were attired in capes for 
the 1939 district contests, for the 
first time, the girls glee club win- 
ning superior and excellent in the 
state. 


The two music departments gar- 
nered enough points in the 1937 
and 1938 contests to win the class 
B plaque awards signifying their; 
sweepstake champion in their di-" 


ed fourth in the state in class B. 
Awards in solo events and ensem- 
ble groups have been numerous. 


Since 1929, the ‘high school pub- 
lication—The Pep-A-Graph— has 
won first place in the state de- 
partmental contests six times. 
These champions and the editors 
of the winning papers read as 
follows: 1930, Beverly Mallory; 
1931, Harold Reed; 1932, Eileen 
Weiss (started) and Harold Reed 
(second semester); 1934, Fred 
Courey; 1936, Wyman Wumkes, 
and 1937, Harold Johnke. In 1930 
it rated second by the National 
Scholastic Press Association. In 
1929 the Pep-A-Graph was award- 
ed third in the state. In 1938 it 
placed second. Harley Bossman, 
Pep-A-Graph editor 1932-33, served 
as president of the South Dakota 
High School Press association, and 
Russell Greenfield as secretary of 
the state crganization, elected in 
the fall of 1931 and 1936, respec- 
tively. Fred Courey, Wyman 
Wumkes, Erma Farmer and Rus- 
sel Greenfield have represented 
Lennox on the all-state staff of 
high school journalists since its 
organization in 1933. 


Basketball equipment was first 
purchased for the Lennox schools 
in the fall of 1905. There being no 
room indsors, playing facilities 
were erected on the play-ground, 
and used during recess periods 
both winter and summer. During 
the summer of 1906, a_ pick-up 
team of Lennox girls played at a 
July 4th celebration at Davis, en- 
countering a Davis team on an 
out-door field in the evening. Com- 
prising the Lennox team were Cora 
Brown, Swanee Raker (Buus), 
Tena Gedstad (Hofmeister), Mata 
Huisinga, and Florence Folken 
(Kamolz). Five players composed 
a team then. Lennox won the $15 
purse. 

The first teams to represent Len- 
nox high school were in 1912-13, 
with the completion of the present 
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vision. In 1938 Lennox high rank- ! 


two teams (boys and girls) for 
that year are unrecorded, although 
‘the Lennox boys lost to Emery 
while the girls overwhelmed Chan- 
cellor 81 to 2 in the first games. 
The personnels of the two squads 
included: Boys—Joe Q. Miller, 
Richard Wumkes, Louis’ Burns, 
Louis Hurley, Oather Kelley, Law- 
rence Henrich, John Troyer and 
William Schroedermeier with Supt. 
J. C. Tjaden (now at South Dak- 
ota University) coach; Girls— 
Helen Busch (Wierenga), Ila Aul- 
wes, Ruby Jacobs (Hartman), Etta 
Javers (Schmidt), Dena High- 
street (Kromminga), Anna Van- 
Bockern (Hansen), ‘Flora Frese- 
man (Smiley), Grace Walker, and 
Cecile Detjen, with Tena Gedstad 
(Hofmeister) coach. 


Lennox high school track rec- 
ords still include those of William 
Schroedermeier, broad jump and 
440-yard dash (the latter since 
tied) made in the state meet in 
1915, and John Troyer, 880-yard 
run, made in tre state meet of 
1916. In basketball, Lennox teams 
have won three district 19 cham- 
pionships, two district consola- 
tion championships (including that 
won in 1927, the first year of the 
present districting), and two dis- 
trict (19) runners-up. Also one 
Big Eight conference champion- 
ship and two runners-up, and pre- 
viously, the Little Southern con- 
ference championship. Records 
prior to then show the ‘Speedy 
Five” of the 1923-24 season the 
most outstanding boys quintet, and 
the Golden Tornadces of 1927-50 
the outstanding girls sextet, who 
climaxed a record of 30 consecu- 
tive victories by beating Planking- 
ton 20-18—the latter’s first defeat 
in four years—to claim the ‘“myth- 
ical state championship.” 


Lennox will re-enter the (Big 8) 
conference next fall (athletics). 

In forensics, Lennox debaters 
entered their first district tourna- 
ment at Vermillion in 1925. D. O. 
Smith was coach and Vermillion 
won that tournament. In 1927 Len- 
nox lost in the district finals 
to Canton high. L. H. Smith was 
coach. C. Maurice Wieting was 
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adviser 1929-35, Sigfried Mickel- 
son 1935-37, and John W. Jack- 
son, present coach, succeeding Mr. 
Mickelson. In 1930 and 1931 Len- 
nox lost in the district finals 
to Vermillion. In 1935 Wyman 
Wumkes won second in the state 
extemporaneous speaking contests 
and advanced to the fourth round 
in the national meet. After win- 
ning the district in 1937, Russell 
Greenfield, Howard Hillman and 
Harold Johnke won sixth place in 
the state debate meet, and in 1938 
this trio, with Mr. Jackson coach, 
won the district, newly adopted 
divisional contest, and then gain- 
ed runner-up in the state con- 
tests (Madison winnig) to be- 
come eligible for the national de- 
bate tournament. Traveling dis- 
tances prohibited their entering 
the national meet. Howard Hillman 
won the district and sixth in the 
state original oratory contests in 
1937, and won the district, divi- 


sional, and then placed third in 
the state contests in the same 
event in 1938. This spring Len- 


nox debaters won the district and 
were runner-up in the divisional, 
losing to Yankton. Debate was in- 
stituted in 1923. In 1916 and 1917 
Lennox, Canton and Parker high 
school debaters participated in an- 
nual debate meets, triangular af- 
fairs. 

Declamatory was also introduc- 
ed in 1923. In 1930 John Siekman 
won first place in oratory in the 
state contest. Russell Greenfield 
advanced to the regional in ex- 
temporaneous speaking in 1937, 
and this year Wilbert Beeners 
won in the district and regional 
oratory contests, placing fifth in 
the state. 


In dramatics, Lennox has. an- 
nually been represented with its 
class plays. In 1931, with Miss 
Mae Kelley, instructor, the Cum- 
N-C Dramatic club was organized 
at Lennox high school. In 1937, 
with Grace Nichol, advisor, Lennox 
dramatic students placed second 
in the annual University of South 
Dakota tri-state invitational play 
tournament, and Howard Hillman 
ranked as one of the five outstand- 
ing actors. 
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The Lennox Independent School 
district No. 65 has compiled re- 
cord of prominence. It has for 
several years been a member of 
the North Central Association of 
High Schools and Colleges, and 
its curriculum includes both re- 
quired and elective subjects. Phy- 
sical education and intramural ac- 
tivities are also provided, while 
the dominant high school organi- 
zation is the student association. 


The present high school faculty 
includes: Supt. Spencer S. Shaw; 
Principal John W. Jackson, foren- 
sics and journalism; K. C. Peters, 
agriculture; Merrill S. Jones, ath- 
letic coach; Leonard Mogck, vocal 
music; Henrietta Smith,  instru- 
mental music; Vivian Verry, home 
economics, and Grace Nichol, dra- 
matics. 

Grade school instructors are: 
Lillian E. McCasland, principal; 
Lorraine Flynn, Mark E. Stillman 
and Wilmer Doescher, junior high; 
Evelyn Schurmans, fourth grade; 
Lucille Ytterness, third grade; 
Evelyn Humphrey, second grade; 
and Helen Muehl, first grade, Miss 
McCasland serving thirteen years 
on the grades faculty, and twelve 
as principal.

Immediate records are quite 
scant concerning any of the early 
organizations pers Lome De 
Lennox schools. 


However, from information avail- 
able, an active Alumni Association 
was organized in 1896, including 
in its membership the first two 
graduating classes. The following 
year there was no graduating class, 
and the class of 1898 became the 
first accepted as new members. 
First officers of the organization 
were unrecorded. William Tullar 
was the last president to serve. 
This organzation remained intact 
for approximately two decades. 
The alumni association was reviv- 
ed again in December, 1927, con- 
tinuing until approximately 1931. 


The Teachers Association dates 
back several years further. In 
December, 1886, its membership in- 
cluded W. R. Waldo, Mrs. E. J. 
Nutting, Blanche Waldo, E. HE. 
Gilmore, and O. P. Ashley. Anoth- 
er early file has the following 
members: Anna Holt, secretary; 
O. P. Ashley, Will Rouse, Mart 
Gehon, George Hallowell, and Will 
Waldo, with meetings conducted 
once each month. Methods of teach- 
ing the various subjects was the 
program theme from the minutes 
of the latter’s meeting mentioned. 


In the years between 1885 and 
1890 in addition to a teachers as- 
sociation there was also an active 
literary lyceum which conducted 
debates and discussions on diverse 
topics. Prominent members of the 
lyceum were such early well 
known citizens as George Barclay, 
George Hallowell, E. E. Gilmore, O. 
P. Ashley, Will Rouse and oth- 
ers. On one occasion the lyceum 
staged a debate participated in by 
several leading members, the ques- 
tion being: “Are the Works of Na- 
ture More Beautiful than the 
Works of Art.” George Barclay 
debated the affirmative against 
the united battery of George Mil- 
lie and D. S. Guenter. ’"

One of the earliest organizations 
in Lennox was the Grand Army of 
the Republic. 

It was May 21, 1883, when nine- 
teen charter members of this unit 
affixed their signatures at Sioux 
Falls, to form a new chapter in 
the Department of South Dakota. 

This original charter was sign- 
and sealed by Thomas S. Freen, 
department commander, and W. 8. 
Potter, assistant adjutant general. 
Its original members _ included 
Abraham Boynton, who died 1911; 
O. B. Gray, William Miers, E. H. 
Best, died 1925 and buried at 
Armour, 8S. D.; S. Sutherland, died 
1918, buried here; I. VanBrocklin, 
A. C. Dailey, died 1913, buried 
here; T. Spencer, S. G. Marson, J. 
E. Davis, died 1935, buried here; 
Josiah Sheldon, buried here; Wil- 
liam Fitzgerald, died 1911, buried 
here; J. W. Aldrich, W. H. Hart, 
D. Brewer, W.H. Rouse, V. S. 
Martin and S. F. Hitchcock. 

The original charter was des- 
troyed by fire and the present one 
issued in lieu by order of the Ells- 
worth Annual Encampment, and 
attested by W. C. Nash, depart- 
ment commander and D. H. Hawn. 
Col. Ellsworth Post No. 21, was 
named in honor of Elmer Elis- 
worth, a military drill master, who 
won attention of men of authority 
when he was nine years of age. He 
organized the “militia” and was 
credited with ‘‘mustering’’ three 
of our first regiments. On April 
29, 1861, fourteen days after 
President Abraham Lincoln’s ulti- 
matum for 75,000 troops, a regi- 
ment composed of 1,100, uniform- 
ed and equipped, marched the 
streets of New York, enroute to 
the national capitol. At its head 
was the Colonel—a young man of 
24. It was Ellsworth’s regiment of 
Zou avas recruited from the fire- 
men of New York City and after- 
ward enlisted in the service as the 
11th New York. He did consider- 
able drilling in Chicago and other 
cities. He was shot by James W. 
Jackson, proprietor of the Mar- 
shall house, at Alexandria, Vir- 
ginia, as he was coming down- 


stairs with the Rebel flag, taken 

from the roof of that building. 
Other members who joined the 

Lennox chapter in later years, in- 


cluded: 1884—John Poll (died 
1933, buried here); Edward R. 
Allyn, W. F. Little (died 1927, 


buried here) ; J. Gallop, Levi Wood, 
James Johnston (buried here); 
and D. V. Preston; 1886—Johan

brock and Alonso J. Hale; 1889— 


Ebenezer Dailey (buried here); 
Henry Deede (buried here) and

Following the death of J. E. 
Davis, last Lennox civil war vet- 
eran, September 16, 1935, this 
chapter became dissolved, and the 
property was given its auxiliary, 
and will remain in its possession 
as long as the Lennox W. R. C. 
unit exists, then to be returned 
to the department or sent to 
Pierre. 


In June, 1921, J. E. Davis was 
elected Department Commander 
of the state G. A. R., serving one 
year in that position. 

The first G. A. R. post organized 
in the United States was at Spring- 
field, Ill., April 6, 1866, by Dr. B. 
F. Stephenson, and the first state 
convention held at Springfield, IIl., 
July 12, 1866. The spread of this 
organization into this state began 
under provisional jurisdiction of 
the state of Iowa. The first meet- 
ing was called by the Provisional 
Commander and held at Yankton.

In 1888, practice for a Benja- 
min Harrison (president-elect) re- 
publican rally, at which the band 
was scheduled to appear, inaug- 
urated a 50-year-old custom of 
Thanksgiving serenades to local 
business establishments, a _ tradi- 
tion upheld since. The practice was 
held Thanksgiving day, the rally 
to be held the following day. This 
unique custom is of unusual sig- 
nificance among traditions of 
bands thruout our state and nation. 

The Lennox band furnished mu- 
sic at the first Lincoln county old 
settler’s picnic, June 21, 1893, then 
held in Madden’s grove, Worthing. 
In 1890 they played at a democrat- 
ic rally at Sioux Falls. 

In 1904 the band made an ex- 
cursion trip to Clear Lake, Ia., 
and in 1907 received praise at an 
appearance welcoming and escort- 
ing a Minnesota delegation here, 
on their tour of Mil- 
waukee railroad 
towns.

The tem- 
perature registered between 81 
and 85 degrees in the shade during 
the week. 


Citizens’ Forum 


The Citizen’s Forum was organ- 
ized on Friday, December 10, 1938 
by a group of interested citizens 
of Lennox who felt that such an 
organization would serve as a 
meeting ground for discussion of 
public questions. The forum being 
open to anyone who desired to 
participate in such activity. 

Officers and directors selected 
to have charge of the educational 
programs were as follows: Supt. 
S. S. Shaw, executive secretary; 
John Jackson, assistant secretary; 
Kenneth Peters, chairman agricul- 
tural division; Jack Ludwig, chair- 
man business and commerce divi- 
sion; Wilmer Doescher, program 
director. Other members selected 
to serve on the council directorate 
were Rev. J. David Larsen, Rev. 
Fr. Paul Quinn, W. B. Mallory, L. 
W. Dindot, Edw. Hofer and Otto 
Van Buren.

“How can we provide re- 
creational activities for our chil- 
dren?” ‘‘What is the greatest need 
of the people today?” ‘“How are we 
going to put WPA workers back 
to gainful employment?” “Is there 
a need for an inspirational out- 
look in America today?”’ 

Some of the above topics and 
others were taken up for discus- 
sion. Participating in these activi- 
ties were members of the teaching 
staff, businessmen and farmers. 
The plan of the forum is to open 
its seasonal activities on New 
Years day and carry on during the 
winter months.

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Intact for more than 56 years, 
the Lennox municipal band is the 
oldest in South Dakota. 


Its founding dates back to the 
spring of 1883, the outgrowth of 
the original cornet band. Organiz- 
ed in May of that year, the original 
members included F. H. Treat, W. 
B. Smith, P. F. Haas, .G. Groen- 
veld, J. F. Ferguson, Thomas Sly, 
L. Butzer and A. A. Freseman. 
The first officers elected were F. 
H. Treat, president and leader; W. 
B. Smith, treasurer; J. F. Fergu- 
son, manager, and A. A. Frese- 
man, secretary. All of these mem- 
bers are deceased—Smith, Frese- 
man, and Haas, hav- 
ing expired since 
1931. 

From this simple 
beginning, the his- 
tory of the Lennox 
organization has been 
marked with promi- 
nence and progress, 
Since its first out-of- 
town appearance at 
Centerville on Mem- 
orial day, 1887, when 
it was acclaimed the 
best band in south- 
east Dakota territory | 
the Lennox band has 
won recognition in 
this state and west- 
ern Iowa. For several 
years its distinctions 
included marching, 
counter marching and 
drill formations—as well as their 
unexcelled winter concert appear- 
ances, outstanding programs ar- 
ranged, of which they were spon- 
sors annually. 


With its eight charter pccibers 
a subscription of funds plus five 
dollars contributed by each of the 
original octet, netted finances 
enough to permit the purchase of 
second hand instruments from the 
Garden City Music Company of 
Chicago, Ill. Their original cost 
was approximately $60, and fol- 
lowing the distribution of the in- 
struments, the band’s founding 
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was met enthusiastically. Weeks of 
study and its gradual membership 
enlargement marked its’ early 
progress. Directors who _ served 
during the first five years included 
F. H. Treat, Mr. Dibble, B. C. Ja- 
cobs and Mr. Stevens, the latter 
later residing at Sioux Falls where 
he led the Sioux Falls band. Hold- 
ing practice sessions twice each 
week, the members had fees of 50c 
per meeting—the money being 
used to purchase music and pay 
their director at the time they 
hired Mr. Dibble of Hurley. 


By the time the band was con- 
tracted to make its first out-of-

town appearance at Centerville, 
they had constructed a ‘‘new” band 
wagon with a seating capacity of 
20 musicians and the driver. At- 
tired in colorful splendor, their 
uniforms included the large hel- 
mets set off with large red feathers 
over the top, described as weigh- 
ing 2144 pounds. Additionally, a 
socket was attached to these and 
inserted was the heavy Bulls Eye 
kerosene lamp which increased the 
weight of the headgears still more. 
Mr. Ferguson, drum major, was 
mounted on a horse and led the 
procession. Their conspicious dress 
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and displays in marching and for- 
mations enabled them to win the 
title as best in southeast Dakota 
Territory. The band received $40 
and its meals. 

Throughout the 56 years, the 
Lennox band’s success has been 
marked with excellent support and 
leadership. 


While the charter members were 
gradually resigning in favor of 
younger members, the longest to 
serve of the original eight was A. 
A. Freseman, whose tenure was 11 
years. During that time the mem- 
bership was increased to 20. Sam- 
uel Sutherland, who joined short- 
ly after the band’s 
organization, served 
as drummer 25 
years prior to his 
death. Thre late Ar- 
thur B. Jacobs join- 
ed first as a member 
in 1884 and several 
months later began a 
span of 40 consecu- 
tive years as director 
which ended with his 
death in February, 
1925. Under his es- 
teemed leadership, 
the band enlarged 
considerably and be- 
came one of the best 
of the state. He was 
the most prominent 
figure of any since 
its organization and 
the band paid its 
final tribute to their respected 
leader, by rendering music during 
his funeral services. He displayed 
untiring interest, devotion and am- 
bitions toward the upbuilding of 
the Lennox band. Louis Jacobs, a 
brother, was a member more than 
half a century prior to his death 
in November, 1938, likewise hav- 
ing a prominent part in continual 
progress of the organization. 


Since their Centerville appear- 
ance, the Lennox band has _per- 
formed extensively in towns and 
cities throughout this state. and 
western Iowa.

Organized in March, 1936, as a 
successor to the Civic Club, the 
Lennox Businessmen’s Association 
has developed into an organization 
of prominence. 

Its role in the planning and pro- 
motion of commercial and_ civic 
interests in this community has 
been extensive. Since its founding, 
the association has been sponsor 
to numerous activities. In exten- 
sion work, it has included 4-H club 
camps, junior fairs and _ achieve- 
ment days. They have become an- 
nual sponsors of celebrations, and 
are directing the sixtieth anniver- 
sary festivities to be staged here 
June 20-and 21. Through their 
careful planning and _ continued 
efforts and co-operation given by 
various committees who are su- 
pervising arrangements, the pro- 
gram for the two-day classic is 
elaborately planned. 


Various music concerts and 
school achievement programs have 
been included.

First officers of this organiza- 
tion, elected with its establishment 
in 1936, were as follows: L. W.

Since then it has made steady pro- 
gress, and its membership is com- 
prised of business and professional 
men of Lennox. Consequently this 
keeps various other civic, frater- 
nal, religious, and educative  or- 
ganizations represented. 

Al A. Miller and Bennie A Ged- 
stad have served as a_ standing 
membership committee. 


Its program each year is in- 
augurated with a special booster 
rally, featuring special entertain- 
ment and addresses by guest 
speakers. Its annual business ses- 
sion includes the outlining of plans 
for the ensuing year, and_ the 
adoption of an opening and closing 
schedule, to serve patrons through 
each of the seasons and _ holiday 
programs. Recognition is made of 


various national and religious holi- 
days, with designated closing 
hours accepted in order that they 
may be observed. 

This organization convenes twice 
each month at banquet-programs 
held in local cafes, with the ex- 
ception of when activies are sus- 
pended in midsummer — during 
July and August. 

The association has adopted the 
schedule of stores remaining open 
Saturday nights weekly from Jan- 
uary through March, and from 
April until the following January, 
twice weekly— Wednesday and 
Saturdays, to accommodate rural 
patrons of its trade area.

Others en- 
listed in early years are unrecord- 
ed, no files being available. 


Boy Scout activities in Lennox 
date back to 1913 when the first 
troop was organized, Harry Davis 
serving as first scoutmaster; W. B. 
Mallory, scout commissioner and 
William Schroedermeier, assistant 
scoutmaster. 


Originally few meetings were 
held in main street places, shortly 
later sessions being conducted in 
the basement of the W. B. Mallory 
residence and continuing here for 
several years. Among the original 
members recorded are: John Van- 
Bockern, Henry Wierenga, Harry 
Wierenga, Eddie Coles, Ted Coles, 
John Wiebel, Harm Reiners, Na- 
than Everson, Ted Poppinga, Ber- 
nard Jacobs, Art Frerichs, Henry 
Highstreet, Jay Everetts, Claxton 
Latrielle and Philip Wibbens. 
Gradually the membership in- 
creased to nearly thirty, and 
among the other early members 
listed were: Lester Harney, Louis 
Reiners, Otto Reiners, Joe Q. 


Miller, Bennie Gedstad, Eddie Ged- 


When the troop was founded 
there was no age limit with two 
of the members then only _ nine 
years old. Communications were 
then conducted with national head- 
quarters in New York City. Short- 
ly later the National Boy Scout or- 
ganization adopted the required 
minimum age limit of twelve 
years. 


Three patrols were soon form- 
ed. Among the activities of the 
troop in its early years was’ the 
annual camp held at Lake Madison. 
The trip was then mad2 in “horse 
and wagon” style and sometimes 
included brief stops at Wall Lake 
and near Colton enroute. Other 
early Lincoln county scout troops 
were located at Hudson and Wor- 
thing, with county camps held in 
these two towns and Lennox. 

This organization functioned for 
little more than half a decade. Af- 


ter a lapse of nearlyy a year, the 
troop was re-organized again in 
late 1919 and 1920 with Michael 
Van Osterloo, scoutmaster. In 1921 
Joe Q. Miller was in charge, ac- 
companying them on their Lake 
Madison outing. Seventeen scouts 
were enlisted under Mr. Van Os- 
terloo, namely: Kenneth Brant, 
John G. Bultena, Harm Cramer,

This year marks the forty-sec- 
ond anniversary of the- Lennox 
volunteer fire department. Its ser- 
vice of more than four decades or- 
iginated following its organization 
as the Hook and Ladder Company, 
as well as the Chemical Company, 
May 17, 1897. This meeting was 
held in the F. M. Slagle Company 
office here, and J. P. Henrich was 
elected first chief. Other officers 
then elected were: John Harney, 
assistant chief; Frank L. Noahr, 
secretary, and Kittle O. Gedstad, 
treasurer.

J. J. Wumkes was elected chief 
in 1907, with Otto Smith, assist- 
ant chief, and A. J. Miller, secre- 
tary and treasurer. 


During the early decades meet- 
ings were generally conducted in 
the band hall. Social activities 
during the latter part of the sec- 
ond decade focused on banquets 
and dances, the latter to add to 
their funds. 


Others who have served as chiefs 
of the local department and the 
year in which they were elected 
read as follows: Frank Muller, 
1908-09-10-11; John Sinning, 1912- 
13-14-15 (latter part)-16; C. W. 
Smith, 1915 (forepart); Lee Smith 
1916 (latter part)-17-18; Sam 
Smith, 1919-20; F. J. Wagner, 
1920-21-22-23-24-25; Bennie A. 
Gedstad, 1925 to 1938, and Harry 
Simons, 1938 and 1939. 


When the city hall was _ con- 
structed in 1919, the firemen had 
a new meeting place in the pres- 
ent fire department of that build- 
ing. Its membership for that year 
was twenty members. 


Solicitations among _ residents 
here created enough funds for the 
purchase of a new Reo fire truck 
in 1924. The Chemical truck was 
added in 1930. Other equipment 
has been added annually since the 
department’s organization. 

Present officers of the Lennox

Wilbur Wenbourne, foreman and 
John G. Bultena, secretary and 
treasurer. 

Its present rall call numbers 18

Rooms above the Exchange Bank 
now serve for their meetings. B.

Lennox was the meeting place 
for Teachers’ Institutes in the 
early days. One of the early rec- 
ords relates that 53 years ago a 
county Teachers Institute was 
held here in February with a pub- 


lic program in the M. E. church 
the preceeding evening. County 
superintendent Benedict was pres- 
ent and presided during the ses- 
sions.

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Furnished with a background of 
state and Lincoln county develop- 
ments in extension work, 4-H club 
work in Lennox and vicinity has 
occupied a foremost position. 


While there was a small amount 
of 4-H club work in Lincoln coun- 
ty as early as 1916, it was not un- 
til 1921 that the greatest promo- 
tion came. With J. E. Martin, Su- 
perintendent of Schools at Len- 
nox, and A. W. Palm, county ex- 
tension agent, and with the as- 
sistance and encouragement of 
Paul J. Scarbro, then state club 
leader, the 4-H club program in 
this county forged ahead rapidly. 
Their successors in this county 
carried on the work equally well. 

A great deal of the 4-H program 
in Lincoln county has revolved 
around the Lennox community. 
Two things are unique. One is the 
free 4-H camp, sponsored for six- 
teen years by the businessmen of 
Lennox, the first one being held in 
1922. The other is the annual 4-H

Achievement Day held in Lennox. 
Such a long period of support giv- 
en by a town the size of Lennox 
is without equa! in the state. 


Attendance at the first county 
encampment here was of course 
not very large. The present high 
school building had not been com- 
pleted at that time, and straw was 
used on the floors for “bunks” 
for some of the members. Its suc- 
cess enjoyed a marked incline, ris- 
ing to the largest attended project 
in the state of its kind, and _be- 
coming known as the only free 
4-H club camp in South Dakota. 
In 1938 and 1939 there have been 
no 4-H camps for Lincoln county, 
and since the resignation of W. H. 
Parmeter within the last two years 
there has been no county extension 
agent. Achievement Day programs 
have continued. 

Organized in 1922, the Commun- 
ity Club then became sponsors of 
the 4-H camp. Simultaneously was 
added the Achievement Day, which

led to the Lincoln County Fair As- 


sociation, likewise sponsored by 
the Community Club. 


Lennox 4-H club members have 
been prominent in the garnering 
of county and state awards, aided 
by the stress in club work in con- 
junction with vocational activities, 
and the keen interest and enthus- 
iasm shown in the various local 
organizations and their leaders. 
They have won free trip awards 
totalling thousands of miles; at- 
tended state camps frequently, and 
have won inumerable awards in 
judging, demonstrations and show- 
manship events. 

The showing made by 4-H mem- 
bers from this county at state and 
national events speaks well for the 
quality of work which they have 
done, and training they have re- 
ceived. Lincoln county has been 
awarded the Dakota Farmer tro- 
phy more times than any other

Developments at the last ban- 
quet and business meeting of the 
Lennox high school Alumni Asso- 
ciation, held the evening of Decem- 
ber 30, 1931, witnessed the incep- 
tion of a city library in Lennox. 

Wishing to bequeath something 
of lasting value to school patrons, 
members of the executive commit- 
tee that evening hurriedly drew up 
a petition pledging co-operation 
and support toward the founding 
of a library. This was given its 
immediate approval and unanim- 
ous support, and it was voted that 
members comprising the executive 
committee of that Asscciation be 
elected to serve as the _ library 
board. These committeemen in- 
cluded: Louise McFarland (Hend- 
ricks) Verna Smith (Oakland), 
Tena Gedstad (Hofmeister), and 
Jenola Bultena (Agena). These for 
several years served as librarians. 


Later it was served by two high 
school students who volunteered 
their service as librarians, Hertha 
Clausen (Hofmeister) and Cather- 
ine Ogden (Ideker). During the

last three years Miss Mable Hof- 
meister and Mrs. Florence Wum- 
kes have held these positions. 
In completing plans for its es- 
tablishment, the Alumni organiza- 


tion elected to name the city li- 
brary in paying respect to Mrs. O. 
P. Ashley, first instructor in the 
Lennox schools, and her husband. 
These early figures here came to 
Lennox May 1, 1880—the spring 
before the much-recalled blizzard 
of October 15. Mrs. Ashley taught 
during the summer of that year, in 
a vacant building on the east side 
of main street, and with the ex- 
ception of a few years, continuing 
until her husband’s death in 1906. 
Mr. Ashley, also an early teacher 
in the schools here, also served 
several years as postmaster. They 
had four children, two of whom 
are still living. 

After leaving Lennox, Mrs. Ash- 
ley spent numerous summers in 
Europe, traveling extensively with 
her daughter, Rebecca. During a 
conversation with one of her form- 
er students, Mrs. Ashley remarked 


that ‘no scenery could compare in 
beauty to the sunsets of the pra- 
rahs (prairies) of South Dakota.” 

She has been referred to fre- 
quently in appraisals by older 
residents and her former students.

the Lennox Ebenezer Presbyter- 
ian church is in its 51st year. 

It has served prominently, hav- 
ing been host to the Synod of the 
West twice, the first time in 1920; 
Presbytery of George three times, 


/ and several district and county 


sessions. 

Rev. A. E. Drake, present pas- 
tor, is the ninth to serve. He came 
to the Lennox congregation in 
May, 1937, and was installed Aug- 
ust 22 of that year. He was pre- 
ceded by Rev. Fred J. Peterson, 
who was installed January 18, 
1928, remaining here until Novem- 
ber, 1936, when he moved to 
Brewster, Minn. 

This congregation was organiz- 
ed in 1888, and Rev. W. F. Vogt 
called, serving as first pastor. It 
was during his tenure here 
that the original church 
building, a wooden struc- 
ture, was erected. In 1891 
Rev. Augustus Bush was 
called as second pastor, 
and briefly following his 
pastorate, Rev. C. Bone- 
kempe served. Rev. Arnold 
Kegel assumed the post in 
1892, becoming third pas- 
tor of the congregation, 
and during his endeavors 
here the first manse was 
built. Other pastors who 
have served in sequence 
are as follows: Rev. H. N. 
Gerdes, called January 3, 1904 
and serving until 1907; Rev. Fred- 
erick Waalkes, April, 1909 to July 
1914; Rev. John A. Saathoff, Oc- 
tober 17, 1915 (installed), to 
March 1, 1921; Rev. J. C. Elmore 
Niebruegge, installed July 3, 1921 
and serving until his death in Jan- 
uary, 1927; Rev. Fred Peterson, 
and presently Rev. Arthur E. 
Drake. 

In 1917, during the pastorate of 
Rev. Mr. Saathoff, the present 
brick structure was erected and 
the old church converted into a 
modern manse. The church was 
built at a cost of approximately

$20,000 and dedicatory services 
were held June 13, 1918. The cost 
in remodeling the manse was near- 
ly $5,000. 

Rev. Frederick Waalkes, now of 
Aplington, Ia.; Rev. John Saat- 
hoff, now at Jamestown, N. D., 
and Rev. Fred Peterson, presently 
at Brewster, Minn., are the three 
former pastors still living. There 
are no charter members living, 
the last—George Bossman, sr., 
passing away in 1937. Longest affi- 
liated with the church among the 
present members are Mr. and Mrs. 
Joe Miller, sr., while Mr. and Mrs. 
H. G. Bultena likewise are among 
those longest associated. Mr. Bul- 
tena has served as church organ- 
ist for more than 45 years. 

Membership in the church pres- 
ently numbers 300. The church 
officers include: Joe Miller, sr.,

Rev. Mr. Drake is superinten- 
dent of the Sunday school; Mrs. 
Art Nelson, president of Ladies’ 
Aid, which has 40 members; Mrs. 
W. B. Mallory, president, Ladies’ 
Guild, 35 enrolled; Miss Lillie E. 
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McCasland, president, Missionary 
Circle, 13 members; Wilbert Been- 
ers, president, senior Christian En- 
deavor, 45 members, and Florene 
Stewart, president of junior Chris- 
tian Endeavor, 60 enrolled. 


Additional improvements have 
been made during the _ respective 
years. The church has a seating 
capacity of 450, and is equipped 
with modern facilities, including 
an electrically powered Moeller 
pipe organ, up-to-date basement 
and kitchen, and electric fans in 
the main auditorium of the church. 
Other numerous improvements 
have been made in recent years. 


The church has annually been 
the scene of baccalaureate services 
of Lennox high school graduating 
seniors. It has one of the largest 
congregations and Sunday school 
enrollments in this vicinity. Spec- 
ial services in 1928 mark- 
ed the church’s 40th an- 
niversary observance and 
October 6, 1938 the con- 
gregation feted its gold- 
en anniversary. The three 
former pastors then liv- 
ing appeared on the spec- 
ially arranged program, 
which included three ses- 
sions. 

During the building of 
the new brick church, 
Presbyterian services were 
held in the old Methodist 
church of Lennox. Rev. J. 
A. Saaathoff, then pastor 
of the Presbyterian church, con- 
ducted all of the services, including 
Sunday School and other gather- 
ings, while building operations 
were in progress.

Lennox First Eagll Lutheran Church 


A background for the history of 
the present First English Lutheran 
church is furnished in the brief 
eareer of the original Lutheran 
congregation which was establish- 
ed as early as 1882. In the spring 
of that year Rev. Menke J. Tja- 
den and family settled on their 
forty-acre farm in south Lennox, 
leaving a prosperous Lutheran 
congregation in Osgood, Indiana, 
to become missionaries in the 
young Dakota settlement. 


With funds collected in Iowa, 
Indiana and Illinois, construction 
was made possible of the brown 
Lutheran church 
which for half a cen- 
tury remained a land- 
mark about one block 
south of the present 
grade school. Its 
abandoned _ structure 
was dismantled in 
1932, after remaining 
idle for a period ap- 
proximating fourteen 
years. 

In 1888, Rev. Mr. 
Tjaden and his fam- 
ily resumed their 
pastorial work at 
Diller, Nebr., and fol- 
lowing his departure 
the congregation had 
little success. Be- 
cause of better con- 
cessions the group in 
the fall of 1888 
sought to affiliate 
themselves with the 
Reformed church. 
Consequently the 
Lutheran church suf- 
fered a relapses, and 
indefinitely that year 
Reformed church ser- 
vices were conducted 
in this building, until formal or- 
ganization of the Reformed congre- 
gation. Dirk Reiners is the only 
charter member of this Lutheran 
congregation recorded still resid- 
ing here. 

However in 1912 the _ present 
Lutheran church congregation was 


organized, and Rev, H. M. Solem 


served as pastor in a temporary 
capacity for two years. In 1914 
Rev. Alfred Berg was called, and 
installed by Rev. Mr. Solem, and 
after one year as pastor he re- 
signed, moving to Fairview. Rev. 
Axel Trygstad became pastor in 
1916, and during his tenure the 
organization adopted the name of 
First English Lutheran church, 
and was supported by the Home 
Mission Board until 1919, when the 
pastor resigned and Rev. H. M. 
Solem was installed as_ pastor, 
that year. It was in September, 


1918, that the Lutherans purchas-

ed the Methodist-Episcopal church 
property at a cost of $3,300. Thus 
the original brown church erected 
under Rev. Mr. Tjaden, became 
deserted, and meetings then re- 
sumed in the present Lutheran 
church building. Formerly used by 


the M. E. denomination, this 


church structure is acclaimed the 
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oldest in Lennox, dating back to 
1879 or 1880, and has been fre- 
quently associated with early social 
and religious gatherings of pio- 
neer Lennox. 

Rev. Mr. Solem retired from the 
active ministry in September, 1937, 
after serving the Lennox church 
approximately twenty years, and 
West Prairie congregation forty 
consecutive years. Since his be- 


coming resident pastor here in 
1919, local Lutheran ministers 
have served three congregations, 


Lennox, West Prairie and Hooker. 
Student Edward Nervig of Can- 
ton served tempor- 
arily in these church- 
es until R2v. J. Dav- 
id Larsen assumed 


his pastorial work 
here June 9, 1938, 
immediately  follow- 


ing his ordination as 
a minister. 

In October, 1938 
the Lennox church 
was host to the Sioux 
Falls district of the 
Women’s Missionary 
Federation. 

It’s present church 
cfficers are: Rev. J. 
David Larsen, presi- 
cent; B. A. Gedstad, 
vice president; Er- 
nest Hoffman, record- 
ing secretary; Ottwin 
Hofer, corresponding 
secretary and Harry 
Eckert, treasure. 

Among its active 
organizations are the 
Ladies Aid and Men’s 
Brotherhood groups, 
the latter presently 
sponsoring the Len- 
nox Boy Scout troop. 
Mrs. Lloyd Ludwig is president of 
the former organization, with Mrs. 
Lucille Dindot, vice president; Miss 
Lena Winger, secretary and Mrs. 
Tena Hofmeister, treasurer. 

Officers for the Brotherhood are: 
Perry Jennings, pres.; Ottwin Ho- 


fer, vice-pres.; Clarence Jensen, 
sec’y and John Ulberg, treas.

First settlers of German and 
Dutch extraction came to this sec- 
tion in the early “seventies” and 
settled in the region where Davis 
is now located. During this time 
the Reformed denomination ex- 
tended its mission work in this 
territory with the Rev. Mr. Warn- 
shuis, first missionary. 


In following years considerable 
migrations of German families 
(Ostfriesen and Lipper) came to 
this territory so in 1879 their set- 
tlement was quite large. The ap- 
proximate center of this German 
vicinity was about five miles 
southwest of Lennox, in Turner 
county, near the present site of 
the Turner County First Presby- 
terian church. It was here the 
Reformed church inaugurated a 
mission station, which later devel- 
oped into a congrega- 
tion. Rev. Ludwig 
Figge came to this 
congregation as min- 
ister, and under his 
leadership the church 
became connected 
with the Presbyter- 
ian denomination. The 
Rev. Mr. Warnshuis 
(brother of the afore- 
mentioned mission- 
ary) served the Re- 
formed people, who 
had not affiliated 
themselves with the 
Presbyterian congre- 
gation. It was from 
this group the Len- 
nox Reformed Church 
I originated. 


In the early “eight- 
jes’ numerous Ger- 
man families settled 
near Lennox. Servic- 
es for these were fre- 
quently conducted 
Sunday afternoons in 
the German language 
in the Methodist-E- 
piscopal church, 
(present Lutheran 
church), then the on- 
ly church here, with 
the Rev. Mr. Warns- 


huis serving. In 1882 the Luther- 
ans began mission work in Len- 
nox, and the Reformed church 
held its work in abeyance. A Luth- 
eran church was founded (church 
erected about two blocks south of 
present grade school) and served 
by Rev. M. J. Tjaden until 1888. 
When he left the Lutheran con- 
gregation had less success, and in 
the fall of 1888 they sought to 
affiliate themselves with the Re- 
formed denomination. 


This marked the beginning of 
the Reformed Church II of Len- 
nox. The Rev. Mr. Moellenbeck of 
Lennox I congregation was invited 
to preach for the small group, 
and services were conducted indef- 
intely in the Lutheran’ church 
building. At a meeting of the con- 
gregation, with Rev. S. J. Harmel-

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ing, chairman (pastor cf the Dutch 
Reformed congregation, Monroe, 
S. D.), a Reformed congregation 
was then organized. Following a 
second meeting, a request was 
sent Classis Dakota to be organ- 
ized—the request being granted 
and the congregation formally or- 
ganized June 15, 1889. The Classis 
committe for organization consist- 
ed of Rev. S. J. Harmeling, and 
Rev. Fred Zwemer, with the Rev. 
Mr. Moellenbeck also present. The 


Rev. Mr. Zwemer preached the 
sermon. 

Charter members were as fol- 
lows: Mr. and Mrs. Henry H. 
Knock, Mr. and Mrs. Bernard 
Huisinga, Mr. and Mrs. E. G. 


Smit, Mr. and Mrs. Rudolph Ger- 
ken, Miss Tena Knock, Mr. and 
Mrs. Kampe R. Brass, Mr. and 
Mrs. H. P. Smit, Hip- 
ko K. Brass, Mr. and 
Mrs. Egge Hilde- 
brand and Mr. and 
Mrs. D. M. Jansen. 


Services were first 
held in a small school 
house which stood 
on the present church 
edifice. This building 
was later purchased 
and altered for wor- 
ship services. In 
March, 1890, Rev. J. 
H. Schoon came to 
Lennox in response 
to a call extended 
him by the Lennox 
II and (Delaware) 
III churches. He serv- 
ed both congrega- 
tions, first residing 
in Lennox and later 
making his residence 
in the Delaware par- 
sonage. 

Lennox II and the 
Delaware church be- 
came separated in 
September, 1890. The 
Lennox church ex- 
tended a call to Rev. 
J. H. Schoon, Octo-: 
ber 6, 1890, which he 
declined. Rev. L. Wa- 
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termulder accepted the Lennox II 
call of November 4, the same year, 
assuming the position here in 
May, 1891. His term was not long. 
However during his pastorate a 
home for the pastor was construct- 
ed and two acres of land purchas- 
ed. 

His successor, Rev. J. H. Schoon 
accepted the call of April 5, 1893. 
In 1898 the Reformed church in 
Centerville was purchased and 
moved to Lennox. Lightning struck 
the building June 2, 1899 and it 
was consumed by fire. Another 
church was built and the new 
structure dedicated December 10, 
1899. Rev. Mr. Schoon went to the 
Alexander, Ia., Reformed church 
in 1909. 

Rev. H. Huenemann accepted 
the call of April 11, 1910 and _ re- 
sumed his duties here June 30 
that year. The congregation in 
1917 witnessed the erection of a 
beautiful and modern parsonage. 
Rev. Mr. Huenemann was called to 


the Forreston, Ill., Reformed 
church. October (lls 1925. 4 Rev: 
Fred Reeverts succeeded him, 


coming here May 7, 1926 and in 
1932 the church building was en- 
larged. He left August 16, 1933 to 
become pastor of the Salem Re- 
formed church at Little Rock, Ia. 
Rev. K. Krueger served from July 
1, 1934 to October 1, 1935. 

Rev. Frank Snuttjer has served 
the congregation since June §8, 
1936. Extensive repairs and im- 
provements have been made in the 
church property in recent years. 

On June 29 of this year, special 
services are scheduled in observ- 
ance of the Lennox Reformed 
church II golden anniversary. In 
the spring, 1938, the Lennox 
church was host to the Classis 
Germania.

The oldest Lutheran church in 
the county is at Canton, establish- 
ed in 1868, and the oldest in 
South Dakota is at Elk Point, or- 
ganized in 1863. 

Rev. H. M. Solem for 40 consec- 
utive years served the West Prair- 
ie congregation. He was born near 
Bergen, Norway, June 21, 1862, and 
his parents, with their family, 
immigrated to the United States in 
1870. They arrived in Sioux City 
the same year and located on a 
homestead near Elk Point, where 
Rev. Mr. Solem received his early 
education. 

Rev. and Mrs. Solem were mar- 
ried November 24, 1896. 

Rev. Mr. Solem served 33 years 
on the board of directors for the 
Beloit Orphanage; 20 years on the 
Augustana Academy board, 14 as 
president, and eight years on the 
Augustana College board of trus- 
tees, besides other major positions. 

Since their retirement Rev. and 
Mrs. Solem have made their home 
in Washington, D. C.

Members of the Delaware Re- 
formed church will fete their 50th 
anniversary June 27. 

Organization of this congrega- 
tion dates back to 1889, when, af- 
ter several months of community 
preaching in the spring of that 
year and late fall of 1883 by Rev. 
B. Moellenbeck, the latter recom- 
mended the community to the 
Classis of Dakota for founding a 
German Reformed church. The 
Classis acted upon this recommen- 
dation, appointing the Classical 
missionary, Rev. F. J. Zwemer and 
Rev. 8. J. Harmeling to investigate. 

Impressed by the future outlook 
for a church there, people of the 
community were asked to meet 
Sunday afternoon, June 16, 1889, 
at the farm home of D. DeBelts, 
sr., six miles south of Lennox. 
With warm weather prevalent for 
the meeting, members of the con- 
gregation convened in the shade of 
the trees on the DeBelts farm. 
Rev. S. J. Harmeling delivering the 
main address to an audience num- 
bering 24. It was at this meeting 
the Lennox Reformed church III 
was organized, later adopting its 
present name, Delaware Reformed. 

Charter members read as _ fol- 
lows: Mr. and Mrs. D. DeBelts, 
sr.. Mr. and Mrs. John VanNin- 
gen, Mr. and Mrs. John Prins, Mr. 
and Mrs. W. Wierenga, Mr. and 
Mrs. Behrend Ennenga, John Ha- 
gena, Mr. and Mrs. Harm Bruns, 
Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Knock, 
Freek Schriever, Engelke Schriev- 
er, Harm O. Knock, Mr. and Mrs. 
Berend Knock, Mr. and Mrs. Geo. 
A. Smit, sr., Hemke Bruins and 
F. Seeba. H. Bruns and D. F. De- 
Belts were elected elders and 
John Prins and George A. Smit, 
deacons, all being ordained and in- 


stalled the following Sunday, 
June 21, 1889. 
Others who joined soon after 


this were: Gerke Freseman, Mr. 
and Mrs. Johann Wierenga, Mr. 
and Mrs. K. Kampen, and Mr. and 
Mrs. G. Knispel. 

After considerable deliberating, 
plans and a site for the construc- 
tion of a church building were 


selected at a congregational meet- 
ing January 29, 1890. The present 
edifice was. selected, although 
groups favored locations one half 
mile west of the present site, to 
the west of Long Creek, and an- 
other east of Long Creek, grounds 
for the former to be given by Mr. 
DeBelts and the latter, Ferguson 
and Treat. Harm C. Knock and 
John Prins were appointed solici- 
tors. Others joining the church at 
this meeting were: Mell Wierenga, 
Heiko, Wehert and Herman Ennen- 
ga, and Heiko Ertmoed. 

In February, 1890, the Lennox 
Reformed II and III churches is-

sued a call to Rev. J. H. Schoon, 
the first six months they rented a 
housé in Lennox for him to reside 
in, moving to the Delaware parson- 
age when it was completed. Mr. 
and Mrs. Michael Kuper, Harm 
Hyronimus, sr., and Mrs. Freek 
Schriever joined the congregation 
March 13, 1890. In the consistorial 
report of April 7, 19 families and 
35 members were recorded. No 
Sunday school had been organized. 

Mr. and Mrs. George A. Smit 
are the only charter members still 
associated with the church, the 
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former having served as_ either 
deacon or elder since its organiza- 
tion, with the exception of a few 
years. 

The following pastors have serv- 
ed Rev, J -211, .ochoon, = March, 
1890 to June, 1893; Rev. H. Teich- 
rieb, September, 1894 to May, 
1896; Rev. E. F. Koerlin, August, 
1897 to September, 1902; Rev. 
Jacob Bohler, August, 1903 to Ap- 
ril, 1908; Rev. A. H. Waalkes, 
1916 to August, 1918; Rev. H. 
Cramer, April, 1920 to November, 
1921; Rev. E. Kampman, October, 
1923 to October, 1927; and Rev. 
Onno J. Snuttjer, present pastor, 
since June 20, 1929. 

The first church was construct- 
ed in 1890-91, and the parsonage 
in 1890, under the pastorate of 
Rev. Mr. Schoon. The church was 
dedicated May 31, 1891. Until this 
time services were conducted in 
various homes and a neighboring 
school. In 1892 part of the grounds 
were set aside aS a cemetery. 

A storm destroyed the church 
structure in June, 1902. Shortly 
after, plans were made to rebuild, 
the church being rebuilt the same 
year and dedication rites held No- 
vember 15, 1903. The church was 
without a resident pastor between 
1908 and 1916, it being served in 
conjunction with the Bethel church 
at Davis. Several improvements in 
the house and church were com- 
pleted in 1920 with Rev. Mr. Cra- 
mer pastor, including the church 
basement, garage construction, 
and heating improvements. During 
the tenure of Rev. E. Kampman 
electric facilities and the new or- 
gan were installed. 

Present membership in_ the 
church is 49; 35 families, and a 
Sunday school enrollment of 75. 
During its half-century 183 were 
baptized, 47 marriages performed 
and 42 funerals conducted. 

Its present officers are as fol- 
lows: George A. Smit, Nick Knock 
and D. E. DeBelts, elders; George 
E. Dannen, Claus Wildeboer and 
Carl Fischer, deacons; and Harm 
Seeba, treasurer. Mrs. O. J. Snutt- 
jer is president of the Ladies’ 
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Aid, which has 24 members; Mrs. 
Carl Fischer, vice president; Mrs. 
Harm Seeba, secretary and Mrs. 
John Hyronimus, treasurer. Harm 
Hagena is president of the Chris- 
tian Endeavor organization of 14 
members; Miss Frieda Knock, vice 
president; Henrietta Seeba, secre- 
tary; Fredrick DeBelts, treasur- 
er and Gladys Smit, pianist. 


Rev. Mr. Snuttjer is Sunday 
school superintendent; Charles 
Henke, jr., secretary and treasur- 
er, and Floyd Gibson, pianist. Mrs. 
Henry G. Smit is organist and 
Miss Frieda Knock, pianist for 
church services. Cemetery commit- 
teemen include: Ore Hagena, pres- 
ident; Charles Henke, jr., vice 
president; William Henke, secre- 
tary, and Henry G. Smit, treasur- 
er. The Christian Endeavor organ- 
ization installed a piano in 1932, 
replastered the church basement, 
1934 (spring), painting it in the 
fall of 1937, and rebuilt the barn 
in May, 1939. 


The Delaware church is situated 
six miles south of Lennox. 
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CELEBRATES FIFTY YEARS 

Members of the Trinity Luth- 
eran church of Tea _ (LaValley 
township), likewise will fete their 
50th milestone this year. This con- 
gregation was organized Septem- 
ber 1, 1889, the first church build- 
ing erected on the northwest cor- 
ner of the late D. Peters farm. 
Rev. E. A. Roglin, pastor of the 
Lennox Lutheran church, and his 
successors served the congregation 
as a mission charge until 1897. 

In October, 1889, an acre of land 
was acquired from Meinhart Heer- 
en, sr., for a cemtery. When Tea 
(then Byron) was founded with 
the coming of the Great Northern 
railroad the church was moved to 
town (1893), and later re-made in- 
to a parsonage. A new church was 


built in November, 1897. Since 
connections with the Lennox 
church have been severed, the 


congregation has served indepen- 
dently. In 1905 the parsonage was 
constructed. Ten pastors have 
served the church. Rev. Paul Bie- 
ger, present minister, has served 
since May 1, 1920. 


J. F. Ferguson, early day drum 
major of the Lennox Band wore an 


elegant, shiny stove-pipe hat 
when he appeared at the head of 
the band on parade occasions. At 
a street performance in May 1886, 
with Ferguson in his ‘elegant hat” 
leading the band to the tune of a 
peppy march, he was hailed with 
“Bravo! Bravo!” by spectators on 
the street. 


When the Great Northern rail- 
road was completed through Len- 
nox in 1893 it afforded this town 
with excellent connections. With 
two railroads crossing here, rail- 
way service is well provided in all 
directions.

Youngest of the ten churches 
situated in Lennox and community 
is the Salem Presbyterian church, 
located seven miles north of Len- 
nox on highway 17. 

This congregation was organiz- 
ed October 17, 1916, although ser- 
vices were held for two years prior 


in the Schoffelman school house. 
Charter members of the Salem

Congratulations to the Pioneers of Lennex and Lincoln County 
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LaValley Pa Church 


Founding of the LaValley Ger- 
man Presbyterian church dates 
back to October 7, 1912, when a 
committee of George Presbytery 
of the West German Synod met in 
the Sherman school, at the request 
of LaValley township residents, 
for the purpose of organizing a 
congregation. For two years _ pre- 
vious these people faithfully main- 
tained the mission work of Mis- 
sionary B. Fisselman, which  re- 
sulted in their desire to form their 
own church. 


Following the devotions opening 
that meeting, residents interested 
were asked to take part in the dis- 
cussion, and following their wish, 
this new organization adopted the 
name of LaValley German Presby- 
terian church. Its charter mem- 
bers included: Mr. and Mrs. Tebbo 
Naatjes, Mr. and Mrs. Siefert Pop- 
pens, Mr. and Mrs. Fred Sherman, 
Mr. and Mrs. Joe Steever, Mr. and 
Mrs. Frank Bruns, Mr. and Mrs. 
George Kock, Mr. and Mrs. Gereit 
Kuper and Mr. and Mrs. John 
Naatjes. 


First officers elected were as fol- 
lows: Siefert Poppens, elder; Ger- 
eit Kuper, deacon; Frank Bruns, 
Joe Steever and Tebbo Naatjes, 
trustees. 


Plans made at a meeting No- 
vember 28, 1912 were to construct 
a church building. A drive for 
funds was started and _ contribu- 
tions from. other churches in the 
West Synod received, and a report 
at a meeting in early January, 
1913, revealed the amount on hand 
as $680. The report was very en- 
couraging, and arrangements were 
made to begin the work as soon as 
possible. On January 20, 1913, Rev. 
Robert Niebruegge was elected 
first pastor. Meanwhile land was 
partly purchased, and partly do- 
nated by Mr. F. Sherman, and a 
contract was signed for the erec- 
tion of the building, on its present 
edifice. 


Following completion of the 
building, dedicatory services were 
held July 27, 1913, and for the 
first time members of the congre- 


gation assembled in a church of 
their own. Then its church mem- 
bership numbered sixteen and _ its 
Sunday School enrollment twenty. 


Pastors who have served the 
congregation since its organization 
include: Rev. R. Niebruegge, 1913- 
16; Rev. J. Jansen, 1917-25; Rev. 
J. W. Eienands, 1928-32, and Rev. 
Eugene Gruen, present pastor, who 
assumed the post in 1933. 


Membership of the LavValley 
congregation presently numbers 
sixty-six in church and_ ninety- 
eight in Sunday School. Eight 
years ago a Christian Endeavor 
Society was organized under the 
leadership of Rev. J. W. Wienands. 
Five years ago a Mission Helpers 
Society was chartered by Rev. E. 
Gruen with seven girls then and at 
present has grown to twenty-six 
members. 


During the quarter century of 
the church’s existence, 93 children 
were baptized, 28 marriages have 
been solemnized, and 21 persons 
buried. All charter members are 
living except Fred Sherman and 
Frank Bruns. 

Present officers of the church 
are: Rev. Eugene Gruen, pastor; 
George Kock and George Schoffel- 


man, ruling elders; Bert Oltmanns 
and Hendricus Kock, deacons; 
George Kuper, treasurer; Bert 
Poppinga, Henry Steever and John 
DeVries, trustees. 

Bert Poppinga is superintendent 
of the Sunday School; Rev. Gruen, 
Mrs. Gruen, Mrs. Ralph Jacobs, 
Miss Hilka DeVries, Harry Bunjer 
and Miss Leona Goeman, teachers. 

Present officers of the Christian 
Endeavor read as follows: Herman 
Schmidt, president; Miss Thea 
Peterson, secretary, and Harm Olt- 
manns, treasurer. 

Mrs. Eugene Gruen is president 
of the Mission Helpers. Other offi- 
cers of this society include: Miss 
Thea Peterson, secretary, and Mrs. 
Henry Steever, treasurer. 

The LaValley Presbyterian 
church is located one mile north 
and five miles east of Lennox. 


The first newspaper edited in 
Turner county was the Swan Lake 


Era owned and published by H. B. 
Chaffee, who later located at Ver- 
million and became publisher and 
editor of the Republican. The first 
issue of the Swan Lake Era ap- 
peared on October 28, 1875.

Another of the churches in this 
vicinity having a record of service 
exceeding the half-century mark 
is the Germantown Presbyterian 
church, situated eight miles north- 
west of Lennox. It was organized 
May 5, 1886. 


A committee, comprised of Rev. 
W. J. Hill, Rev. Ludwig Figge and 
I. B. Boughton, by order of the 
Presbytery of South Dakota which 
had convened at Hurley, Dakota 
territory, was sent to the communh- 
ity in the spring of 1886 to investi- 
gate prospects for a church organ- 
ization. The community meeting 
was well attended, and Rev. W. J. 
Hill delivered the sermon. Rev. 
Hill was chosen moderator. Plans 
were adopted and, with a rotary 
eldership accepted, Gert Heibult, 
Heere Heibult and Menno Plucker 
were elected elders, for terms of 
three, two and a single year, res- 
pectively. Henry Hoogestraat and 
John Heeren were named deacons. 
Rev. Ludwig Figge conducted the 
ordination service, 
and on motion the 
name selected was 
Germantown Presby- 
terian church. It was 
at that meeting, May 
5, 1886, the congre- 
gation was pronoun- 
ced organized. 

There were 21 
charter members, 
namely: Gert Hei- 
bult, Mrs. Wieske 
Heibult, Heere Hei- 
built, Mrs. Folke Hei- 
bult, Menno Plucker, 
Mrs. Engel Plucker, 
Dirk Plucker, Mrs.

Three of 
these are now living, including: 
Mrs. Gretje Mundhenke, Willow

reston, Ill. Fifteen of the 18 dead 
were laid to rest in the German- 
town cemetery. 

At the congregational meeting 


May 19, 1886, Rev. Figge was 
elected moderator; John Heeren, 
secretary; Hidde MHoogestraat, 


trustee, three years; Albert Mecs- 
ter, trustee, two years, and Dirk 
Plucker, trustee, one year. Plans 
were made at the meeting to build 
a parsonage that summer, with 
John Heeran, Andreas DeVries, 
and Menno Piucker, commitice- 
men in charge. 

Construction on the manse was 
started immediately. Church ser- 
vices were still held in the school- 
house.

One of the early churches that 
early 
life of the Lennox community was 
the Methodist Episcopal church. 

Its founding corresponds with 
the establishment of Lennox, in 
1879. Work of the M. E. denomina- 
tion spread considerably at that 
time, apparently in the new settle- 
ments platted along the Milwaukee 
railroad and extending into other 
surrounding communities. 

This was the 


first church of 
English dialect in 
the community, 


and the building 
completed in 1880 
was the first erect- 
ed in Lennox. This 
structure is pre- 
sently occupied by 
the First English 
Lutheran congre- 
gation here. 

Only a few of 
its records are 
immediately avail- 
able. However, the 
first minister ack- 
nowledged was 
Rev. V. B. Conk- 
lin, who moved to 
the new settlement 
from Lincolu Ccn- 


ter and served until taking up his 
residence in Cantun a few years 
later. He was succeeded by a Rev.

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< Review of Baseball in Lennox ca! 


History of baseball in Lennox 
| is unique. Its origin is attributed to 
the decade of 1880’s and the sport 
has since figured prominently in 
the activities of this community. 


In the earliest team recorded, ex- 
tending back prior to 1890, the 
following players were included: 
Tim Riley, Mike Riley, William 
Hurley, W. B. Wait, John Milly, 
Sherm Martin, Thomas Sly, Harm 
Case, Theodore Fillion, Jake Drey, 
Pete Drey and Jim Madison. Little 
is known of their records, although 
it is understood that their inter- 
city schedules originated in base- 
ball’s earliest years here. 

In early years trips were, of 
course, made in “horse and wag- 


sustaining a shoulder injury the fol- 
lowing winter and the latter leav- 
ing that fall. Thus without a pit- 
cher, little baseball was played in 
1895 or 1896. However the dia- 
mond sport began a remarkable 
return in the following three years. 


It was perhaps shortly before 
1900 that the Lennox nine formal- 
ly adopted the title of Lennox 
Browns. In selecting uniforms 
members of the team reviewed 
those A. B. Jacobs had assembled 
—cardinal, blue, black, gray or 
brown—preferring one no other 
team had. They adopted brown as 
was implied by their team monick- 
er. Prior to this there had been no 
uniformity in suits, color or design

Baseball was frequently discus- 
sed. After each game rules, plays 
and playing improvements’ were 
referred; many plays for coming 
games planned ahead and practic- 
ed until they could be executed 
“flawlessly,” and umpire decisions 
reviewed, with the official rule 
book as guide. 

The sport flourished. Attendance 
was good and in the following 
years the Lennox Browns, under 
the continued managing of A. B. 
Jacobs, became a prominent team 
in this territory. In the meantime 
new players developed and took 
over regular berths on the ensu- 
ing teams. Mr. Jacobs figured 
prominently in its success, like his 
other activities, serving until his 
death. 

Among the prominent names 
mentioned in connection with the 
abilities of the Lennox Browns 
during perhaps the first two de- 
cades of the present century 
(1900-20) may be mentioned: Art 
B. Jacobs, for several years man- 
ager; Emerson Hofmeister, first 
baseman; Henry Jacobs, catcher; 
Frank Pitts, Fred Hurley, William 
Brockman, Howard Hofmeister, 
John Gerber, sr., Guy Kelly,

the Browns’ mound crops during 
most of those years. 

In 1921 a Southeastern South 
Dakota baseball league was_ or- 
ganized. In 1923 its membership 
included Lennox, Hurley, Parker, 
Marion, Worthing, Chancellor, 
Wall Lake and Viborg. 

In 1931 the Southeastern South 
Dakota league was revived with 
ten teams. Lennox tied for the 
league championship in 1933, los- 
ing to Freeman in the play-off. 
This league quit in 1390. 

The present officers for the Len- 
nox Baseball Club include: Har- 
ry VanBockern, manager; Mer- 
ril S. Jones, assistant manager; 
Dave Courey and Clifford Wilde- 
baur, co-captains; Fred Courey, 
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secretary, and George Carver, 
treasurer. These six comprise the 
board of directors. In 1930 the 
old Brown suits were discarded in 
favor of new ones of different 
design and color. This year the 
Lennox club is again getting new 
uniforms and has re-adopted the 
name of the Lennox Browns. Len- 
nox is represented with an inde- 
pendent team. 


Among the regulars during the 
1938 season were: Clifford Wil- 
debaur, Dave Courey, Fred Cour- 
ey, Harm DeBoer, Merrill Jones, 
Stanley Bushnell, Cecil Hurley, 
Clarence Backer, Wayne Wier- 
enga, Edward Courey, Wyman 
Wumkes, and MHeinie MHippen. 
Others who saw service included

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Lincoln County Farmers Union Organization 


Farmers Union activities in Lin- 
coln county range over a_ period 
of thirteen years. It is at present 
the dominant farm organization in 
the county, and takes an active 
part in current agricultural, poli- 
tical and social affairs. 


Its origin in Lincoln county re- 
fers to September 26, 1926, when 
William Humphrey of Woonsocket 
(S. D.), organized Perry Local No. 
D088 at a meeting held in the 
Crowley school, two miles east of 
Lennox. Its officers elected were: 
Bert Crowley, president; Thomas 
Hurley, vice president, and W. B. 
Poppinga, secretary and treasurer. 
Then, in sequence, were organized 
the Naomi, LaValley, Springdale, 
and Brooklyn Locals, respectively, 
the former two by W. B. Poppinga. 


With these five, the requisite 
number of Local units to receive 
a county charter was provided, 
and the Lincoln county Farmers 
Union then was organized at 
the farm home of W. B. Poppinga, 
February 16, 1931, by J. W. Batch- 
ellor. Ed Welch, Beresford, was 
elected first president, and H. W. 
Pike, near Sioux Falls, secretary- 
treasurer. Shortly after Lincoln 
county received its charter’ the 
following Locals were organized: 
Canton, Norway Center, Lynn, 
Dayton, Highland, Delaware, Pros- 
perity, Cottage Grove and Pleas- 
ant—creating fourteen chapters in 
this county. During 1934-35-36 
Lincoln county had the largest 
membership of any county in the 
state, and in 1937 and 1938 rank- 
ed second. 


The Lincoln county Farmers 
Union established its Co-operative 
Exchange at Worthing, with Lloyd 
Lind, manager, March 1, 1938. 

Present officers of the county or- 
ganization read as follows: How- 
ard French, Canton, president; 
Nellis DeNure, Canton, vice presi- 
dent; Ralph Wood, Canton, secre- 
tary and treasurer; W. B. Pop- 
pinga, Lennox, S. K. Ulrickson, 
Canton, E. N. Nelson, Canton, 
John DeVries, Worthing, and Ad- 
olph Bong, Beresford, members of 


board of directors; T. A. Davies, 
Worthing, county legislative com- 
mitteeman; Mrs. Adolph Bong, 
corresponding secretary and jun- 
ior leader; Tony Bong, Worthing, 
conductor, and Peter Poppens, 
Lennox, doorkeeper. 


Lincoln county is one of the 
nine counties situated in district 
one. 

The Farmers Union originated in 
Rains county, Texas, where a 
group of farmers, led by Newton 
Gresham, organized the first Lo- 
cal, September 2, 1902. Three 
years later the first national con- 
vention was held at Texarkana, 
Texas. The first South Dakota 
state convention twas held March 
16, 1917 at Mitchell, where the 
state division was founded. 

Farmers Union junior organiza- 
tion in Lincoln county began with 
the founding of the Springdale 
Local unit in April, 1935, by W. 
H. Stofferahn. Its charter mem- 
bers included: Esther Short, La- 
Vonne Pike, Lillian Clark, Maxine 
Stofferahn, Lloyd Eiseland, Har- 
land Eiseland, Vincent LEiseland, 
Marvin Stofferahn, Anna May Op- 
pold, and two Darrow sisters. Miss 
Bertha Wilson was first local lead- 
er. 

On June 21, the same year, a 
large class was organized in Lynn 
Local by Dale Kuhns and he serv- 
ed as first leader. 


The first junior camp in South 
Dakota was held at Chautauqua 
Park, Lake Madison, in June, 1935 
with Mrs. Elsie Olson of Bijou 
Hills, S. D., state leader. She serv- 
ed later as national junior guide, 
and presently is state junior guide 
for Colorado. Lincoln county jun- 
iors attending that camp were as 
follows: Esther Short, LaVonne 
Pike, Maxine Stofferahn, Spring- 
dale Local; Mary Brown, Esther 
Urben, Nadine Osvog, Neaita Os- 
vog, Homer Osvog, Delwin Kuhns, 
Audeen Kuhns, Darrell French, 
Vera Alberts, Fern Alberts, Kath- 
erine Reinke, Ronald Backer, E]l- 
wood McCain, Lynn Local; Frank 
Bong, LaValley Local, and Sidney 
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Bong, Cottage Grove Local. Ber- 
tha Wilson and Dale Kuhns were 
leaders atending, and Mrs. I. A. 
Baty, Mrs. Adolph Bong and W. 
H. Stofferahn, seniors. 


In August 1935, Cottage Grove 
Local established its junior organ- 
ization with Mrs. Adolph Bong 
leader. No other junior Locals 
were organized until 1938, when 
Dayton was founded wtih Arne 
Lunder, leader; Perry, Alma Ram- 
se, leader, and Highland, Mrs. Ted 
Ulrickson, leader. LaValley juniors 
organized in 1939, George Dickens 
leader. 

During the four years Lincoln 
county juniors have won numer- 
ous awards. 

In 1938 twenty-three juniors 
were awarded Achievement Pins, 
which was a state record. 


On August 28, 1862, the resi- 
dents of Sioux Falls fled to Yank- 
ton under cavalry escort for saf- 
ety from hostile Sioux Indians. Af- 
ter the settlers had fled the In- 
dians entered the town and burn- 
ed all the buildings. In their es- 
cape the settlers followed the 
“Old Yankton Trail’ which is

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During fifty-seven years of the 
six decades that Lennox has pro- 
gressed as a community, the Len- 
nox Lodge No. 35, A. F. & A. M. 
has been one of its active organi- 
zations. 

Eleven Masons residing in Len- 
nox and vicinity were instigators 
in the founding of a Lennox chap- 
ter, when in the spring or early 
summer of 1882 they petitioned 
for a charter. These eleven mem- 
bers were: A. A. Greenman, Wau- 


pun (Wis.) Lodge No. 48; F. H. 
Treat, Evansville (Wis.) Union 
Lodge No. 32; Decatur Stewart, 


Argyle (Wisc.) Lodge No. 178; 8. 


G. Marson, Horricon Lodge No. 
944 (ill.); O. D. Hinkley, E. B. 
Polk, and A. Boynton, Canton 


(Dak.) Silver Star Lodge No. 4; 
J. H. Boom, Rock Lodge; J. Skin- 
ner, Sioux Falls (Dak.) Minnehaha 
Lodge No. 5; I. M. Macomber, 
Vermillion (Dak.) Incense Lodge 
No. 2, and William Allibone, Aca- 
cia Lodge No. 51 (Minn.). 


In their petition, the following 
were nominated as the first offi- 
cers for the new lodge: A. Boyn- 
ton, first master; Decatur Stew- 
art, first senior warden; and Sam- 
uel G. Marson, first junior warden. 

The petition was approved Aug- 
12, 1882 by worshipful grand mas- 
ter, Oscar S. Gifford, and was filed 
the same day by C. T. McCoy, 
grand secretary. Dispensation was 
also granted that day by Oscar S. 
Gifford, grand master, and the fil- 
ing of the dispensation reads May 
24, 1883 by C. T. McCoy, grand 
secretary. Returns of the Lennox 
Lodge were made and copies of the 
minutes were also filed with the 
Grand Secretary on May 24, 1883. 


A charter was granted the Len- 
nox chapter at Rapid City (Dak- 
ota Territory), June 15, 1883, and 
the charter was signed by Oscar 
S. Gifford, G. M., John F. Schroe- 
der, Dep. G. M., Henry H. Herried, 
Sr. G. W., and A. E. Hitchcock, Jr. 
G. W. 

From the records of the Grand 
Secretary, F. H. Treat, Decatur 
Stewart, S. G. Marson, Abraham 
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Lennox Lodge No. 35, A. F. 


Boynton, G. J. Skinner, I. M. Ma- 
comber, O. D. Hinkley and A. A. 
Greenman filed demits in connec- 
tion with application for a charac- 
ter. The first eight signers of the 
by-laws of the Lodge, recognized 
as the charter members, includ- 
ed: A. Boynton, Decatur Stewart, 
S. G. Marson, G. J. Skinner, I. M. 
Macomber, F. H. Treat, A. A. 
Greenman, and O. D. Hinkley. The 
membership included twenty on 
April 30, 1883. The first regular 
communication was held August 
26, 1882, when four petitions—of 
Bernard C. Jacobs, John F. Fergu- 
son, Samuel G. Leavitt and Fred 
Gerber—were received and refer- 
red to a committee. .These four 
named took the degrees quite 
closely together, the first two be- 
ing raised November 24, 1882 and 
the latter two November 25, 1882. 
The Tyler’s sword in use by the 
lodge was presented by Abraham 
Boynton, and it was used by the 
donor during the Civil War. 


Everett Curtis, now residing at 
Huron, is the oldest ranking Ma- 
son alive. He petitioned for his de- 
grees September 23, 1882; initiat- 
ed October 21, 1882; passed De- 
cember 1, 1882; raised February 2, 
1883, and demitted July 10, 1886.

A. Alberts and Louis Jacobs mem- 
bers of the anniversary committee. 
Dean E. B. Woodruff presented 
the address.

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SOFTBALL ASSOCIATION 


An outgrowth of an enthusias- 
tic league campaign in the sum- 
mer of 1934, a Lennox Softball 
Association was organized in 1935. 
The first softball diamond was 
laid on the vacant lot one block 
east of Poppinga’s service station, 
near the Milwaukee railroad track. 
Its establishment (1935) included 
a board of directors of five, com- 
prised of Dr. H. L. Hofmeister, L. 
W. Dindot, Harry Van Bockern, Al 
A. Miller and Edward Hofer. The 
following year Ralph Inman and 
Robert Clisby were added to this 
board. 


The immediate success of the 
Association and its creative inter- 
est was great, and under its aus- 
pices floodlights for softball, foot- 
ball or baseball were added_ to 
the fine park facilities and a new 
wooden fence erected outlining 
the Lennox ball park. These were 
the two major improvements in- 
stigated by the association, and 
the attendance to the _ softball 
league games under its supervis- 
ion was large, adding further suc- 
cess to the financial venture. This 
association continued to function 
through 1938, although only few 
games were played that year, and 
this spring became dissolved and 
the association properties placed 


at the city council park board’s 
disposal. 
Because the local baseball 


club 
likewise continued its activities 
during these years, the  illumin- 
ating facilities have created con- 
siderable interest toward night 
baseball games. 


SCHOOL ORGANIZED IN 1878 


Long Creek school district No. 
52 situated eight miles south of 
Lennox recently completed its 
sixtieth term. 

This school district was organ- 
ized at the home of E. S. Ingalls, 
November 9, 1878, pursuant to a 
call of the county superintendent 
of schools. Officers elected by the 
citizens included: Mr. Hicks, dir- 
ector, E. S. Ingalls, clerk, and John 
Collison, treasurer. A tax of sev- 
en mills was voted for the purpose 
of building or renting a school. 

On November 10, the following 
day, the citizens elected to have a 
three-month school term the fol- 
lowing winter, and decided on 
building a sod school house on 
the northwest quarter of section 
Hight. Fifteen sacks of wheat and 
three windows were contributed 
for that purpose, the wheat sell- 
ing at Sioux Falls for thirty-nine 
cents per bushel and at Vermil- 
lion for forty cents per bushel.

FIRST SCHOOL HOUSE 

IN DAKOTA TERRITORY 


The first school house built in 
South Dakota for school purposes 
was built in the old town of Bon 
Homme, Bon Homme county, in 
1860. As early as 1908 surviving 
residents of that section began a 
movement to erect a monument to 
mark the sight of the old log 
school house. 

The structure was a log building 
covered with dirt, lighted by one 
small window, and entered through 
a battered door. The seats were 
made from a dilapidated wagon 
box. 

The old village of Bon Homme 
has been only a memory for over 
40 years. John H. Shober, who was 
the leader of the colony—later re- 
moved to Helena, Montana. George 
Bucker, another, moved to the 
Black Hills. Thomas Tate passed 
away at the Soldiers Home. The 
monument raised at the old site 
was the first of a public character 
to be reared in the Dakotas. 

Following the departure of the 
Indians in July, 1859, Union coun-

there is reference to a_ school 
house built in Elk Point in 1861 
and at Brule in 1865. The famous 
log school house in the ravine at 
Vermillion was built by returning 
soldiers in 1864. 


One of the tragic happenings in 
this community in pioneer times, 
was the death of Debelt E. Debelts 
who succumbed to burns suffered 
in an attempt to save some of the 
contents in his barn which had 
caught fire and was ablaze at the 
time. Debelts was born in Ger- 
many in 1808. He came to Turner 
county in 1878 homesteading in 
Home township, and in 1885 moved 
into Lincoln county. His _ tragic 
death occured on the morning of 
April 24, 1886. 


A cigar factory was started in 
Lennox in 1907 and conducted sev- 
eral years by J. B. Welzenbach. It 
had an annual output of approxi- 
mately 150,000 cigars. From the 
files of 1928, the cigar factory was 
moved to a new location in October 
of that year. 


One farmer north of Centerville 
lost his life in a large prairie fire 
which occurred in May, 1887.

Among the original homsteaders 
of this vicinity, Mr. and Mrs. John 
E. Davis were prominently affil- 
iated with civic and social activi- 
ties. ; 

This pioneer couple emigrated 
into Dakota territory in 1876, and 
for approximately six decades— 
until their deaths—witnessed the 
progress of Lennox and its sur- 
rounding territory. Mr. Davis died 
September 16, 1935, at the age of 
86, while Mrs. Davis passed away 
April 15, 1936, attaining the same 
age at the time of her demise. 

Mr. Davis was the last civil war 
veteran of Lincoln county. In 1935, 
the summer preceding his death, 
he attended the state G.A.R. en- 
campment, in company with his 
son, Harry, and in 1933 he attend- 
ed the national G.A.R. encamp- 
ment at St. Paul, Minn. Prior to 
that year he missed few national 
encampments over a period of 40 
years. He was a charter member 
of the local G.A.R. chapter, and 
its last surviving member. In 
1921-22 he served as state depart- 
ment commander, and during his 
career held other national, state 
and local offices. 

Mr. Davis was born at Ottawa, 
Ill., November 21, 1848. He was 
the only child of David and Ruth 
(Parker) Davis, who were  na- 
tives of New Portland, Maine, and 
his maternal grandfather, John 
Parker, was a son of Joshia Par- 
ker, and old Revolutionary war 
soldier from ‘Groton Middlesex 
county, Mass. 

In 1852 his parents moved to 
Hudson, Wis., and here he spent 
his boyhood days. When he was 
16 years of age he enlisted in Com- 
pany K., Fiftieth Wisconsin regi- 
ment, infantry, as a _ private 
(February 18, 1864), and the reg- 
iment was ordered to Missouri, sta- 
tioned at Miami and Jefferson City, 
and Fort Leavenworth, Kans. In 
1865 his regiment was transfer- 
red from the latter place to Fort 
Rice (in the present state of North 
Dakota), where they were sent to 
suppress the uprising Indians who 


were being goaded to hostility by 
southern emissaries and enemies 
of the Union. 

Following his army services he 
returned to Hudson where he fol- 
lowed the occupation of a farmer. 

Mrs. Davis, formerly Nellie F. 
Whitney of Newark, Ill., was born 
December 15, 1849 at Newark. 
Her parents were Mr. and Mrs. 
Elijah Whitney. 

Mr. and Mrs. Davis were mar- 


ried January 14, 1872 at Hudson, 


Wis., and the couple engaged in 
farming near Hudson, Wis., for 
four years before coming to Dak- 
ota territory and here in 1876. 
Mr. Davis pre-empted a claim on 
the land on the ,western out- 
skirts of the present Lennox town 
site, and the following year 
brought his family and began their 
permanent residence. Here they re- 
sumed their activities, and endur- 
ed the early trials and experiences 
confronting the original settlers 
of Dakota. : 

Their first home in Dakota ter- 
ritory was a structure 16x24 feet, 
the lumber for which was freight- 
ed overland from Sibley, Ia. Thru 
their determination and surviving 
early crop handicaps and crop fail- 
ures, they acquired approximately 
400 acres of land. 

When the town of Lennox was 
established he platted a part of his 


land in town lots, the land for the 
present grade school being donat- 
ed to the city for that purpose by 
Mr. Davis. Land for the high 
school was also acquired from this 
pioneer. 

Mr. and Mrs. Davis were active 
participants and boosters in com- 
munity affairs and _ enterprises, 
and through their public _ spirit 
contributed their share to their 
promotion, including the advance- 
ment and progress of business and 
social life here. They were among 
the charter members of the Meth- 
odist Episcopal church here which 
originated simultaneously with the 
town’s founding, and Mrs. Davis 
likewise was a member of the 
Lennox O.E.S. unit. 


In conjunction with his farming 
activities, Mr. Davis and a son 
Harry, originated and developed 
a variety of corn, known as the 
Davis Yellow Dent corn. 


Mr. Davis was also a member 
of the local Masonic Lodge, mem- 
bers of this organization paying 
final tribute in services at the 
Lennox cemetery, as well as final 
respects being rendered in  mili- 
tary rites. 


The aged war veteran suffered 
a stroke in 1932, however he ral- 
lied and again was able to be 
around considerably prior to his 
final illness. Mrs. Davis, likewise 
retaining her jovial personality 
traits and keen hospitality served 
popularily. 

Five children were born to this 
union, all of whom are well-known 
here. Herbert preceded his fath- 
er in death five years. The other 
four children, still living, are: 
Eva B. (Hoisington), Otis E., Har- 
ry E., and Roy F. Also seven 
grandchildren and 15 great-grand- 
children.

BERNARD C. JACOBS 


Mr. and Mrs. Bernard C. Jacobs 
rank among the prominent .up- 
builders of this community. 


The deceased couple was com- 
monly affiliated with the early day 
life of Lennox. Mr. Jacobs, who 
played a substantial and influen- 
tial role in the town’s early growth 
was born in Sonneberg, Saxony, 
Germany, May 12, 1832, the son 
of Christopher G. and Elizabeth 
(Steiner) Jacobs, both natives of 
that land and the parents of nine 
children, all of whom continued 
their residence in Germany with 
the exception of the aforemention- 
ed member. 


Mr. Jacobs grew to manhood in 
his native land, where he received 
the advantages of a college edu- 
cation, and when he was 21 he 
immigrated to the United States, 
alone. He located first at Akron, 
Ohio, and after two years. there 
moved to Pecatonica, Winnebago 
county, Ill., buying an interest in 
a drug store there. He married in 
1856, one daughter being born to 
this union, Mrs. Emma (L.) Clark 
of Elmira, Ohio. However this 
wedding partnership was broken 
in 1861 with the death of his wife, 
and in 1862 he sold his drug store, 
expecting to enlist in the war. By 
a combination of circumstances he 
was unable to do so, going to Chi- 
cago where he resided nearly a 
year, in 1863 locating at Evans- 
ville, Wis., and securing an en- 
gagement there as an instructor 
in the Evansville seminary. 


While at Evansville he was 
married to Miss Mary Christ of 
that city. The couple remained 
there until 1876 when he _ pre- 


empted a quarter section of land 
three miles north of the present 
Lennox townsite, Dakota territory, 
and returned for his family. On 
their trip here they were then 
joined by Mr. and Mrs. George 
Palmer and family, and Mrs. D. S. 
Waldo and family (Mr. Waldo 
also making the trip here first 
and homesteading). 

For six years Mr. and Mrs. Ja- 
cobs farmed on their homestead, 


and in 1882 they took up their 
residence in Lennox. In 1884 he 
organized a private bank, and for 
the accomodation of his business 
he erected the present Exchange 
bank building, in 1893. He became 
well-known as a financier, and for 
sound judgment. In the spring of 
1877 he assumed the duties of 
county superintendent of schools, 
and in 1878 was re-elected, serving 


one year, when he was appointed 
county treasurer to fill an unex- 
pired term. In 1884 he was elected 


to the latter office. In 1894 he 
was elected to the state legisla- 
ture from this district and as a 
senator in that body served faith- 
fully. 

Mrs. B. C. Jacobs (Mary A. 
Christ) was born in New York 
state February 9, 1845. She later 
moved to Magnolia, Wis., where 
she resided prior to her marriage. 

Four children were born to this 
union, each of whom has’ been 
linked with additional recognition 
in various organizations and busi- 
ness circles. These include: Ar- 
thur, Louis, Maude (Greenfield) 
and Henry. 


Mr. and Mrs. Jacobs were among 
the charter members of the early 
Methodist-Episcopal church here. 
He was likewise associated with 
the Lennox Masonic lodge and in- 
strumental in founding of the Len- 
nox band. He was treasurer of the 
grand chapter of South Dakota, A. 
F. & A. M., at the time of his 
death. Both were members of the 


O.E.S. chapter here. 


Mr. Jacobs died June 28, 1908 
at the age of 76. Mrs. Jacobs pass- 
ed away September 6, 1917. 

Arthur B. Jacobs, familiarily 
known as “Whiskers”, was for 
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40 years director of the Lennox 
band, joining as a lad and becom- 
ing leader when he was about 20 
years of age. His tenure as mana- 
ger of the Lennox Browns base- 
ball teams extended nearly three 
decades. Both of these organiza- 
tions won wide recognition and dis- 
played marked progress. He also 
made enumerous contacts through 
his duties in the bank here. He was 
born at Evansville, Wis. His death 
occurred February 22, 1925. Mrs. 
Jacobs and their son Arthur re- 
side at Janesville, Minn. 


Louis Jacobs was a mere lad of 
seven when his parents. settled 
here. He was identified with the 
bank his father founded and the 
Lennox band for more than 50 
years, and like his older brother 
Arthur served several years as 
president of the bank. At the time 
of his death, November 26, 1938, 
he was treasurer of the grand 
chapter of South Dakota, A. F. & 
A. M. He was affiliated with the 
Lennox Masonic Lodge 45 years, 
serving 23 as secretary; one as 
worshipful master, and one as 
treasurer, besides the junior dea- 
con and tyler offices. He served as 
mayor of Lennox three terms, 1909 
to 1915. He was a member of the 
Shrine and charter member of the 
Sioux Falls Shrine band, of which 
organization he served as president 
a number of years. He also was 
several years on the Lennox

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Browns baseball team and addi- 
tionally was secretary of the Len- 
nox Cemetery association. 

He married Miss Maie Gardner 
November 7, 1893. His widow, one 
daughter, Mrs. C. E. Hartman of 
Glendale, Calif., and a son Dr. 
Bernard Jacobs, Memphis, Tenn., 
survive. 

Henry Jacobs and Mrs. L. L. 
(Maude) Greenfield are also active 
among the Lennox organizations. 
Henry is present Exchange Bank 
president; member of the Lennox 
band, of which he also served as 
director; a former Lincoln county 
commissioner from district three, 
and a member of the Sioux Falls 
Shrine and Shrine band. For ap- 
proximately 17 years he won rec- 
ognition as a catcher for the Len- 
nox Browns. For many years he 
has been a member of local fater- 
nal organizations. Mrs. Jacobs 
was formerly Flora Smith. Their 
son, Sidney A., is assistant cashier 
in the bank here, having graduat- 
ed from the University of South 
Dakota School of Business Admin- 
istration, Vermillion. He is a mem- 
ber of the Lennox band, and secre- 
tary of the Lennox Businessmen’s 
Association. 


A picturesque figure in the early 
days of Lennox was S. G. Marson 
a Civil war Veteran. He was prom- 
inent in G.A.R. activities.

George and Elsie (Pool) Otten, 
was born at Nienweschans, Gron- 
ingen province, Holland, March 10, 
1863. He received his early educa- 
tion in Holland, and served in the 
army of his native land from 1883 
to 1885 in the field artillery. 


When he was 24 years of age he 
came to the United States and 
direct to Lennox (April, 1887), 
making the trip with a_ brother, 
Ed, who now lives in Chancellor. 


“Ben” first worked for Harm 
Bleeker, on the farm two miles 
north of Chancellor, continuing 


these duties two years, and then 
worked two years for William 
Heibult and one year for John 
Bloom. 


His parents and five brothers, 
John (near Parker), George (Len- 


nox) and Claus (Lennox) and 
Miss Katie Lavakia also immi- 
grated to this country a few 
years after he did, and in the 


spring of 1890 he was married to 
Miss Lavakia in the Germantown 
church. 


Following his marriage he work- 
ed on the section at Parker for 
seven years, farming in the Chan- 
cellor locality for 11 years, and 
then coming to Lennox more than 
31 years ago, 30 of which he has 
operated a dray line here.

Mr. and Mrs. Hoogestraat have 
enjoyed a wedded partnership of 
more than 48 years. They were

April 25, 1867, and in 1868 his 
parents immigrated with their 
family from their native land to 
the United States, locating at 
Freeport, Ill.

When he was only 16 years 
old, Mr. Hoogestraat in April, 
1883, came to Dakota territory, to 
Lennox, working on farms in this 
vicinity three years, northwest of 
Lennox in Turner county and 
northeast of here in Lincoln coun- 
Ly. 

His parents, Mr. and Mrs. Hiddie 
Hoogestraat, came to Dakota in 
March, 1884, settling in Turner 
county, and in 1886 Mr. Hooges- 
traat returned to help his _par- 
ents with their farm enterprise. 

Mrs. Hoogestraat, nee Gertie 
Johnson, was born in Grundy 
county, Ia., May 4, 1869. She re- 


Germantown Presbyterian manse, 
by Rev. A. Kalohn, then resident 
pastor. 

Following their marriage the 
couple resumed farming one mile 
north of Chancellor, then the Miles 
McLaughlin farm and on which 
the house is:still standing, and 
after two years, in the spring of 
1893, they moved to the northeast 
quarter of section 17 in Perry 
township, Lincoln county. Here 
they remained for 25 years. For 
234 years Mr. Hoogestraat held 
the position of township clerk, 
each year unanimously. He also 
served as justice of the peace, 
school officer, and road foreman. 


Mr. Hoogestraat is presently 
justice of the peace at Chancellor 
and secretary of the Turner Coun- 
ty Mutual Fire and Lighting In- 
surance Company. The pioneer 
couple endured the hardships of 
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early day life in this vicinity, wit- 
nessing droughts, hard times, and 
learning to twist hay for fuel and 
following the breaking plow. Mr. 
Hoogestraat likewise recalls the 
blizzard of January 12, 1888. 


Mr. and Mrs. Hoogestraat have 
two sons, Bert H., and Ed J., the 
former farming one mile north of 
Chancellor, and the latter’ three 
miles north of Lennox. One dagh- 
ter, Kate E. (Mrs. H. H. Weel- 
dreyer) died March 2, 1921. There 
are nine grandchildren. 


Other Hoogestraats who settled 
in this section more than a half- 
century ago included Henry J., 
who came in 1883, and John H., 
who came in 1885, both of whom 
settled in Turner county. Dick 
Hoogestraat, likewise settled in 
Lincoln county, in approximately 
1898. 


It was during the ninth session 
of the Territorial legislature at 
Yankton in the winter of 1870-71 
that a legislative act was adopted 
forming the.new county of Tur- 
ner. Under the territorial act the 
new county was formed by taking 
eight townships off the east of 


Hutchinson and ten off the west 
of Lincoln. The county was named 
after John ‘W. Turner, who was 
at that time a member of the sen- 
ate from Clay county.

Among the pioneer businessmen 
of this city was James F. Fergu- 
son. He came to Dakota territory 
in the late 70’s and located on a 
homestead claim three miles north 
of the now city of Lennox. In 
August, 1881 he purchased the St. 
Croix Lumber company which he 
conducted until moving to Canton 
in 1887. After locating in Lennox 


_Mr. Ferguson married a daughter 


of Frank Treat, a pioneer of this 
city. 

Mr. Ferguson was born in Hamb- 
den, Maine on the 20th of Novem- 
ber 1857. Following the death of 
his father in 1859 the family mov- 
ed to Waldo county in the same 
state to live. In 1876 he came west 
and secured employment with the 
Monitor Plow company of Minnea- 
polis. 

In 1887 he moved to Canton 
where he again engaged in the 
lumber business and where he re- 
sided until the year 1908 when he 
moved to Minneapolis, Minnesota, 
where he passed away on July 10, 
1930 survived by his wife and one 
son. 

At the latter place he became a 
member of the Coffins Box and 
Lumber company serving as secre- 
tary of the company for many 
years. 

While in Lennox in pioneer days 
Mr. Ferguson took a_ prominent 
part in the upbuilding of the town 
He was a leader in the organiza- 
tion of the Lennox band and serv- 
ed as its first business manager 
and drum major. He was instru- 
mental in promoting many of the 
early civic projects in the budding 
town.

Mr. and Mrs. William Bedford 
were among the earliest homestead- 
ers in Perry township. The Bed- 
ford family came to Dakota terri- 
tory from Evansville, Wisconsin. 
Mr. Bedford, in company with Dan 
Waldo coming in 1874 and filing 
on a homestead and timber claim 


on the east half of 


section 15, 
Perry township. The family arriv- 


ed the following year traveling 
overland in a covered wagon and 
taking 15 days to make the trip. 
They were accompanied by a sec- 
ond wagon owned by Jerome Dim- 
ock who took up a claim in the 
neighborhood of the Bedfords. 
Mr. Bedford was born in Ren- 
saler, Duchess county, N. Y. in 
1823. In 1846 he was united in 
marriage to Edna Eliza Griswold 


of Fairport, N. Y. They located at 


Olean, N. Y. where they made 
their home several years, after 
which they removed to Oregon, 


Wisconsin and later to Evansville. 
He was a wagon and carriage mak- 
er by trade and after locating on 
his Dakota homestead erected a 
shop to carry on his trade. 


Mrs. Bedford was born in Fair- 
port, N. Y. in 1828. Coming to 
Dakota Territory in a_ covered 
wagon she faced the hardships of 
real pioneering. Lumber for the 
first house on the Bedford home- 
stead was hauled overland from 
Sibley, Iowa. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bedford removed 
to Sioux Falls in January 1886, 
where Mr. Bedford passed away 
on July 2nd that year. On October 
22, 1893, Mrs. Bedford passed 
away at the home of her daughter, 
Mrs. Miles Tullar. There were ten 


children born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Bedford. One known = surviving 
child is Mrs. Flora (Bedford) 


Wight, Northampton, Mass.

Peter F. Haas, founder and ear- 
ly day editor of the Lincoln coun- 
ty Independent was born at De- 
troit, Michigan, April 9, 1852. As 
a youth he moved to Batavia, 
Ill., where he took up and complet- 
ed a course of study in law. After 
finishing his law course he moved 
to Parkersburg, Iowa, where he 
taught school for a number of 
years. 

In February, 1880 he was mar- 
ried to Mattie Hedder and that 
year came to Dakota Territory and 
located in the then new town of 
Lennox. Here he opened a real es- 
state and abstract office and in 
connection carried on the practice 
of law. 

In the spring of 1881 Haas took 


over the Dakota Democrat, the . 


first newspaper published in Len- 
nox. Shortly before, printing of the 
Democrat had been suspended 
and Haas resumed publication un- 
der the name Lincoln County In- 
dependent. When a second news- 


paper, The Star, started publica- 
tion in 1882, Peter Haas removed 
to Marion. Shortly after the Star 
struck the toboggan and for some 


time Lennox was without a news- 
paper. 

With the field open for a news- 
paper enterprise Haas returned to 
Lennox and resumed publication of 
the Independent and continued as 


its publisher and editor until 1891. 
In 1893 he moved to Sioux Falls 
where he engaged in the publica- 
tion of the Dakota Statszeitung. 
In 1904 he became city assessor 
and held that position until 1924. 


Mr. Haas passed away at his 
home in Sioux Falls, September 5, 
1931, after a prolonged illness. He 
was survived by his. wife, five 
daughters, Grace, Bess and Mrs. 
J. J. Roth of Sioux Falls; Mrs. T. 


D. Foster, Fairmont, Minn., and. 
Mrs. D. W. Brown, Cleveland, 
Ohio; and three sons, Harry, 


Clyde and Dr. C. P. Haas, all of 
Sioux Falls.

Both Mr. and Mrs. Daniel. S. 
Waldo, were born in New York 
state, the former in the western 
section and the latter in the east- 
ern part. 

Mrs. Waldo’s parents later took 
up their residence in Michigan, 
emigrating to that state with their 
family. Mr. Waldo went to that 
state when a young man, and fol- 
lowing their marriage the couple 
retained their residence in south- 
ern Michigan for approximately 
20 years. They then moved _ to 
Evansville, Wis. 

In 1874 Mr. Waldo came with a 
group of neighbors to Dakota ter- 
ritory and filed on a homestead 
and timber claim 414 miles north- 
east of the present Lennox town- 
site. Mrs. Waldo came with her 
three daughters overland in the 
company of B. C. Jacobs and fam- 
ily, and the George Palmer fam- 
ily, later, to join Mr. Waldo on 
the farm. 

Mr. and Mrs. Waldo were among 
the active early residents here. 
Perry township was named fol- 
lowing the former’s suggestion, 
after his native town in New 
York. Mr. Waldo was a_ charter 
member of the I.0.0.F. Lodge 
here, and he and his wife were 
among the first members of the 
Methodist Episcopal church at 
Lennox. 

In 1877 Mr. and Mrs. Waldo 
took up their residence at Can- 
ton where they spent the remain- 
der of their lives. Mrs. Waldo 
died in February, 1913, and Mr. 
Waldo in October the same year. 

A daughter, Mrs. C. B. (Blanche 
P.) Kennedy, now of Canton, 
served several terms as an_ in- 
structor in the Lennox schools in 
its early years. 


L. J. Kass was prominent in the 
business and civic life of Lennox 
in the decade of 1900-10. In 1907 
he served as president of the Len- 
nox board of education. While io- 
cated here, he was associated with 
Nick Ettledorf in the general 
merchandise business. 


Mr. and Mrs. . 
BEREND BUUS 


Among the well known older 
residents of this community were 
Mr. and Mrs. Berend Buus. They 
came to South Dakota and  Lin- 
coln county in 1888 and located 
on a farm southwest of Lennox. 
In 1911 they retired from the farm 


and moved to Lennox where they 
took up their residence. 


Berend Buus, a veteran of the 
Civil War, was born in Ostfries- 
land, Germany, November 27, 
1837. He came to America in the 
summer of 1864 and in the fall of 
that year enlisted in the Union 
forces and served as a soldier un- 
til the close of .the war. After be- 
ing mustered out of the army he 
located near Freeport, Illinois. On 


of Freeport, Ill. After making 
their home in Illinois for some 
time, they moved to Grundy 
county, Iowa, residing there until 
the year 1880 when the family 
moved to Kansas, where they con- 
tinued to make their home until 
coming to South Dakota in 1888. 
He was a member of the Lennox 
G.A.R. 


Mrs. Berend Buus was born in 
Raudemoor, Ostfriesland, Ger- 
many, on April 8, 1847. In the 
year 1862 at the age of 15 years 
she came to America and located 
in the vicinity of Freeport, Il. 
and continued to reside there un- 
til her marriage in 1867. She pass- 
ed away on April 8, 1929. Her hus- 
band preceded her in death at 
their home in Lennox on January 
28, 1919. Surviving children are: 
Mrs. Kate Kettwig, Mrs. Reka 
Begeman, John B., H. B. and W. B. 
Buus, and Mrs. Lena Smith.

Mr. and Mrs. Ole Nelson, pio- 
neers who settled in Grant town- 
ship in 1874, were natives of Ren- 
li, Valdres, Norway. Ole Nelson 
Fremgaarden was born on Febru- 
ary 6, 1836 and his wife Anne 
Maria Knutsdatter Roang was 
born November 4, 1839. They were 
reared in the same community 
and after their marriage on March 
4, 1859, continued to live there. 
They purchased the Sondre Roang 
place and according to the cus- 
tom in Norway, he assumed the 
name of the place and was there- 
fore known as Ole Nelson Roang. 

Although they enjoyed the com- 
forts of a spacious home and the 
fellowship of their many relatives 


filed on a homestead claim and a 
timber claim, living first in a sod 
hut and later in a log house built 
from logs hauled from near the 
Big Sioux River south of Canton. 
This log house was the last relic 
of pioneer days in the community 
and has just recently been torn 
down. 


The Nelsons reared. six  chil- 
dren, Sarah, Nels, Knudt, Ole, Ida, 
and Mary. Two sons, Nels and Ole, 
have lived continuously in Lincoln 
county, Nels served as county com- 
missioner for nineteen years and 
at the time of his retirement was 
the eldest in the point of service 
aS a county commissioner in the 
state of South Dakota.

and friends in the community, the 
lure of America was so great that 
they heeded its call and departed 
with their four children on a 
steamship on May 5, 1870. After 
fourteen days of pleasant sailing, 
they landed in Quebec, Canada, 
from which place they journeyed 
by train via New York City to 
Austin, Minnesota. They located 
at Grand Meadow, Minnesota and 
lived there for two years. As they 
had friends who had settled in Da- 
kota Territory, they moved by ox 
team to Beloit, Iowa, where they 
forded the Big Sioux River. After 
reaching their destination, they 
lived in a dugout for two years. 
In the spring of 1874, they. moved 
to Grant Township where _ they

spent the most of her time with 
her daughter Mary and occasion- 
ally visited her other children. In 
1912, at the age of 72, she made a 
visit to her native land unaccom- 
ied. While there she walked a Nor- 
Wegian mile (seven American 
miles) to the mountain summer 
home or setter and did not feel 
fatigued. Later she spent a winter 
in California with her daughter, 
Ida. Mrs. Nelson passed away on 
Easter Sunday, April 20, 1924 at 
the age of eighty-four years and 
was laid to rest by the side of her 
husband in the West Prairie cem- 
etery. Double funeral services were 
held in the West Prairie church 
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that day as Ole Tronson, a close 
neighbor during pioneer’ days, 
passed away also the same night 
as Mrs. Nelson did and was buried 
on the other side of the last rest- 
ing place of Mr. Nelson. 

The geneology of the Nelson 
family has been written as far 
back as 1750. Among interesting 
things found was the fact that 
Mrs. Nelson’s grandfather was a 
member of the private body- 
guard to the King of Denmark 
and Norway, Christian VI in Cop- 
enhagen. Among the relics in the 
possession of his descendants, 
are three Bibles which he received 
from the King. When Mrs. Nel- 
son’s grandson, Rev. Kelmer N. 
Roe of Sacramento, California, 
spent his honeymoon with his wife 
in the various countries of Eur- 
ope in 1930, he was presented with 
a short sword which this soldier 
wore when off duty. 


Sam Figge, son of Rev. L. Fig- 
ge, was the first printer to be em- 
ployed in a print shop in this city. 
He worked in the office of the Star 
which for a short time was _ pub- 
lished by Geo. Conklin. Later he 
was employed as printer in the In- 
dependent shop then owned by P. 
F. Haas.

Frequently mentioned in the an- 
nals of Lennox through its sixty 


years are Mr. and Mrs. Peter 
Brethorst and family. 
Mr. and Mrs. Brethorst were 


both born in Germany, the former 
immigrating to this county when 
he was 21, arriving in New York, 
and immediately taking out his 
citizenship papers, becoming a 
citizen within the five year period 
specified. Mrs. Brethorst’s parents 
left their native land when the 
former was merely a baby, sett- 
ling in Illinois, where she grew to 
womanhood and received her ed- 
ucation. 

Married at Freeport, Ill., Mr. 
and Mrs. Brethorst continued their 
residence there several years, then 
emigrating to LeMars, Ia., where 
they remained only a short time, 
then taking a claim in Douglas 
county, Dakota. Here the family 
made their home nearly three 
years on their claim near Harri- 
son (S. D.), and approximately 
1885 moved to Lennox, purchas- 
ing a little house two blocks west 
of the present grade school. 

For several years Mr. Brethorst 
reperesented the Watkins Com- 
pany, selling their products in 
neighboring counties. 
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Mr. Brethorst died in 1917, and 
in 1919 Mrs. Brethorst sold the 


house and six lots, moving to 
Seattle. She died in 1923. They 
were among the early members of 
the Methodist-Episcopal church. 
Both are buried in the Lennox 
cemetery, aS well as their oldest 
daughter, Hilke, and Mrs. Breth- 
orst’s father. 


There were nine children in the 
Brethorst family, seven of whom 
are still living. Six children were 
born to this couple in Lennox, 
namely: Helen, Margaret, Peter, 
Stephen, Lydia and Louise. All are 
living with the exception of Peter 
who attained the rank as Captain 
and was killed in service during 
the World War. The Lennox Am- 
erican Legion post is named in his 
honor. All nine children received 
their public school education in 
Lennox and grew to maturity here. 
The other son, Stephen, is a suc- 
cessful and well-known lawyer in 
Seattle. Marie is working in Nan- 
king, China, and has had the pri- 
vilege of serving on committees 
for community work with Madame 
Niang Kai Tsang, the great man 
of China, and also working with 
Madame Fung, the wife of China’s 
Christian general. Helen spent 
eight years in India, and her first 
novel, Dilaram, was published by 
a New York firm and released in

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the spring of 1938. Other girls in 
the family are teaching in Seattle 
and vicinity, with the exception of 
Dr. Alice B. Brethorst, who for the 
last six years has been on _ the 
staff of Dakota Wesleyan Univer- 
sity, Mitchell. She first taught in 
a rural school near here, later 
graduating from Asbury Hospital 
School for Nurses, and after at- 
tending Northwestern Bible School 
in Minneapolis one year, went to 
West China as a missionary under 
the Methodist board. She travelled 
twice around the world, visiting 
India, Egypt, Palestine and Eur- 
ope. During her furloughs she at- 
tended the University of Washing- 
ton in Seattle and in March, 1931 
received her Ph. D. degrees from 
that institution. In January, 1934 
the alumni publication of that un- 
iversity named her as one of the 
outstanding graduates of the 
School of Education at the Uni- 
versity of Washington. Her bio- 
graphy was included in Who’s 
Who Among the Women of the 
Nation, and her personal and pro- 
fessional record included in the 
publication Leading Women of 
America. 

A colorful figure in early Dakota 
history was Moses K. Armstrong. 
He served in the first territorial 
legislature and wrote a history of 
Dakota.

Among the sturdy homesteaders 
in Grant township and early pio- 
neers in this section were Mr. and 
Mrs. Wichert Buse. They were 
charter members of the Turner 
County Presbyterian church and 
prominent in the affairs of their 
community. Mr. Buse was known 
as a citizen of the highest type, 
and was a true pioneer whose stur- 
dy characteristics helped to devel- 
op this section of the state. Mrs. 
Buse was for many years a lead- 
er in the activties of her church 
and served as chairman of the 
Ladies’ Aid. 

Wichert Buse was born in Os- 
terhusen Amt Emden, Eastfries- 
land, Germany, on January 1, 
1854. In 1868 he came to the Un- 
ited States and located at Free- 
port, Ill. He resided there a few 
years and later moved to Apling- 
ton, Iowa. He came to Dakota Ter- 
ritory in 1878 and located on a 
homestead claim 4 miles south of 
the now city of Lennox. In 1880 
he was united in marriage to Dena 
Jans. Together they faced the pri- 
vation of homesteaders and rear- 
ed a large family, the union being 
blessed with 11 children. 


Mrs. Buse was born October 21, 
1862 at Bellingwolde, Netherland. 
She came with her parents to the 
United States in 1872, coming to 
Dakota territory and_ locating 
northwest of Lennox. Here she 
grew to womanhood and on March 
29, 1880 was united in marriage 
to Wichert Buse. In 1918 they re- 
tired from active life on the farm 
and moved to Lennox. 


Mr. Buse passed away at his 
home here, May 6, 1927. His wife 
followed him in death shortly af- 
ter on May 16, the same_ year. 
Sons and daughters surviving are 
as follows: Anton, Henry, Casper, 
Wichert jr. and Sam, Mrs. Jerry 
Bossman, Mrs. Fred Oltmans, Mrs. 
David Cramer, Mrs. Teus Oltmans 
and Mrs. Dena Nelson.

Zacharias T. Hill was born in 
Bergen, Norway on October 23, 
1843.

Some time was spent in 
Illinois after which he came to 
Dakota Territory and filed on a 
homestead in Grant township 
where he lived as a bachelor un- 
til July 17, 1888 when he was 
joined in wedlock to Anne Knuts- 
datter Fodness. He took his chos- 
en bride in a lumber wagon to the 
country home of Rev. Ellef Olson 
near Canton and then to the home 
he had prepared for her on his 
homestead. Here they continued to 
live until the Master called them 
to a fairer Home. 


Mrs. Hill was born in Valdres, 
Norway on September 16, 1857. 
She was the youngest of a large 
family and came to America _ to 
jon her brothers who had come 
before her. 

This home was blest with nine 
children, but the two eldest sons 
Charley and Knut were called 
Home at a tender age and were 
buried in a double casket on 


February 7, 1889 in the West 
Prairie cemetery. 
Mr. and Mrs. Hill were loya 


supporters of the West Prairie 
Lutheran church and were inter- 
ested in parochial school and la- 
dies aid work. He also served for 
a great many years as a school 


director in the _ school district 
which bears his name. 
On June 2, 1906, the Grim 


Reaper called again and Mr. Hill 
answered the summons and was 
buried in the West Prairie ceme-

Theodore, Albert, Alice, 
Knut, Elmer and Gehard, 
Hill continued to farm.

in the West Prairie burial plot on 
January 10, 1921. 


The last summons came _ sud- 
denly to Mrs. Hill on March 28, 
1934 while doing her daily duties 
on the old homestead where she 
had continued to live with her son 
Albert. Burial was made beside 
those who had gone before. Her 
son Knut is the only soldier buried 
in that cemetery and she was the 
only Gold Star mother in the com- 
munity. 


JOSIAH SHELDON 

Josiah Sheldon was among the 
early pioneers of Lincoln county 
and Lennox. He came to Lincoln 
county in 1876 and filed on a 
homestead in section 32 Perry 
township. His homestead covered 
much of the original townsite of 
Lennox. 


Josiah Sheldon was born in 
Franklin county, Vermont, in 1834. 
As a mere lad he removed with 
his parents to Jackson county, 
Iowa. Later moving to Dane 
county, Wisconsin. When the Civ- 
il War broke out he returned to 
Iowa and enlisted in Company C 
Fourth Iowa Cavalry. He saw 
much actual fighting and partici- 
pated in the siege of Vicksburg. 
In 1864 he was mustered out of 
the service and returned to Wis- 
consin, where he continued his res- 
idence until coming west to Dak- 
ota territory. 


A grandfather of the subject, 
Samuel Sheldon, also a Vermonter 
served with the “Green Moun- 
tain” soldiers in the war of Inde- 
pendence. The subject of this 
sketch was a charter member of 
the Lennox G. A. R.. He was also 
a member of the Masonic Order 
and well known among _ pioneer 
settlers. He never married. 

He passed away on Saturday, 
June 28, 1909 at the age of 75 
years. His remains lie in the 
Lennox cemetery. 


South Dakota’s Black Hills is 
tourist mecca of Midwest.

HARM BUUS 


Among the pioneers of this sec- 
tion who shared in its early strug- 
gles and development were Mr. 
and Mrs. Harm Buus who settled 
on a homestead four miles south- 
west of Lennox in 1878. They were 
the days of prairie fires, grass 
hoppers and primitive transporta- 
tion. 

Harm Buus was born in Ost- 
friesland, Germany in 1847 and at 
the age of 16 years came with his 
parents to America locating near 
Freeport, Ill. In 1870 he moved to 
Grundy County, Iowa, locating 
near Grundy Center, and _ that 
same year was united in marriage 
to Hedina Margaret Bossman. 


Mrs. Buus was born at Holthu- 
sen Kreis, Weiner, Germany on 
December 28, 1850. There’ she 
spent her childhood days and when 
yet in her teens she came with her 
parents to America. They settled 
first in Illinois, where they lived 
a few years.

Mr. Buus passed away on July 
31, 1924 at the age of 76 years and 
six months. Mrs. Buus passed to 
her reward on May 7, 1938 at the 
age of 87 years, 4 months and 7 
days. Twelve children were born 
to this union and surviving are 
the following: George, Herman, 
Henry and Ben, Mrs. John Naat- 
jes, Mrs. Bert Oltmans, Mrs. S. L. 
Tjaden, Mrs. Andrew Mortensen, 
Mrs. John Geersma and Mrs. Anna 
Wiese.

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Mr. and Mrs. 
MILLARD BENNETT 


Prominent in Lincoln county 
during their careers, Mr. and Mrs. 
Millard Bennett were among the 
early residents of Grant township. 


Mr. Bennett was born in Alle- 
gheny county, New York, resid- 
ing there until he was about 18. 
He was a school teacher by pro- 
fession, and in 1874 he came _ to 
Lincoln county, Dakota territory, 
taking a homestead and pre-emp- 
tion claim on the east half of sec- 
tion 21 in Grant township. He was 
accompanied in this venture by 
Tom Evans who homesteaded on 
the quarter section immediately 
south of the West Prairie church, 
and Charles Dick, on the quarter 
section where Henry Bruns now 
resides. These three young men 
proved up on their homesteads and 
returned east, Mr. Bennett to the 
state of Illinois where his parents 
had taken up their residence. 

He married there in 1879, and 
in 1881 again returned to Lincoln 
county and erected a part of the 
buildings now on the land in the 
northeast quarter of section 21, in 
Grant township, now occupied by 
Claus Wildeboer. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bennett resided 
here until the former was elected 
county auditor in 1894, moving to 
Canton in 1895 and returning to 
their Grant township farm in 
1899. In the fall of 1901 they again 
moved to Canton, Mr. Bennett 
then being engaged in the hard- 
ware business at the county seat 
town from. that time until 1912. 

He became mayor of Canton in 
1915, and held this position at the 
time of his death February 16, 
1920. Mrs. Bennett continued to 
reside at Canton until her death 
March 21, 1930. 

The east half of section 21 is 
still in the Bennett estate. During 
his residence on the farm in Grant 
township, Mr. Bennett served for 
many years as township assessor, 
also serving on the school board, 
township board, and was census 
enumerator.

Mr. and Mrs. Helge Hanson 
were among the earliest settlers of 
the West Prairie community.

In May, 1882, Mr. and Mrs. B. 
E. Huisinga—then living near Po- 
gum, Germany—received a letter 
from the latter’s brother, C. J. 
Smidt, who, with his family, had 
settled on a homestead claim in 
Turner county, several miles west 
of Lennox. Enlured perhaps by a 
new venture, the Huisinga family, 
with no further debating, decided 
to dispose of their small German 
property, making arrangements to 
immigrate to the “promised land.” 

With their three children, Car- 
rie, 9, Joe, 6 and Mata, 1, Mr. and 
Mrs. Huisinga early in June took 
passage on the ship Elbe, which 
was at that time the largest and 
most commodious steamship sail- 
ing between Bremerhaven and 
New York. The ocean voyage was 
made in record time—eight days— 
and after remaining in Castle Gar- 
den about three days, the family 
boarded the “zug” and from New 
York they moved westward to 
Pittsburg, on to Chicago, and dir- 
ectly to Lennox, in Dakota terri- 
tory, where they arrived in early 
morning, June 20, 1882. They were 
met at the depot by W. B. Smith. 


The task of erecting a_ small 
“shack” on the school land two 
miles west of Lennox did not take 
very long, and it was here that 
they made their residence that 
winter. In March, 1883 the “shack” 
was brought to Lennox and set up 
on a few lots bought from J. E. 
Davis, in what is known as ‘west 
Lennox,” one block west of the 
present grade school. The harrow- 
ing experiences of that first winter 
were sufficient to convine the 
mother she would prefer a town 
residence, and becoming especially 
attached to the little home “next 
door” to the schoolhouse and al- 
most as close to the Lutheran 
church, with which they affiliated. 


Consequently, after Rev. M. J. 
Tjaden was transferred to Nebras- 
ka, the Lutheran church was dis- 
continued. Both Mr. and Mrs. 
Huisinga then (in 1889) joined the 
Lennox Reformed Church II, o 
which they were charter members. 


te 


They continued their active affili- 
ations with this church until their 
deaths. Mrs. Huisinga died May 30, 
1901, at the age of 56. Mr. Huis- 
inga passed away at the age of 74, 
April 28, 1913, five months after 
the death of his son Evert, who 
succumbed November 27, 1912. 
The Huisinga’s were among the 
few pioneers who immigrated di- 
rectly to Dakota territory, with- 


out having previously located in 
some other state. 

The four children attended and 
completed the school work offered 
by the Lennox schools. Marie be- 
gan teaching in 1892 and Joe in 
1894. Mata was a member of the 


class of 1896. Evert graduated 
with the class of 1903. No school 
opportunities were allowed to be 
neglected. 

Joe and Mata presently reside at 
Chancellor. 
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THE OLD BEDFORD GROVE 


An early landmark in Perry 
township was the old cottonwood © 
grove on the Bedford farm in sec- 
tion 15. It was the only spot near- 
est to “woods” the youngsters | 
knew in those days. 

It was a favorite place for school 
picnics, 4th of July celebrations 
and other gatherings. Swings were 
put up for the children, and the 
adults would enjoy dinners served 
on long tables on which was piled 
an abundance of fried chicken, 
sandwiches, cake and pie, and in 
season watermelons. At such gath- 
erings held during the melon sea- 
son Mrs. Bedford used to serve 
muskmelon with sugar and cream 
which tasted as good as peaches 
and cream. There was no fruit in 
those days. 


Located on the old Bedford 
homestead was a wagon and car- 
riage shop. This shop was used for 
all sorts of public meetings. Elec- 
tions, school meetings, church ser- 
vices, Sunday school, etc. It was 
also used for dances among the 
early settlers. Favorite musicians 
at these dances were Mr. and 
Mrs. G. W. Palmer. Mr. Palmer 
would play a violin and Mrs. Palm- 
er played a small organ which 
they could easily carry along in 
their wagon.

The history of business firms in 
the city of Lennox would be in- 
complete without a short sketch 
of Wyman H. Wumkes, who held 
a leading place in the business life 
of the community for 35 years. 
The late Mr. Wumkes began his 
business career here as a partner 


of C. E. Groeneveld in 1884, un- 
der the firm name of Groeneveld & 
Wumkes. The firm carried a large 
stock of farm implements, hard- 
ware, buggies and harness. 

The subject of this sketch was 
born in Jemgum Province, Han- 
over, Germany, on the 5th day of 
January, 1859. He came with his 
parents to America in 1868 and 
located at Ackley, Iowa. In 1875 
the family moved to near Grundy 
Center and located on their own 
farm where Mr. Wumkes followed 
the pursuit of farming until 1882. 
In that year he entered in the em- 
ploy of T. G. Tidden at Ackley, 
Iowa, who operated a hardware and 
implement business at that place. 
In March, 1884 he was united in 
marriage to Telea Huisman of 
Ackley and shortly after came 
with his young bride to Dakota 
territory and located at Lennox. 
To this union were born two chil- 
dren, namely Peter and William. 

Mrs. Wumkes who came _ to 
share fortunes with her husband 
in the then new country, was born 
in Ostfriesland, Germany, on 
October 16, 1856, and came to the 
United States with her parents 
when but a girl, locating: at Ack- 
ley, Iowa. Coming here a _ few 
years after the founding of the city, 
she shared with her husband's 
interest in the many social and 


civic activities in the enterprising 
and growing town of Lennox. 

In 1893 J. J. and John Wumkes 
bought out the interest of Mr. 
Groeneveld and the business con- 
tinued under the firm name of 
Wumkes Bros. At this time the en- 
terprise was expanded and a 
branch established both at Chan- 
cellor and Davis. 


In 1910 W. H. Wumkes purchas- 
ed the interest of his brothers and 
became sole owner of the business, 
which he continued to conduct 
under the name of W. H. Wumkes 
& Company until his death in 1919. 
He was a man of generous spirit, 
unfailing optimism and rare busi- 
ness ability. A man of undaunted 
courage and force of character he 
contributed much to the upbuild- 
ing of Lennox during his active 
business career: 


Mr. Wumkes passed to the 
great beyond on Monday, May 5, 
1919. Mrs. Wumkes passed away 
on Saturday, July 17, 1920. Sur- 
viving presently are: one son, 
Peter, and one grandson, Wyman. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
THORALD LARSON 


Mr. and Mrs. Thorald Larson 
were among the early emigrants 
of the West Prairie community. 


They were born and reared in 
Norway, being joined in wedlock 
at Omlien, Telemarken, Norway, 
and some years later—with their 
three children—left their native 
land for America. This was in 
1861 and their trip across the 
Atlantic Ocean was completed in 
a sail boat, taking eight weeks in 
crossing the wide span of water, 
and upon their arrival to the Un- 
ited States their craft was con- 


demned. 

They first settled in Wisconsin. 
However later their migration took 
them to Clayton county, Iowa, and 
they made their home there sev- 
eral years. Mr. Larson, a school 
teacher in Norway, continued his 
teaching profession in Iowa. 

In 1873 the family entered Da- 
kota territory, joining the early 


Norwegian settlers in the West 
Prairie community, and homestead- 
ing on a farm in Delaware town- 
ship. 

Mr. and Mrs. Larson continued 
their farming enterprise several 
years, and then took up their resi- 
dence in the state of Washington. 
Mrs. Alex Gedstad, their daughter, 
and family followed them to the 
Pacific coast state shortly after. 


This union was blest with 12 
children, three dying in infancy. 
Six passed away later, namely: 
Mrs. Knudt Gedstad, Mrs. Alex 
Gedstad, Lewis Larson, Henry 
Larson, Andrew Larson and Mrs. 
John Hals. Three still survive, 
Mrs. Annie Jacquish, Theodore 
Larson, and Joseph Larson, all of 
whom reside at Stanwood, Wash. 


In 1886, 679 miles of railroad 
were completed in Dakota and 341 
miles graded.

E, SCHNEIDERMAN Among the earliest settlers of 
Originally immigrating from the West Prairie community were 


Germany and prior to their settle- 
ment here residents of Iowa, Mr. 
and Mrs. Evert Schneiderman join- 
ed the ranks of early settlers of 
this community in the forepart of 
March, 1881. 

Both members of this couple 
were born and reared in their na- 
tive land. Mr. Schneiderman was 
born April 28, 1831, and his mate 
May 7, 1845. 

They married in Germany and 
continued their residence abroad 
several years, and in the forepart 
of March, 1876, they departed 
from their native homeland _ to 
make their future home in the 
United States. They first settled 
in Ackley, Ia., and remained there 
approximately five years before 
entering Dakota territory and set- 
tling six miles south of Lennox, 
where they engaged in farming. 

Mr. and Mrs. Schneiderman left 
the farm and moved to Lennox in 
March, 1896. 

They were for several years af- 
filiated with the Turner county 
First Presbyterian church. 

Eight children were born to 
this couple, including: Harmke, 
Dick, Rieka, Henry, John, Mary, 
and Harm, living, and Martin who 
passed away several years ago. 

Mr. Schneiderman died January 
28, 1917. Mrs. Schneiderman fol- 
lowed him in death two years lat- 
er, succumbing April 4, 1919. 


Around 1870 one Barrandt of 
Sioux City, Iowa, wrote to the 
Smithonian Institute describing 
what the called the Hay Stack 
Mound, believing it to be built by 
some prehistoric race. He report- 
ed the mound as located near the 
west fork of the little Sioux or 
Turkey Creek. Four miles north- 
west of this mound was a county 
road running northeast to south- 
west. Attached to the letter in 
question was a little map which 
mentioned the road and marked it

Mr. Fodness was born February 
2, 1845, at Valdres, Norway. Here 
he grew to young manhood, and 
in company with a brother immi- 
grated to the United States, set- 
tling first in Minnesota. 


Mrs. Fodness—previous to her 
marriage Tilda Stroslie—likewise 
was born in Norway, March 3, 
1848 at Telemarken, and when she 
was only five years old her par- 
ents departed from their native 
land, with their children, making 
their home in Wisconsin first and 
later moving to Houston county, 
Minnesota. 


The couple was married July 25, 
1872, and on July 9th of the fol- 
lowing year (1873), they—in com- 
pany with other emigrants, includ- 
ing Fodness and Gedstad families, 


after passing through Nebraska, 
located on a homestead southeast 
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(Mrs. Maude Harwood) of Bau- 
man, N. D., and Elizabeth (Mrs. 
Wilferd Wilding of Lennox. 

The elderly couple continued 
their residence on their farm en- 
terprise until 1903 when they re- 
tired and moved to Lennox. Mr. 
Fodness passed away July 1, 1904, 
and Mrs. Fodness, December 5, 
1915.

A record of early pioneers would 
not be complete without a brief 
sketch of the life of Mr. and Mrs. 
W. F. Little who made their resi- 
dence here for over 40 years. Mr. 
Little was a war veteran having 
served four years during the Civil 
War. 

Wilbur Fisk Little was born on 
February 12, 1842, at Johnstown, 
Pa. When a mere child he moved 
with his parents to Wycoff, Minn. 
At the age of 19 years he enlisted 
in the Union army and served dur- 
ing a period of four years. On 
April 24, 1876 he was married to 
Elizabeth (Smith) Wallis. 

Mrs. Little was born on the 23rd 
of October, 1843, in Portland, 
Maine. In 1880 the family came to 
Dakota territory and located on a 
farm near Lennox, later taking up 
their residence in this city. 

Mrs. Little passed away on May 
26, 1923. Mr. Little died on April 
4, 1927. One surviving son, Harry 
resides at Eldridge, N. D. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
ENOCH JENSEN 


Mr. and Mrs. Enoch Jensen were 
early homesteaders of Perry town- 
ship. This pioneer couple, with 
their two sons, John and Haakan, 
emigrated to Dakota territory in 
1875, homesteading approximately 


one and one half miles north of 
the present Lennox townsite. 

Born and reared in Norway, Mr. 
and Mrs. Jensen were married in 
their native land, continuing their 
residence there until immigrating 
to this country. 

Their marriage partnership was 
of short duration, however, Mrs. 


Jensen passing away in 1877. 

He was married to Olivia Haug- 
en, September 17, 1880, and _ to 
this union, four daughters and one 
son were born. These were: Betsy 
(Mrs. Pete Jacobson); Annie (Mrs. 
Adolph Rue), Sioux Falls; Martha 
(Mrs. S. E. McKinney), Sioux 


Falls; George Jensen, Gall Lake, 
Canada, and Emma (Mrs. F. M.

The year of 1863 was one of un- 
precedented drought in Dakota 
Territory.

Mr. and Mrs. Wheeler B. Curtis 
filed on their homestead in Dela- 
ware township in 1876. 

Mr. Curtis was born in Erie 
county, New York, January 12, 
1822, the son of Almond and Sal- 
ly (Buffom) Curtis. He spent his 
boyhood days on a farm in that 
county, called ‘“‘Vermont Hill” af- 
ter the state from which his fath- 
er came. 

Mr. Curtis was married to Nan- 
cy Reynolds, November 25, 1850. 
Thre2 sons were born to this un- 
ion, namely: Wallace, who lived in 
Lennox until his death in 1920; 
Everett, who lives at Huron, S. D., 
and Frank, who died in infancy. 

A veteran of the Civil war, Mr. 
Curtis was discharged from the 
services in 1864, and immediately 
moved with his family to Ripon, 
Wis., where he worked at the 
coopers’ trade until the spring of 
1874 when he left the Badger state 
and emigrated to Dakota terri- 
tory, working as a cook for a sur- 
veying “outfit” for a few sum- 
mers, after which he located in 
Lincoln county on a homestead in 
Delaware township. Here he lived 
until 1890, then moving to Len- 
nox, and making his residence here 
until his death in 1891. His wife 
preceded him in death. ' 

Wallace H. Curtis was born in 
Alden, Erie county, New York, 
November 14, 1851. His parents 
left the Empire state in 1865, 
moving to Wisconsin, where Wal- 
lace attended the Ripon schools. 
In 1873 he came to Yankton, where 
he was employed on the govern- 
ment survey for the territory of 
Dakota. 

Following these duties, Mr. 
Curtis filed on a homestead in 
Delaware township, Lincoln coun- 
ty, in 1877, where he resided until 
1887 when he made his home in 
Lennox. He entered business with 
George Barclay, this partnership 
continuing a number of years be- 
fore he sold his interest and pur- 
chased the N. Smith general store. 
He made his home here almost con- 
tinuously after 1887. 


He was united in marriage to 
Christina Knispel, November 25, 
1877, and five children were born 
to this union. They were: George, 
Estella (Kelly), James, Clara (who 
died in 1878, in infancy), and 


Frank (who was drowned in 1888 
at the age of 8). 


Mr. Curtis was one of the pio- 
neer teachers in Lincoln county— 
for approximately 13 years—and 
his duties as a surveyor extended 
over a period of nearly 20 years. 


He passed away December 26, 
1920. 

Mrs. Curtis (nee Knispel) who 
was born in Milwaukee, Wis., in 
1860, presently resides with her 
daughter Estella at Glendale, 
Calif. In 1866 her parents moved 
to Ripon, Wis., and in 1875 set- 
tled in Dakota territory, home- 
steading ten miles south of Len- 
nox. In 1894 she assumed manage- 
ment of the Merchants Hotel here, 
which she conducted several years 
and then purchasing the Dailey 
House. In 1924 she sold her prop- 
erty, and visited that year in Cal- 
ifornia, taking up her residence 
there in 1926. 


Everett Curtis was born in Erie 
county,« NesY,.; JanwanywolwelsD5; 
his parents moving to Ripon, Wis., 
in 1864. Here he attended school, 
and in 1873 went to Minnesota en- 
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gaging in the cooper (barrel-mak- 
ing) trade. In 1874 he returned to 
Ripon, where he married Francis 
H. Courtwright, March 7, 1875. 


Four children were born to this 
couple, namely: Fred, now living 
at “Cottonwood Lake,” Redfield, 
in Spink county, S. D.; Mrs. Jes- 
sie Huntington, Mrs. E. I. Bowe, 
and Mrs. Cliff Williams, all «of 
whom reside at Huron. 


Mr. and Mrs. Curtis left Ripon in 
1875, coming to Dakota territory 
and arriving at Yankton, Decem- 
ber 1. He was at Yankton but a 
few days when he began his teach- 
ing duties in a school in the north- 
ern part of Yankton county. He 
followed the teaching profession 
for 25 years, serving in several 
southeastern counties of the state. 
In 1900 he was employed as a 
grain buyer by a Winona (Minn.) 
grain concern, which position he 
filled until moving to Huron in 
1908. He worked in a Huron lum- 
beryard nearly six years, and then 
in the Hotel Marvin Hughitt. He 
retained this position until he was 
elected Beadle county auditor in 
1926, serving in that capacity two 
terms, 1927-1929. In 1932 he was 
elected to the state legislature for 
two terms (1933 and 1935 ses- 
sions) from Beadle county. 


Mrs. Curtis passed away in 
1931. Mr. Curtis has been living 
with his daughter, Mrs. Hunting- 
ton, at Huron, since.

These early settlers married in 
Wisconsin, July 4, 1868, and con- 
tinued their residence there until 
August, 1876. Then with the two 
children, in company with Mr. and 
Mrs. B. C. Jacobs and their two 
children, and the D. S. Waldo 
family, the group emigrated to Da- 
kota territory. They were 17 days 
enroute, and on the way the wo- 
men and children slept in the 


‘wagon, and the men on the ground 


underneath the wagons. The near- 
est railroad was at Sibley, Ia., 
where the goods in possession were 
shipped. 

Mr. Palmer had previously filed 
a claim three miles north of the 
present Lennox townsite, and had 
constructed a small house. They 
remained on the farm for ten 
years, and in the spring of 1887 
moved to Lennox, into what was 
known as the Boynton house. Af- 
ter residing in various houses in 
the following years, the Palmers 
constructed a house on land that 
belonged to Mrs. Palmer north of 
the Milwaukee railroad, where they 
remained several years. 

In their earliest years here the 
closest railroad was situated 
through a small Minnesota town, 
from where a bus brought people 
to Sioux Falls and surrounding 
territory. People then went to 
Sioux Falls to send mail and to do 
considerable training. Mr. Palmer 
raised the first wheat grown in 
the Lennox vicinity. 

Incidently the hard tasks of 
the early settlers in building up 
their enterprises—new homes and 
new businesses and carrying on 
their routine duties—caused them 
to find forms of amusement, and 
dancing served as one of the most 
popular. And perhaps the most 
frequently called upon for music 
were Mr. and Mrs. George Palmer, 
who played the violin and folding 
melodeon, respectively. Mrs. Palm- 
er could wrap her instrument 


in a blanket and take it along in 
the wagon when playing for these 
events. They often-times ‘‘picked- 
up” a young man in the country 
who likewise was a good violinist, 
and together they served. Dances 


were held in schools, elevators, 
and newly constructed buildings. 
There was little money in this vi- 
cinity in the early years, so the 
musicians usually played free of 


charge, which later of course was 
replaced by collections taken for 


them. They played in nearby 
towns as well, on one occasion, a 
July 4th dance at Worthing in 
1882, which “lasted all night.” 
This “hop” was staged in one of 
the Worthing elevators, and in or- 
der to fulfill the engagement, the 
Palmers took their six-months old 
baby, Roy, with them. 

Mr. Palmer was born April 1, 
1836 at Brookfield, N. Y., his par- 


‘was a young boy. 


ents moving to Wisconsin when he 
He remained 
here until his marriage and subse- 
quent settlement in Dakota terri- 
tory. 

Mrs. Palmer, who was born Oc- 
tober 11, 1848 at Concord, N. H., 
came to Wisconsin when she was 
16 years of age. She married when 
she was 20. Mrs. Palmer still re- 
sides in Los Angeles, Calif., hav- 
‘ing been tendered a life member- 
ship by the Lennox O.E.S. Lodge 
of which she was formerly a mem- 
ber, and will fete her 91st birth- 
day anniversary October 11 of this 
year. She also was an early mem- 
ber of the Methodist Episcopal 
church here. 

Mr. Palmer died in November, 
1921, at the age of 85. 


Dr. Nutting, one of the physi- 
cians and surgeons to _ practice 
here in the middle eighties liked to 
play a snare drum. One day he was 
doing his best to beat the drum 
and demolish the drum heads. Un- 
seen by Nutting, Jud Conklin 
stepped up behind him and pulling 
out his revolver blazed away, 
shooting in the air of course, and 
instantly drowning the tremendous 
din the doctor was bossing. Dr. 
Nutting stopped his racket but 
did not learn until later who fired 
the shots.

Paul Ysbrands was born in 


Rysum, Ostfriesland, Germany, 
September 29, 1845. As a young 


man he became inspired to carry | 


on his career in the western hem- 
isphere, and in June, 1868 he left 
his native land and immigrated to 
the United States and subsequent- 
ly to Iowa, near Wellsburg. Here 
he found employment as a farm- 
hand, and later united in marriage 
to Miss Gelke Stratmeyer, Janu- 
ary 15, 1870. 

In 1875 the young couple mi- 
grated into Dakota territory, and 
filed on a homestead claim south- 
west of Lennox in Middleton town- 
ship, Turner county. Here they ex- 
perienced the hardships of the 
early pioneer settlers—the grass- 
hopper infestations, droughts, and 
prairie fires—however they retain- 
ed their faith in Dakota and were 
ultimately rewarded. 


The family lived on the home- 
stead until 1902 when they located 
on a farm two miles south of Len- 
nox in Lincoln county. In 1912 
they retired from their rural en- 
terprise and moved to Lennox to 
spend their declining years. 


Mrs. Ysbrands was born Sept. 


tember 8, 1845, at Loquard, Ost- 


friesland, Germany, and immigrat- 
ed to this country approximately 
the same time as Mr. Ysbrands. 


One son and four daughters 
were born to this union, reading 
as follows: John Ysbrands, Len- 
nox, Mrs. Maggie Jongeling, Cas- 
tlewood, S. D.; Gertie Hoffman, 
Moffit, N. D.; Mrs. Bena Strat- 
meyer, McMinnville, Ore.; Mrs. 


Anke Hoffman, Lennox, and Mrs. 
A. H. Bossman, Lennox. 


Mr. and Mrs. Ysbrands' were 
charter members of the Turner 
county First Presbyterian church. 

Mr. Ysbrands remained quite ac- 
tive until his death, and although 
his eyesight became greatly im- 
paired in his late years, he made 
frequent visits to town. He spent 
his last years on the farm of his 
daughter, Mrs. A. H. Bossman. 

Mrs. Ysbrands passed away in 
November, 1921. Mr. Ysbrands at- 
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tained the age of 91 years, 21 days 
and headed a five-generation group 
at the time of his demise, October | 
20, 1936. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
CON COLLINS 


Among the early settlers who 
came to this region over six de- 
cades ago were Mr. and Mrs. Con 
Collins. They faced the privations 
and drawbacks encountered by pio- 
neers in the building of this sec- 
tion before the railroad had been 
extended to this region of the ter- 
ritory. 

Cornelius Collins was born in 
County Cork, Ireland on Novem- 
ber 10, 1845 and came to America 
settling in McHenry county, Illi- 
nois when a youth of seventeen. 


In 1873 at Woodstock, Illinois 
he was united in marriage to 
Catherine Twohig. In 1878 the 
couple came westward and settled 
on a homestead east of this city. 
Four children were born to this 
union. 


Mrs. Collins was born in Mc- 
Henry county, Illinois on October 
8, 1848. She passed away on July 
17, 1918. A year later she was fol- 
lowed in death by her husband, 
whose demise occurred on Novem- 
ber 27, 1919. A son, William and 
two daughters, Rose and Nellie 
are the surviving children. Mary 
(Mrs. Lou Grundel) dies in 1935. 


According to Lincoln county 
homestead records 149 women 
made final proofs upon homestead 
claims in the county. Ten in Per- 
ry township, eight each in LaVal- 
ley and Delaware and seven each 
in Delapre and Grant townships 
were included.

H. J. BOSSMAN 


Mr. and Mrs. Harmanus J. Boss- 
man (deceased) settled on a farm 
in the Lennox vicinity in 1882. 


Mr. Bossman was born Febru- 
ary 4, 1844 at MHolthusen, Ost- 
friesland, Germany, coming to Am- 
erica in 1866, settling at Freeport, 
Ill. On February 12, 1870, he was 
united in marriage to Miss Renske 
Schnus, who was also a native of 
Germany, born in Ostfriesland, 
November 11, 1850. The couple, 
following their marriage there, re- 
mained near Freeport for approxi- 
mately three years, in 1873 sett- 
ling in the vicinity of Wellsburg, 
Ia. Here they resided until the 
spring of 1882, when they emi- 
grated to the Lennox vicinity, 
four miles south of here. 


This union was blest with ten 
children, five of whom _ preceded 
their father in death. On Septem- 
ber 24, 1901, Mrs. Bossman died, 
and on April 9, 1907 he was mar- 
ried to Trintje Busch, nee Schnus, 
sister of his former wife. She also 
was born in Ostfriesland, Ger- 
many, January 2, 1857, and when 
she was four years old her parents 
came to America, settling near 
Parkersburg, Iowa. Here she grew 
to womanhood, and at the age of 
23 years, November 12, 1880 was 
wed to Frederic Busch. This union 


was blest with five children, one 
passing away at the age of one 
and one-half years. Mr. Busch 


died September 29, 1900. 

In 1910 Mr. and Mrs. Bossman 
retired from active farm life and 
took up their residence in Lennox, 
residing here until their deaths, 
Mr. Bossman passing away June 
22, 1927 at the age of 84 years, 4

Bossman, January 22, 1937, at- 
taining the age of 80 years and 
20 days.

Jacob Harms. Mrs. C. H. Bunger, 


(Susie) passed away in 1933. His 
step children now living are: Eilert 
Busch, William Busch, and Mrs.

In the year of 1886 two local 
citizens, one in a buggy, th2 oth- 
er on a hayrake—raced into town 
with the man on the hayrake 
landing in a sitting position on 
terra-firma. 


Back in the 80’s the O. B. Gray 
harness shop was a favorite meet- 
ing place for local debaters. 


In the Baptist history of South 
Dakota, there is a chapter by 
Rev. John P. Coffman, telling of 
the new era that began in the his- 
tory of South Dakota in 1879. In- 
flow of settlers and extension of 
railroads in the territory opened a 
new era of development. Rev. 
Coffman was a pioneer Baptist 
minister in this section settling on 
a homestead in Germantown town- 
ship in Turner county in 1878, 
making his home there until 1886. 
He was a college friend of Rev. V. 
B. Conklin, who located here in 
1879 and had a part in the relig- 
ious life in this community in its 
infancy. 


Educational statistics for Da- 
kota in the middle ’80’s recorded 
1000 teachers more than Vermont 
and 1000 more than all the terri- 
tories including Indian territory 
and District of Columbia. 
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Mr. and Mrs. 
GEO. BOSSMAN, SR. 


Coming to this section 58 years 
ago Mr. and Mrs. George Bossman, 
sr., shared in the pioneer strug- 
gles of the early settlers. They 
came here as a young couple to 
seek the fortunes that this new 
country had to offer the thrifty 
homesteaders in that early day. 
Mr. and Mrs. Bossman sr., contri- 
buted their share to the upbuild- 
ing of the community, its progress 
prosperity and welfare. 

George Bossman, sr., was born 
April 3rd, 1855 in Holthusen, Amt 
Weener, Ostfriesland, Germany. At 
the age of 12 years he came with 
his parents to America, in 1867, 
taking six weeks to make the voy- 
age and landing in New York af- 
ter a stormy ocean trip. On June 
5 the family arrived at Freeport, 
Ill. where they resided for three 
years. They then moved to Ackley, 
Iowa, where Mr. Bossman grew to 
manhood and continued his resi- 
dence until his marriage in 1881. 

Like many young ambitious men 
of his day his dream was to go 
west to Dakota territory and take 
up a homestead. So, in 1880 Mr. 
Bossman was on his way to Dak- 
ota land. He came to Lennox and 
located on a homestead two miles 
southwest of this city. The follow- 
ing year he returned to Iowa and 
was united in marriage to Fannie 
Sinning, February 17, 1891. Mrs. 
Bossman was a native of Germany, 
born in Ostfriesland, October 4th, 
1862. She came with her parents 
to the United States at the age of 
five years and settled near Ack- 
ley, Grundy county, Iowa, residing 
there until her marriage. 

In the spring of 1881 the couple 
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took up their residence on _ the 
homestead near Lennox and_ be- 
gan a successful career of home- 
making in this then new country. 


They took an active part in the 
development of this section. 
Mr. Bossman was one of the 


organizers of the Ebenezer Pres- 
byterian church in this city and 
was the last surviving charter 
member of the congregation. He 
held the position of eldership for 
over 45 years. He retired from the 
farm and moved to Lennox in 
1919. Here he continued his resi- 
dence until his death June 7, 1937. 
His wife preceeded him in death 


July 8, 1915. Ten children were 
born to Mr. and Mrs. Bossman. 
Those surviving are: Jerry G., 


Ralph, Eggle, George, Mrs. L. L. 
Bultena, Mrs. Albert Loats and 
Mrs. Louie Albers.

H. C. NUTTBROCK 


Herman Christopher Nuttbrock 
was born in Warsings Fehn, Ost- 
friesland, Germany, October 6, 
1835. His parents immigrated to 
the United States in 1853, locating 
near Freeport, Ill., and later mov- 
ing to Ackley, Iowa. 

Here Mr. Nuttbrock was united 
in marriage to Trentje Lutterman, 
and in 1881 emigrated to Dakota 
territory, settling in Lincoln coun- 
ty on a homestead east of Lennox 
near the present city limits. 

Mrs. Nuttbrock likewise was a 
native of Germany. She preceded 
him in death, passing away in 
1899. Mr. Nuttbrock died Decem- 
ber 10, 1909 at the home of. his 
daughter, Mrs. Dick Burma, Len- 
nox. 

Their children were as follows: 
Ailt, Dick, John and Henry, Wil- 
low Lake (S. D.); Harm, Hobson,

sr., and family entered Dakota 
territory June 17, 1882, settling on 
a farm four miles southwest of 
Lennox. This early couple contin- 
ued their residence here until 
1887, and that year purchased a 
relinquishment six miles north of 
Lennox, and resumed their farm- 
ing operations there in the spring 
of 1888. 

For two decades their endeavors 
found them developing their rural 
enterprise here, and in 1908 they 
retired from the farm and moved 
to Tea (S. D.). However March 30, 
1908 Mrs. Stratmeyer passed away 
whereupon the elderly Mr. Strat- 
meyer returned to the “old home 
place’ to reside with his son En- 
no and family, who still make their 
home on this place. 

There were six children when 
the early couple came to this vic- 
inity, Jacob, Albert, Klaas, John 
Mareka and Maude. Two others, 
Tena and Enno, were born on the 
farm southwest of Lennox, in 1884 
and 1887, respectively. 

Mr. Stratmeyer was born Febr- 
uary 8, 1837, at Loquard, Ostfries- 
land, Germany. Mrs. Stratmeyer, 
nee Aaltje Albers, was born Nov- 
8, 1841 at Rysum, Ostfriesland, 
Germany. The couple was reared 
in their native land, and there un- 
ited in marriage. They continued 
to make their residence abroad for 
several years, seven children born 
to them in Germany, one of whom, 
Jan, passed away in infancy. 

Mr. Stratmeyer served as elder 
of the Turner county First Pres- 
byterian church, and of the Ger- 
mantown Presbyterian church. 

Jacob Stratmeyer, jr,. was mar- 
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ried to Severina Van Hove in 1892; 
Albert Stratmeyer married Janna 
Buschol, 1894; Mareka, married to

Among the well known early 
settlers of this community were 
Mr. and Mrs. J. F. Hurley. Com- 
ing to Dakota territory in 1878 
they experienced the hardships and 
privations that were the common 
lot of the pioneers. 


Jeremiah Francis Hurley was 
born July 27, 1850 at Marengo, 
McHenry County, Illinois. There 
he lived and grew to manhood and 
continued to reside until locating 
in Dakota territory. On May 25, 
1876 he was married to Nora Tan- 
ian of Vanceburg, Ky. Twelve 
children were born to this union. 

Mrs. Hurley was born on Aug- 
ust 10, 1853 at Vanceburg, Ken- 
tucky to Mr. and “Mrs. Thomas 
Tanian and grew to young woman- 
hood in her native state, later mov- 
ing to McHenry’ County, Illinois. 
In November, 1878 the family came 
west and located on a homestead 
two miles northeast of Lennox. 

They continued to make their 
home on the homestead farm until 
moving to Lennox in June 1915. 
Mr. Hurley was counted among 
the substantial farmers in this 
community. He was a _ diligent 
man and a citizen of sterling qual- 
ities. He was one of the organi- 
zers and charter members of the 
Catholic church in this city and a 
life-long member. 

Mr. Hurley passed away on De- 
cember 17, 1915. Mrs. Hurley 
passed to the great beyond on 
February 7, 1937. Children still 
living are, namely: Fred, Charley, 
Arthur, Melvin and Harry, Mrs. 
J. O. Devitt, Mrs. R. C. Kelly and 
Mrs. R. A. Alcott.

Early pioneers in the _ record- 
ings of Grant township, Mr. and 
Mrs. Hans A. Skie assumed active 
roles in the advancement of the 
locality. 

Their personal interests focused 
on the development of their farm 
enterprise. They were married 
here, and in watching the progress 
of their achievements and the sur- 
rounding vicinity, took an active 
part in the public affairs. 

Mr. Skie was born near the 
capital city of Christiania (now 
Oslo), Norway. He grew to man- 
hood in his native land, and _ be- 
sides his home _ influences and 
early environments, acquired a 
good education in the common 
schools. 

Events following his 17th birth- 
day found him occupying a sea- 
faring life, and in his extensive 
travels crossed the Atlantic as a 
sailor on approximately 15 differ- 
ent occasions. Consequently, in 
1870 he decided on a career in 
the United States, and that year 
immigrated to this country and 
settled at Decorah, Ia. He remain- 
ed in the Hawkeye state approxi- 
mately four years and then sought 
a future home in Dakota territory.

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ship,( Lincoln county, entering a 
timber claim as well. 

Here he constructed as his first 
shelter a sod shanty, making this 
his residence until 1876 when he 
erected a larger house of the 
same material. He was married 
that year to Miss Bertha Hervig, a 
young lady who came to the com- 
munity the same year. The couple 
made their abode in the primitive 
sod cabin and here endured the 
early hardships experienced in the 
earliest developments here. 

Mr. and Mrs. Skie were blessed 
with a family of three children, 
Andrew, Henry and Matilda. The 
family members likewise became 
associated with the West Prairie 
Lutheran church. 

Mrs. Skie died in 1902. In 1919 
he married Miss Dora Sandness of 
Inwood, Iowa, making his resi- 
dence at that place until his death. 

Mr. Skie played an influential 
role in public affairs. He was hon- 
ored at various times with being 
elected to all of the offices of the 
township, and he served on the 
school board several years  fol- 
lowing its organization. Later he 
became a director of the Lincoln 
county Mutual Fire Insurance 
Company. 

He was the only member of the 
parental family who came to the 
United States, and in 1891 paid a 
visit to his native country. His 
sisters and brothers were as fol- 
lows: Andrew, Bernt, John and 
Mattie, the latter later becoming 
Mrs. Edward Erickson following 
her marriage. 

Mr. Skie passed away Septem- 
ber 11, 1929. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
OTTO HERVIG 


Mr. and Mrs. Otto Hervig were 
early settlers of Grant township. 

This pioneer couple was among 
the Norwegian immigrants who ul- 
timately made their home in this 
vicinity and around the West 
Prairie community. Both members 
of this union were born and rear- 
ed in their native land. Mr. Her- 
vig was born in 1852. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hervig married in 
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the land of their births, and in 
1874 made their oceanic trip across 


the Atlantic to make their new 
home in America. 

They first made their home near 
Decorah, Ia. However the family 
remained there only two _ years, 
and in 1876 resumed their trek 
and entered Dakota territory, fil- 
ing on a homestead in Grant 
township. The Hervigs. barely 
missed the grasshopper invasion 
which made its last appearance in 
1876. In 1878 misfortune befell 
them, however, and they lost their 
barn, together with hay and grain, 
which were consumed by fire. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hervig continued 
their residence in a sod hut until 
1885, when they erected a small 
frame house. 

Eight children were born to 
this couple, two of whom passed 
away in infancy. The other six 
children included: Henry Hervig, 
Chicago, Ill.; Mrs. Nettie Davies, 
Worthing, S. D.; Mrs. Ida Milli- 
man, who passed away in Califor- 
nia in April, 1937; Edgar Hervig, 
Sioux Falls, (S. D.) who is Minne- 


haha county superintendent of 
schools; Mrs. Theresa Stevens, 
San Francisco, Calif., and Mrs. 


Anna Westby, Sioux Falls. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hervig left their 
farm enterprise in 1901 and moved 
to Canton (S. D.), and remaining 
in the Lincoln county seat until 
their death. Mr. Hervig died in 
1918, and Mrs. Hervig passed away 
in 1923. 

Mr. Hervig was keenly interest- 
ed in activities pertaining to the 
welfare of the community and 
state. He served as a member of 
the Grant township school board, 
and also on the Canton board of 
education. The interests of Mrs. 
Hervig centered around her home 
and family. Both were active 
members of the Lutheran church.

Mrs. Miller, Ida Bahning  pre- 
vious to her marriage, was also 
born in Germany in 1842, and came 
to the United States when she 
was but 14 years of age. Enroute 
across the Atlantic, the ocean 
voyage required 13 weeks. 

This couple was married at 
Freeport in 1860, and continued to 
reside in that vicinity for approx- 
imately eight years.

Among the pioneer builders in 
this community whose activities 
contributed to the march of prog- 
ress along many lines, was A. A. 
Freseman. Coming here at the 
time of the founding of Lennox he 
had a share in its early develop- 
ments and for over half a century 
took an active interest in its prog- 
ress and welfare. Many a beautiful 
grove of trees and many an or- 
chard and beauty spot in this sec- 
tion has grown from trees and 
shrubs transplanted from the Len- 
nox Nursery, which Mr. Freseman 
founded in the early 80’s. 


Aeilt A. Frese2man was born near 
Newark, N. J. on September 15, 
1853. Following the death of his 
father A. J. Freseman in 1854, his 
mother left America and returned 
to Germany with her 11 month 
baby boy. There he lived until ten 
years of age. In the meantime his 
mother remarried and in the year 
of 1864 migrated back to America 
and settled in Freeport, Ill. There 
they resided for three years and 
then moved to Grundy County, 
Iowa, where Mr. Freseman_ con- 
tinued to make his home for about 
ten years. In the fall of 1878 he 
came to Sioux Falls as a salesman 
for a nursery in Iowa. Following a 
short stay in Sioux Falls he came 
to the German settlers southwest 
of Lennox. There he taught school 
a few months during the winter of 
1878-79. Shortly after he filed on 
a homestead 414 miles northwest 
of Marion Junction. He assisted 
with the building of the Milwaukee 
Road at that point and then in the 
late fall the same year came to 
Lennox and sold farm machinery 
for an implement firm at Marion.

In January, 1880 he erected a 
small store building and went into 
the hardware and implement busi- 
ness.

Master of the local order. He serv- 
ed as postmaster during Cleve- 
land’s last administration. Children 
living are Marcia, Merril, Alan, 
Clarence, Cora and Mrs. E. J.

In the 80’s Dakota stood high in 
the matter of schools and educa- 
tional advantages in comparison 
with older states. During the year 
ending June 30, 1884, Dakota led 
quite a number of the American 
states in the amount of expendi- 
tures for school purposes. In 1885 
Dakota was leading Arkansas, 
Colorado, Connecticut, Delaware, 
New Hampshire, Rhode Island, 
West Virginia, Florida, Georgia, 
Kentucky, Louisiana, North Caro- 
lina, South Carolina, Vermont, 
Maine, Maryland, and six other 
eastern and southern states. 


A news item recorded in May, 
1886 says: “Our blacksmiths 
seem to be the only ones who are 
making any money these days. 
Both the Messrs. Gedstad and De- 
Belts are pounding away both 
early and late.” 


In the middle 80’s west Lennox 
bloomed forth in a wealth of grow- 
ing trees planted during the early 
part of that decade.

born in Fissem, Ostfriesland, Ger- 
many, May 16, 1849, and there 
spent her childhood days, likewise 
having her first residence in Illi- 
nois.

Ole Johnson was born March 
14, 1853, at Jovik, Vorrahy, Nor- 
way. He grew to manhood in his 
native land, and in 1877, was unit- 
ed in marriage to Marit Knutsdat- 
ter Roang, who was born in Ren- 
li, Valdres, Norway, in 1856. 

A week after their wedding the 
couple departed for America, and 
came directly to Grant township 
where relatives had settled. Here 
they located on a farm. where their 
five children were born, namely: 
John, Knut, Martin, Magda and 
Ida. 

Mr. Johnson was a carpenter by 
trade, so as the pioneers progress- 
ed, they found it possible for 
themselves to build frame houses, 
replacing early log or sod houses, 
and Mr. Johnson served in the 
construction of many of these. 
He likewise served prominently in 
the erection of the West Prairie 
church in 1890-91, which was 
built by members of the congre- 
gation who volunteered their la- 
bor. This building served until be- 
ing levelled by fire on New Year’s 
day, this year. At the present 
time, Mr. Johnson and N. O. Nel- 
son Roe are the only men left who 
helped erect the church building. 
In conjunction with his work as 
a carpenter, Mr. Johnson also con- 
structed coffins when deaths oc- 
curred on various occasions in the 
pioneer days—undertaking being 
an uncommon art in those days. 

Their son, John, has served in 
the regular United States army 
for thirty years. He was station- 
ed for a considerable time in the 
Phillipine Islands, and also saw 
service in France during the World 
war. He was retired a few years 
ago, on pension. 

Mr. Johnson, who until three 
years ago, when he sustained in- 
juries in a fall, continued his resi- 
dence here. His recovery has been 
gradual, and September 1, 1938 he 
was taken to Canton, now being 
able to walk a little. He was con- 
fined to his bed several months 
following his injury.

Recorded in the chapters of ear- 
ly history of the Lennox commun- 
ity are Mr. and Mrs. George Thic- 
kett. This pioneer couple, with 
their family, filed on a homestead 
one and one-half miles southeast 
of the present townsite in 1876. 

While the family resided on their 
farm near here, the elderly Mr. 
Thickett carried on his shoemak- 
ing trade at Canton, and in 1879, 
when Lenonx was founded with 
the extending of the Milwaukee 
railroad, he built a small shoe 
shop in Lennox—one of the first 
buildings and business places in 
the new settlement. After a few 
years of residing on the farm, with 
Mr. Thickett walking to and from 
his little Lennox shoe shop, the 
family moved to Lennox. By then 
the early businessman had attain- 
ed a good business patronage, and 
added a stock of new shoes. 

Routines of the early shoe-mak- 
er included the measuring of cus- 
tomers’ feet and making of boots 
and shoes for the entire family. 

Mr. Thickett was born December 
20, 1836 near Sheffield, England. 
Mrs. Thickett (nee Thirza Straw) 
was born December 30, 1834, and 
likewise spent her early years in 
the vicinity of the English city. 

The couple was married at the 
parish church, Sheffield, England, 
August 1, 1858. They immigrated 
to the United States in 1868, set- 
tling in Shannon, IIl., where they 
remained until coming to the Len- 
nox vicinity in 1876. 

Ten children were born to this

kett are buried in their family lot 
here. 2 

Joseph Thickett, who began as 
a lad of 12 in his father’s estab- 
lishment here in 1884, is still as- 
sociated with that profession. Fol- 
lowing his father’s death in 1889 
he took charge of the enterprise, 
and following his marriage in 1893 
moved his establishment to Sioux 
Falls. Presently he runs one of 
the most up-to-date shoe-shops in 
that city, and besides his distinc- 
tion of being a “dean of South 


Dakota shoe-makers” for his long 
service, he claims to have had the 
first stock of rubber heels in Sioux 
Falls, when they were first placed 
on the market, and that he had 
the first machine equipped shop in 
that city, when machines were first 
used for repairing shoes. He still 
finds occasional use for the old 
workbench and tools which his 
father used nearly six decades 
ago, and still has a pair of boots 
which were made at that time for 
one of his local patrons. Mrs. Jos- 
eph Thickett prior to her marriage 
conducted a millinery store here. 


The name LaBarge is famed in 
Missouri River navigation. In her 
book “Dakota” Edna LaMoure 
Waldo, in one of her chapters on 
Missouri River Navigation, tells of 
the famous river pilot Joseph La- 
Barge, who in 1863 made a historic 
trip in his “Robert Campbell, Jr.,” 
when Sibley was making slow 
progress in his expedition against 
the Sioux Indians. Says the auth- 
tion in early times: ‘Regarded as 
or in reference to Missouri naviga- 
the material results of the activi- 
ties that opened the great empire 
of the northwest to civilization, 


the Missouri river traffic of the 
early days was great and it is im-

On October 26, 1872 he was un- 
ited in marriage to Miss Sena 
Groeneveld, and the following year 
the couple moved to Washington 
Prairie, and in 1876: entered Dak- 
ota territory, settling on a farm 
near Worthing. Here they remain- 
ed for two years, until filing on 
their homestead in Perry town- 
ship here.

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Couples of Lennox Community Wed Fifty Years or More 


Comprising another unique chapter in this 60th Anniversary publication, the following sectien is devot- 
ed to the 19 couples in this community who have been married a half-century or more. Consequently, in re- 
spect to their records of distinction, the next eleven pages are dedicated te thcse couples who have trod the 
path of life together for 50 cr more years. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
GEORGE A. SMIT 


Mr. and Mrs. George A. Smit, 
who have enjoyed one of the long- 
er marriage partnerships of the 
Lennox vicinity, have been wed 57 
years and their record as_ resi- 
dents here reads parallel to this. 


This pioneer couple was married 
near Wellsburg, Ia., February 23, 
1882. Three days after their mar- 
riage they came to Dakota terri- 
tory, and during the first summer 
resided with her brother, Harm 
Knock. That same year they pur- 
chased a 160-acre farm seven miles 
south of Lennox for five dollars 
per acre,‘and took up their resi- 
dence there. They have resided 
continuously on this same farm 
since—a span of 57 years. 


Previous to making their resi- 
dence here, Mr. and Mrs. Smit liv- 
ed in Grundy county, Ia., and upon 
coming to this vicinity, made the 
trip from Abbot Crossing, Ia., to 
Lincoln county in two days. All of 
the land in the vicinity south of 
here had been homesteaded when 
they arrived. 

Mr. Smit was born November 
11, 1859, in Weener, Ostfriesland, 
Germany. At the age of 13, in 
1873, he came with his parents to 
this country and to Grundy coun- 
ty, Ia., where they settled on a 
farm several miles northeast of 
Wellsburg. Here he stayed with his 
parents, until his marriage to Miss 
Gretje Knock, a daughter of Ont- 
je Knock, February 23, 1882. 

Mrs. Smit was born near Shan- 
non, Ill., April 12, 1862. It was 
also in her second decade that her 
parents settled in Grundy county, 
farming southeast of Wellsburg. 
Mrs. Smit resided with her par- 
ents until her marriage. 

Upon coming to Dakota terri- 
tory and staying with her broth- 
er, Harm Knock, who was unmar- 


ried, Mrs. Smit tended to the 
household duties, and Mr. Smit as- 
sisted in carrying on the farming 
routine. 

Mr. and Mrs. Smit are charter 
members of the Delaware Reform- 
ed church south of Lennox, and 
Mr. Smit, who served as first 
deacon with John Prins, has serv- 


ed either as deacon or elder of the 
congregation since its organization 
with the exception of a few years. 
They are the only charter mem- 
bers still affiliated. 

Mr. and Mrs. Smit have eight 
children, namely: Henry, Chris- 
tine (Mrs. Ude Symens), Grace 
(Mrs. George Dannen), Ontje, Fol- 
kert, John, Fannie and George. 
Ten children were born to this 
union, two having passed away in 
infancy. 

Mr. Smit was one of six broth- 
ers who originally sought careers 
in Dakota territory. Three of these 
remained—George A., Folkert D., 
and Egbert G. Smit—and three re- 
turned to Iowa, including Henry 
P., Menne and John. 


First of the six to come to Da- 
kota territory and this vicinity was 
Egbert, who entered Dakota ter- 
ritory with his family and settled 
in 1879. Here they concentrated 
on their farm enterprising and, 
like his brothers, prospered, with 
its development.

Both Mr. and Mrs. E. G. Smit 
were charter members of the Len- 
nox Reformed church IJ, and Mrs. 
Smit is the only charter member 
still living. 

Mrs. Smit and a_ son, Tebbo, 
still reside on the farm which the 
pioneer couple homesteaded in 
Grant township, two miles south- 
west of Lennox. Egbert Smit pass- 
ed away July 27, 1927. Their other 
son, Henry, farms south of Len- 
nox. 


Folkert D. Smit came to Dakota 
territory in 1884, and presently 
makes his home in Lennox. He 
lived many years on the farm 
which he purchased upon settling 
here. Mrs. Smit, nee Talka Smidt, 
died March 2, 1924, and following 
her death Mr. Smit left his farm 
—two miles south of Lennox—and 
took up his residence here in re- 
tirement. Mr. Smit was’ born 
November 13, 1854, in Weener, 
Ostfriesland, Germany. Eight chil- 
dren were born to this union, 
namely: Henry, Kate (Mrs. Harm 
Brinkmeier), Christine, Ben, Tillie 
(Mrs. Martin Flitz), Folkert, An- 
nie (Mrs. Casper Buus), and Ber- 
tha (Mrs. John M. Bultena). He 
is in his 85th year, and still con- 
siderably active. 


Henry P. Smit, who presently 
makes his home in Holland, Ia., 
came here in 1882 with his broth- 
er, George, returning to the Hawk- 
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fall 
where he has resided since.

Among the well-known local 
couples married more than half a 
century, are Mr. and Mrs. Harm 
H. Knock. 

They were among the early pio- 
neer residents of this community, 
the two having been in this vicin- 
ity for approximately six decades. 


Mr. and Mrs. Knock were mar- 
ried June 2, 1886, here, and for 
Seven years lived in a one-room 
structure 3144 miles south of Len- 
nox. In 1893 they moved to the 
place which they now occupy. 


Mr. Knock was born August 8, 
1863, near Freeport, Ill., and a 
few years later his parents took up 
their residence in Grundy county, 
Ia. Here they remained until 1879 
when they entered Dakota terri- 
tory and settled in the Lennox 
vicinity, farming two miles south 
of here. Mr. Knock’s parents (Mr. 
and Mrs. Henry Knock) shipped 
their household goods on the first 
emigrant car following comple- 
tion of the Milwaukee railroad to 
this point. 

Mrs. Knock (nee Anna Rein- 
ers) was born in Grundy county, 
Iowa, September 2, 1863. In 1882 
the family came to Dakota ter- 
ritory, and resumed farming 
southwest of Lennox. 

The eight children of this couple 
are as follows: Henry T., John H., 
Tebbo H., Mrs. Ehme Brass, and 
Mrs. Michael Klinghagen all of the 
Lennox vicinity, Herman, Dick and 
Anna at home with their parents.

OLE ULBERG 


Among the surviving early set- 
tlers of Perry township are Mr. 
and Mrs. Ole Ulberg who retired 
from their farming activities in 
1918 and since have made _ their 
home in Lennox. 

Mr. Ulberg was born at Vaildres, 
Norway, August 9, 1858. When he 
was only nine years of age _ his 


parents—accompanied by their two 
sons and one daughter, left their 
native land and embarked for the 
United States. They boarded a sail- 
ing vessel-and when about 150 
miles southwest of Ireland  en- 
countered a storm and were ship- 
wrecked. They drifted back to 
within 50 miles of Ireland, the 
vessel then being towed up the 
mouth of the Shannon river by a 
small steamboat and to the harbor 
of Limbric where the vessel re- 
mained seven weeks’ undergoing 
repairs. 

Upon their immigration to the 
United States, the family reached 
Black Earth, Wis., August 9, 1868, 
and there made their home for 
eight years. In 1876 his parents 
again moved and continued west- 
ward, to take a homestead in the 
vast Dakota territory. They came 


by railroad by way of St. Paul to 
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Sheldon, Ia., 
from the Iowa town to 


and then by team 
Canton, 
reaching there on May 27. 

With Mr. Ulberg (Ole) locating 
the site for his parents to file their 
claim, on June 13, 1876 the fath- 
er, Andrias Ulberg, took a home- 


stead two and _ one-half miles 
northeast of now Lennox. Here 
Mr. Ulberg resided for 42 years, 
until he and Mrs. Ulberg retired 
from their active duties 21 years 
ago. 

Mrs. Ulberg, nee Mary Hilman, 
is also a native of Valdres, Nor- 
way, where she was born August 
24, 1858. She grew to womanhood 
in her native land, and in the 
spring of 1882, in company with 
her sister, came to America and 
located at Canton (Dakota terri- 
tory). There she was employed at 
the Merchant’s Hotel and Harlan 
House for a few years and then 
went to St. Paul, where she work- 
ed for four years. 


Upon her return she waS mar- 
ried to Ole Ulberg, June 15, 1887, 
and together with her husband 
endured the trials of pioneer life. 
Mrs. Ulberg is the only surviving 
member of the Hilman family 
which included three daughters 
and one son. 


Eight children were born to this 
union, two having gone to their 
reward. Children presently surviv- 
ing, and all residing in this com- 
munity, read as follows: Mrs. Ed 
Musch, Mrs. Edward Hofer, Mrs. 
Arnold Schneiderman, Melvin, John 
and Clarence Ulberg. There are 
also three grandchildren and one 
great-grandchild. 

Mr. Ulberg, now in his 81st year 
is still highly active and displays 
attentive interest in current af- 
fairs. Being only 17 years of age 
when he came to this territory, he 
was unable to homestead, however 
he selected the farm on which his 
parents filed, and which he pur- 
chased following his marriage. Mr. 
Ulberg served on the Perry town- 
ship board for 24 years, and he 
was also treasurer of school dis- 
trict No. 67 for 32 consecutive 
years. He has two brothers living,

Mr. and Mrs. Charles Gibson, 
pioneer couple who have _ spent 
most of their entire lives in this 
vicinity, joined the ranks of those 
wed a half-century on May 12 of 
this year.

made their home in Illinois for 
five years following their marriage. 
In 1883 they emigrated west and 
on March 14, the same year, set- 
tled on a farm in Middleton town- 


ship, Turner county, nine miles 
southwest of Lennox. 
During the 32 years they re- 


mained on that farm, this pioneer 
couple endured the hardships 
found in the newly settled terri- 
tory, and for six years their only 
available fuel was hay twists. 
Upon retiring from their farm 
labors, this pioneer couple moved 
to Lennox, where they have lived 


since. 


Mr. Timmerman was born in 
Neemoor, Germany, December 14, 
1856. Upon completing his elemen- 
tary schooling in his native coun- 
try he set out to sea, continuing 
this sea-faring life from the age 
of 14 to 16. He has been a resi- 
dent of this nation since his immi- 
gration in 1873, when he first liv- 
ed at German Valley, Ill. 

Mrs. Timmerman was born at 
Forreston, Ill., May 21, 1859. Here 
she continued to make her home 
until her marriage and later trek 
to Dakota territory. 

In 1914 Mr. and Mrs. Timmer- 
man took up their residence here. 
Both are active and enjoy good 
health.

Among the Lennox couples pri- 
vileged with records of having 
been married more than half a 
century are Mr. and Mrs. Joe Mar- 
quardt, who were joined in wed- 
lock over 53 years ago. 


Both members of this elderly 
couple are natives of Germany. 
Mr. Marquardt was born in 1864, 
and Mrs. Marquardt, four years 
his junior, in 1868. They grew to 
maturity in their native land, and 
there took their marriage vows 
January 30, 1886. 


The couple continued to make 
their home abroad until 1909 when 


they—with their son, John—immi- 


grated to the United States and 
settled at Remsen, Iowa. There 
they remained for nearly four

EZRA ELCOCK 

Included in the ranks of pioneers 
of this vicinity, Mr. and Mrs. Ezra 
Elcock are nearing the observance 
of their half-century of wedded 
life. 

Since their early settlement in 
this section, this couple has fol- 
lowed closely the changes and 
progress evident of this vicinity. 

Mr. Elcock was born November 
16, 1856 in Spencerville, Ontario, 
Canada. His father, Joseph El- 
cock, was a native of Ireland, and 
his mother, formerly Eleanor Wil- 
son, was born in Vermont. In 1864 
the family came to Minnesota. His 
father died April 4, 1894, and his 
mother October 10, 1865. 


Mr. Elcock in 1880 came _ to 
Dakota territory with his cousin, 
Robert Elcock, the trip overland 
being made in a_ lumber-wagon. 
For eight years Mr. Elcock re- 
mained with his cousin, experienc- 
ing the many hardships witnessed 
by the early settlers. 


Mrs. Elcock, nee Alma _ Irene 
Dailey, was born July 12, 1862, in 
Huron county, Ohio, to Almond 
Case and Mary Maria (Jeffrey) 
Dailey. Two weeks after her birth, 
her father enlisted in Company I, 
23rd Ohio Volunteer Infantry, and 
he was made a corporal March 1, 
1865 at Winchester, Va. He was 
discharged July 26 at Cumberland, 
Md., from Captain L. H. Lanes’ 
regiment, and returned home for 
the first time since enlisting. He 
Served in many battles, including 
under General U. S. Grant. 


In 1869 the family decided on 
emigrating westward, leaving To- 
ledo, Ohio, May 1 and in covered 
wagon style—horses swimming 
and fording various rivers and 
streams—stopped first at Clinton, 
Ia., to visit Mr. Dailey’s two bro- 
thers and one sister and_ their 
families. Further enroute, at 
Wheatland, Ia., city authorities 
prohibited the crossing of the 
Wapsi-penicon river without a 
guide, who was sent ahead with 
30-foot poles to detect quicksand 
holes. Still further was the 40-mile 


prairie north of Des Moines, where 
no trees or “sign of life,’ except 
mosquitoes was apparent. It was 
there many freighters froze to 
death in the terrible blizzards of 
1870-71-72. Finally on August 5, 
they stopped at Mr. Dailey’s bro- 
ther, Lemual, seven miles west of 
the little inland town of Sioux Ra- 
pids, in Buena Vista county, Ia., 


and after a few weeks moved in- 
to a large log house—-an abandon- 
ed government fort on the little 
Sioux river, on a quarter section 
of railroad land. Here they lived 
for seven years. 


The family was unable to get the 
title for this land, however, and in 
May, 1876, her father filed on a 
homestead in Dakota territory, 
moving to their new home in a 
covered wagon. Four horses, 12 
head of cattle and furniture were 
among their possessions. They 
passed through Lincoln Center— 
inland town southeast of here, 
later abandoned with the founding 
of Lennox—and stopped overnight 
in the McClung sod house south 
of here. Two days later they mov- 
ed into a deserted sod house on 
the Vermillion river bottom. It 
took them six days to travel 125 
miles. That winter mild weather 
permitted them to erect their first 
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house. 

Here the grasshoppers infest- 
ed the area, and Indian scares 
drove many people across the Ver- 
million river. The Dailey’s attend- 
ed the first July 4th celebration 
at Swan Lake that same year, re- 
turning home in the rain to find 
their sod-roof mud inside. Mr. 
Dailey hauled one load of lumber 
from Vermillion and got no more 
until the following summer. 


The next spring Mr. Dailey put 
his field into oats and potatoes 


and broke more sod for corn— 
however the’ grasshoppers con- 
sumed these for the second 


straight year, leaving them with 
one team and a cow; the latter 
they butchered. 


There was no school or church. 
Donations permitted the building 
of a house for summer schooling. 
Lillian Ervin, now Mrs. Kelsie 
Stoddard of Parker, taught the 
first term, and Mrs. Elcock—then 
only 16—taught the second. Mrs. 
Elcock’s education had been gath- 
ered mostly evenings at home. Her 
farm routine found her assisting 
her father with the chores—hold- 
ing the breaking plow, building 
stacks, binding grain, or using the 
saw and hammer. 

During the next six years she 
was instructor in the same school, 
and the following four years she 
taught in other schools. In the 
meantime she attended the first 
normal school at Springfield (S. 
D.) two months. During 1885-86 
Mrs. Elcock attended the Univer- 
sity of South Dakota at Vermil- 
lion for 14 months, at which time 
there was only one building there, 
and she was one of the first girls 
to sleep in the first dormitory. 
Here she joined the neighboring 
Baptist church. 

Following her marriage on July 
2, 1889, Mr. and Mrs. Elcock 
moved on a farm five miles south 
of Lennox in Lincoln county, pur- 
chasing this land from Robert El- 
cock in 1912, and residing there 
until December, 1924, when they 
retired, moving to Lennox. In the 
winter of 1925-26 they moved into 
their present home, previously 


known as the Macomber place. 
Mrs. Elcock worked in the first 
boarding house here, where the 
men constructing the Milwaukee 
depot, well, and warehouses dined. 
She recalls many other experien- 
ces, including the blizzard of 1888. 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Elcock are 
very active. 

Mrs. Elcock joined the Hurley 
W.R.C., when her father was a 
member of the G.A.R. post here. 
They later joined the respective 
organizations here. 


She is serving as treasurer of 
Col. Ellsworth Women’s Relief 
Corps here for the 20th consecu- 
tive year, of which she is also a 
past president. She is a past noble 
grand of Cypress Rebekah lodge 
here, of which she has been a 
member since joining in 1908. 
During the world war she served 
as chairman of the council of de- 
fense in Grant township. She is a 
member of the Lutheran church 
and Lutheran Ladies Aid society. 


Mr. and Mrs. Elcock have three 
‘children, William, Claude and Ed- 
ward, the latter serving six months 
during the world war, and_ all 
three residing in this vicinity. 
There are 10 grandchildren. 

In the middle ’80’s Dakota mon- 
ey was eagerly sought by eastern 
loaning firms.

However they were dis- 
pleased, especially in the hilly land, 
and in being told of the Dakota 
territory advantages they renewed 
their pursuit and followed _ the 
Missouri river as far as Vermillion. 
From near this site they headed 
north and on July 9, 1873 camped 
near Long Creek, south of here,

1873 that several of these pioneers 
left their homes in Houston coun- 
ty, Minnesota, in a caravan of ox- 
en-drawn covered wagons, inspired 
by the concessions granted in the 
rights to file homestead claims. 
Included were Mr. and Mrs. Ole A. 
Gedstad and their seven children: 
Mr. and Mrs. Abraham K. Fodness 
and two children, and Gilbrund K. 
Fodness. 


Their first destination was Ne- 
braska and its resources. After 
several weeks of slow travel, hin- 
dered by the mud, water and oth- 
er early transportation handicaps 
—with no roads or bridges and 
having to ford all rivers and 
streams—they entered Iowa, stop- 
ping at Sioux City. Here they 
were joined by Mrs. Gilbrund K. 
Fodness, Ole K. Fodness, and Jul 
Olsen Fodness who had come by 
train and were camping near 
there. They left the camp in 


and near where Ole A. Gedstad 
took his homestead. Impressed 
with the level prairie land and 
satisfied they had achieved their 
objective, here these settlers sel- 
ected their claims. 


The land office was then located 
at Sioux Falls, and they walked 
the entire distance—finding one 
“shack” between their camp and 
Sioux Falls—to file their claims. 
A few miles east of them the Hel- 
ge Hanson family had already lo- 
cated, and that same year’ the 
Thorald Larson, Angrim Gunder- 
son, and Angrim Everidson famil- 
ies also settled. Other emigrants 
in sequence joined them. 

Ole A. Gedstad was born in 
Christiana county, Norway in 1821. 
He spent his early life in his na- 
tive land and March 31, 1845, was 
married to Tilda (Torbjor) Gryte 
in Molands church, Telemarken, 
Norway. Mrs. Gedstad was born in 
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in Dakota _ territory, 


Telemarken in 1822 and there re- 
sided until her marriage. 

For more than two decades fol- 
lowing their marriage, Mr. and 
Mrs. Gedstad retained their resi- 
dence abroad, and in 1867, with 
their family, immigrated to the 
United States and settled in Hous- 
ton county, Minn. Here they re- 
sided six years, then leaving the 
Gopher state and _ subsequently 
settling in this vicinity. 

Nine children were born to this 
union, reading as follows: Alex, 
Knudt, Kittle, Sena, Hattie, Ed- 
win and two others who passed 
away in infancy. Of these, Sena 
(Mrs. Ole Lier of Canton) is the 
only one living. They have been 
closely associated in the devel- 
opment of this community. 


Mr. and Mrs. Gedstad celebrated 
their golden wedding anniversary 
March 31, 1895. 

Their homestead was _ situated 
seven miles south and one and 
one-half miles east of the present 
Lennox townsite, in township 98, 
range 51, and section 34. 

Mr. Gedstad passed away Jan- 
uary 7, 1903 at the age of 82. Mrs. 
Gedstad attained the age of 88 
years at the time of her demise 
February 17, 1910. They were 
charter members of the West 
Prairie Lutheran church. 

Knudt Gedstad was born at 
Ovre, Telemarken, Molands Pres- 
tejeld, Norway, June 22, 1848, and 
grew to manhood in his native 
land. In 1867 he came with his 
parents and other family members 
to Houston county, Minn., and in 
1873 they came to Dakota terri- 
tory, where he (Knudt) homestead- 
ed on the southeast quarter of 
section 34, township 98, and range 
51, in Grant township. 

On December 3, 1876 he was 
joined in wedlock to Miss Karine 
Larson, the latter born at Omlien, 
Telemarken, Norway, March 19, 
1858. Her parents immigrated to 
the United States when she was 
three, settling in Wisconsin, later 
moving to Clayton county, Iowa, 
and in 1873 filing on a homestead 
Delaware 
township, south of the _ present 
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town of Lennox. 

Knudt Gedstad walked with his 
father, Ole A., and two brothers, 
Alex and Ole, to file their home- 
stead claims in the land office at 
Sioux Falls, July 10, 1873—the 
day following their arrival to this 
vicinity. 

Following their marriage Mr. 
and Mrs. K. Gedstad lived on their 
homestead in Grant township, the 
first few years in a sod house, then 
a small frame structure, and still 
later in the house which is now 
standing on their farm. Seven 
children were born to this union, 
namely: Thea, Bertha (Mrs. Ole 
A. Fodness), Oscar, Theodore, Ar- 
thur, Kelmer and Clara, all of 
whom reside in the Lennox com- 
munity. 

Knudt Gedstad died April 8, 
1915 and Mrs. Gedstad passed away 
March 28, 1933. They were char- 
ter members of the West Prairie 
church, which was organized in ’74. 

Alex Gedstad, who married Miss 
Julia Larson in 1874 with Rev. E. 
Olson officiating, took up farming 
on his homestead in Grant town- 
ship. Several years later they re- 
sumed their rural work on another 
farm in this vicinity, and subse- 
quently moved to Washington 
state where they resided a few 
years. They then moved to Canada, 
where they took a homestead, and 
stayed there indefinitely before re- 
turning to Washington (state), 
where they resided until their 
death. Their careers previous to 
moving to Washington state the 
first time, read similar to Mr. and 
Mrs. Knudt Gedstad. Four of the 
seven children born to Mr. and 
Mrs. Alex Gedstad presently sur- 
vive, including: Mrs. Carl Satra, 
Bernard, and Albert Gedstad, all 
living in Washington, and Mrs. Si- 
mon Prestlien, who resides in Can- 
ada. Three passed away at an ear- 
ly age. 

Ole O. and Edwin Gedstad fol- 
lowed their pursuits in farming for 
many years, and spent their years 


of retirement in residing in Len- 


nox. Edwin died in October, 1937, 
and Ole preceded him in death, 
passing away in 1935. 
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on his 
claim and later was prominent as 
a businessman here. Mrs. Ole Lier 
(Sena) resided in this vicinity sev- 


Kittle also proved up 


eral years and then the family 
moved to Canton. Mr. Lier passed 
away in 1933. They raised a family 
of four children: Henry, Canton; 
Olga (Dinema), Canton; Tena 
(Fodness), and Betsy (Peterson), 
both of the Lennox community. 

Mr. and Mrs. (Hattie) Lewis 
Larson reared a family of seven 
children: Tilman, Lennox; Blanche 
(Peterson), Worthing; Carrie (La- 
Barge), Minnesota; Odin, Davis; 
Thea (Peterson) Lee, and Herman 
Lennox. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
MARTIN SHANK 


Among the well known residents 
of this city who witnessed its 
progress since locating their resi- 
dence here in 1886 were Mr. and 
Mrs. Martin Shank. Coming to 
Turner county and locating on a 
homestead in 1878 they had a part 
in the pioneering development of 
this section of the state. 

Martin Shank was born in Hag- 
erstown, Maryland on July 16, in 
1850. There he spent his boyhood 
days and when about 16 years of 
age his parents moved to Illinois. 
There he grew to manhood on a 


farm near Morison, and there in 
the fall of 1875 he was married to 
Anne Lowman. The young couple 
continued their residence in TIlli- 
nois for three years. In 1878 they 
moved west and settled near Le 
Mars, Iowa. Four children wer2 
born to this union. 


Mrs. Shank was born at Mt. 
Carrol, Ill., December 21, 1849 
and resided there until her mar- 
riage. Following the short time at 
Le Mars the family moved to Tur- 
ner county in 1879 where Mr. 
Shank took up a homestead near 
Wall Lake. There they continued 
to reside for nearly 8 years and in 
1886 came to Lennox to live. 

During his long residence in 
Lennox Mr. Shank held many pos- 
itions of public trust, serving as 
a Justice of Peace for many years 
and at one time as Deputy Sheriff 
of Lincoln county. He also served 
several years as grade school cus- 
todian here. 

Mrs. Shank passed away on 
June 6, 1923 at her home in Len- 
nox. On April 24, 1937 Mr. Shank 
died at Villisica, Iowa. Children 
still living are: Mrs. E. J. Andrew 
of Villisica, Ia. and Mrs. H. A. Mc 
Gannon of Pierre, S. D.

Charter members of the West 
Prairie Lutheran church five miles 
southeast of Lennox, Mr. and Mrs. 
Angrim Gunderson settled in that 
community more than six and one 
half decades ago. 

Mrs. Gunderson was born near 
Arendal, Norway, June 4, 1851, 
several years later coming with 


her father to Decorah, Ia., where 
she continued to make her resl- 
dence until her marriage. 

Mr. Gunderson was also born 
near Arendal, Norway, February 
25, 1839, ultimately winding up at 
Decorah, Ia., where he worked. 

They were married in 1870 and 
this early couple came to Dakota 
territory, included in a caravan of 
six covered wagons in the year of 
1873, settling on a homestead nine 


miles southeast of Lennox where 
they continued to make their resi- 
dence for approximately 31 years. 
This union was blest with eight 
children, four of whom are still 
living. These are: Mrs. Gilbert 
Hoiem of Britton, Alberta, Cana- 
da; Joseph Gunderson and Mrs. 
Alex Helikson of Holden, Alberta, 
Canada, and Mrs. Ole Smorlie of 
Edmunton, Alberta, Canada, One 
daughter died at the age of eight 
years. Gunder died in April, 1931; 
Isabel in March, 1938, and Josie 
passed away January 25, 1939. 


Mrs. Gunderson was afflicted 
with asthma, and the _ family, 
seeking a better climate, moved to 
North Dakota in March, 1904, 
where they lived for six years. Un- 
satisfied with the climate there, 
they went to Alberta, Canada in 
1910, where they made their home 
until their death. 


Mrs. Gunderson passed away in 
January, 1928, five years after the 
death of her husband who expired 
in, March, 1923.

Mrs. Knock attained the age of 
71 years, 8 months, and 8 days, 
passing away March 8, 1906.

M. J. TJADEN 


Perhaps most referred to in the 
early day religious circles of the 
Lennox community were Rev. and 
Mrs. Menke J. Tjaden. 

Rev. Mr. Tjaden was the first 
Lutheran minister of this locality, 
and played an influential part in 
the pioneer church activities here. 
He, with his family, came to Len- 
nox in the spring of 1882:and set- 
tled on their forty-acre farm in 
south Lennox. They came from 
Osgood, Indiana, where they left 
a prosperous Lutheran congrega- 
tion to become missionaries in the 
wilds of Dakota territory. With 
funds collected in Iowa, Indiana, 
and Illinois, Rev. Mr. Tjaden 
built the little brown Lutheran 
church that for fifty years stood 
one block west of the present grade 
school. This church became unoc- 
cupied in 1918 and in 1932 was 
dismantled. 


After serving their congregation 
here for six years, Rev. Mr. Tjaden 


and his family moved to _ Diller, 
Neb., in 1888, and from _ there 
moved to Gothenburg, Neb., in 


1890. In 1893 they returned to 
Lennox to their little farm pre- 
viously mentioned, and at this 
time he retired from active minis- 
try and enjoyed a number of years 
in retirement. 

He passed away in 1902. 


Rev. Mr. Tjaden was born in 
Leer, Ostfriesland, Germany in 
1821. He continued his residence 
in his native land for many years, 
and in 1858 immigrated to the 
United States, settling in Illinois, 
and soon after entering the min- 
istry. His first charge was at 
Golden, Illinois. 


In 1876 he visited Ostfriesland, 
and upon returning brought with 
him his second wife, Menna J. Tja- 
den, with whom he settled in south- 
ern Indiana. She was born in 1847 
and passed away in 1924. Both she 
and Rev. Tjaden are buried in the 
Lennox cemetery. During his long 
tenure as a minister, Rev. Mr. Tja- 
den served extensively—congrega- 
tions in Illinois, Iowa, Nebraska 
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and South Dakota. 

His son, Dr. John C. Tjaden, 
served as superintendent of schools 
at Lennox from 1913 to 1918. He is 
head of the German department 
at the University of South Dakota, 
Vermillion. Anna, a daughter of 
Rev. Mr. Tjaden, later became the 
wife of Rev. H. N. Gerdes, form- 
er pastor of the local Presbyterian 


church, and was killed in an auto- 
mobile accident in 1929. 


The early Lutheran minister’s 
grandson, Lowell E. Tjaden, is a 
business executive in New York 


city, and his granddaughter, Eli- 


nore (Mrs. G. F. Converse) lives in 
Tennessee. She was born in Lennox 
when her father was superinten- 
dent of the Lennox schools. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
HALDOR H. STUBSTEN 


Mr. and Mrs. Haldor H. Stub- 
sten were among the early resi- 
dents of Grant township. The 
former, like his brother, Frederick 
H., filed on a homestead west of 
the present Lennox townsite. 

Mr. Stubsten filed on his claim 
nearly two miles west of here in 
1878. He proved up on his home- 
stead, and in 1893 he_ sold _ his 
properties and the family located 
on a farm approximately nine 
miles southeast of Lennox, in 
Lynn township, purchasing’ the 
tract there of about a  quarter- 
section, and laboring in the up- 
building of his agricultural enter- 
prise. 

Here the family remained until 
May 3, 1920, when they retired 
from active duties and moved to 
Canton. On November 3, 1935 this 
pioneer couple was feted on their 
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golden wedding anniversary. How- 
ever their long marriage partner- 
ship was terminated with Mr. 
Stubsten’s death on March 3, 1937. 


Mrs. Stybsten still makes her 
home at Canton. 

Mr. Stubsten was born near the 
capital city of Norway, Christiana 
(now Oslo), April 24, 1855. Here 
he spent his early years, and as 
a poor immigrant boy—-with his 
brother in Iowa paying his fare— 
he came to the United States in 
1872, going direct to Allamakee 
county, Ia. For six years he re- 
mained with his brother, Frederick, 
in the Hawkeye state, and in 1878 
they entered Dakota territory and 
selected adjoining claims in this 
vicinity. 

On November 3, 1885, Haldor 
Stubsten was united in marriage to 
Miss Maria Lien. This union was 
blest with five children, namely: 
Mina, Hilda, Helmer, Olive and 
Alma. The family was reared in 
the Lutheran faith. 


Mr. Stubsten’s parents—Hans 
and Betsy A. Stubsten—lived and 
died in their native land. Freder- 
ick homesteaded near Lennox in 
1878; a sister Alita married Hans 


O. Sather and resided in Lincoln 
county, and another sister was 
united in marriage to Ole Hugan, 
and remained in Norway.

Among pioneer business men 
who helped blaze the trail in the 
business life of Lennox, is also 
the late I. M. Macomber. As one 
of the earliest pioneers in _ this 
part of the state, Mr. Macomber 
experienced all the hardships and 
discouraging features faced by 
settlers in a new country. But like 
the other early pioneers in this re- 
gion he had faith in the future of 
this section. During his younger 
years he was active in promoting 
the best interests of the town, and 
held positions of trust and_ re- 
sponsibility. The following brief 
story relates some the interesting 
incidents that marked his rather 
unique career. 

Isaac M. Macomber, Lennox pio- 
neer druggist, was born near Do- 
ver South Mills, in the state of 
Maine in 1832. He grew up there 
and at the age of 21 went to sea. 
He followed the life of a sailor 
for a number of years. His career 
as a sailor took him to most of 
the important ports in the far 
corners of the world. At times he 
would be gone from his _ native 
shores for more than a year. Dur- 
ing’ this period he _ experienced 
three ship wrecks. The last one 
happened off the coast of Cuba. 
He and another sailor were the 
only ones to survive from this 
wreck. They landed in New York 
and decided to quit the sea. 

At this time Mr. Macomber 
started for the west and eventual- 
ly landed in Minnesota and there 
spent several years as a lumber- 
jack in the Pine country of that 
state. During the Civil War he did 
teaming to Fort Snelling. In May 
1864, he was united in marriage to 
Josephine Lawrence at St. An- 
thony Falls, Minn. 

Mrs. I. M. Macomber was born 
at Green Bay, Wisconsin on July 
4, 1848. As a child she moved with 
her parents to St. Anthony Falls, 
Minnesota, and resided there un- 
til her marriage. Five children 
were born to this union. 


Following their marriage the 


young couple set out for the west. 
Their journey was made in com- 
pany with several other families 
traveling by ox train, and under 
company of Captain Fisk, with 
two companies of U. S. regular 
soldiers, embarked on a journey 
westward to the Montana _ gold 
fields. 

Reaching the Missouri river at 
Ft. Rice, they crossed on a steam- 
boat and proceeded to the Bad 
Lands. There they were corralled 


by a band of Sioux warriors. The 
band of emigrants fought the sav- 
ages in a pitched battle that last- 
ed three days. After this skirmish 
with the Indians, the Macombers 
took passage down the Missouri 
river to Sioux Point, arriving 
there in November, 1864. At this 
place Mr. Macomber took up a 
homestead. Two years later ho 
moved to Sioux City where he 
took yp the carpenter trade. In 
1870 the family moved to Vermil- 
lion where Mr. Macomber engag- 
ed in the hardware business. Two 
years later he went into the drug 
business in partnership with a 
Dr. Lyons. In 1878, the family 
moved to Freedom, in Turner 
county, and opened a drug store 
at that point. 

In 1879 he located in the then 
new town of Lennox and here he 
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opened the first drug store. He 
continued in business here for 28 
years, retiring in 1907. Mr. Ma- 


comber passed away in April, 
1920. Mrs. Macomber died in 
Seattle, Washington in October, 
1933. A daughter, Mrs. A. W. 


Reardon of Seattle, Wash., and a 
son, Edgar D. of Sioux Falls, were 
the surviving children. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
WM. F. HURLEY 


A record of early settlers in 
Perry township would be incom- 
plete without a brief sketch of 
Mr. and Mrs. William F. Hurley. 


William F. Hurley was born at 
Marengo, Illinois on April 27, 
1854 to James and Katherine Hur- 
ley. There he grew to manhood 
and when 23 years of age came 


west to Dakota territory and 
homesteaded on a claim a few 
miles east of the now city of 


Lennox. 


For five years he lived alone on 
his homestead and in the spring of 
1882 was united in marriage to 
Magge O’Conner at Marengo, IIl. 
Returning to his homestead farm 
the family continued their resi- 
dence on the farm for about 38 
years. In February they removed 
to Rockford. Illinois, where Mrs. 
Hurley passed away on March 21, 
1926. Mr. Hurley passed away on 
November 5th, 1931. Known sur- 
viving children are: Clarence, J. 
L. and Edward, and one daughter, 
Theresa. 


One of the pioneer citizens of 
this community was John Heinrich 
Nuttbrock. He was one of the or- 
iginal homesteaders in Perry town- 
ship and resided here for many 
years. He was born at _ Rooring, 
Moor, Ostfriesland, Germany on 
Nov. 12, 1826. He was married to 
Gepka Dena Knock on Feb. 27, 
1851. In 1856 he came to America 
and located in Illinois, later mov- 
ing to Iowa and came to Dakota 
territory in the late 70’s. He pass- 
ed away on May 14, 1913. Mrs. 
Anna Burma of Bristow, Iowa, is 
a surviving child. 
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Rev. and Mrs. 
VALNEY B. CONKLIN 


Rev. and Mrs. Valney B. Conklin 
were among the earliest pioneer 
settlers in Lincoln county. 

They entered Dakota territory 
from Minnesota in 1873, home- 
steading at Lincoln Center where 
Rev. Mr. Conklin established a 
preaching mission in the — school- 
house. He served as a missionary 


pastor, an appointee of the Amer- 
ican Baptist Home Mission Society 
and proved himself a true friend 
and helper to the settlers during 
the early years. 

With the founding of Lennox, 
the family took up their residence 
in the new settlement, where he 
likewise served faithfully. Conse- 
quently his tenure here was short 
—approximately a half decade— 
and the family moved to Canton. 
They lived at the county seat 
town for many years, from this 
point extending his work as a min- 
ister into the surrounding country. 
Likewise he became prominently 
associated in the early educational 
life of Lincoln county, serving as 
an instructor, and as county su- 
perintendent of schools. After ap- 
proximately twenty years of sac- 
rificial services in South Dakota 
the couple returned to Minnesota. 


Mrs. Conklin—nee Lucy Ann 
Noyes—was born in New York 
state, August 8, 1833. During her 
childhood years, her father, Thom- 
as Noyes, was a pioneer in the 
states of Pennsylvania, Ohio, and 
Wisconsin, in which latter state 
she received her education in a 
public school and in Fox Lake 
Academy. She began the work of 
teaching but after a short time 


married Valney B. Conklin, a 
teacher in the schools of Burlin, 
Wis. Their first home was a cot- 
tage on the banks of the Fox Riv- 
er. During these early years of 
their life in Wisconsin four chil- 
dren, three sons and a daughter, 
were born to Mr. and Mrs. Conk- 
lin. 

In 1860 they moved to Lake 
City, Minn., at that time a fron- 
tier state. After a few years spent 
in educational work, Mr. Conklin 
was ordained to the Baptist min- 
istry, a calling which he followed 
for nearly fifty years, at first in 
Minnesota and later, in 1873, com- 
ing to Lincoln Center. 


Rev. and. Mrs. Conklin lived to 
fete their 73rd wedding anniver- 
sary. Rev. Mr. Conklin passed 
away January 4, 1923, at the home 
of his son, J. V. Conklin, in Min- 
neapolis, at the age of 96. Mrs. 
Conklin was 91 at the time of her 
death in 1924. 

Their four children included: 
Henry C., Judson V., George L., 
and Mrs. George (Eva H.) FYos- 
ter, who were also associated w.th 
early Lennox and Lincoln county 
activities. The latter two still sur- 
vive. 


Judson V. Conklin was born in 
1853, at Springdale, Fon du Lac 
county, Wis. In 1861, his parents 
—Rev. and Mrs. V. B. Conklin— 
and their family moved to Lake 
City, Minnesota, and later to Ken- 
yon, Minn., where he attended 
school. He later matriculated at 
Wasioji Seminary, studying there 
two years. 

In 1873 Rev. Mr. Conklin and 
his family entered Dakota terri- 
tory and settled at Lincoln Cen- 
ter,. where Judson, like his fath- 
er, also filed on a homestead. When 
Lennox was founded in 1879, he 
established a general store at Len- 
nox, and that same year he mar- 
ried Frances E. Tibbetts of Con- 
cord, Minn., she later passing 
away in 1907 after nearly three 
decades of married life. In 1885-86 
Mr. Conklin moved to Canton 
where he made his residenc2 309 
years. He practiced law during 
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these years and was admitted to 
the bar after studying in the off- 
ces of Judge O. S. Gifford. He 
served as county judge for a num- 
ber of years, and was postmaster 
under the administration of Pres- 
ident Grover Cleveland. 

He became active in business 
and civic activities at Canton, and 
for more than 25 years was vice 
president and director of the First 
National Bank. He also served as 


legal counsel for the bank for sev- 
eral years. He was a member of 
the Baptist church, and also of the 
Masonic order, maintaining mem- 
berships in the Blue Lodge at 
Lennox and the Canton chapter, in 
good standing. 

In 1910 he was married to Mrs. 
Ella Judd, however their wedding 
partnership was brief as she pass- 
ed away a few years later. 

After making his home in Min- 
neapolis, Minn., with a daughter, 
Eva, for 18 years, he died April 
26, 1939, at the age of 85. Funeral 
services were held at Canton. 

Mr. Conklin also was a delegate 
to the first constitutional conven- 
tion at Sioux Falls in 1885, and 
served on the South Dakota Uni- 
versity Board of Regents. 


Henry C. Conklin, elder broth- 
er of Judson, became _ associated 
with early local events while as- 
sisting his brother in his general 
store here. He also later lived at 
Canton, then moving to Minneapo- 
lis where he made his home a num- 
ber of years, from where he mov- 
ed to Seattle, Wash., in approxi- 
mately 1924. His widow and a 
daughter, Mrs. Lucy Osborn, still 
reside at Seattle. 

Eva Hasselline Conklin, daugh- 
ter of Rev. and Mrs. V. B. Conk- 
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lin, came with her parents to Lin- 
coln Center from Minnesota. In 
her early years in Lincoln county 
she served as a_ school teacher. 
However most of her life was 
spent in Minnesota. Following her 


marriage she was Mrs. George 
Foster. She died in 1932. 
George L. Conklin, who now 


resides at Ventura, Calif., with a 
daughter Mrs. C. C. Orr, was a- 
mong the early newspaper publish- 
ers here. He shipped his Water- 
town newspaper plant to Lennox 
in the very early eighties, having 
sold the business and good-will of 
the Codington County Courier, 
which is still in existence. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
GEO. E. GROENEVELD 


Prominent and well known in the 
early business life of Lennox, was 
G. E. Groeneveld. Coming here and 
entering business in the early 80’s 
he went through the struggles in- 
cident to pioneer life. Hz possessed 
the courage and endurance to stay 
with the “ship” during the dark 
and gloomy days when droughts 
and crop failures were predomin- 
ant in South Dakota. 

George E. Groeneveld was born 
January 19, 1854 at Bunderhee, 
Kreis Weener, Ostfriesland, Ger- 
many. At the age of 16 years he 
came with his parents to America 
and located at Aplington, Iowa. 
That year he entered into the 
hardware and implement business 
in partnership with A. A. Frese- 
man. In June of that year, he was 
united in marriage to Heilida Ont- 
jes. In 1884 he formed a partner- 
ship with W. H. Wumkes and was 
so engaged until the year 1893, 
when he sold his interest to Wum- 
kes Bros. That year Mrs. Groene- 
veld passed away. 

On June 16, 1897 he was united 
in marriage to Sarah Shotwell. At 
this time he took up farming and 
stock raising which occupation he 
followed until the time of his 
death. Mr. Groeneveld passed away 
on March 27, 1920. Surviving is 
his wife, Mrs. G. E. Groeneveld, 
who resides at Sioux Falls, and a 
foster daughter, Faye Shotwell. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
A. J. GROENEVELD 


Coming here in 1881, A. J. 
Groeneveld located on a farm in 
the vicinity north of Lennox and 
had a share in the early develop- 
ment of this section. 

Aldrich Johan Groeneveld was 
born July 12, 1863 at Bunreshee, 
Kreis Weener, Germany. He mi- 
grated to America with his _par- 
ents when a young man and set- 
tled in Iowa. He came to Dakota 
territory and Lincoln county when 
the settlers were moving in to oc- 
cupy these fertile acres of the 
then new country. 

On March 12, 1889 he was 
united in marriage to Johana Ont- 
jes at Baileyville, Ill. Seven chil- 
dren were born to this union. Mrs. 
Groeneveld was born at Petkum, 
Germany in 1866 and in company 
with her father, migrated to Am- 
erica and settled at Freeport, Ill. 
There she grew to womanhood and 
followed the teaching profession 
for a number of years, teaching in 
the public schools in Illinois and 
Iowa. 

Mrs. Groeneveld passed away on 
July 12, 1926. Mr. Groeneveld fol- 
lowed her in death on July 23, 
1929. Surviving children are Ger- 
trude, Ontje, Jennie, Lenora, John, 
George and Nina. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
LOUIS JOHNSON 


Among the very early home- 
stead settlers in Delaware town- 
ship may be recorded th2 name of 
Louis Johnson. Born in Denmark 
in 1848, he came to America and 
located in McCook county,  Illi- 
nois in 1870, where he spent his 


years until coming to Dakota 
territory in 1873, taking up a 
claim in section 10, Delaware 


township. He was united in mar- 
riage to Christine Nelson on 
March 31, 1887. One child was born 
to this union. 

Mrs. Johnson, a native cf Den- 
mark came to America in June, 
1884. The family continued their 
residence on the farm until re- 
moving to Sioux Falls and later to 
Canton in February, 1920. Up 
through the years while engaged 
as a farmer, Mr. Johnson develop- 
ed and operated one of the finest 
farmsteads in Delaware town- 
ship. He passed away on May 12, 
1920. Mrs. N. C. Dahlgaard, sur- 
viving child resides on the old 
homestead farm south of the city 
of Lennox. 


In 1913 Jasper Westerman was 
custodian of the Lennox park and 
in 1914, A. A. Freseman served— 
mowing grass and trimming trees.

FRANK L. NOAHR 


Associated for many years with 
the newspaper work in this com- 
munity was Frank L. Noahr. This 
former publisher here passed away 
on April 15, 1939, after making 
his home at Craig, Iowa, for a 
number of years. 

Mr. Noahr was born at Batiba, 
Ill., January 24, 1869. There he 
spent his early years and in 1888 
emigrated to Dakota territory, 
settling at Lennox. For a short 
time he made his home with his 
grandmother, Mrs. Gilmore, and 
was employed as apprentice in the 
shop of the Independent, then pub- 
lished by his uncle, Peter F. Haas. 

On April 15, 1892, he was mar- 
ried to Leona M. Howard, at the 
home of her parents north of 
town. This union was blest with 
two children, a son passing away 
at the age of six years. Mrs. 
Noahr spent several years of her 
earlier years in the environments 
of this community, and like her 
husband, was well-known among 


the early residents here. 
Mr. Noahr was connected with 
the Lennox Independent for a 
span of 22 years. Coming here 
when he was only 19 years old, 
he continued in the employ of his 
uncle until 1891, when Mr. Haas 
disposed of his enterprise to a 
group of local businessmen, Mr. 
Noahr being retained as editor. 


In 1892 he purchased the Inde- 
pendent and throughout the en- 
suing years he continued to  dis- 
play his abilities in that field. 


An active resident, Mr. Noahr 
likewise was commonly affiliated 
with the social functions of this 
community while making his home 
here. 

In 1910 Mr. Noahr sold his In- 
dependent enterprise to M. Tra- 
vallie, and he and his wife took 
up their residence at Craig, Ia., 
where for over 25 years he _ pub- 
lished the Craig Independent and 
was postmaster several years. 

He was a member of the local 
Modern Woodmen of America camp 
for more than 35 years, and an 


active member of the Lennox band 
and baseball organizations. 

He was buried in the 
cemetery. 

His survivors include: 
Noahr, a daughter, Mrs. 
Westady of Orland, 
and six grandchildren.

Among the early residents in 


this community were Mr. and Mrs.. 


Albert Hagemeier. They had part 
in the development of this section 
since the beginning of the 80’s. 

Albert Hagemeier was born in 
Germany on Jan. 18, 1853 and at 
the age of nine immigrated with 
his parents to America and set- 
tled in Illinois. Later he moved to 
Butler county, Iowa, where he 
was united in marriage to Maggie 
Vanningen in 1878.

Very few of the original home- 
steaders in Perry township are liv- 
ing at this time. Among them is 
Miles Tullar who has the distinc- 
tion of being among the earliest 
settlers in the township. In spite 
of his nearly 87 years he is up and 


around making frequent visits to 
Lennox. ° 

Mr. Tullar was born on January 
16, 1852 in Green county, Wiscon- 
sin. There he continued to make 
his home until he was 22 years of 
age. In 1874 he came west to Da- 
kota territory, arriving here in 
March, 1874. He homesteaded on 
the southeast quarter of section 
18, two miles north of Lennox. 
There Mr. Tullar built his sod 
shanty and lived alone for several 
years. In March, 1879 he was mar- 
ried to Sarah Isabelle Bedford. 

Mrs. Tullar was born October 11, 
1859 at Oregon, Wisconsin, and 
there grew to womanhood coming 
west to Dakota territory with her 
parents in 1875 and locating on a 
homestead north of Lennox. There 
she resided until her marriage to 
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Mr. Tullar. This union was blessed 
with two children. 

Mr. and Mrs. Tullar experienced 
and witnessed the hardships and 
privations which fell to the lot of 
these early homesteaders. Their 
fortitude and courage to carry on 
brought success and material re- 
wards in later decades. At the 
present time Mr. Tullar is making 
his home with his son Elmer, who 
is operating the old homestead 
farm. Mrs. Tullar passed away on 
January 16, 1911. One son, El- 
mer, is the only living child. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
ORLO BURR GRAY 


Prominent in the business life of 
Lennox following the early 80's 
was O. B. Gray, who continued as 
proprietor of a harness shop found- 
ed by O. P. Ashley. Mr. Gray was 
a member of Col. Ellsworth Post, 
G.A.R. of this city. 

Orlo Burr Gray was born at 
Cleveland, Ohio, 1834 and in 1837 
his parents emigrated to Goldwat- 
er, Michigan. In 1853 Mr. Gray, 
then only 19 years of age started 
a harness shop at Orlin, Indiana,, 
which he conducted successfully 
for several years. In 1856 he was 
united in marriage to Demna Ams- 
den at Marshal, Michigan. 

In 1861 he enlisted in the Union 
army and served throughout the 
Civil War. In 1872 he removed to 
Dakota territory and located on a 
homestead just south of the old 
town of Turner in Turner county, 
where he resided for nine years 
and in 1883 moved to Lennox and 
engaged in the harness business. 

Mrs. O. B. Gray was born in 
Honeoye Falls, N. Y., April 6, 
1835. As a young girl she removed 
with her parents to Marshal, Mich- 
igan and resided there until her 
marriage. Five children were born 
to this couple. 

Mr. and Mrs. Gray 
their residence in Lennox 
1903. They passed away many 
years ago. Four children liv- 
ing are: Jessie, Mrs. J. C. Put- 
nam, Mrs. C. E. Crane and Mrs. 
Geo. C. Ackley.

William Carl Brockman was born 

in Hamburg, Germany, December 
11, 1850. He grew to manhood in 
his native land and June 26, 1874 
was joined in wedlock to Miss 
Catheria Bebecia Wittee. The fol- 
lowing year Mr. and Mrs. Brock- 
man immigrated to the United 
States, shortly after her two bro- 
thers, Henry and John Witte 
came to America, and similar’ to 
the latter two settled in Freeport, 
Illinois. 

Mrs. Brockman was born Febr- 
uary 17, 1852 at Holder, Germany, 
and continued her residence there 
until her marriage. The couple was 
married at Holder. Her parents 
and younger brother also came to 
this country when she and her 
husband settled in the U. S. 

While in his native land Mr. 
Brockman took up the shoemaker’s 
trade, and he continued this oc- 
cupation in Freeport. Four chil- 
dren were born to this union while 
they were residing in Illinois, nam-

ely: Mrs. J. J. Whittaker, Henry 
Brockman, Cathina Brockman, and 
William Charles Brockman. 


In the year of 1882, the family 
moved westward into Dakota ter- 
ritory, arriving here February 153. 
Shortly after being here the young 
est child passed away. Five chil- 
dren were born to Mr. and Mrs. 
Brockman during their residence 
here, including: William C. Brock- 
man; Tena Brockman (Mrs. Matt 
H. Meyers) of Fulda, Minn.; Ber- 
tha Elnora Brockman, who died 
when she was only nine years old, 
and twin boys who succumbed in 
infancy. 


Mr. Brockman continued his 
shoemaker’s trade while in Len- 
nox. Mrs. Brockman passed away 
February 21, 1917 at the home ‘of 
her daughter, Mrs. Jesse J. Whit- 
taker, after an illness of eight 
months. Mr. Brockman died at his 
home in-Lennox April 14, 1917, 
seven weeks following the d2ath of 
his wife. Mr. Brockman’s death 
resulted from injuries sustained 
when a cement wall, which he and 
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another resident were trying to 
level, fell without warning and 
crushing him. He was survived by 


two daughters and three _ sons, 
Mrs. Jesse Whittaker, Lennox; 
Mrs. Matt Meyers, Fulda, Minn.; 
and Henry, William and Carl 


Brockman, Lennox. 


Nine children’ were born to Mr. 
and Mrs. Meyers of Fulda. 


Henry Brockman was united in 
marriage to Miss Anna Dede, 
June 29, 1898. They had three 
children, Chester, Henry, Paulina. 

William and Carl Brockman en- 
listed in the U. S. army the same 
year their parents died and saw 
service across the seas. Carl was 
united in marriage to Miss Jennie 
Wildebaur shortly after returning 
from the army, and two children 
were born to this couple, Betty 
Lou and Rita. William C. Brock- 
man resides with his sister, Mrs. 
Whittaker. 


John Witte, a brother of Mrs. 
William Carl Brockman, lives with 
a daughter, Mrs. Frank Meyer, 10 
miles south of Lennox.

Earliest of the remaining pio- 
neer settlers is William Augustus 
McClung. This early resident of 
the Lennox vicinity has resided 
continually here since coming with 
his parents in 1869—a span of 70 
years. 


Mr. McClung—‘‘Gus” as he is 
familiarly known—adds another 
distinction to this enviable record. 
At 87 he is perhaps the oldest 
bicycle rider in South Dakota, con- 
tinually using his two-wheeled ve- 
hicle in his daily trips to town. 
He resides alone. 


A native of West Virginia, Mr. 
McClung was born near Parkers- 
burg, November 10, 1852. The fam- 
ily continued their residence in 
the Panhandle state until 1868 
when they emigrated westward 
and settled in Butler county, Ia. 
There they remained for a year 
and in 1869 came to Dakota terri- 
tory and settled in this vicinity. 
They entered Lincoln county in 
June, of that year, the trip from 
LeMars, Ia., being made in cover- 
ed wagon. The wagon had to be 
shipped from Ackley to LeMars 
because of the impassable roads 
due to heavy rains. In their over- 
land trip the McClungs brought 
43 head of cattle and 16 horses. 
“Gus,” then about 17 years of age, 
rode horseback. 

Mr. McClung’s father and older 
brother filed homestead claims. 
“Gus” pre-empted a claim when he 
became 21. His father, older bro- 
ther, and remainder of the family 
returned, to their former home in 
West Virginia as soon as_ they 
proved up their claims. 

When the family settled on their 
claim in Delaware township there 
was no other house between their 
farm and Sioux Falls. The Mc- 
Clungs had conveyed on their ov- 
erland trip provisions for nearly a 
year, and when they camped the 
first night at the end of their 
journey, they pitched a tent on 
the open prairie. Their first night 
was no pleasant one, a heavy hail 
and rainstorm threatening their 


tent. 

Their first home was a dug-out, 
half of the roof on the sod hut 
blowing off during a wind and rain 
storm. Prairie fires were  fre- 
quent, occasionally started by rov- 
ing Indians. On various occasions 
they feared Indian attacks, and of- 
ten laid in wait for these when 
they were reported coming. 

Approximately a year after the 
McClungs settled here the cover- 
ed wagons began to appear and 
gradually the influx of settlers 
found new homesteaders through- 


out the surrounding territory. The 
early handicaps of the _ settlers 
were numerous—settling in a new 
country and experiencing storms, 
blizzards, grasshoppers, and oth- 
er hardships—but the courage and 
fortitude of the early homestead- 
ers brought various developments. 
With the extension of the railroads 
and rail transportation through 
here, further conveniences were 
added. 

Mr. McClung carried mail be- 
tween Milltown and Canton for 
one year. He married in 1894, and 
three children were subsequently 
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born to this union, namely: Miles, 
Ida Mae (Mrs. J. G. Lounsberry), 
and Henry McClung. 


Mrs. McClung, nee Martha Ward, 

was born September 19, 1846 near 
Burlington, Ia., and in 1876 came 
to Dakota territory, locating on a 
homestead south of Lennox in 
1878. She was united in marriage 
previously to a Mr. Moter, and 
seven children were born to that 
union, including: John, Charles, 
Mattie, George, and Lincoln Mo- 
ter, and Mrs. Dollie Leviatt, and 
Mrs. P. E. Bertsch. Shortly after 
the death of her first husband, sh2 
was united in marriage a second 
time, to W. A. McClung. Mrs. Mec- 
Clung died February 24, 1920. 


Mr. McClung, who never owned 
a car, is presently using his fifth 
bicycle. A son, Milos, presently is 
on the homestead farm. 


Prominent among public men in 
Lincoln county in pioncer’ times 
was Hon. O. S. Gifford, twice a 
territorial delegate to Congress. 
Mr. Gifford was closely identified 
with the progress of South Dak- 
ota for 40 years. A native of New 
York State he came to Dakota 
territory in 1870 and settled in 
Lincoln county. In 1874 he was 
elected county judge and held oth- 
er positions of trust. Gifford pass- 
ed away at Canton on January 18, 
1913:

Mr. Lubbers was born February 
11, 1852, at Erhove, Germany. At 
the age of 16 he came to America 
and stayed four years in the vic- 
inity of Freeport, Ill. In 1872 his 
parents immigrated to this coun- 
try from their native Germany, 
and together the family moved 
west, into Iowa—in following 
years residing in Butler and 
Grundy counties. 

After six years, in the year of 
1878, Mr. Lubbers came to Da- 
kota territory and filed on a 
homestead in Lincoln county — 
four miles south of Lennox. 


In 1883 he was united in mar- 
riage to Miss Wilhelmina Miller, 
and they resumed their duties on 
the homestead previously men- 
tioned. They continued with their 
rural enterprising for a number 
of years and in 1913 the family 
retired from the farm and took 
up their residence in Lennox. 

Mrs. Lubbers was born in Bail- 
eyville, Ill. Her parents, Mr. and 


George Lubbers and Mrs. Tony 
Miller, of the Lennox vicinity, and 
Sena Lubbers, who resides with 
her mother.

It was in 1887 that Mr. and Mrs. 
J. R. Dirksen deserted their resi- 
dence in Iowa and moved _north- 
ward across the border and_ sub- 
sequently settled in this vicinity.

28, 1845, and Mrs. Dirksen, Octo- 
ber 2, 1848. Both were born in 
Ostfriesland, Germany, where they 
grew to maturity. 

Mr. Dirksen left his native land 
in 1866 and immigrated to the 
United States, settling at Ackley, 
Ia. Mrs. Dirksen joined the immi- 
grants to America in 1869 and 
upon reaching this country also 
continued to Ackley. 

The couple was joined in wed- 
lock at Ackley on March 22, 1870 
and they continued their residence 
in the Hawkeye state for 17 years. 
In 1887 they came to the Lennox 
vicinity, and settled nine miles 
northwest of Lennox, where _ she 
has resided since.

Mr. and Mrs. 
JOHN REINERS, SR. 


Mr. and Mrs. John Reiners were 
natives of Germany. The former 
was born there on April 21, 1826 
and the latter was born on April 
11, 1836. They grew up in their 
native land and married there. In 
the year of 1862 the family came 
to America and located in Grun- 
dy county, Iowa. With them came 
their three oldest children, nam- 
ely: Dirk, Otto and Sarah. 

The family resided in Grundy 
county until the year 1881, when 
they came to Dakota _ territory 
and located on a farm near Len- 
nox. The oldest son, Dirk pre- 
ceded the family to Dakota, hav- 
ing come here a few years earlier 
and taking up a homestead claim. 

Mr. Reiners passed away on 
Feb. 3, 1892 and Mrs. Reiners fol- 
lowed him in death on March 10, 
1901. Surviving children are two 
sons, namely: Dirk and John and 
four daughters as follows: Mrs.

Mr. and Mrs. Havil G. Lier and 
family were among the early Nor- 
Wegian emigrants of the West 
Prairie vicinity. They entered Da- 
kota territory in 1876 and _ al- 
though not taking up a homestead, 
purchased an 160-acre farm _ in 
Grant township—nine miles ‘south-

west of the present Lennox town- 
site. 


The parents, Havil G., and Betsy 
Lier, remained here only three 
years. They came here from Wau- 
kon, Allamakee county, Ia., after 
making their home in the Hawkeye 
state for 12 years. Following their 
departure here they returned to 
that state to make their permanent 
home, leaving a son, Ole H., on 
their farm here, who purchased 
the tract. 


Mr. and Mrs. Lier were born 
and reared in their native land of 
Norway. Following their marriage 
the couple resided in Christiana 
county, Norway, and in 1864 they 
left the Scandinavian nation and 
embarked for America. Upon their 
arrival to this country they con- 
tinued on to Iowa and there made 
their home near Waukon.

Mr. and Mrs. 
FRANKLIN H. TREAT 


One of the pioneer businessmen 
of Lennox was Franklin H. Treat. 
He moved here from Freedom and 
located in the new town where he 
opened a mercantile establishment 
and also became the first postmas- 
ter of the town. A number of 
years later Mr. Treat located at 
Canton where he engaged in the 
hardware business and real _ es- 
tate. Later he took up his residence 
in Minneapolis. 

Franklin Hall Treat was _ born 
at New London, Ohio, Aug. 6, 1843, 
and as a boy he removed with his 
parents to Wisconsin territory and 
located on a farm. Later he en- 
gaged in business at Evansville, 
Wis., where he remained for eleven 
years. There he married Ella Cafe. 


In 1878 he came to Dakota Ter- 
ritory and settled in Turner county 
Where he platted a town named 
Freedom and conducted a_ store 
and post office until moving to 
Lennox. He passed away at Min- 
neapolis on Sept. 2, 1910, at tne 
home of his daughter, Mrs. J. F. 
Ferguson, who is still living and 
residing in Minneapolis. 

Following his death, Mrs. Treat 
lived at Vermillion. She died in 
1932, in Minneapolis.

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MR. AND MRS. ANDRIAS ULBERG 


Mr. and Mrs. Andrias Olson Ul- 
berg were among the early emi- 
grants to Perry township. 

It was in 1868 that his elderly 
couple bade farewell to their na- 
tive homeland and departed from 
Norway. Their ‘jog’ across the 
Atlantic proved eventful, as their 


Nordre Aurdal, Valdres, Norway, 
June 30, 1836. They grew to ma- 
turity in their native land, and 
took their marriage vows in 1857. 
Mrs. Ulberg was Miss’ Ranghild 
Bakke before her marriage. 

The couple farmed in Norway

ship encountered a storm and was 
damaged, drifting back within 50 
miles of Ireland and there towed 
to the harbor Limbric where it 
underwent repairs. 


On August 9, 1868 the family 
reached Black Earth, Wis., and 
there they remained for eight 
years. In 1876 they continued into 
Dakota territory, going first to St. 
Paul, then by rail to Sheldon, Ia., 
and from there overland by cover- 
ed wagon to Canton, arriving 
there on May 27. Here the family 
remained and a son, Ole, searched 
western Lincoln county and east 
Turner county for a place to file. 
He went to the land office at Sioux 
Falls and was able to learn the un- 
occupied land, and subsequently 
filed on a homestead two and one- 
half miles east of the present Len- 
nox townsite. 

Mr. Ulberg was born in Sondre 
Aurdal, Valdres, Norway, March 
19, 1823. Mrs. Ulberg was born in

their immigration. 

Seven children were born to this 
union, namely: Ole Ulberg of Len- 
nox; Mary (Mrs. Ole Holm) of 
Namdalen, Norway; Julia (Mrs. 
J. M. Wahl) of Canton, died in 
1914; John Ulberg of Sioux Falls; 
Clara Ulberg of Lennox, died in 
1904; Martin Ulberg, Ramona, 
Calif, and one infant son who died 
in Wisconsin in 1873. 


Mr. Ulberg remained on _ the 
homestead until his death, July 7, 
1913. He attained the age of 90 
years, although rheumatism han- 
dicapped his physical duties during 
the last three decades of his life. 
Prior to his death he was confin- 
ed to his bed for four weeks, and 
to his home most of his last 14 
months. Mrs. Ulberg died Novem- 
ber 26, 1896.

J. R. GERKEN 


Founding a business establish- 
ment here in 1888, J. R. Gerken 
became identified with the business 
life of this community over half a 
century ago. He continued in ac- 
tive business for about twenty one 
years selling his interest to his 
son, Ben J. 


John R. Gerken was ay Jan- 
uary 14, 1848 at Riepe, Ostfries- 
land, Germany. He grew to man- 
hood in his native land and at the 
age of 19 years he came to America 
and located near German Valley, 
Stephenson county, Illinois, in 
1866. On December 3, 1870 he was 
united in marriage to Reinharda 
Reints. The couple located on a 
farm in Stephenson county where 
they continued to reside for sev- 
enteen years. Ten children were 
born to this union. 


Mrs. Gerken was born in Ger- 
many July 13, 1851. She came to 
America with her mother and sis- 
ters in the year 1863 and settled 
in German Valley, Illinois. There 
she continued her residence  un- 
til her marriage. 


The family came west to Dak- 
ota territory in 1877 locating on a 
farm southwest of this city. The 
following year the family took up 
their residence in Lennox where 
Mr. Gerken established the Len- 
nox Meat Market. 


Mrs. Gerken passed away at her 
home in Lennox on April 29, 1926. 
Mr. Gerken died on December 25, 
1932.

For many years Mr. and Mrs. 
Weert B. Smith occupied a fore- 
most position in the developments 
of the Lennox community. 

Mr. Smith was born August 7, 
1853 at Weener, province of Han- 
over, Germany—the son of Mr. 
and Mrs. Bernard and Katherine 
Smith. He spent his early years in 
his native land, and in 1867 joined 


which was being built through 
here. Then for a few years he was 
employed in the F. W. Treat gen- 
eral merchandise store. 

In 1882 he erected a small two 
story building on main street, and 
in 1885 he engaged in the hard- 
ware business. After ten years he

the ranks of immigrants to the 
United States, a lad of but 14, and 
making the trip alone. He located 
first at Freeport, Ill., remaining 
there three years and then contin- 
uing to the German settlement of 
Ackley, Ia., where he stayed five 
years. With these environments 
the young man returned to his na- 
tive soil in Germany and then again 
to America, bringing with him his 
parents and other members of the 
family. He returned with them to 
Grundy county, Ia., and here the 
family made their home. 

With the influx of German em- 
igrants in progress to Dakota ter- 
ritoy, Mr. Smith left Iowa in 1877 
and sought his future in Dakota 
territory. On September 18, 1879 
at Finley, Turner county, he was 
united in marriage to Miss Henri- 
etta Smidt, and the couple came 
directly to the Lennox vicinity, 


-_ and subsequently watched the pro- 


gress here for more than half a 
century. 

For a few months, 
Smith worked on the 


then, Mr. 
railroad 


which he conducted for many 
years before selling out to _ his 
son, Conrad, who has_ continued 
the enterprise since. 


In the following years Mr. Smith 
became prominent in civic activi- 
ties here. Altogether he held dif- 
ferent city offices for approximat- 
ely 24 years. For nine years he 
was a town trustee, four years 
serving as president; one year as 
treasurer; six years as alderman, 
and eight years as mayor. His 
death created an unexpired term 
of one month, previous to which 
a petition was being circulated to 
re-nominate the veteran  office- 
holder. 

On September 18, 1929 Mr. and 
Mrs. Smith celebrated their gold- 
en wedding anniversary. Ten chil- 
dren were born to this union, three 
passing away in infancy, and 
two—Bernard W. and Bertha— 
passed away in October, 1918. 

Mr. Smith was also a_ charter 
member of the original Lennox 
band which was founded in 1885. 
He was a member of the Masonic 
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lodge since 1887, serving as wor- 
shipful master in 1903, and treas- 
urer and in other offices on various 
occasions. Mr. and Mrs. Smith 
were both charter members of the 


Lennox Order of the Eastern 
Star. 
Mrs. Smith — nee Henrietta 


Smidt—was born in Grundy coun- 
ty, Ia., August 21, 1862. There she 
spent her girlhood days, and when 
she was 16, in the fall of 1878, 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs. Conrad 
Smidt, brought their family to 
Dakota territory. They home- 
steaded one mile south and two 
miles west of the present Lennox 
townsite, September 18, 1879. 


Mr. Smith died April 9, 1931 at 
the age of 77 years, 8 months and 
2 days. Mrs. Smith attained the 
age of 75 years, 7 months, and 1 
day at the time of her demise, 
March 22, 1938. 


Their five children surviving in- 
clude: Conrad W. (who succeeded 
his father in the clothing business 
and has long been closely con- 
nected with the Lennox band and 
other organizations and civic po- 
sitions here, as well as the Sioux 
Falls Shrine and Shrine band), 
Lennox; Mrs. P. A. (Tena) De- 
Lange, Sioux Falls; Mrs. Henry 
(Flora) Jacobs, Lennox; Mrs. 
Eugene (Clara) Beyatt, Milwau- 
kee, Wis., and Henrietta Smith 
(prominent as director of instru- 
mental music in the high school 
here and vocal music director in 
the grade school), Lennox. There 
are nine grandchildren. 

Mr. Smith’s brother, Ben, pres- 
ently makes his home here, and 
one sister, Mrs. Tena Eccarius, 
resides at New Underwood, S. D. 
One brother, Nanno Smith, passed 
away in 1930 here, and a sister, 
Mrs. F. D. Smit, died in 1926. 

Mrs. Smith had two sisters and 
three brothers, namely: Mrs. An- 
drew (Kate) Miller, Mrs. Martin 
(Hilka) Miller, Harm K., John K., 
and C. K. Smidt.

Mr. and Mrs. Gunder Johnson 
rank among the earlier settlers of 
the Lennox community. Mr. John- 
son entered Dakota territory in 
1874, coming from Inwood, Ia., 
and settling on a homestead five 
miles south and five miles east of 
the present Lennox townsite. Mrs. 


Johnson came to this vicinity in 


1876. This couple was united in 
marriage June 27, 1876. 

Following their marriage they 
remained on the farm homestead- 
ed, witnessing the growth and pro- 
gress in this section for many de- 
cades. Together they witnessed 
the strife and hardships encount- 
ered by the pioneer settlers in the 
relatively new settlement here, 
and optimistically endured the 
trials common in the life of the 
early homesteaders. 

Mr. Johnson was born in Tele- 
marken, Norway, on May 18, 1835. 


_ He grew to manhood with the en- 


vironments of his native land, and 
in 1872—-with his parents and oth- 
er family members—joined the im- 
migrants who sought new homes in 
America, and upon arriving in the 
United States settled at Elgin, Ia. 
His father filed a homestead claim 
near Inwood in 1873, the family 
resuming their residence there. 

However, Mr. Johnson (Gunder) 
remained but another year in the 
Hawkeye state, and in 1874 enter- 
ed Dakota territory and his sub- 
sequent settlement and marriage 
here. Mr. Johnson passed away on 
January 1, 1914. 

Mrs. Johnson, nee Ingeborg Sy- 
verson, was born at Numedahl, 
Norway, December 28, 1840. There 


she grew to maturity and in 1868 
came to the United States and lo- 
cated in Clayton county, Ia. A few 
months later she married Enge- 
bret Engebretson, and for several 
years they resided at McGregor, 
Ia. This union was blest with three 
children. Mr. Engebretson died 
September 7, 1872. 


In 1873, with her three small 
children, she left Clayton county 
and settled near Inwood. She took 
her household goods and _ eattle 
and drove her own team all the 
way, fording all rivers and streams 
without assistance. She resided in 
that vicinity for three years and 
in 1876 came to Dakota territory 
and this community, being joined 
in wedlock a second time on June 
27, that year. 


She made her home on _ the 
farm homestead 10 miles south- 
east of Lennox for approximately 
06 years and then spent her last 
few months with her daughter, 
Mrs. Iver Lukken, here, passing 
away on June 24, 1932. Six child- 
ren were born to this union, two 
passing away in infancy and Mrs. 
John Peterson in 1926. Mrs. Ole 
Strand, daughter from her pre- 
vious marriage, succumbed in 
1907. John Johnson passed away 
at Woonsocket on June 21, 1937. 

Children presently surviving in- 
clude: Mrs. Sadie Dent and Mrs. 
Iver Lukken, Lennox;  Severt 
Johnson, Worthing, and Mrs. John 
VanBockern, Wessington Springs. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
ENDRE J. VASGAARD 


Endre Johanson Vasgaard came 
to Lennox in 1879 as an immigrant 
from Kristiansund, Norway. His 
ticket for the trip was sent him by 
his aunt, Martha Vasgaard, who 
had worked for some time at Elk 


Point. 
He worked on the Milwaukee 
railroad that was being built 


through Lennox at that time, and 
later bought a right to a home- 
stead, three miles southeast of 
Lennox, the southeast quarter of 
section nine. His aunt, Martha 
Vasgaard, later made her home 
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with him, until the time of her 
death in 1890. 

Mr. Vasgaard married Anna 
Egge of Decorah, Ia., October 19, 
1889. The marriage ceremony was 
performed in the groom’s home. 
In 1890 their eldest child, Helen 
(now Mrs. Thomas Haugen of 
Decorah, Ia.) was born. 

In 1891 they sold the home- 
stead and bought the northwest 


quarter of section 14, and _ north- 
east quarter of section 15, in Tur- 
ner township, Turner county, near 


Davis, where the couple resided 
several years. Four children were 
born to this union there. These 
were: John Edgar, who lives on 
the home place; Mrs. Charles 
(Emelie) Lauritzen of Reddick, 
Ill.; Mrs. Leo (Magdelena) Sophy 
of near Davis, and Mrs. Fred 
(Myrtle) Jory of Sioux Falls. 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Vasgaard 
were born in Norway, spending 
their earlier years in the sur- 
roundings of their native country, 
and until their subsequent immi- 
grations to the United States. 


In 1915, Mr. and Mrs. Endre 
Vasgaard moved to Sioux Falls, 
where they spent their remaining 
years. Mrs. Vasgaard preceded 
her husband in death, succumb- 
ing in June, 1929, and Mr. Vas- 
gaard in January, 1932. 

Mr. Vasgaard was ane early 
member of the West Prairie con- 
gregation, of which he served as 
deacon for more than 30 years. 


In 1912 two brands of cigars 
were made by the cigar factory 
here, Lennox Commercial Club, 
and Succeedo—with Henry Scho- 
bert manufacturer and jobber. 
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MR. AND MRS. NANNO SMITH 


Among the well-known residents 
associated frequently in the an- 
nals of progress here are Mr. and 
Mrs. Nanno Smith. 

This elderly couple lived to ob- 
serve their 57th wedding anniver- 
sary before their subsequent 
deaths. They were residents here 
for more than half a century. 


These pioneers moved to Lennox 


ly. At that time it took two years 
for the round trip. He remained 
with these duties for six years, 
and in 1871 came to the United 
States—when he was 21—-alone, 
settling first at Freeport, Ill. In 
1872 he moved to Ackley, Ia., 
where he farmed for nine years, 
marrying in 1873 at Ackley. 


In the latter 1870’s news had

in 1881, leaving their farming en- 
terprise near Ackley, Grundy 
county, Ia. Here Mr. Smith entered 
the general merchandising  busi- 
ness, opening a store where the 
Schmidt building—two doors north 
of Courey’s Store—now stands. 
Here he conducted his business 
until 1900 when he moved his 
stock into the fine new two-story 
structure he had erected, now 
occupied by Bailin’s store. He con- 
tinued this business until 1910 
when he sold it to Ettledorf & 
Kass. 

Following his retirement he lat- 
er served several years as county 
commissioner from distrct three 
and served on the local board of 
educaton. 

Mr. Smth was born at Weener, 
Germany, February 10, 1850. He 
grew to young manhood and was 
educated n the German schools and 
upon finishing his schoolwork be- 
came a Sailor. He began work as 
a cabin boy, and sailed between 
Germany and South America most- 


reached Iowa residents that the 
C. M?"St: Pe & PP railroad had 
extended their line as far as Da- 
kota territory. Mr. Smith‘s broth- 
er, W. B. Smith, then went to the 
Lennox vicinity, where he viewed 
the possibilities of business oppor- 
tunties here, and after starting a 
hardware store, sent for his broth- 
er (Nanno) to come and establish 
a grocery store, that being his 
business in Iowa. That year, in 
1881, Mr. Smith loaded his small 
stock of grocery merchandise and 
household goods, and started for 
the new settlement by freight. 
Mrs. Smith and the children were 
to follow in a few days by passen- 
ger. Unknown by either the bridge 
at Canton had been washed out, 
so Mr. Smith forded the river— 
below Rock Valley—and the goods 
were brought to Lennox by team. 
This necessitated many trips. Mrs. 
Smith reached Mason City, and 
returned to Ackley where she re- 
mained for six weeks, while the 
bridge was repaired. 
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During the long winter previous, 
the supply of provisions at Lennox 
was rather low, and the delay 
created by the wash-out, resulted 
in Mr. Smith’s stock being re- 
ceived at a very opportune time. 
The groceries were dealt in small 
quantities. In those days farmers 
walked to town with a few eggs 
and a small pat of butter in ex- 
change for a few. groceries. A 
little rock candy and_ tobacco 
were purchased providing a few 
cents remained after the neces- 
sary articles had been bought. 

Mrs. Smith, nee Anna Frerichs, 
was born in Leer, Ostfriesland, 
Germany, July 4, 1848. There she 
grew to womanhood, and at 16, 
inspired by the tales of a “free 
country here,’’ came to the United 
States, alone, locating at Free- 
port, Ill. There she remained for 
a few years, and then moved to 
Ackley, Ia., where she later mar- 
ried. 

Eight children were born to this 
union, five of whom preceded their 
father in death. The eight children 
read as follows: Simon, Kate, 
Frank, Joe and another son, all of 
whom have passed away, and Mrs. 
Ella Raker, Otto and Ben Smith, 
present survivors. 

Mr. Smith in his later years 
also became prominently associa- 
ted with the State Bank here. 

He died July 5, 1930 at the age 
of 80 years, 4 months and 25 
days. Mrs. Smith passed away 
August 30, 1937 at the age of 89 
years, 26 days. 


An item in the Hurley Herald 
in 1915: “The free concert given 
by the combined Lennox-Hurley 
band brought more people to town 
than we have had here for many 
a day. There were 185 autos park- 
ed in or near Lincoln park where 
the concert was held, and the park 
was thronged with people.” In the 
return concert at Lennox by the 
two bands, more than 200 autos 
were included (from the Indepen- 
dent files) and “for three blocks 
the business part of town had the 


appearance of a celebration.”

Included in the earlier Norwe- 
gian emigrants southeast of the 
present Lennox townsite, were 
Mr. and Mrs. Ole Erickson Mork, 
charter members of the West 


Prairie church. 


This pioneer couple was born in 
their native country. There they 
grew to maturity and in sequence 
married. In 1874 Mr. and Mrs. 
Mork, with their three children, 
namely: Ellen (Mrs. John Jensen 
of Highmore, S. D.), Edward (de- 
ceased), and Mary Anna (Mrs. 
Anton Erickson of Centerville, S. 
D.), crossed the great Atlantic in 
their immigration to the United 
States and took up their home 
with relatives near Elk Point for 


a brief period. Then Mr. Mork, 
with his brother Jonas, walked to 
the land office located at Sioux 
Falls, and filed homestead claims 
two and one-half miles south of 
Lennox. 

Mr. Mork filed on the southeast 
quarter of section eight, and his 
brother Jonas the southwest quar- 
ter of section nine. 

In 1883 Mr. Mork sold his pro- 
perties to Folkert Smit and mov- 
ed with covered wagon and oxen 
to Hyde county, near Highmore, 
where they lived until his death in 
June, 1890. Mrs. Mork then made 
her home with her daughter, Mrs. 
Anton Erickson until her death in

Mr. and Mrs. 
OLE T. BRANDHAGEN 


An active resident in the _ pio- 
neer settlement of Grant township, 
Ole T. Brandhagen, came to Dak- 
ota territory in 1874 and located 
on a timber claim and homestead 
in Grant township, approximately 
four miles southeast of here. 


Mr. Brandhagen was born near 
Christiana, Norway, in 1852, the 
son of Thorston and Mary Brand- 
hagen. In 1861 the family left 
their native soil and immigrated 
to the United States and subse- 
quently settled in Decorah, Win- 
neshiek county, Iowa, where his 
father engaged in general farm- 
ing. 

In 1874 Mr. Brandhagen (Ole 
T.) entered Dakota and took up 
his residence in this vicinity. He 
remained on his land here and la- 
ter returned to Iowa where he was 
married to Miss Mary Lovestuen, 
and the couple established their 
home on his homestead claim here. 


Mr. Brandhagen taught school 
five terms in Lincoln county—two 
terms prior to his marriage and 
three terms after his wedlock. For 
six years, during his early _ resi- 
dence here, he held the position as 
county commissioner. He likewise 
served as Grant township clerk a 
number of years and a member 
of the school board of his district 
many years. He and his family 
were members of the West Prairie 
and Lutheran church. 


Hilman, Oscar, Adolph, Conrad, 
Elmer and Willie Brandhagen were 
the six children of this pioneer 
couple. 

Mrs. Brandhagen preceded her 
husband in death, passing away in 
October, 1920. Mr. Brandhagen 
died in June, 1935. 


Groeneveld & Wumkes got in a 
carload of the celebrated Stough- 
ton wagons last Wednesday, and 
as they came wending their way

Witnessing the progress of this 
community for several decades, 
Mr. and Mrs. Kittle O. Gedstad 
rank among the well-known pio- 
neer residents. 

Mr. Gedstad was born in Tele- 
marken, Norway, October 22, 1853. 
In 1866 his parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ole A. Gedstad, with other mem- 
bers of their family, boarded a 
sailing vessel enroute to Quebec, 
Canada. The trip required six 
weeks, and three more weeks from 
that Canadian seaport to their ul- 
timate destination, overland by 
rail, to Houston county, Minn. 

In 1873 the Gedstad family re- 
newed their trek—in company with 
the Gulbrand and Abraham Fod- 
ness families--and with covered 
wagons drawn by oxen teams, they 
headed for the fertile, unbroken 
prairies of Dakota territory, and 
located in Delaware township 
where the older Gedstads took up 
homesteads. 

Kittle filed on a homestead in 
Grant township in 1874. 

Later he operated a blacksmith 
shop at Beloit, Ia., where he re- 
mained three years before going to 
Hyde county where he resumed his 
profession. However he returned 
to Lennox where in 1882 he _lo- 


cated his first blacksmith shop 
east from the corner of the pres- 
ent Courey store. This trade he 
followed continuously for 40 years. 


In 1886 he erected a large and 
commodious shop on the corner of 
main street now occupied by the 
Gedstad Garage. Here he develop- 
ed an extensive trade. In 1886 
he also erected his residence, just

groceries, lumber, and other pro- 
visions being transported back— 
necessitating a week to make the 
round trip. At other times similar 
trips were made to Vermillion for 
flour and other essentials. 

In 1875 an Indian scare result- 
ed in many settlers taking refuge 
at Beloit, Ia. On another occasion 
Mr. Gedstad made his first trip 
over the newly constructed Mil- 
waukee railroad through Lennox. 
He was in Beloit at the time and 
joined the excursion on board the 
first passenger train run through 
Lennox, going as far west as 
Marion Junction. 

Mr. Gedstad passed away on 
June 13, 1935. 

Mrs. Gedstad, nee Anna J. Luk- 
ken, was born January 17, 1864 
in Gulbrandsdalen, Norway and 
came to this country with her par- 
ents and other family members at 
the age of 13 years. 

Mr. Gedstad was a_ charter 
member of the West Prairie and 
Lennox First Lutheran churches. 

Mrs. Gedstad died July 1, 1924.

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Mr. and Mrs. 
OLE A. LEE 


Mr. and Mrs. Ole A. Lee were 
among the well-known pioneer 
settlers of this vicinity. 

Mr. Lee was born at Springdale, 
Wis., March 15, 1856, and there 
he spent his early years and sub- 


sequently married at Klevenville 
to Miss Andrena Haugen, March 
30, 1879. 

In May, 1881, Mr. Lee came to 
Dakota territory and homestead- 
ed three and one-half miles north- 
west of Lennox. His wife and two 
children later abandoned their 
home in the Badger state and came 
to join Mr. Lee, arriving on June 
24 of that year. 

In addition to his farming oper- 
ations, Mr. Lee hauled cream for 
three years, for a firm here who 
operated a creamery in the pio- 
neer days. He became active in 
current affairs and served as town- 
ship clerk and school board mem- 
ber for many years. He was also 
a licensed veterinarian and for 25 
years carried on an extensive prac- 
tice. 

Mr. Lee died February 26, 1939 
at the age of 82 years, 11 months 
and 11 days. 

Mrs. Lee—nee Andrena Haugen 
—was born at Valdres, Norway, 
September 23, 1855, and in 1877 
came to the United States with 
her sister, locating at Klevenville, 
Wis., where she worked for several 


months and later at Madison, Wis. 

Mr. and Mrs. Lee, members of 
the West Prairie Lutheran church, 
enjoyed a wedding partnership of 
nearly 59 years. Mrs. Lee attain- 
ed the age of 82 years, four 
months and 11 days at the time 
of her death in 1937. 

Eight children were born to this 
union, one of whom passed away 
in infancy. The seven surviving 
children included: Mrs. Tron Tron- 
son, Worthing (S. D.); George at 
home; Mrs. P. M. Wierenga, Len- 
nox; Martin Lee, Flandreau (S. D.) 
Mrs. H. S. Hursch, Canton, Ohio; 
Mrs. T. H. Halverson, MHarlow- 
town, Montana, and Mrs. J. C. 
Krepps, Monongahela, Penn. There 


are 14 grandchildren and _ four 
great grandchildren.

W. SUTHERLAND 


Among the early settlers who 
came to this region is numbered 
many whose nativity is traced 
back to eastern seaboard states. 
Among these we find Mr. and Mrs. 
Winfield Sutherland who came to 
Dakota territory in the early 80’s 
and experienced conditions faced 
by early settlers in this section. 

Winfield Sutherland was born at 
Batavia, New York, on April 28, 
1815. His father, Isaak Sutherland 


together with a brother, David G., 
were among the original settlers 
on the site of the city of Batavia. 
David Sutherland erected a log 
house there in 1803. His brother 
Isaak built the first frame house 
in March and April, 1802. A brief 
mention of these early structures 
and their builders is recorded in 
a history of Batavia, published 
about 83 years ago. 


Winfield Sutherland grew to 
young manhood in his native state 
and there he married and _ later 
moved to Michigan, locating near 
Kalamazoo. Mrs. Sutherland, nee 
Adaline Chipman, was born near 
Bennington, Vermont. on Decem- 
ber 3, 1830. Four children were 
born to this union. In 1864 the 
family removed to near Waverly, 
Bremer county, Iowa. They came 
to Lincoln county in 1881 and lo- 
cated on a claim north of Lennox 
and endured the hardships of pio- 
neer settlers. Mr. Sutherland pass- 
ed away on September 16, 1886. 
Later the family moved to Len- 
nox and established a_ residence 


where Mrs. Sutherland passed 
away on April 27, 1903. 
Construction on the Lennox 


Methodist Episcopal church and 
its parsonage was completed in ’87. 
Church dedication was held in ’86.

Included in the settlers of the 
West Prairie community in the 
summer of 1873 were Mr. and 
Mrs. Abraham Knudson Fodness.

Gulbrand K. Fodness. 

Mr. Fodness was born February 
17, 1843 in Valdres, Norway. Mrs. 
Fodness, nee Marit Oldsdatter 
Strand, likewise was a native of 
Valdres, with March 26, 1845 as 
her birthdate. 


They were united in marriage in 
1867, while still in Norway, and in 
1869 joined the immigrants. to 
America, settling near Winona, 
Minnesota. Here they farmed for 
four years, until their settlement 
in Dakota territory. 


Mr. and Mrs. Fodness home- 
steaded seven miles southeast of 
Lennox, where they endured the 
many hardships of pioneer days. 
When they came to Dakota terri- 
tory and filed their claim here, 
there was only one house between 
their homestead and Sioux Falls. 
There were no trees and the tall 
prairie grass flourished. 

They walked from their camp 
(which was on or near the place 


former among the members aiding 
in the building of the first church 
structure. 


Twelve children were born to 
this union, three passing away in 
infancy. Six children still reside in 
the Lennox vicinity, namely: Ole, 
Gunhild (Mrs. Ed Johnson), Gil- 
bert, Henry, Theodore and Mar- 
tin A. Fodness. Alfred resides 
northeast of Canton. Dorthea 
(Mrs. Ole Nelson) died in Febru- 
ary, 1932, at the age of 64 years, 
and Knute passed away in June, 
1931, at the age of 62 years. 


Mr. Fodness passed away April 
8, 1907 after a brief illness. Mrs. 
Fodness expired October 11, 1921, 
attaining the age if 76 years. She 
passed away at the home of her 
daughter, Mrs. Ed Johnson, where 
she made her home the last sum- 
mer.

BEREND BURMA 


Berend Burma was born in Ost- 
friesland, Germany, May 23, 1844, 
and came to the United States in 
1865, locating at Freeport, Ill. Two 
years later he went to Ackley, Ia., 
where he was married March 20, 
1871 to Miss Katie Nuttbrock. 


The couple continued their 
residence near Ackley until 1880 
when they came to Dakota terri- 
tory and settled on a farm one 
mile south of Lennox. There they 
continued their duties for 25 years 
and in 1905 they left the farm and 
took up their home here. 


Mr. Burma passed away Janu- 
ary 25, 1919. 

Mrs. Burma was’ born (Katie 
Nuttbrock), December 1, 1854, at 
Washings Fan, Ostfriesland, Ger- 
many, and when she was but two 
years of age came to America with 
her parents, locating in the vicin- 
ity of Rockford and_ Baileyville, 
Ill. In 1868 they moved to Ackley, 
Towa. 

Eight children were born’ to 
this couple, reading as_ follows: 
Dick, Henry, and John Burma, 
Mrs. Hero (Anna) Van Loh, and 
Mrs. John (Effie) Osterloo, all of 


whom have passed away, and 
three presently surviving: Mata 
(Mrs. Jerry Geersema), Minnie 
(Mrs. Elso Kroger), and Katie 


Burma of Iroquois, S. D. 


Mrs. Burma continued to make 
her home in Lennox until Febru- 
ary, 1931, when she and a daugh- 
ter (Katie) moved onto a farm 
near Iroquois, where she resided 
until her death. She was a gold 
star mother, a son (Henry) losing 
his life while in the services dur- 
ing the World War. The Lennox 
Brethorst-Burma American Legion 
post bears his name. 


Mrs. Burma died October 9, 
1938 (at Iroquois) at the age of 
84 years, 10 months and eight 
days. She was buried here.

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Mr. and Mrs. 
GABRIEL CARLSON 


Mr. and Mrs. Gabriel Carlson 
were for several years associated 
with the civic, religious, and fra- 
ternal organizations of this com- 
munity. 

Mr. Carlson served 15 consecu- 
tive years as a member of the city 
council, beginning in 1920. In 1894 
he joined the local Masonic order, 
serving as worshipful master in 
1908 and 1920, remaining affiliat- 
ed with this organization until his 
death. He and his wife were active 
in the Lutheran church circles 
here, and Mrs. Carlson was for 
several years a member of the la- 
dies’ aid group of that church. 

Mr. Carlson was born July 4, 
1854, a unique incident later pre- 
vailing, in the fact that Mrs. Carl- 
son was also born on that same 
date. He was born at Gurshen, 
Norway, where he grew to man- 
hood and served in the Norwegian 
army for three years, being hon- 
orably discharged in 1879. In May, 
1881 he joined the immigrants to 
America and upon his arrival to 
this country located at Hudson, 
Lincoln county, Dakota territory. 
Here he was employed on_ the 
railroad section for more than two 
years, and in the winter of 1883 
returned to Norway, marrying 
Miss Sara Nilsdat on April 6, 1884. 
The couple came to America 
shortly later where he had pro- 
vided a home. 

Here Mr. Carlson continued his 
duties on the railroad section 
crew, and within a short time was 
promoted to foreman of that 
group, between Rock Valley and 
Hudson. In 1889 the family came 
to Lennox, he being transferred 
here, and for 15 years he was Mil- 
waukee section foreman from this 
point. 

In 1919 the couple took up 
their residence in Lennox, where 
they remained until their demise. 
They feted their golden wedding 
anniversary in 1934. 

Children surviving include: Har- 
dy Carlson, of Volin, S. D.; Mrs. 
Martin Lee, of Flandreau, 8. D.; 


Robert Lee of St. Paul, Minn., and 
George Carlson, of Lennox. Also 
nine grandchildren and one step 
brother of Mr. Carlson. 


Mr. Carlson passed away March 


1, 1938 at the age of 83 years, 
seven months, and 27 days. 


Mrs. Carlson was born at Gier- 
sveken, Norway, July 4, 1854, and 
remained there until her marriage. 
She died February 2, 1937. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
DICK REINERS 


The settling of this section in 
what was then Dakota territory, 
constitutes an episode in the pio- 
neering development of the last 
west. Typical and symbolic of that 
era was overland journeys in the 
covered wagon. Among the early 
settlers coming to this region and 
traveling overland in a covered 
wagon were Mr. and Mrs. Dick 
Reiners. Their parents were num- 
bered among the pioneers of 
Grundy county, Iowa. Mr. Reiners 
was one of the original home- 
steaders in section 32, what is 
now part of West Lennox. 

Dick Reiners was born in Ger- 
many on March 30, 1856, son of 
Mr. and Mrs. John Reiners. He 
came to America with his parents 
in 1862 and settled in Grundy 
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county, Iowa. There he grew to 
manhood and on February 5, 1879 
was united in marriage to Effie 
Nuttbrock. In the fall of 1880 they 
came to Lincoln county and Len- 
nox, and located on a homestead 
which is now a part of the land 
within the corporate limits of this 
city. Here they shared in the pio- 
neer struggles of that early day. 
Mr. Reiners presently resides here, 
retaining his activeness and inter- 
est in current affairs, and enjoying 
good health. 

Mrs. Reiners was born in Ste- 
phenson county, Illinois, on May 
13, 1860, daughter of Mr. and 
Mrs. John Nuttbrock. When but a 
girl she moved with her parents 
to Ackley, Iowa, where she grew 
to womanhood. Coming here to the 
then new settlement in the Len- 
nox area, Mrs. Reiners braved the 
hardships incident to the develop- 
ment of a new country. Typical of 
the pioneer woman of that day, 
she witnessed the transformation 
wrought upon these virgin prairies 
and lived to see the rise of a 
prosperous community. Eleven 
children were born to this union, 
four sons and seven daughters. 


Mrs. Reiners passed away on 
August 27, 1915. Survivors are: 
two sons, Joe and John, five daugh- 
ters, Mrs. Wm. Wallenstein, Mrs. 
Fred Van Zon, Mrs. O. C. Solberg, 
Mrs. R. A. Wilkinson and Mrs. 
George Raker. 


EILERT RIPPENTROP 


Eilert Rippentrop was born in 
Ostfriesland, Germany, where he 
grew to manhood and married 
Geiske Fischer. In 1860 he and 
his family came to America, set- 
tling in Illinois, and later at Par- 
kersburg, Ia., coming to Dakota 
territory in 1872. For 18 years he 
farmed seven miles northwest of 
Lennox and then moved to a farm 
in Perry township where he lived 
until his death in January, 1916. 


The Lennox creamery turned 
out 1200 pounds of butter in one 
day last week, and the out-put for 
the week amounted to about 
5,000 pounds.—Independent, 1886. 
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Mr. and Mrs. 
T. W. SMELKER 


This early pioneer couple settled 
southeast of the present Lennox 
townsite in 1873. They were mar- 
ried October 6, 1869, in Wisconsin 
and four years later made _ the 
trek into Dakota territory and 
Lincoln county by covered wagon, 
establishing their home on a 
homestead 15 miles southeast of 
here. Mr. and Mrs. T. W. Smelker 
continued their residence here and 
enjoyed a wedding span of 309 
years prior to her death in 1904. 
Following her death, the widower 
went to Beresford and resided with 
his eldest daughter, Mrs. Joe 
Woodward, passing away July 27, 
1917. 

Mr. Smelker was born October 
16, 1840 at Johnston, Penn., his 
parents moving to Plattsville, Wis., 
in his early years. 

Mrs. Smelker, nee Adaline M. 
Young, was born April 9, 1842, 
near Bristol, Trumble county, 
Ohio, and when she was only three 
years of age her parents moved 
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to Grant county, Wis. She received 
her education at Plattville, and 
later taught there for several 
years. 

Seven children were born to this 
union. One of the daughters, Lil- 
lian (Mrs. Chas. Gibson), resides 
southeast of Lennox and with her 
husband recently celebrated their 
golden wedding anniversary. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
LLOYD WALDO 


Lloyd Waldo was born at Evans- 
ville, Wis., November 15, 1848. 
There he grew to manhood and in 
the spring of 1876 was married to 
Mrs. Frank Hoard. In the fol- 
lowing summer (1876) the family 
came to Dakota territory and 
homesteaded on a farm one mile 
north of now Lennox. Here they 
endured the hardships of early 
pioneer residents and _ witnessed 
the growth and progress of this 
vicinity. 

After spending many years on 
the farm the couple took up their 
residence here, where they contin- 


ued their home until 1919 when 
they moved to Long Beach, Calif. 

Mrs. (Laura) Waldo died March 
19, 1931 in the Golden state, be- 
ing survived then by a son, Fred 
Hoard; a daughter, Ada C. Tul- 
lar, and two foster daughters, 
Elizabeth Cahill and Margaret Er- 
ickson.

Included in the early settlers of 
the West Prairie community were 
Mr. and Mrs. Ole Fodness. 

Both were born in Norway, the 
former August 18, 1853 and the 
latter February 2, 1854. They 
spent their earlier years in their 
native land. Mr. Fodness immigrat- 


ed to the United States in 1873 
and a year later, in 1874, joined 
his brothers and other early day 
settlers of the West Prairie com- 
munity here. His brothers, Abra- 


ham and Gulbrand, with other 
pioneers came here in 1873 and 
held a claim for him in Grant 


township, eight miles southeast of 
Lennox, on which he filed. 

Mrs. Fodness, nee Seneve Koor- 
stad, spent her early years in 
Norway and later, with other fam- 
ily members joined the immigrants 
enroute to America and_ subse- 
quently settled here. She was born 
at Holingdahl, Norway. 

Mr. and Mrs. Fodness' were 
joined in wedlock May 26, LOio; 
here, and continued to make their 
home in this vicinity. 

Seven children were born to 
this union, all of whom are liv- 
ing. These are: Mrs. Louis (Mary) 
Lind, Mrs. Henry (Anna) Han- 
son, Mrs. Thomas (Carrie) Clark, 
Cornelius, Theodore, Martin, and 
Oscar O. Fodness. 

Mr. Fodness passed away June 
1, 1894. Mrs. Fodness died June 
30, 1922.

Mr. and Mrs. 
FOMMO SINNING 


Mr. and Mrs. Fommo Sinning 
came to Lennox in the spring of 
1888. They settled on a farm three 
and one-half miles south of here. 

Mr. Sinning passed away at their 
farm home on August 8, 1908 at 
the age of 57 years, and Mrs. Sin- 
ning continued to reside on the 
farm enterprise until 1917 when 
she withdrew from her routine 
and made her residence in Len- 
nox. She passed away November 
29, 1937. 


Both members of this early 
couple became affiliated with the 
Lennox Presbyterian church. 


Mr. Sinning was born April 18, 
1851 in Germany and came _ to 
America with his parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry Sinning, in 1869. The 
family settled first in Illinois, later 
at Ackley, Ia., and then near Wall 
Lake, Ia., where he later married. 

Mrs. Sinning, nee Caroline Har- 
mina Schlomer, was born in War- 
singfehn, Ostfriesland, Germany, 
March 31, 1857. In 1875 she came 
to the United States in company 
with two younger sisters, locating 
at Minonk, Ill. They lived there 
for several years and then emi- 


grated to Carroll county, Iowa, 
where she was later united in mar- 


riage to Mr. Sinning, in 1881, at 
Wall Lake, (Ia.) 

Eleven children were born to 
this union, namely: John and Har- 
ry Sinning, of Canton; Cody, of 
White River, S. D.; Rev. Henry 
F. Sinning, of Kamrar, Ia.; Rich- 
ard Sinning of Marion, S. D.; Car- 
rie (Mrs. U. B. Heetland), of Ack- 
ley, Ia.; Fommo Sinning, of Mon- 
roe; George Sinning, of Franklin, 
Neb., and Charles, Ailert and Ed- 
ward Sinning, all of Lennox.

Mr. and Mrs. Henderk Buus set- 
tled northwest of the present Len- 
nox townsite in 1877. 

Mr. Buus’ passed away on 
October 9, 1911. However, Mrs. 
Buus—now nearing her 94th mile- 
stone—ranks as the eldest Lennox 
resident. Additionally, she posses- 
ses two other unique distinctions, 
having 158 living descendants and 
heading two five-generation groups. 


Mrs. Buus has nine children, 59 
grandchildren, 86 great-grandchil- 
dren, and four great-great-grand- 
children among her living descen- 
dants. One five-generation group 
includes Mrs. Buus and her son 
John Buus, of Lennox; and Henry 
Buus, her grandson; Mrs. Norene 
Larson, her great-granddaughter, 
and little Lowell Larson, her 
great-great-grandson, all of Sioux 
Falls. The other quintet of gen- 
erations includes Mrs. Buus; Mrs. 
Joe Miller, sr., Lennox, her daugh- 
ter; Jerry Miller, Sioux Falls, her 
grandson; Mrs. Arthur’ Fritz, 
great-granddaughter, and little Ar- 
thur Fritz, jr., great-great-grand- 
son, of Tea, S. D. 

Mr. Buus was born in Germany, 
March 24, 1842. In 1865 he immi- 
grated to the United States and 
settled at Freeport, Ill., marrying 
there in 1868, to Antje Fokken. In 
1870 the pioneer couple emigrated 
to Holland, Ia., remaining there 
for seven years before entering 
Dakota territory and homesteading 
six miles northwest of Lennox. 


Mr. and Mrs. Buus were char- 
ter members of the Turner county 
First Presbyterian church, of 
which the latter is presently one 
of the two charter members sur- 
viving. That congregation was or- 
ganized in 1880. 

Mr. Buus’ father preceded him 
in death only eight months, the 
latter attaining the age of 100 
years and three months at his de- 
mise. 

Mr. and Mrs. Buus took up 
their residence in Lennox follow- 
ing their retirement from their 
rural enterprise. Despite her ad- 


vanced years, Mrs. Buus has 
most of the time resided by herself 
since her husband’s death, and 
retained her activeness, although 
an illness last winter curtailed her 
duties. 

Eleven children were born to 
this union. The eight surviving 


members are: Mrs. Joe Miller, sr., 
Mrs. George Gayken, Nan, George, 
Ben, and John Buus, of Lennox; 
Henry Buus of Tea and Mrs. J. 
W. Latrielle, of West Branch, 
Mich. Mrs. Albert Bellach passed 
away at Harrisburg last winter. 
Two children succumbed in their 
early years.

Mr. and Mrs. John Geersema 


settled on their farm seven miles 
southwest of Lennox in 1884. 


Although Mr. Geersema passed 
away February 21, 1917 at the 
age of 79 years, 4 months and 20 
days, Mrs. Geersema still resides 
in Lennox—one of the _ elderly 
pioneers ranked as a nonagenar- 
ian. She is in her 92nd year. 


Mr. Geersema was born at Wie- 
mer, Germany, October 3, 1937. 
He grew to manhood in his native 
land and in 1867 his family immi- 
grated to the United States, re- 
siding first in Illinois and from 
there moving to Ackley, Ia. 


Mrs. Geersema was also born in 
Wiemer, Germany—on December 
5, 1847—nee Gertie Bossman. 
When she was 20 years old her 
parents came to the United States, 
settling in Illinois (1867). They 
lived there for nearly three years 
and then also emigrated west- 
ward to the Hawkcyc state, sett- 
ling at Ackley. 

She was married to John Geer- 
sema there July 3, 1879 and the 
family remained in that Iowa vi- 
cinity for 14 years—until coming 
to Dakota territory in 1884. 

The pioneer couple continued 
their farming enterprise here un- 
til 1913 when they retired and 
moved to Lennox. 

Eleven children were born to 
this couple. Four presently sur- 
vive, namely: Mrs. John Kuper of 
Montrose (S. D.); Mrs. Harm Hy- 
ronimus of Worthing (S. D.); 
Ralph Geersema of Davis (S. D.), 
and Jerry Geersema of Lennox. 
Five children passed away in in- 
fancy, one at 16, and George 
Geersema several years ago. 

Mr. :and Mrs. Geersema _ were 
among the early members of. the 
Turner county First Presbyterian 
church, and were affiliated with 
that congregation a number of 
years.

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MR. AND MRS. MENNE A. PLUCKER 


Mr. and Mrs. Menne_ Albert 
Plucker were early pioneer  set- 
tlers of this vicinity. 

Mr. Plucker was born September 
17, 1837 in Uttum, Ostfriesland, 
Germany. Mrs. Plucker, also a 
native of Germany, was born at 
Suurhusen, Ostfriesland, August 
12, 1838. Prior to her marriage 
her name was Miss Engel Pop- 


town Presbyterian church and he 
was one of its first elders. Follow- 
ing Mrs. Plucker’s death in 1915 


Mr. Plucker spent his remaining

pens. Both members of this union 
were reared in Germany and sub- 
sequently married abroad April 
18, 1866. The newly married cou- 
ple then left their native land and 
immigrated to the United States, 
settling in Rockford, Ogle county, 
Ill. They resided there for nearly 
six years, and in 1872 continued 
their trek westward to Ackley, Ia. 


After residing nearly half a 
decade in the Hawkeye state, Mr. 
Plucker in 1877 came to Dakota 
territory and filed on a homestead 
claim six miles northwest of Len- 
nox. The following year—1878— 
his family took up their residence 
here with him. 

Nine children were born to this 
union, two of whom died when 
quite young. Mr. Plucker attain- 
ed the age of 87 years, 11 months 
and eight days at the time of his 
death, August 25, 1925. Mrs. Pluc- 
ker preceded him in death, pass- 
ing away September 4, 1915 at 
the age of 77 years and 23 days. 

Mr. and Mrs.' Plucker were 
charter members of the German- 


Folkert (Grace) Poppens, Mr. and Mrs. Menno A. Plucker, 


and one-half miles north of Len- 
nox, and has been a resident here 
for 61 years. John P. Plucker, the 
second child, resides in Lennox 
and has been here 61 years. Mrs. 
Harmke (Plucker) Johnson died 
in 1931. Menno M. Plucker passed 
away in 1917. Henry M. Plucker, 
Mrs. F. G. (Grace) Poppens, and 
Enno M. Plucker still are living 
in this community. 


The Plucker family came to 
Sioux Falls on one of the first 
freight trains. and was delayed 


briefly while the railroad was be- 
ing completed. They endured the 
many early hardships which pre- 
vailed, and witnessed the progress 
of this large area. 

In the blizzard of 1888, Mr. 
Plucker lost 37 head of cattle,’ and 
the following year he constructed 
a large barn which is still. being 
used on the farm of his son Enno. 

The two eldest boys, Wessel and 
John were caught in the blizzard 
of 1888—one and one-half miles 
from home, while they were haul- 
ing straw. When the blizzard 
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straw 
and rack, leaving them with a 
bobsled. With the aid of the hard 
trail and other indications leading 
to their farm they reached the 
place safely, although the blizzard 
was so Severe they passed _ their 
father in their yard unnoticed. 
The two boys, and horses, were 
coated with ice and snow when 
their father located them in the 
barn. 

Three of the Hinds boys, ages 
18, 16 and 12, were frozen to 
death on their way from school 
and were found one mile south of 
the Plucker farm two weeks later 
as a result of the tragic storm. 


During the winter of 1881 the 
Plucker family,was unable to get 
to town for three months due to 
the deep snow and many snow 
storms. During that time they 
ground six sacks (15 bushels) of 
Wheat in a coffee mill. Early in 
March, Mr. Plucker and his son, 
Wessel went to Lennox on snow- 
shoes to get necessary supplies. 
It was impossible for them to get 
to their stock for three days on 
one occasion during that winter. 


The old Yankton-Sioux Falls 
stage coach trail crossed the 
Plucker farm, and John P. Pluck- 
er was an eye witness of the rob- 
bery of one of the stages. A lad of 
but 10 years, he saw the ‘federal’ 
men capture the robber—approxi- 
mately 80 rods from the Plucker 
home. The stage coach horses 
were kept at Sioux Falls, the 
Plucker farm, and Swan Lake, and 
the horses were changed at these 
places enroute to and from Yank- 
ton. The only farm home between 
the Plucker farm and Sioux Falls 
recorded was the Allibone place 
now occupied by Ted Siepkes. 

Indians were numerous here 60 
years ago. It was common to see 
50 wagons of Indians 
through, often camping on _ the 
Plucker farm, ‘along Saddle creek. 
They -would sometimes ask for 
clothing and food. Their hunting 
and trapping centered on musk- 
rat, rabbit and skunk, and at one 
time there were: ‘approximately 150 
wagons conveying nearly 500 In-

dians camping on the Plucker 
farm. Most times they were quite 
friendly, and the boys frequently 
visited them. Occasionally, when 
the weather was inclement, In- 
dians were taken in as guests and 
slept on the floor of the Plucker 
home. | 


Mr. and Mrs. 
H. SUTHERLAND 


Among the early homesteaders 
in this community was Herbert 
Sutherland. A native of Michigan, 
born in. Pavilion, Kalamazao coun- 
ty, that.state on August 4th, 1857, 
he migrated ;with his parents to 
Iowa in 1864, locating on a farm 
near Waverly. 

There he resided until the fall 
of 1877 when he came to Dakota 
territory and took up a homestead 
claim in Perry township. On Sep- 
tember 15, 1884 he was united in 
marriage to Lily Spencer. Three 
children were born to this union. 
Mrs. Sutherland passed away on 
August 20, 1888. 

On December 24, 1889 Mr. Suth- 
erland married Mary Baker and 
shortly after the couple took up 
their residence in Sioux Falls. 
There they continued to reside un- 
til the death of Mr. Sutherland on 
December 14, 1918. Surviving at 
the time was Mrs. Sutherland, and 
a step son, Jesse Baker of Aber- 
deen. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
JONAS E. MORK 


Jonas Erickson Mork lived near 
Lennox until the spring of 1888, 
when he moved to Hyde county 
and settled near Highmore. Mrs. 
Mork died in March, 1890, and 
Mr. Mork passed away in 1929. 

This couple had four children, 
three of whom are still living. 
These are: Mrs. Ida Instead of 
Harrold, S. D.; Ephriam, of High- 
more, and Josephine (Mrs. W. 


Brandhagen) of Richmond, West 
Virginia. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jonas Erickson 
Mork, charter members of the 


West Prairie church, homestead- 
ed three miles east and two miles 
south of Lennox in 1874, 


Mr. and Mrs. 
LUDWIG FIGGE 


Associated with the early day 
religious life of this vicinity were 
Rev. and Mrs. Ludwig Figge. 

For sixteen years this’ early 
couple was connected with the Tur- 
ner county First Presbyterian 
church, six miles southwest of 
here. During these years Rev. Mr. 


Figge served that congregation as 
pastor, and his endeavors found 
him taking an influential part in 
the life of the community. His 
work spread into the surrounding 
territory, and the late Rev. Mr. 
Figge was instrumental in the or- 
ganization of the Lennox, Ger- 
mantown, Marion, and Emery 
Presbyterian congregations. 

In his later years Rev. Mr. Fig- 
ge served a smaller field at Sibley, 
Ia., and after two years of service 
there he left the Hawkeye state 
and returned to South Dakota-— 
spending his retiring years at 
Sioux Falls, where he resided un- 
til his death in 1918, after attain- 
ing the age of 88 years. 

Rev. Mr. Figge was born in 
Muenden, Fuesrstentum, Waldeck, 
Germany, September 3, 1830. He 
came to America with one brother 
in the summer of 1855, steaming 
up the Mississippi to Dubuque, Ia. 
He lived at Hazel Green, Wis., for 
three years—until 1860—-when he 
moved to Galena, Ill. He resided 
there four years, following the 
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trade of a sheepherder. 

In the summer of 1864 he mov- 
ed to Dubuque, Ia., with the in- 
tention of preparing for the Gos- 
pel ministry. He studied theology 
for three years under the tutor- 
ship of the venerable Adrian Van- 
Vliet, who at that early date be- 
gun the work of the Dubuque 
Presbyterian Theological school— 
today one of the old and well-es- 
tablished seminary institutions of 
the middlewest. 


Rev. Mr. Figge entered the ac- 
tive pastorate at Muscatine, Ia., 
in 1867, having been ordained to 
the ministry by the Iowa Presby- 
tery. In 1870 he moved to Gran- 
ville, Wis., where he served nine 
years. In 1879 he came to Dakota 
territory, being the first German 
Presbyterian minister to enter the 
territory. Two English speaking 
ministers entered about the same 
time, however. 


During those early pioneer days 
hardships were quite common. 
Upon arrival in the territory, it 
was impossible to find a dwelling 
place in his field of labor in the 
country surrounding Lennox——nor 
in the village of Canton. They fin- 
ally found living quarters over a 
store at Beloit, Ia., sixteen miles 
from his field of labor here, and he 


walked the distance regularly— 
during the winter on snowshoes 
when the prairie was imbedded 


with snow. One night in those 
early years, Rev. Mr. Figge, and 
an elder of his church, slept on the 
platform of a warehouse—the only 
lodging available in the village.

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Mr. and Mrs. 
HEYE BUSKOHL, SR. 


Heye Buskohl was born in War- 
shingspeka, Ostfriesland, Germany 
in 1837. Mrs. Buskohl, nee Engel 
Westerman, was born at Siemons- 
wolde, Ostfriesland, Germany. The 
couple was reared there and subse- 
quently married, the wedding cere- 
mony being performed in the house 
in which she was born. They were 
joined in wedlock in May, 1864. 


In 1871 the family immigrated 
to America, and established their 
home in Ogle county, Ill. They re- 
mained there for seven years, and 
in 1878 came to Grundy county, 
Ia. In 1886 they moved on a farm 
near Lennox, and for 13 years en- 
gaged in farming, after which 
they retired and moved to town. 

Mr. Buskohl passed away at 
his home here January 22, 1922 
at the age of 84 years. Mrs. 
Buskohl died February 16, 1914. 
Both are buried here. 

Twelve children were born to 
this union. Seven of these surviv- 
ed their parents, namely: Harm 
Buskohl, Chancellor; Jennie Strat- 
meyer, Sophia Smith, and George 


Buskohl, Tea; Wessel Buskohl, 
Chancellor; Mrs. Bert (Annie) 
Goeman, Lennox, and Heye Busk- 
Ol eJisOUVEL, sou.D:

GEORGE MULLER 


Mr. and Mrs. George Muller 
homesteaded four miles southwest 
of the present Lennox townsite 
September 20, 1877. Both members 
of this early couple were born in 
Ostfriesland, Germany, the former 
on March 8, 1843, and the latter 
—nee Elsie Bultena—October 20, 
1845. 

They remained in their native 
land for several years, growing to 
maturity among the environments 
provided them abroad. Mr. Muller 
served in the German army in 
1866, and the following year, 1867, 
came to the United States alone. 

Mr. Muller settled first in Free- 
port, Ill., and in 1868 made the 
trek westward to Iowa, settling at 
Ackley. Mrs. Muller came to this 


country in 1868, unaccompanied, 
from Germany, and went directly 
to Ackley, Ia. 

The couple was married at Ack- 
ley, June 19, 1870, and after pur- 
suing their farming activities in 


the Hawkeye state for approxi- 
mately seven years, in 1877 they 
entered Dakota territory, estab- 
lishing their home near the pres- 
ent Lennox townsite. 

There were nine children born 
to this union, four of whom passed 
away in infancy. The other five 
read as follows: Henry G. Muller 
and Frank Muller, both of whom 
were born in Iowa, and Mrs. Dena 
Legel, Mrs. John (Fannie) Bul- 
tena, and Mrs. Ed (Amanda) Van 
Bockern, born here. 

Mr. Muller passed away April 
10, 1917. Mrs. Muller preceded him 
in death, succumbing January 25, 
1905. 

A brother of Mr. Muller also 
settled in this  vicinity—Gerriet 
Muller—coming here in 1879. He 
was also married in Iowa, six 
children being born to that union. 
These were: Mrs. George Kuck, 
Mrs. Henry Kuck, George Muller, 
Mrs. Dena Gericke (Bismarck, 
N. D.), Mrs. John K. DeBoer, and 
Henry Muller. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
CARL J. CARLSON 


Mr. and Mrs. Carl J. Carlson 
were born in Orobro, Sweden, the 
former in 1836, and the latter— 
nee Bertha Marie Olson—July 25, 
1841. They were reared in their 
native land and there married in 
1867. 

In 1869, with their one-year old 
baby daughter, Hannah, they sail- 
ed to America and located at 
Chanute, Kansas. They resided 
there, in Wilson county, for seven 
years—then leaving the Sunflower 
state and coming to Dakota ter- 
ritory in 1876, making the trek 
by covered wagon, drawn by mule 
team, homsteading nearly four 
miles northwest of Lennox. They 
had three daughters at the time. 

Mr. and Mrs. Carlson each had 
brothers already settled here— 
Andrew P. Carlson, familiarily 
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known as “Palm,” and Eric Sand- 
in, and it was in their little ‘“dug- 
out” sod shelter three miles west 
and two north of here that’ the 
Carlson family first resided.

10, 1920. They were affiliated with 
the Baptist church. 


ELLING J. TWEDT 


Elling Johnson Twedt,, a _pio- 
neer resident of the Lennox com- 
munity, passed away April 4, 
1933 at the home of his sister, 
Mrs. Ellen Engeness, six miles 
northeast of Canton. 


He was born in Twedt, Amlie, 
Telemarken, Norway, May 30, 
1841, and for many years. re 
mained in his native land. In 1883 
he came to America. In the years 
following he spent most of his 
span in the West Prairie commun- 
ity. He was a carpenter and ma- 
son by trade. 


He spent the last 17 years of 
his life with his sister, and at- 
tained the age of 91 years, 10 
months and five days at his de- 
mise. 

He was a member of the West 
Prairie church, and a_ brother, 
Gunder Johnson Twedt, was also 
a pioneer of this community.

Mr. and Mrs. 
WM. FITZGERALD 


Mr. and Mrs. William Fitzger- 
ald were among the early residents 
of Perry township. The former 
was born at Pal Myra, Wayne 
county, N. Y., April 22, 1842 and 
when a mere lad his parents lo- 
cated in Greene county, Wis., near 
Monroe. There he passed his boy- 
hood days and acquired his educa- 
tion in the common schools of that 
district. 

His parents were Michael and 
Ellen (Corcoran) Fitzgerald, na- 
tives of Ireland—both born near 
Dublin—and the parents of 18 
children. 


In 1862 Mr. Fitzgerald enlisted 
in the 28th Wisconsin regiment, 
infantry, which was transferred to 
the front and attached to the 
western army. Mr. Fitzgerald serv- 
ed under General Banks in the 
Red river campaign, participated 
in the engagements at Helena, 
Pine Bluff, and other small battles 
in Arkansas and vicinity, and 
fought in his last engagement at 
Spanish Fort, Ala. In 1865 _ he 
received his honorable discharge, 
and immediately returned to his 
home in Wisconsin where he en- 
gaged in farming. 

In 1868 he moved to Butler 
county, Ia., and made settlement 
near Greene. Continuing his ca- 
reer in farming he remained there 
several years, marrying Miss Sar- 
ah Sutherland on October 22, 1871 
at Waverly, Ia. Her parents were 
Mr. and Mrs. Winfield and Elmira 
(Calkins) Sutherland, natives of 
Genesee county, N. Y. 


In 1876 Mr. and Mrs. Fitzger- 
ald entered Dakota territory and 
consequently Lincoln county and 
this vicinity, homesteading a few 
miles northeast of the present 
Lennox townsite.

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MR. AND MRS. THOMAS B. QUIGLEY 


Quite often mentioned with the 
early day activities in this com- 
munity, Mr. and Mrs. Thomas B. 
Quigley were among the original 
homesteaders of Lennox. 

This native Irish couple took 
active roles in the affairs of the 
early settlement. Both were born 
in Ireland, the former ‘in’ Ros- 
common county, and the latter on 


In 1871 the couple settled at 
Baraboo, Wis., and in 1878 emi- 
grated to Dakota territory. and 
Lincoln county, filing on his home- 
stead in the south part of the 
present Lennox townsite. 

Mr. Quigley was a member of 
the Lennox G.A.R., and a faithful 
member of ‘the St. Mary Magda- 
len’s Catholic church here. He had

the northeast coast of that nation. 

Mr. Quigley was born February 
17, 1843, at Connaught, the son 
of Bartholomew and Mary (Brach- 
ena) Quigley, natives of that 
country. In 1856 the family immi- 
grated to the United States and 
settled in Edgerton, Rock county, 
Wis. In 1862 Mr. Quigley (Thomas 
B.) enlisted in Company E., 32nd 
Wisconsin regiment, infantry, and 
that unit was immediately trans- 
ferred to the front in Tennessee 
and in the following months Mr. 
Quigley served under Generals 
Grant, Sherman and McPherson, 
until after the fall of Vicksburg. 
He was in the battle of Coldwater, 
Miss., and Tupela' of the same 
state, the latter engagement being 
the fiercest and hardest fought 
little battle that he participated 
in. 

He served until September, 1863, 
when he returned home and was 
mustered out at Madison, Wis., 
going then to Rock county, and in 
1869 was united in marriage at 
Edgerton to Miss Bessie Darnin. 


the distinction of having experien- 
ced more battlefield action than 
anyone in this state—in the Civil 
war—extending over a period of 
three and one-half years, and in 
that time served in 17 all-day bat- 
tles. He was presented a metal by 
Governor Sheldon June 4, 1894 
at Chamberlain (S. D.) at a sol- 
diers encampment. Mr. Quigley 
passed away in 1899. 

Mrs. Quigley—nee Bessie Darnin 
—was born at Thalle, Ireland, 
March 18, 1850. She was 89 re- 
cently and still resides in Sioux 
Falls, enjoying good health. 

In the spring of 1878 she came 
with her husband to Dakota ter- 
ritory, unloading east of Luverne, 
Minn., and then completing the 
trek overland to Sioux Falls, and 
in the fall of that year home- 
steaded, within the first incorpor- 
ation of Lennox. 

The first railroad survey was 
conducted five miles south of here, 
however it was later changed to 
the present route of the C. M. St. 
P. & Pacific railroad. In 1878 they 
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took a tree claim and pre-emption 
four miles south of Lennox, later 
selling the relinquishment. 

Seven children were born to this 
union, namely: Robert B., Worth- 
ing; Thomas, Glendale, Calif.; 
Daniel, Omaha, Neb.; Lizzie (Hes- 
senius), Des Moines, Ia.; Cecelia 
(Mrs. Harry Little), Eldridge, N. 
D.; Nellie (Hartman), Sioux Falls, 
and George, who died in North 
Dakota. 

Mr. Quigley, who built the first 
residence house in Lennox, also 
operated the first meat market 
here. He was a prominent figure 
in Lennox celebration parades. 


ROBERT ELCOCK 

Robert Elcock was one of the 
early settlers of this vicinity. He 
attained the age of 88 years, 1 
month and 1 day at the time of 
his death, January 27, 1939, at 
Kenyon, Minn. 

Mr. Elcock was born in Canada 
December 26, 1850. When he was 
five years old his parents moved 
to Minnesota and settled near 
Kenyon, where he grew to young 
manhood, and for several years 
was employed as a cook in a lum- 
ber camp. 

In 1879 Mr. Elcock came _ to 
Lennox and filed on a homestead 
south of here, also taking up a 
timber claim and purchasing a 
pre-emption. Here he continued 
his labors for 33 years and in 1912 
disposed of his farm and moved 
to Kenyon, where he _ continued 
his home in the Gopher state until 
his death. 

In 1880 he returned to Minne- 
sota, and brought with him to Da- 
kota territory his cousin, Ezra 
Elcock, the two making the trip 
in a lumber wagon. The latter has 
made his home here since. 

Robert Elcock never married. 
He was survived by one step- 
brother and a step-sister, and oth- 
er relatives.

Among early homesteaders and 
businessmen here was Elmer KE. 
Gilmore. His first experience in 
Dakota territory began in the year 
1874, when Mr. Gilmore, in com- 
pany with a brother-in-law, after 
prospecting for suitable land in 
western Iowa crossed the Sioux 
river and entered Lincoln county 
the latter part of May and locat- 
ed on a claim six miles south of 
the now city of Lennox. 

Elmer E. Gilmore was born on 
July 10, 1851, in Havana, Schuy- 
ler county, New York. He moved 
with his parents to Dane county, 
Wisconsin in 1852. In 1862 the 
family moved to Floyd county, 
Iowa and settled on a farm. There 
Mr. Gilmore grew to manhood. 

In May, 1874, he in company 
with a brother-in-law, set out on a 
land seeking exploration through 
western Iowa, eventually crossing 
the Sioux River and locating on a 
homestead in Lincoln county. He 
filed on a claim about six miles 
south of where Lennox is located. 
After trying his luck at farming 
two years, during which time the 
grasshoppers took nearly’ every- 
thing he raised, he was compelled 
to return to Iowa the fall of 1877 
to procure work. 

Securing a position as country 
teacher he followed that occupa- 
tion until the spring of 1880. In 
August, 1881, he was united in 
marriage to Miss Fannie Martin 
of Winton, Iowa. Following their 
marriage the couple came direct 
to Lennox, where Mr. Gilmore 
later entered the employ of F. H. 
Treat. Later he taught school for 
two terms in the Harney district, 

In the fall of 1885 he entered 
the confectionery business having 
purchased his father’s interest in 
the business. In the spring of 
1886 he was elected to the office 
of village clerk which he held for 
many years. During his residence 
in this city Mr. Gilmore engaged 
in various enterprises. 

He held the position as postmas- 
ter for many years, succeeding O. 
P. Ashley, who died in the service. 


After serving as postmaster Mr. 
Gilmore held the position as mail 
carrier on one of the local routes. 

The family removed to Aber- 
deen, where they resided for some 
time. They later located in Oregon 
and during recent years have made 
their home at Portland. At the 
time of this writing Mr. and Mrs. 
Gilmore are still living and enjoy- 
ing the company of their children 
and friends. Their two surviving 
daughters, Hazel and Nina, are 
residents of Portland.

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EVERT DE VRIES 


Evert DeVries was born in Vis- 
quard, Ostfriesland, Germany, Oc- 
tober 13, 1843. Mrs. DeVries—nee 
Florence Iwwerks—was born Sep- 
tember 8, 1845, in Dorf Uttum, 
Ostfriesland, Germany. They spent 
their early years in their native 
land, growing to maturity there, 
and in 1868 their families immi- 
grated to the United States. They 
settled at Freeport, Ill., where in 
May of that year, the young cou- 
ple was joined in wedlock. 

For five years following their 
marriage Mr. and Mrs. DeVries 
made their home in that vicinity. 
In 1873 they moved westward in- 
to Dakota territory, and home- 
steaded on a farm in Middleton 
township, eight miles southwest 
of here. In 1885 they moved to 
their farm two miles north of Da- 
vis, where Mrs. DeVries has made 
her home since. 

Mr. DeVries died in 1891, when 
he was only 48 years old. 

Mrs. DeVries is nearing her 
94th birthday anniversary, and de- 
spite her advanced age has re- 
mained exceedingly active and 
takes considerable interest in cur- 
rent affairs. She has watched the 
advancement of this section for ap- 
proximately 66 years. 

The elderly pioneer woman has 
105 descendants, including eight 
children (living), 36 grandchildren 
60 great-grandchildren, and one 
great-great-grandchild. Twelve 
children were born to Mr. and Mrs. 
DeVries, four of whom have pass- 
ed away. 

She recalls many incidents com- 
mon to pioneer life in this vicin- 
ity. However her varied exper- 
iences also include the 1928 cy- 
clone which struck Davis and vi- 
cinity—when a part of her house 
was blown away and she was found 
near a railroad track a half mile 
from her home. She landed in a 
colony of bee hives, regaining con- 
sciousness, and finding herself 
covered with bees, some of which 
had stung her. She sustained brok- 
en ribs and other injuries in the 
occurrence. 


In 1934, at 89, Mrs. DeVries 
made an automobile trip to the Pa- 
cific coast, visiting her son Evert.

On September 4, 1847 he was un- 
ited in marriage to Miss Esther 
Van Dekar at Troy and in 1856 
the couple moved to Fondulac 
county, Wis., where they remained 
until coming to Dakota. 

Mrs. Odell was born at Water- 
ford, Saratoga county, N. Y., 
February 4, 1847, the daughter of

of Mohawk-Dutch parentage. 
Upon settling in this vicinity, 
Mr. and Mrs. Odell filed on a quar-

Mr. and Mrs. 
CLAUS DETJEN 


Mr. and Mrs Claus Detjen filed 
on a homestead and timber claim 
nine miles northeast of Lennox in 
1875. The pioneer couple made 
their first residence in a sod house 
and like the other early settlers 
witnessed the hardships of the 
newly settled territory, with no

railroads, and enduring those 


trials and tribulations. 


In the early years the pioneer 
couple hauled grain by oxen to 
Sibley, Ia., oftentimes necessitat- 
ing three days for the round trip. 
At the time all rivers and streams 
were forded, as there were no 


bridges. 


Mr. and Mrs. Detjen were both 


‘born in Germany—near Hamburg, 


Hanover—the former on May 22, 
1834 and the latter October 17, 
1838. 


The couple spent their early 
years in their native land and 
there united in marriage. In 1855 
they came to Fondulac, Wis., and 
made their home there for a_ de- 
cade before immigrating to Da- 
kota territory and filing on their 
homestead northeast of the pres- 
ent Lennox townsite. 


Eight children were born to this 
union, five of whom presently sur- 
vive. They are: Aida (Bellach), 
Mary (Peters), Henry Detjen, Kat- 
ie (Bellach), and Lena (Heeren). 
John Detjen died January 11, 1928; 
Joseph Detjen, associated for many 
years as blacksmith here, passed 
away November 11, 1924, and 


Claus Detjen, jr., succumbed April 
20, 1920. 


Mr. Detjen died November 24, 
1892. Mrs. Detjen expired Decem- 
ber 17, 1920. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
M. HEEREN, SR. 


Mr. and Mrs. Meinhard Heeren, 
sr., came to Dakota territory April 
3, 1884, making the trip by rail- 
road (Milwaukee). They settled 
on a farm nine and one-half miles 
northeast of Lennox, where they 
remained the remainder of their 
years. 

Mr. Heeren was born December 
23, 1819 and attained the age of 
79 years, three months, and 29 
days at the time of his death, 
April 22, 1899. Both Mr. and Mrs. 
Heeren were born and reared in 
Germany and subsequently resid- 
ed at Baileyville, Ogle county, Illi- 
nois, upon immigrating to this 
country. 

Seven children were born to this 
union, including Wessel, Harm, 
Henry, Meinhard, jr., F. D. Heeren 
and Alvina (Nelson). John and F. 
D. Heeren presently survive. 

Mrs. Heeren passed away Octo- 
ber 6, 1887. 


The Lennox creamery started 
business again last week under the 
new management after having 
been shut down since last fall.

When a small child she mo- 
ved with her parents to McHenry 
county, Illinois, where she grew to 
womanhood and made her resi- 
dence until her marriage. Eight 
children were born to this union. 

In 1903 the family moved to 
Bryant, this state, where they 
made their home until 1916, _ re- 
turning to their homestead here 
and continuing their residence on 
the farm until 1920, when they 
moved to Minneapolis. There Mrs. 
Hurley passed away on March 21, 
1921. Mr. Hurley later removed to 
Spokane, Washington, where he 
passed away on March 29, 1932.

Mr. and Mrs. Nels J. Bragstad 
filed on a homestead and timber 
claim four miles east of the pres- 
ent Lennox townsite in LaValley 
township, in 1876. 


Both members of this early 
couple were born in Norway. 


They resided on their farm en- 
terprise until 1893 when they mov- 
ed to Sioux Falls, selling the farm 
some time later. In 1907 they re- 
turned to Lincoln county and took 
up their residence in Canton, 
where they continued until their 
deaths. 


Seven children were born to this 
couple, reading as follows: Julia 
J. Bragstad, Clara Bragstad, A. N. 
Bragstad, J. W. Bragstad, D. C. 
Bragstad, Hannah Bragstad, and 
Lydia Bragstad. Clara died in 
1905, J. W. Bragstad passed away 
in 1930, and Hannah died in 1900. 


Mr. Bragstad passed away in 
1918, preceding his wife by eight 
years. Mrs. Bragstad died in 1926. 

Two other Bragstad families 
filed on adjoining homestead claims 
at the same time. These included 
Jonathan Bragstad who took his 
claim just west of the Nels Brag- 
stad farm, and Sam Bragstad who 
filed just south of the Nels Brag- 
stad enterprise. 

Mr. and Mrs. Jonathan Brag- 
stad, both deceased, were the par- 
ents of five children, all of whom 


survive presently. They are: Ber- 
tha, Arthur, Lewis, Ruben, and 
Lyla Bragstad, Ruben Bragstad, 


who is city engineer, and his two 
sisters reside in Sioux Falls. 

Four children were born to Mr. 
and Mrs. Sam Bragstad, namely: 
Arndt, Gerhard, Susie and Will 
Bragstad. Susie and Will are the 
present surviving members of this 
family. 

Prior to settling in Dakota ter- 
ritory, these three families resided 
in Iowa.

Mrs. Rippentrop prior to 
marriage was Franke Schnues. 

Mr. Rippentrop was born in 
Ostfriesland, Germany, October 
28, 1859. When he was a boy of 
eight years his parents immigrat- 
ed to this country, settling first 
in Illinois and later taking up their 
residence in Parkersburg, Ia. Fol- 
lowing, his marriage and _ subse- 
quent moving to this vicinity, the 
Dakota pioneer and his family con- 
tinued in their farming upbuilding, 
and in 1917 they moved to Len- 
nox in retirement. For many 
years he carried mail between the 
Great Northern railroad depot and 
the postoffice.

Mr. and Mrs. Rippentrop' en- 
joyed a wedding partnership of

Mr. Crowley was born in Cook 
county, Ill., December 13, 1843, 
the son of Patrick and Mary Crow- 
ley, Irish immigrants who had left 
their native land in their early 
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years. When he was but a small 
child his parents moved to Mc- 
Henry county, Ill., where he was 
reared to manhood on their farm 
enterprise. 

Mrs. Crowley, nee Katherine 
Hurley, was born in McHenry 
county, Ill., December 5, 1848. 

The couple was married at 
Woodstock, Il., in November, 1869 
and they continued their residence 
in that state until 1876 when they 
emigrated to Dakota territory and 
this community. They remained on 
their homestead until 1891 when 
they moved to Lennox and estab- 
lished their home. 

The pioneer pair enjoyed 57 
years of wedded life. Mr. Crowley 
held the office of justice of the 
peace here for more than 25 
years. Mr. and Mrs. Crowley were 
charter members of St. Mary Mag- 
dalen’s Catholic church here. 

Mrs. Crowley passed away 
March 10, 1926. Mr. Crowley left 
Lennox in June, 1929, and in Sep- 
tember of that year made his 
home with his daughter, Mrs. Dave 
Rossbach, at Chelsea, Mich., where 
he died May 9, 1930. They were 
buried here. 


Two children survived, namely: 
Mrs. Rossbach and A. C. Crowley. 

Mr. Crowley was survived also 
by two sisters and two brothers, 
namely: Alice Crowley, Mrs. P. J.

Evert Otten, native of Polle, 
Germany, where he was born No- 
vember 23, 1863, came to America 
when he was 18 years old, locat- 
ing at Ackley, Ia. In the spring 
of 1883 he came to Dakota terri- 
tory and settled on a farm west 
of Lennox, in Turner county. He 
married in 1885 to Miss Talke 
Jongeling.

He married Addy Van Ger- 
pen in 1898, and this union was 
blest with four children. In 1903 
they moved to farm five miles 
north of Lennox, where he lived 
until his death November 6, 1938.

EILERT WUMKES, SR. 


Mr. and Mrs. Eilert Wumkes, sr., 
were among the wel! known pio- 
neers of this community. 

The former was born November 
27, 1853 at Oldersum, Ostfries- 
land, Germany and spent his boy- 


hood days there. His parents 
crossed the Atlantic ocean in 1868, 
to make their future home in the 
United States, subsequently  set- 
tling at Morrison, Ia. A few years 
later they moved to Ackley, Ia. 
There he married Hilkelina Groen- 
eveld, February 6, 1883 and they 
continued to make their residence 
there a few years. 

In 1887 they came to Dakota ter- 
ritoy and settled on a farm a few 
miles northwest of Lennox where 
they lived three years. He then 
moved onto his own farm one mile 
north and one-half mile east of 
Lennox. 

Mrs. Wumkes—nee  Hilkelina 
Groeneveld—passed away Febru- 
ary 26, 1908. She was born Febru- 
ary 3, 1859 near Baileyville, Ill. 

Nine children were born to this 
union, one of whom, a son, died at 
the age of two years. The eight 
children surviving include: Heiko 
E., Mamie, Peter, Mrs. Ed Stoff- 
ers, Mrs. Tillie Grayson, Weije, 
Mrs. William Wildebaur, and Eil- 


ert Wumkes, jr. 
children. 

In 1917 Mr. Wumkes -etired 
from the farm, moving to Lennox 
where he spent his declining years. 

On April 26, 1893 he joined the 
Lennox Presbyterian church and 
was a member of that congrega- 
tion until his death. 

Mr. Wumkes died January 27, 
1932, at the age of 78 years and 
two months.

Mr. and Mrs. 
AMUND PETERSON 


Mr. and Mrs. Amund Peterson 
were early settlers of the West 
Prairie community. 

Mr. Peterson was born in Norde 
Fron, Gulbrandsdalen, Norway, 
January 29, 1847. He grew to man- 
hood there and November 18, 
1874 was joined in wedlock to 
Miss Emma Lukken. 

Mrs. Peterson (nee Lukken) 
was born at Kvikne, Nordre Fron, 
Gulbrandsdalen, Norway, January 
16, 1856. There she was reared in 
the environments of her native 
land, and subsequently married. 

For three years following their 
marriage the couple resided in 
Norway, and on June 24, 1877, 
they, with their two children, 
left their native soil and joined 
the immigrants to the United 
States. Their arrival in this coun- 
try brought them to Philadelphia, 
where they landed, and remained 
only a short time before continu- 
ing on to Sioux City, Ia.,. by rail- 
road. From the Iowa city they 
traveled by stage coach to Can- 
ton, Dakota territory, where they 
lived with Peter Lukken for sev- 
eral years.

On November 8, 1889 the fam- 
ily moved onto a farm six miles 
south and one east of Lennox, 
Where the pioneer couple resided 
until their deaths. This union was 
blest with eight children, one 
daughter, Elvina, passing away in

ALBERT LUDENS, SR. 


Albert Ludens, sr., was born in 
Holland, December 26, 1866. When 
he was but 18 weeks of age his 
parents left their native land and 
came to the United States, locat- 
ing near Clinton, Ill. They resided 
there for 13 years and then enter- 
ed Dakota territory, settling in 
Turner county, four miles south- 
west of Davis. 

Mrs. Ludens, nee Cornelia H. 
Andreesen, was born at Hatshau- 
sen, Ostfriesland, Germany, July 
12, 1863. Her mother passed away 
in 1875 and in 1882 her father and 
her sisters left their homeland and 
immigrated to the United States. 
Upon arriving in America they 
settled in Grundy county, Ia., and 
after a few years in the Hawkeye 
state moved into Dakota territory 
and this vicinity. On February 14, 
1888, she was united in marriage 
to Albert Ludens in the Turner 
county First Presbyterian church. 

Following their marriage the 
couple farmed for one year near 
Little Rock, Ia., then returning to 
his farm two miles north of Len- 
nox. They continued their rural 
enterprise until 1915, when they 
retired and moved to Lennox. 

Four children were born to this 
union, namely: Hypke Ludens, 
Henry Ludens, Mrs. Charles Zinn, 
and Albert Ludens, jr. 

Mrs. Ludens died January 26, 
1935. Mr. Ludens expired August

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Mr. and Mrs. 
LUDWIG GREENFIELD 


Among prominent businessmen 
in Lennox who got a start in busi- 
ness about half a century ago, and 
who achieved a record of 46 years 
in active business life here may 
be counted the late Ludwig Green- 
field. 

Growing towns and communities 
in South Dakota five decades ago 
offered exceptional promises to en- 
ergetic and ambitious young men. 
Mr. Greenfield came to Lennox 
when about 20 years of age and 
in the later ’80’s became active in 
preparation for a progressive and 
extended business career in this 
city. 

Ludwig Greenfield was born at 
Torpen, county of Hedemarken, 
province of Oslo, Norway, on 
September 9, 1867. He grew to 
young manhood in his native land, 
where he attended high school and 
at an early age entered public 
service, at one time for a short 
period holding the position as dep- 
uty office assistant in the provin- 
cial department of justice. 

At the age of 20 he immigrated 
to America, coming directly to 
Lennox, where for several months 
he made his home with his uncle, 
Frederick Stubsten and in the 
meanwhile attending the local 
schools to perfect his knowledge of 
the English language. 

Later he was employed for a 
short time as sales clerk in a store 
at Parker. He was later employ- 
ed on the sales staff of the Thomp- 
son & Fossum hardware and im- 
plement store at Canton. Along in 
1890 when this Canton firm opened 
a branch in Lennox, Mr. Greenfield 
was placed in charge as manager. 
Later he became associated with 
Nels H. Nelson, under the firm 
name of Nelson & Greenfield, con- 
tinuing the business for some time 
as a partnership. 

After dissolving his partnership 
with Nelson, Mr. Greenfield added 
an auto sales department and in 
1912 built a garage and office 
where he conducted his business 
until the time of his death in 1936. 


For many years he took an active 
part in public affairs, serving as 
member of the city council and 
for three terms holding the office of 
city mayor. In his earlier days he 
was an active member of the Len- 
nox band. On March 8, 1900 he 
was united in marriage to Maude 
Jacobs. Seven children were born 
to this union. Mrs. Greenfield, a 
member of the first graduating 
class of the Lennox High School 
was born on the homestead of her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. B. C. Jacobs, 
three miles north of Lennox, on 
September 25, 1878, and grew up 
amidst frontier conditions. She has 
resided here continuously for near- 
ly 61 years. Mrs. Greenfield is an 
active member of the Women’s 
Relief Corps. 


Mr. Greenfield passed away on 
November 23, 1936. One daughter, 
Marion, preseded him in death on 
March 8, 1920. Survivors are: his 
wife, two daughters, Mrs. W. C. 
Martin and Mrs. C. M. Wieting, 
and four sons, Arthur, Lloyd, 
Duane and Russell. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
ASLEK O. RAMSE 


In 1884 Mr. and Mrs. Aslek O. 
Ramse left their native land, Nor- 
way, and with two children immi- 
grated to the United States. Their 
first stop in the “new world” was 
in New York, where their ship 
docked on September 7. A few 
days later misfortune overtook 
them when one of their children 


passed away. 

Seeking to establish their future 
home in America, Mr. and Mrs. 
Ramse emigrated westward, enter- 
ing Dakota territory shortly later, 
and for a few years lived in a sod 
shanty on the Boref Engeness 
farm southwest of Worthing. Mr. 
Ramse then purchased an 80-acre 
tract of land five and one-half 
miles southeast of Lennox, where 
they resided several years. Here 
the early couple endured the other 
early trials encountered by pion- 
eer settlers of that “era’’. 

Eight children were born to this 
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union. Two boys passed away in 
infancy and Ole expired May 6, 
1936. Boref, Gilbert, Albert, Mrs. 
Anton Jensen, and Mrs. Ferdinand 
Stubsten were the other children. 
There were 18 grandchildren. 
Mrs. Ramse passed away May 


20, 1896. 

Mr. Ramse continued to make 
his home on the farm until 1920 
when he retired and moved to Len- 
nox where he spent his remaining 
years. He died July 24, 1936. 


Both Mr. and Mrs. Ramse were 
born and reared in Norway. Mr. 
Ramse was born at Christiansand, 
Norway, May 24, 1850. Mrs. Ramse 
prior to her marriage was Karl 
Engeness. The couple was joined in 
wedlock in their native land Oct- 
ober 15, 1881. 


Mr. Ramse was a member of the 
West Prairie Lutheran Church for 
52 years. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
JOHN KNISPLE 


Mr. and Mrs. John Knisple were 
pioneer residents of the Lennox 
vicinity. 

Mr. Knisple was born June 24, 
1864 at Milwaukee, Wis., and when 
he was but four years old his 
parents moved to Ripon, Wis. He 
came to Dakota territory with his 
parents in 1873, they filing on a 
homestead nine miles south of 
Lennox. 


He married Miss Flora Noble, 
October 12, 1884 and the couple 
made their residence on the same 
farm during a span of more than 
half a century. In 1935 they left 
the rural enterprise and moved to 
Rapid City, S. D. 

Mr. Knisple passed away March 
7, 1938 at Rapid City. 

Mr. and Mrs. Knisple had no 
children of their own, although 
they reared a family of five, in- 
cluding: Arthur, John and Emer- 
son Knisple; Mrs. D. C. Frank, 
and Ruth Knisple. 

Mr. Knisple was survived by his 
widow, the five children, and 
seven grandchildren at his death. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
CASPER KETTWIG 


Casper Kettwig was born in 
Warsingsfen, Ostfriesland, Ger- 
many, December 5, 1851. He grew 
to manhood in his native land and 
May 24, 1874 was married to Miss 
Altje Helmer. In 1883 they came 
to America, residing for a short 
time at Ackley, Ia. 


On February 16, 1884 the couple 
took up their residence in Lennox 


upon coming to Dakota territory, 
and for several years lived on a 
farm north of Lenox and subse- 
quently moved here. 

One child was born to this un- 
ion, John Kettwig, who died Au- 
gust 10, 1924. 

Mr. and Mrs. Kettwig observed 
their 55th wedding anniversary 
May 24, 1929, however their long 
span was broken with her death 
shortly later, June 5, 1929. 

Mrs. Kettwig was born April 7, 
1852 at Jehringsfelm, Germany. 

Mr. Kettwig was an early rail- 
road worker—a member of the 
first section crew here—and in the 
following years included the duties 
of city street commissioner, and 
for 10 years caretaker of the 
Lennox city park. 

Mr. Kettwig passed away Sep- 
tember 30, 1936, attaining the age 
of 84 years, nine months and 25 
days. He was survived by his 
daughter-in-law, Mrs. John Kett- 
wig, seven grandchildren, and nine 
great-grandchildren. 


“Sauerkraut Day” for many 
years served as a major event in 
Lennox. In 1912 it proved to be 
its usually successful spectacle. 
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Mr. and Mrs. 
H. ANDREESEN, SR. 


Henry Andreesen, sr., was born 
in Hatshausen, Ostfriesland, Ger- 
many, August 5, 1856 and when 
17 years old served as a seaman. 
In 1877 he passed examinations 
permitting him to serve one year 
as a volunteer in the German navy 
He served as a mate on German 
ships until the spring of 1882. In 
that year he traveled to America, 
settling in Holland, Grundy county 
Ta., and in the fall filed on a home- 
stead five miles north of Lennox. 
He moved to the homestead in 
1883 where he resided until his 
retirement. 

Mrs. Andreesen—nee Valentine 
—was born July 17, 1866 at Gri- 
mersum, Ostfriesland, Germany. In 
the spring of 1884 her parents 
came to the United States and lo- 
cated on a farm near Aplington, 
Ia.

Mr. and Mrs. Enno Dreesman 
(deceased) enjoyed a wedding part- 
nership of 63 years prior to their 
deaths. 

Both Mr. and Mrs. Dreesman 
were born in Germany, immigrating 
to the United States when young. 


Mr. Dreesman was born October 7, 
1848, while the latter was born 
July 18, 1851. 

They were married at Freeport 
Ill., October 25, 1873, and made 
their home in that state for near- 
ly 16 years before coming here in 
1889, settling 10 miles southwest 
of Lennox upon their arrival in 
Lincoln county. 

After farming for 21 years, Mr. 
Dreesman was forced to abandon 
his farm activities following in- 
juries sustained while unhitching 
a team of horses, and the couple 
took up their residence in Lennox 
in 1910. 

Mr. and Mrs. Dreesman were 
survived by six children, reading 
as follows: Ubbe, Ed, John, and 
Wesley Dreesman; Mrs. E. J.

The couple was married in Ger- 
many October 27, 1865 and re- 
mained there a few years before 
immigrating to the United States 
and coming directly to the Len- 
nox community. 

The couple farmed in this vi- 
cinity for a number of years and 
in 1921 moved to Lennox where 
they spent their remaining years.

fancy. Mr. Van Osterloo died Aug- 
ust 28, 1925, and she died April 
26, 1937. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
OTTO MUSCH 
Included among the early  set- 
tlers of Perry township were Mr. 
and Mrs. Otto Musch. Mr. Musch 
filed on a homestead claim a few 
miles north of here in 1879, on 
which the pioneer couple made 


their home continuously until their 
deaths. 

Mr. Musch was born January 
24, 1862 at Stulp, Pommern, Ger- 
many and came to the United 
States when he was only a boy, 
his parents immigrating to Wis- 
consin. He grew to manhood in 
the Badger state and in 1879 en- 
tered Dakota territory and took 
his claim in Perry township. 

He returned to Wisconsin later 
and on February 17, 1881 was mar- 
ried to Bertha Wachter. On March 
20 of that year the couple depart- 
ed for their new home here. How- 
ever because of the high water 
at Storm Lake, Ia., they were 
forced to separate, her husband 
going on ahead. She remained 
there for several weeks, arriving 
here May 12, nearly two months 
later. 

Mrs. Musch was born at Lomira, 
Wis., August 8, 1858. 

Upon their establishing their 
home here, only 10 acres had been 
“broken” on their farm. Her hus- 
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band being away most of the time 
following his practice as a carpen- 
ter and mason, Mrs. Musch was 
the first person to raise corn and 
garden products on that tract. 

Eight children were born to Mr. 
and Mrs. Musch, one son passing 
away in infancy. William, Robert, 
Alfred, Edward, Carl, and Louis 
Musch, and Mrs. Reinder (Lena) 
Stroman are the other children:

Mr. and Mrs. Henry Sinning 


came to Dakota territory in 1884, 
settling on a farm near Lennox 
in Turner county. Mrs. Sinning, 
nee Francis Bultena, was _ born 
June 14, 1864 at Wymeer, Ost- 
friesland, Germany, and in the 
spring of 1877 came to the United 
States with her parents, one bro- 
ther and a sister, settling in Grun- 
dy Center, Ia., where she subse- 
quently married.

Her 
husband died in 1916. She mar- 
ried Jacob Van Kekerix of Rock 
Valley, Ia., in 1918, he also sur- 
viving at her death.

Married at Canton, April 18, 
1883, Mr. and Mrs. Richard Gay- 
ken settled on a homestead farm 
three miles southeast of Lennox. 
The pioneer couple remained on 
their farm until 1910 when they 
took up their residence in Lennox. 
Here they spent their declining 
years, Mr. Gayken passing away 
January 18, 1923, and Mrs. Gay- 
ken succumbing July 26, 1936. 

Mr. Gayken was born in Ger- 
many, immigrating to the United 
States with his parents when he 
was only nine years old. 

Mrs. Gayken, nee Anna DeVries 
—was born in Germany, November 
29, 1864. When she was three 
weeks of age her parents came to 
the United States and Lincoln 
county, Dakota territory, where 
she later married.

He was married to 
Miss Jantje Tellinghuisen April 28, 
1883. They farmed in this locality 
24 years, in 1909 moving to Len- 
nox where he lived until his death. 
Mr. Stoffers, who preceded his 
wife in death several years, died 
February 6, 1924 at the age of 84 
years, six months and 29 days. 
Five children survived, namely: 
Mrs. George Kuper, Mrs. Koch, 
Edward Stoffers, Mrs. J. D. Rein- 
ers, and Mrs. William Dede. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
JAN BULTENA 


Listed in the annals of pioneer 


settlers of this vicinity are Mr. 
and Mrs. Jan Bultena. 
These early settlers came _ to 


Lincoln county in 1879 and home- 
steaded three miles southwest of 
Lennox, in Grant township. They 
were married in Ostfriesland, Ger- 


many, August 9, 1863 and came to 
the United States in 1869, settling 
in Grundy county, Ia. They stay- 
ed in the Hawkeye state until 
filing on their Grant township 
claim a decade later. 


Mr. Bultena was born in Weim- 


er, Germany, February 3, 1837. 
He grew to manhood there and 
subsequently married. Mrs. Bul- 


tena, nee Engel Muller, was born 
August 1, 1839 at Weener, Ost- 
friesland, Germany. 

Mr. and Mrs. Bultena continued 
their farming in this community 
for 26 years and in 1905 moved to 
Lennox where they spent their de- 
clining years. They were for many 
years members of the Turner 
county First Presbyterian church 
of which congregation they were 
charter members, and _ following 
their making their home here be- 


came affiliated with the local 
Presbyterian church. 
This pioneer couple lived to 


observe their 55th wedding anni- 
versary. They took an active part 
and keen interest in current af- 
fairs, and especially this commun- 
ity. Mr. Bultena was well-known 
for his sterling qualities and gen- 
erous nature.

On May 2, 1887 he was united in 
marriage to Emma Hitchcock of 
Lennox, and during the following 
two years lived in Nebraska, 
Michigan and Wisconsin. In 1889 
they returned to Lennox where 
for 15 years Mr. Dailey was em- 
ployed in the Slagle Lumber Com- 
pany. In 1906 the Daileys filed on 
a claim near Marcus, Meade coun- 
ty, S. D., and they resided there 
for three years. In 1912 they mov- 
ed to Sioux Falls where he was 
employed part of the time by the 
W. C. Buchanan Lumber company. 
In 1915 they returned to Meade 
county, where they remained 
since. 

Mr. and Mrs. Dailey celebrated 
their golden wedding anniversary 
at their home in Faith, 8S.

Mr. Gerber was 
neers were both born and reared 

These early Grant township pio- 
born June 21, 1853. In 1872 he was 
united in marriage to Miss Marie 
Brugger and the couple continued 
their residence in their home land 
for approximately eight years. 


In 1879 Mr. Gerber came with a 
brother, Otto Gerber, to the Unit- 
ed States and continued directly 
to Lincoln county, Dakota terri- 
tory. Their three uncles—Fred, 
Gottlieb, and Sam Gerber—pre- 
viously settled in this section. In 
the spring of 1881 Otto Gerber 
returned to the Swiss country and 
brought with him the John Gerber, 
sr., family. 

Upon his taking up his residence 
here, Mr. Gerber purchased a half- 
section of land, and in laboring to- 
ward the upbuilding of his farm 
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enterprise, likewise endured the 
early hardships and witnessed the 
steady progress of this commun- 
iy 

Mrs. Gerber—nee Marie Brug- 


ger—was born February 9, 1851 
at Butzberg, Switzerland. 


Mr. and Mrs. Gerber were mem- 


bers of the German Reformed 
church of Lennox. They were the 
parents of six children, namely: 
Lizzie (Mrs. J. S. Troyer), John, 
Mary and Gottfried. Two sons died 
in their earlier years, Otto passing 
away when he was 11 and Willie 
at the age of five months. John, 
Mary, and Gottfried presently 
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make their home in Lennox. 

Mr. Gerber passed away August, 
1935, and Mrs. Gerber preceded 
him in death, succumbing June 27, 
1907. 

His brother, Otto Gerber,  re- 
turned to Switzerland in 1915, 
where he passed away in April, 
1928. 


HARM APKES: 


Harm Apkes, a pioneer resident 
of this section, settled in Turner 
county in 1873. He spent most of 
his years in the Chancellor and 
Davis vicinities. His first wife— 
nee Grace Schnud—passed away 
on their farm near Chancellor. He 
married Gertje Janssen (nee 
Tellinghuisen) March 7, 1913 and 
thereafter the couple resided in 
Lennox. He died April 12, 1926 at 
the age of 90 years, four months 
and 17 days. His widow and four 
stepchildren then survived.

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F. SUTHERLAND 


Frederick Sutherland, son of the 
late Mr. and Mrs. Winfield Suth- 
erland, was born near Kalamazoo, 
Michigan, July 4, 1864. In October 
of that year the family moved to 
Iowa, locating near Waverly, in 
Bremer county, where Mr. Suther- 
land spent his boyhood days. When 
he was seventeen years old his 
parents left 
the Hawkeye 
state and en- 
tered Dakota 
territory, set- 
tling just 
north of Len- 
nox—a_ span 
of 58 years 
Mr. Sutherland 
has been a 
resident of this 
community. 

The trip by the Sutherland fam- 
ily to Dakota was made following 
the memorable winter of 1880-81, 
during which severe snow storms 
and cold weather prevailed. Lum- 
ber for their homestead was not 
available until fall, 1881, when a 
private lumber company beginning 
operation received its first ship- 
ment. 

Mr. Sutherland’s schooling was 
started in 1881. He traveled either 
by horseback or afoot from their 
farm to the school here, of which 
Mrs. O. P. Ashley served as in- 
structor. Mr. Sutherland grew to 
manhood on the homestead and in 
the fall of 1901 took up his resi- 
dence in Lennox. 

When rural mail service was in- 
augurated here, Mr. Sutherland, 
on September 1, 1902 assumed the 
post as carrier, becoming the first 
rural route carrier from this 
point. During his entire career, 
over a span of 27 years, prior to 
his retirement February 1, 1930, 
the veteran carrier used a horse- 
drawn vehicle. 

Mr. Sutherland—who recently 
observed his 75th birthday—is 
still, exceedingly active. For many 
years he attended county, state 
and national conventions in  con- 
nection with his duties as mail 
carrier. He attended these regu- 


larly. Since his retirement he has 
travelled extensively and made 
frequent visits throughout the 
country, including the west coast 
where he visited former Lennox 
residents. He recently returned 
from one of these, a _ three-week 
stay at the home of Mr. and Mrs. 
EK. E. Gilmore at Portland, Ore., 


in which Mr. Sutherland visited 
many points of scenic interest. 
Dr. and Mrs. 
A. SLAMAN 


Dr. and Mrs. Adolph Slaman 
were among the well-known pio- 
neer residents here. The former 
became prominent as a physician 
and surgeon here, conducting his 
practice in Lennox many years. 

Dr. Slaman was born in Moravia 
state, Austria. When he was but 
nine years old his family immigrat- 
ed to the United States and set- 
tled in St. Paul, Minn., where ‘the 
youngster spent his early years 
and learned the trade as a lock- 
smith. When he was eighteen years 
old he entered the Rush Medical 
college of Chicago, and graduated 
from that institution with the 
class of 1882. Almost immediately 
after receiving his diploma he came 
to Lennox, where he served sev- 
eral years. He served one year as 
physician for the Yankton hospital 
for the insane. 

In 1885 Dr. Slaman was united 
in marriage to Matilda Schultz in 
Lennox. Mrs. Slaman served as 
postmaster prior to her marriage, 
succeeding Franklin H. Treat, here. 

Dr. Slaman was a member of 
the South Dakota State Medical 
society since its organization, and 
likewise was affiliated with the 
Iowa, Minnesota and South Dakota 
Tri-State Medical association, 
which was founded in 1896. 

He was the son of Thomas and 
Annie Slaman, one of a family of 
ten children, namely: Frank, An- 
nie (Mrs. Antoine Bowers), Aloiz, 
Emily (Mrs. Charles Blazener), 
Frances, Thomas, Josie (Mrs. John 
Huisick), Ludwig, Adolph, and 
Joseph. Thomas remained in Aus- 
tria, becoming a soldier there, and 
being killed in a military charge 
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while in Turkey. 

Dr. and Mrs. Slaman had two 
children, Lamont and Corinne, res- 
idents of Sioux Falls. Dr. Slaman, 
a member of no social orders or 
church congregations, served 
faithfully, and had his office locat- 
ed in the present building now oc- 
cupied by the business office of 
the Raker Hardware store. 


While located in Cuba, Dr. Sla- 
man passed away in 1917. His wi- 
dow and two children survive. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
S. G. MARSON 


Samuel G. Marson was born in 
Nottingham, England, June 15, 
1830 and came to Rochester, N. Y., 
with his parents in 1846. They 
moved to Ogle county, IIl., in 1855. 

Mr. Marson (S. G.) served in 
the Civil war, enlisting in company 
A, second Illinois cavalry, and re- 
maining three years, 1861 to 1864. 
In 1880 he moved to a farm near 
Lennox where he lived 10 years. 

Mrs. Marson died in 1878, leav- 
ing him with the three children, 
namely: Sophie M., (who died in 
1906); Samuel W., and Sadie L. 
Marson, all of whom were under 
10 years of age at that time. 


Mr. Marson was a charter mem- 
ber of the Lennox Masonic and 
Eastern Star lodges, and of the 
Royal Arch Masons of Sioux Falls. 

Following the death of his 
daughter Sophie M., he made his 
home with his youngest daughter, 
living at Hawarden, Ia., Elk Point, 
and Yankton, S. D. and in 1913 
moving to LaCrosse, Wis. He pass- 
ed away March 1, 1916 at La- 
Crosse at the home of his daugh- 
ter. He was buried in Sioux Falls. 


Postmaster Martin Shank, of 
Shank postoffice, Turner county, 
was in Lennox Monday and drop- 
ped into our sanctum for a chat.

Anna Holt of Emery succeeded 
Mrs. E. J. Nutting as teacher in 
the Lennox schools. Mrs. O. P. 
Ashley is again primary instructor. 
—Lennox Independent, 1886. 
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Mr. and Mrs. 
CHARLES VOGES 


Mr. and Mrs. Charles H. Voges 
were pioneers of Lincoln county. 

Charles Henry Voges was born 
in Brunswick, Germany, December 
31, 1841. When he was about 12 
years of age he came to the Unit- 
ed States with his parents, settling 
at Madison, Wis. The voyage a- 
cross the ocean brought misfor- 
tune to the family, with the pass- 
ing of the mother while they were 
still in mid-ocean. 


Mr. Voges grew to manhood at 
Madison and there learned the 
trade of wagon and carriage-mak- 
ing. In the closing year of the war 
he enlisted as a mechanic and 
spent the last six months of the 
war in government employ. 


Upon his discharge, in the same 
year he was married to Miss Su- 
san Byers, also of Madison, April 
8, 1865. 

Mrs. Voges, (nee Susan Byers) 
was born in Germany, August 18, 
1842. When she was only’ seven 
years old her parents came _ to 
America, locating at Milwaukee, 
Wis., losing her mother and two 
sisters in an epidemic less than 
three weeks after landing. 


Five children were born to Mr. 
and Mrs. Voges, namely: Charles 
Willian Voges, presently at Big 
Timber, Mont.; George Herman 
Voges, (Worthing); Frank Henry 
Voges, Mrs. John (Carrie Alice) 
Gerber, (Lennox), and Mrs. Anna 
May Okken, (Woonsocket, Said BB 
Frank died in March, 1937. 

In 1870 Mr. and Mrs. Voges em- 
igrated to Dakota territory, en- 
tering Lincoln county and first 
taking a pre-emption about seven 
miles east of the present town of 
Worthing.-In 1878 they home- 
steaded near the present Lennox 
townsite, and in 1909 they retired 
from active duties and moved to 
Worthing. 

The pioneer couple spent their 
declining years in Worthing. 

Their trip to Dakota territory 
from Madison, Wis., was complet- 
ed in a covered wagon, and for 
several years they resided in a sod 
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house, enduring the hardships of 
early settlers. Mr. Voges preceded 
his wife in death, passing away 
February 27, 1915. Mrs. Voges 
succumbed November 4, 1930—at 


the age of 88 years, two months, 
and 17 days. Both were buried in 
Lennox. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
BRUNO JOHNSON, SR. 


During his residence here of 
nearly half a century, Bruno John- 
son, sr., followed the trade of pa- 
perhanging and decorating. He al- 
so used his painting and artistic 
abilities in the painting of pictures 
accomplishing much in that ‘“side- 
line’—-and for several years he 
conducted a paint store here. 


Mr. Johnson was born June 22, 
1867 at Loppersum, Germany. 
When he was 15 years old he came 
to the United States alone, for 
two years making his home with 
his mother at Clara City, Minn. 
His father passed away in Ger- 
many, following which his mother 
and other family members had 
come to America. 

In 1884 Mr. Johnson came to 
the Lennox community and in 
1893 he was married to Mrs. Freda 
Burma. For 18 years they farmed 
two miles south of Lennox. Mrs. 
Johnson passed away August 21, 
1911 and following her death the 
widower moved to Lennox where 
he continued his home until his 
death. He died May 28, 1932. 

Mrs. Johnson was born at His- 
inghusen, near Leer, Germany, in 
1858. She married Johannes Bur- 
ma in February, 1881, and in 
March of that year the couple 
immigrated to the United States, 
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going directly to the Lennox vi- 
cinity, where she resided until her 
death. After the death of her first 
husband she was married to Bru- 
no Johnson, August, 1894. She was 
a member of the German Reform- 
ed church and of the ladies aid 
society. 

To her first union four children 
were born, namely: Dick Burma, 
Mrs. William Elcock, Ben Burma, 
and Mrs. Henry T. Knock. Mr. and 
Mrs. Johnson were the parents of 
three children, reading as follows: 
Bruno Johnson, jr., Mrs. Jerry

BENJAMIN GILMORE 


Ever westward was the watch- 
word of land and _ home-seekers 
during the last half of the nine- 
teenth century, when emigration 
to new lands in the west was at 
high tide. Among those who en- 
tered the westward trail we find 
Benjamin Gilmore and family. 

Mr. Gilmore was born in Steuben 
County wi. ..,.1n 1810, of Irish 
and German parentage. He grew 
up in the empire state and there 
received a good common-school 
education. His first employment 
was at cutting ship timbers in the 
woods in the vicinity of his home, 

In 1842 he was united in mar- 
riage to Mary M. Robbins, and to 
this union was born one daughter, 
Martha. Following the death of his 
first wife, Mr. Gilmore _ subse- 
quently married Jane Hemenway 
in 1849. Five children were born 
to this union. 

In 1852 the family removed to 
Dane county, Wisconsin. After re- 
siding there ten years they moved 
to Floyd county, Iowa. There the 
family operated a farm until the 
year of 1878, when Mr. Gilmore 
and family came to Lincoln coun- 
ty and located on a _ homestead 
claim south of the now city of 
Lennox. 

In 1879 the family removed to 
the then new town where Mr. Gil- 
more opened a confectionery and 
fruit store. He continued his resi- 
dence in Lennox until his death on 
May 7, 1888. His third wife was 
Mrs. Catherine Keintz, who sur- 
vived him until 1895, when she 
passed away.

ARUNT J. B. HOFFMAN 


Arunt J. B. Hoffman was born 
in Freeport, Ill., September 16, 
1866.

territory, locating on a farm in 
this locality.

“SAEs and Mrs. 
JOSEPH DETJEN 


Joseph Detjen, pioneer  black- 
smith of Lennox, was born in Ger- 
many, August 18, 1863. When he 
was an infant, his parents—Mr. 
and Mrs. Claus Detjen—immigrat- 
ed to the United States and set- 
tled in Wisconsin. After residing in 
the Badger state for 10 years the 
family entered Dakota territory 
and filed on a homestead north- 
east of the present Lennox town- 
site. 

Mr. Detjen left the farm when 
he was 18 years old. He went to 
Sioux Falls, where he spent three 
years in learning the blacksmith’s 
trade, and the next four years he 
spent in California. 

On January 8, 1891 he was un- 
ited in marriage to Miss Emma Bu- 
boltz, and the counple came_ to 
Lennox where they spent their 
remdining years. 

Mr. and Mrs. Detjen’s first home 
in Lennox was a small house one 
block east of where the Barnsdall 
filling station is now located. Lat- 
er they built a larger house on 
the same location, now the home 
of Mrs. George Lubbers, and lat- 
er they erected a house one block 
south and a block west of their 
first home. 
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For approximately 21 years, Mr. 
Detjen operated a_ blacksmith 
shop, located on main street and 
adjoining the present C. W. Smith 
clothing store. For approximately 
half a decade he was in partner- 
ship with Mr. S. Groeneveld, and 
the last 15 years Mr. Detjen was 
sole operator. In 1911 Mr. Detjen 
sold his blacksmith shop to Peter 
and John Wheelhouse. 

Mr. Detjen was a member of 
the Modern Woodman of America 
organization here. He was also a 
member of the city council many 
years. 

He passed away in 1924. Mrs. 
Detjen and three daughters—Mrs. 
Selmer Stubsten, Esther Detjen, 
and Cecille Detjen—survived him 
at his death. Mrs. Detjen died in 
1932. 


Mr. and Mrs. Fred Seeba were 
pioneers of Turner county and the 
Davis vicinity. Mrs. Seeba, nee 
Henrietta Bartels, came to the 
United States in 1885, settling near 
Davis. She married in 1887. They 
farmed south and west of Lennox 
until 1917 and then moved to Len- 
nox in retirement. Mrs. Seeba 
passed away in July, 1936. Her hus- 
band and three children—Jennie 
(Mrs. Sam Poppinga), Harm Seeba 
and Rena (Mrs. Henry Smit)— 
survived. 


Mr. and Mrs. John K. DeBuhr, 
who farmed south of Chancellor a 
number of years and then moved 
to Lennox in 1919, were both 
early residents here. His parents, 
with their children, homesteaded 
two miles south of Chancellor in 
1878. Mrs. DeBuhr, nee Agke Mul- 
ler, came here with her parents, 
Mr. and Mrs. Gerriet Muller, the 
same year. Mr. DeBuhr died in 
June, 1936, his wife surviving. 


K. O. Husboe located on a farm 
one and one-half miles east of 
Lennox in 1884. After residing for 
eight years in this vicinity he 
moved to Sioux Falls where he 
lived continuously until receiving 
fatal injuries when struck by a 
car, causing his death in April, 
1935. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
JOHN POLL, SR. 


John Poll, sr., who with his wife 
came to Dakota territory in 1878, 
was a Civil War veteran. He join- 
ed the Lennox G.A.R. unit in 1884 
and remained affiliated with that 
organization through his remain- 
ing years. He passed away Febr- 


uary 2, 1933 at the age of 93 years 
and eight days. 

Mr. and Mrs. Poll observed their 
60th wedding anniversary Septem- 
ber 19, 1932. She died in Decem- 
ber, 1933. °” 

Mr. Poll was born in Veenendal, 
Netherlands, January 24, 1840. 
He remained in his native land un- 
til he was 15 years of age and then 
in 1855 came to America with 


another party and located at Bur-

lington, Ia., made his

home nearly four years before go- 
ing to Illinois. 

His intentions were to return 
to Holland, however the Civil war 
broke out and he enlisted in the 
Union army August 20, 1861, in 
Company K, 26th Regiment, IIli- 
nois infantry. While he served 


throughout the war and in many 
battles, he was never wounded. 
The first battle in which he saw 
action was fought under generals 
Segal and Curtis, March 6-8, 1862. 
Later he was with General Sher- 
man on his march to the sea and 
was engaged in many encounters. 
He was. honorably discharged 
September 31, 1863, but re-enlisted 
January 1, 1864 in Company C, 
First Regiment of United States 
veteran engineers. He received his 
second discharge September 26, 
1865. 

Following his second discharge 
he returned to’ Burlington, Ia., 
where he remained on a farm for 
a few years. He then went to Ack- 
ley, where on September 19, 1872 
he was united in marriage to Miss 
Martha Bultena. 

For five years they made their 
home on a farm near Ackley, and 
in the fall of 1878 came to Dakota 
territory—homesteading on a farm 
three miles west of Lennox. Here 
they remained 13 years and then 
moved to Lennox where they 
spent their remaining years. 


Mrs. Poll was born in Wynrer, 
Germany on July 15, 1855, coming 
to America with her parents when 
in her teens and settling on a farm 
near Ackley. 

Thirteen children were born to 
this couple, six of whom preceded 
their elderly parents in death. 
Those surviving are as follows: 
Mrs. C. K. Smith, Mrs. Tilman 
Larson, Mrs. John Van _ Gerpen, 
and George Poll, all of this com- 
munity; John Poll, jr., of Glendale, 
Calit:;’ Mrs. Samia Peterss-0L 
George, Ia., and Mrs. James Mim- 
mick, of Huron.

THOMAS WRIGHT 


Well known among the pioneer 
settlers of Delaware township, Mr. 
and Mrs. Thomas Wright home- 
steaded south of Lennox upon 
coming to Dakota territory in 
1873. 

Mr. Wright was born at Wauke- 
gan, Ill., September 15, 1846. When 
he was but eight years old his 
parents moved to Ripon, Wis., 
where he received his education 
and grew to manhood. He married 
Miss Rosina Knisple December 31, 
1869, and the couple continued to 
make their home at Ripon until 
filing on their claim 10 miles south 
of the present Lennox townsite 
four years later. 

Mrs. Wright—nee Rosina Knis- 
ple—was born at Breslau, Ger- 
many, August 9, 1848. Her par- 
ents, Gottfried and Johanna Knis- 
ple, immigrated to the United 
States and settled in Wisconsin, 
in 1850. 

Mr. and Mrs. Knisple home- 
steaded in Delaware township, 
nine miles south of here, in 1875. 
In 1893 they moved to Lennox. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wright continued 
to make their home on their farm 
and. both took an active part and 
displayed keen interest in the af- 
fairs of the community surround- 
ing. There was very little settle- 
ment here upon their arrival, and 
much of the trading was done at 
Vermillion, Mr. Wright oftentimes 
walking the distance to and from 
the Clay county settlement. His 
part in the development of the vi- 
cinity and deeds accomplished 
received many appraisals. Two 
children were born to this un- 
ion, namely: Mrs. Jake (Nellie) 
Ellis, of Spicer, Minn., and Mrs. 
Hugh B. (Grace) McFarland, of 
Lennox. 

Mr. Wright passed away Janu- 
ary 15, 1913 and Mrs. Wright 
succumbed January 3, 1920. 


Mr. and Mrs. Miles McLaughlin 
were well-known citizens of Ger- 
mantown township. They settled in 
the north half of section 15, in 
November, 1877. 
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Mr. and Mrs. 
DEBELT F. DE BELTS 


Debelt F. DeBelts was a pioneer 
blacksmith of the Lennox com- 


‘munity. He was born in Ostfries- 


land, Germany in 1845. Mrs. De- 
Belts—nee Hilke Gerken—was 
born at Riepe, Ostfriesland, Ger- 
many May 6, 1844. Both grew to 


‘maturity in their native land and 


were married in Germany. 


“The couple immigrated to the 
United States in 1868, settling at 
Freeport, Ill., and later at Wells- 
burg and Ackley, Iowa. They farm- 
ed there until 1878 when they en- 
tered Dakota territory and _ set- 
tled at Finley, early Turner county 
settlement, where he operated a 
blacksmith. 


When the village was made an 
inland settlement with the survey- 
ing of the route for the Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railroad, Mr. 
and Mrs. DeBelts left Finley and 
came to Lennox where he resumed 
his blacksmithing. 


He continued at this trade until 
1888 when he and his wife retir- 
ed to their farm in this commun- 
ity. In 1901 they again moved to 
Lennox’ where they remained until 
their deaths. 


Mr. DeBelts died May 20, 1910. 
Mrs. DeBelts passed away Decem- 
ber 25, 1932. A brother, John R. 
Gerken, passed away the same 
day as she, only a few hours apart. 

She was survived by seven 
children, namely: Behrend DeBelts, 
Mrs. Reinste Berends, Debelt De- 
Belts, Rudolph DeBelts, Hinderk 
DeBelts, Mrs. Lena Buskohl, and 
Albert DeBelts. Also 35 grandchil- 
dren and 16 great-grandchildren. 

D. F. DeBelts’ parents were 
also pioneer settlers here. His 
father, Debelt E. DeBelts  suc- 
cumbed to burns suffered in an 
attempt to salvage contents in his 
barn which was afire. He was born 
in Germany in 1808, subseqently 
marrying there, and immigrating 
to the United States in 1868. They 
came to Dakota territory in 1878, 
homesteading in Home _ township, 
Turner county, and in 1885 moving 
into Lincoln county. They resided 


several years north of Lennox. His 
death occurred April 24, 1886. Mrs. 
(Trentje Wessel) DeBelts died in 
Lennox at the home of her _ son, 
D. F. DeBelts, April 27, 1909. She 
was born June 11, 1820, at Resch- 
tsupweg, Ostfriesland, Germany, 


and was in her 89th year at the 
time of here death. Two chilren 
survived, including: D. F. DeBelts 
and Mrs. John Tellinghuisen. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
GEORGE E. BARCLAY 


Affiliated with the early lodge 
organizations and activities here, 
Mr. and Mrs. George E. Barclay 
were pioneer residents. 


Mr. Barclay was born in Mon- 
mouth county, N. J., the third 
child of a family of nine. In 1869 
he came to Montgomery county, 
Iowa, where he stayed two years, 
then going to Illinois and later to 
Kansas where he remained during 
1871 and 1872, returning to Ili- 
nois and then to Iowa. In 1878 Mr. 
Barclay took up a quarter section 
in Perry township which he prov- 
ed up on, and in 1883 he married 


Miss Ophelia McCartney, a native 
of Montgomery county, Iowa. Two 
children were born to this couple, 
Margaret and Roberta. 

In 1889 Mr. Barclay entered the 
general merchandising business in 
Lennox, and in 1897 likewise had a 
similar establishment in the vil- 
lage of Chancellor. 

Mr. Barclay was a member of 
the Masonic and I.0.0.F. lodges 
and his wife enlisted in the Wo- 
men’s Relief Corps and Rebekah 
organizations. 

Mr. and Mrs. Barclay 
away several years ago.

Gerd Luken Hagena was born 
March 25, 1857, in Ostfriesland, 
Germany, and came to this country 
and Lennox when a young man. 
He married Miss Sophia Smidt 
here March 15, 1884 and during 
the first seven years they lived 
three miles northeast of Davis. 
From there they moved onto their 
farm one-half mile east of the 
Delaware Reformed church, where 
they continued to reside.

Shortly 
later Mr. Hagena moved to Len- 
nox where he spent his. declining 
years. Two children were born to 
Mr. and Mrs. Hagena, namely: Ora 
and Wilke. The former presently 
resides south of Lennox. Wilke 
died when only four months and 
16 days old, passing away Janu- 
ary 5, 1887. 

Mr. Hagena died July 25, 1930.

S. S. SUTHERLAND 


A pioneer farmer and for many 
years a barber here, Samuel 5S. 
Sutherland died August 26, 1908. 

Mr. Sutherland was born in 
Sylvester township, Greene county, 
Wis., April 16, 1843. He enlisted 
in Company A, 40th Wisconsin 
regiment, infantry on May 14, 1864 
during the Civil war and was hon- 
orably discharged with the close 
of that war. 

In 1877 Mr. Sutherland came to 
Lincoln county, Dakota territory, 
and filed on a homestead a few 
miles north of Lennox in Perry 
township. He later also purchased 
a timber claim. 

In 1882 Mr. Sutherland took up 
his residence in Lennox where he 
followed the trade as a_ barber, 
his shop for many years being lo- 
cated in the rear of the Exchange 
bank. The pioneer resident was a 
charter member of Lennox I.0.0.F. 
Wildey lodge and also was _§affi- 
liated with the local Masonic order. 


Henry Wheelhouse was a pioneer 
settler of this community, coming 
here in 1879 and for several years 
engaged in the hotel business at 
Lennox. He later moved to Tea. 
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Mr. and Mrs. 
A. B. McFARLAND 


Prominently associated in con- 
junction with the developments in 
Delaware township, Mr. and Mrs. 
A. B. McFarland assumed active 
roles in the pioneer events of their 
community. 


Mr. McFarland was born in In- 
diana county, Penn., November 6, 
1844. He was reared in Wisconsin, 
his parents—John and Nancy R. 
McFarland—having moved to the 
Badger state when he was a mere 
lad. He was a civil war veteran, 
serving in Company I, 47th Wis- 
consin regiment, infantry. 

At the conclusion of his army 
activities, Mr. McFarland returned 
to Wisconsin. In 1882 he came to 
Dakota territory, purchasing a 
farm in Delaware township. 

Mr. McFarland married Miss 
Clara Mink in Wisconsin in 1870. 
She was a native of that state. 


Three children were born to this 
couple, namely: Margaret M. 
(Mrs. John Allibone), Hugh B., 
and John R. McFarland. 


Mrs. McFarland became affiliat- 
ed with the Methodist church. Her 
husband was a member of the Ma- 
sonic chapters at Centerville and 
Canton, and also of the G.A.R. 
unit. — 

He served as delegate to many 
county and state conventions of 
the Republican party and served 
as chairman of the township cen- 
tral committee. He was assessor 
four years and for many _ years 
member of the town board, several 
terms as president. 

In 1889 he attended as delegate 
from the twentieth district the 
South Dakota constitutional con- 
vention held at Sioux Falls. 

His parents were natives of 
Pennsylvania. In 1854 they settled 
in Green Bay, Wis., and in 1883 
located on a farm on section 34, 
Delaware township, Lincoln coun- 
ty, residing in this vicinity until 
their deaths. 

A. B. McFarland died in Novem- 
ber, 1919. His wife preceded him 
in death, passing away in March, 
1903. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
CLAUS JUNGE 


Included in the roster of Ger- 
man emigrants who came to the 
Lennox community more than half 
a century ago are Mr. and Mrs. 
Claus Junge. 

This early couple grew to ma- 
turity in their native land and 
were married there in 1872. For 
one decade the couple continued 
to reside in their European home, 
and in 1882 embarked to make 
their new home across the Atlan- 
tic, and consequently the United 
States.

Michael Kuper was born Febr- 
uary 28, 1939 at MHolthuserheids, 
Germany. He grew to manhood 
there and October 3, 1863 married 
Mrs. Lena Kuper.

In 1887 
the family came to this country 
and located on a farm south of 
Lennox where he resided a num- 
ber of years and later moving to 
Lennox where he lived in his re- 
maining years.

Edward Harry Best was born in 
London, England, October 18, 1846. 
His parents came to this country 
when he was five years old and for 
two years remained in New York 
city. From there they moved to 
Meridan, IIl., in 1853, where they 
settled on a farm. He attended 
high school at Rockford, Ill.,  be- 
fore enlisting in the Union army, 
which he did October 14, 1864, as a 
substitute for his father. He was 
honorably discharged at Camp 
Butler, Ill.,“May 26, 1865. He ser- 
ved as drummer boy while enlist- 
ed with the Union army. 


Following his discharge he at- 
tended Normal College at Spring- 
field, Ill., and later taught school 
at Earlville, to which town the 
family had moved. 

He married Ida M. Whitney of 
Sheridan, Ill., on Christmas eve, 
1873. 

After one year of farming there, 
they moved to Montrose, Mo., 
where they continued their rural 
duties several years. They came 
to Lennox, Dakota territory, in 
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March, 1882, and here Mr. Best 
read law while engaged in farm- 
ing and was admitted to the bar. 
For awhile he practiced the legal 
profession here. He _ preferred 
farming however, and later focus- 
ed his attention on that work. 

Mr. and Mrs. Best remained here 
several years, then moved to Ver- 
million for school advantages, and 
in 1898 made their home near Ar- 
mour where he remained until his 
death. He died December 22, 1926. 

He was a member of the G.A.R. 
post at Lennox, and also was well- 
known as a fluent speaker. He 
taught school several years, in- 
cluding Tripp, Hillside, and other 
towns.

SIMON SYMENS 


Simon Symens was a_ pioneer 
resident of the vicinity southwest 
of here. He was born in Marien- 
hafe, Ostfriesland, Germany, and 
when 14. years old his parents 
came to this country and settled 
at Germany Valley, Ill. In April, 
1881 he came to Dakota and set- 
tled on a farm seven miles south- 
west of Lennox in Turner county, 
and on May 20, 1882 married En- 
gel Poppenga. They farmed seven 
miles southwest of here for 11 
years and then 21 years continued 
their rural duties 10 miles south- 
east of town. In February, 1914 
they retired and moved to Len- 
nox. Mrs. Symens was...born De- 
cember 22, 1867 at Waltzaten, Ost- 
friesland, Germany, her parents— 
Mr. and Mrs. Reiner Poppenga— 
coming to the United States in 
1868, to Ackley, Ia. Mr. Symens 
passed away December 6, 1936, his 
widow and six children surviving. 
namely: Oda, Reiner, Joe, Willie 
and George Symens, and Mrs. En- 
no Stratmeyer. Mrs. Symens pres- 
ently resides here. 


Mr. and Mrs. 
E. S. INGALLS 


In the spring of 1876 Mr. and 
Mrs. E, S. Ingalls left Dodge coun- 
ty, Minn., and made the trek to 
Dakota territory and this vicinity 
in covered wagon mode. At the 
time of their arrival here, con- 
siderable land had already been 
taken by the pioneer settlers, and 
Mr. Ingalls purchased two relin- 
quishments—one previously home- 
steaded and the other a_ timber 
claim. These tracts are still in the 
family possessions. 

The first house for these Dela- 
ware township pioneers was a 
frame building 16 feet by 24 feet 
in dimensions, and the lumber for 
the structure was hau!ed from Ver- 
million. 

It was in the upbuilding of 
their farm enterprise that Mr. and 
Mrs. Ingalls endured _ the early 
hardships, among which are men- 
tioned the grasshoppers, prairie 


fires, and blizzard of 1880. One of 
the older sons was an instructor in 
a nearby rural school during the 
memorable blizzard of 1888. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ingalls were both 
born in New York state, he pass- 
ing away in 1887. Mrs. Ingalls, nee 
Elizabeth Tanner, died in 1911. 
Mrs. Ingall’s father was a captain 
during the Revolutionary war. 

This union was blest with four 
children. A son, Ed Ingalls, pres- 
ently resides on the “home place” 
eight miles south of Lennox. My- 
ron, Frank, and Mary Ingalls, the 
other three children, have passed

Mr. and Mee 
R. AINSWORTH 


An early homesteader of this 
vicinity, Richard Ainsworth locat- 
ed originally on a claim in Grant 
township in May, 1873. 

He was a native of Lancashire, 
England, the only child of Joseph 
and Isabella (Woods) Ainsworth 
who were farmers of that vicinity. 
Here he grew to manhood. Follow- 
ing his mother’s death, his father 
married a second time, to Maria 
Culsha, subsequently becoming the 
parents of, rather large family. 

Richard Ainsworth, convinced he 
should continue his career in the 
“new World’ immigrated to the 
United States in 1866 and resumed 
farming in the state of Minnesota. 
Seven years later, in May, 1873, he 
settled in Dakota territory, locat- 
ing in Grant township, proving up 
on this land and later trading it 
for another farm in Lynn town- 
ship. Subsequently he became own- 
er of a half section of land in the 
foregoing townships. 

From his scant possessions of a 
team and wagon and‘little money 
when-he came to this county, 
erecting a small sod shanty, he 
continued his labors and became 
quite prosperous. 

Mr. Ainsworth married twice. 
His first bride was Miss Mary 
Balderston, whom he married in 
Minnesota and to whom one 
daughter, Isabelle, was born. Fol- 
lowing her death about two 
years after coming to Dakota, he 
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married Miss. Jannet Curry, who, 
of Scotch birth, grew to woman- 
hood at Toronto, Canada, where 
her parents had moved when she 
was but a child. This union was 
blest with six children, namely: 
James, Joseph, Alice, Annie Violet 
and Paul. They were members of 
the Methodist Episcopal church. 

Mr. and Mrs. Ainsworth passed 
away several years ago.

JOHN A. BOGERT 


John A. Bogert was born in Ni- 
agara county, N. Y., in 1835, .and 
the following year his parents 
moved to Adrian, Mich.

Mr. and Mrs. 
KNUDT I. HILMEN 


Mr. and Mrs. Knudt I. Hilmen 
were numbered among the Nor- 
wegian settlers of the West Prair- 
ie community. The former, born 
and reared in his native land, 
homesteaded eight miles  south- 
east of Lennox in Grant  town- 
ship. 

Mrs. Hilmen, nee Raginild Hil- 
men, was born in Valdres, Norway, 
October 21, 1853. She grew to wo- 
manhood there and in the fall of 
1881 came to the United States 
with her sister, Marit (Mrs. Ole 
Ulberg). In November of that 
year she was united in marriage to 
Knudt Hilmen, and the couple took 
up farming on his homestead. Two 
children were born to this union, 
including Maria, who died in 1901 
at the age of 19 years, and Clara, 
(Mrs. Ed Hoverud). 

Mr. Hilmen was instantly killed 
July 18, 1883 when he was struck 
by lightning leaving Mrs. Hilmen 
with the two small children to en- 
dure the hardships of pioneer life. 
Mrs. Hilmen passed away August 
7, 1929 at the home of her daugh- 
ter, Mrs. Hoverud. 

Mr. Hilmen’s parents—Mr. and 
Mrs. Ivor K. Hilmen—came to this 
community a few years later than 
he, likewise filing on a home- 
stead claim in Grant township. 
Ivor K. Hilmen was born July 23 
1827 and succumbed June 25, 1900. 
His wife, born in 1818, passed 
away June 1, 1911. They were born, 
reared and subsequently married 
in Norway. 

Six children were born to this 
union, including Mrs. Mary Soiset, 
Mrs. Raginild Sorenson, Ole Hil- 
men, Mrs. Jeannie Pederson, Mrs.

CONRAD MEIER 

Mr. and Mrs. Conrad Meier set- 
tled four miles west of Lennox in 
1889. They farmed there several 
years and then moved to Lennox. 
Mrs. Meier expired September 13, 
1924. Mr. Meier presently resides 
in Lennox. Three children preced- 
ed Mrs. Meier in death, with 
three then surviving. 
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Mr. and Mrs. 
THOMAS CROWLEY 
One of four brothers to file on 
claims in this community, Thomas 
Crowley was one of the original 
homesteaders of Perry township. 

Mr. Crowley was born in Illi- 


nois, October 21, 1857. Like his 
three brothers—Michael, Timothy 
and John—he entered Dakota 


territory and filed on a homestead 
claim in this community. He set- 
tled here in 1877. 

Mrs. Crowley—nee Mame Halli- 
gan—was born at Cherokee, Ia., in 
1867. When a young lady she came 
with her parents, Mr. and Mrs. 
Tom Halligan, to Dakota territory 
and for a short time taught school 
in this locality. 

Following their marriage in No- 
vember in 1889, here, Mr. and 
Mrs. Crowley remained on their 
farm enterprise one mile east of 
Lennox for approximately twenty 
years and in 1909 they moved to 
Sioux Falls. Mrs. Crowley preced- 
ed her husband in death, passing 
away at the home of her daughter 
Mrs. Jay Pound at Omaha, Neb., 
February 2, 1930. Two daughters 
also survived, namely: Mrs. Jay 
(Ora) Pound and Mrs. Bernie 
(Winifred) Shannon. 

Mr. Crowley passed away Sep- 
tember 30, 1931. 


JOHN SCHUTJER 

John Schutjer was born near 
Grundy Center, Ia., December 3, 
1880 and when a boy of six years 
his parents moved to Lennox. He 
met his death October 21, 1913, 
while carrying on his duties as 
rural mail carrier, in a motorcy- 
cle accident. Mr. Schutjer, who for 
seven years served as carrier on 
route one, was married March 4, 
1903 to Miss Margaret Gruis.

He first settled 
at Luverne, Minn., where he work- 
ed in a meat market for several 
years and later locating in Dakota 
territory, homesteading southeast 
of Lennox in Grant township. 

Mrs. Wiebel, nee Ida Gayken, 
was born in Lubertsfehm, Ost- 
friesland, Germany and with her 
parents immigrated to America 
when she was six years old. 

Mr. and Mrs. Wiebel were mar- 
ried at Canton, April 18, 1883, 
and resided on their farm in Grant 
township one year before taking up 
their residence in Lennox. 

For approximately thirty years 
Mr. Wiebel was employed in a local 
meat market. 

Five children were born to this 
union, namely: Hye, Chris, George, 
John and Abbie Wiebel, all of 
whom survived their parents. Mrs. 
Wiebel died March 21, 1910, at the 
age of 47 years. Mr. Wiebel passed 
away January 7, 1920 at the home 
of his daughter, Mrs. Albert Ert- 
moed.

Mrs. Mollie Plander Struck was 
born at Breman, Germany, Janu- 
ary 25, 1861.

HENRY DEDE 


Mr. and Mrs. Henry Dede were 
early residents of the Lennox 
community. The couple establish- 
ed their home here in 1883 and in 
following years 
witnessed the 
advancement of 
this section. 

Mrs. Dede was 
born in Frei- 
burg, Elbe, Ger- 
many on May 
16, 1845. When. 
she was 20 
years old she 
immigrated to 
this country, 
and in 1868 was united in mar- 
riage to Henry Dede at Freeport, 
Ill. The couple remained there for 
three years following their mar- 
riage and in 1871 moved to Mar- 
shal county, Ia., where they con- 
tinued their residence until their 
settlement in Dakota territory and 
Lennox. 

Mrs. Dede, preceded in death by 
her husband who died in 1905, 
passed away February 21, 1923, at 
the age of 74 years, nine months 
and four days.

It was in 1868 that Mr. and Mrs. 
Peter H. Wierenga—with three 
children, Henry, Mell and Weert— 
made their exodus from their na- 


tive land, Germany, to make their 
future home in the United States. 
In completing their trek across the 
Atlantic the family went to Free- 
port, Ill., where they resided two 
years. 

In 1870 they journeyed  west- 
ward in the progress of emigra- 
tion movements to the west and 
middlewest, and their travel took 


them to Ackley, Ia., where the 
family established their home. 
Here they remained until 1881 


when they left the Hawkeye state 
and entered the rolling plains of 
Dakota territory—settling seven 
and one-half miles—six south and 
one and one-half west—from Len- 
nox, then a promising settlement 
in its early stages. Here the pio- 
neer couple spent most of their 
remaining years. 

Nine children were born to this 
early couple. Four of these, three 
daughters and one son, Medina, 
Talka, Gretje and Peter, lost their 
lives in the blizzard of 1888.

He married Amelia Sutherland, 
November 27, 1879 and the cou- 
ple continued to make their resi- 
dence here for approximately two 
decades. They took an active part 
in the affairs of the Lennox com- 
munity, and Mr. Waldo was one of 
the charter members of the Royal 
Neighbor and Modern Woodmen 
lodges. 

In 1898 the family moved to Vi- 
borg and after making their resi- 
dence there for four years’ they 
moved to Fulton in 1902, where 
they resided until their deaths. 
They operated a hotel at Fulton 
several years. 

Mr. Waldo—who was born Feb- 
ruary 19, 1854 at Beloit, Wis.— 
passed away April 12, 1935. Mrs. 
Waldo—who came here with her 
parents, Mr. and Mrs. Winfield 
Sutherland, in 1881—died a month 
previous, March 12, 1935. 

Two children were born to this 
union, surviving them. These _in- 
clude Mrs. Alma Adams and Roy 
Waldo. 


TRON TRONSON 

Mr. and Mrs. Ole Tronson, na- 
tives of Norway where they were 
born, reared and _ subsequently 
married in 1871, came to the Un- 
ited States and directly to Lincoln 
county a few years after their 
marriage, settling on a homestead 
six and one-half miles east of Len- 
nox. They lived there continuous- 
ly until their deaths. Mrs. Tron- 
son—born at Hollingdahl, Norway, 
February 9, 1845—died April 22, 
1932. Mrs. Tronson passed away 
April 21, 1924. Two children, Tron 
Tronson and Mrs. Amund_ Huset, 
survived. 


Mr. and Mrs. Henry Schriever 
settled here in 1882. Mr. Schriever 
died in 1918 and Mrs. Schriever 
passed away in 1919.

J. WESTERMAN 


Mr. and Mrs. Jasper Westerman 
were familiar personalities in the 
pioneer settlement of this section. 
The former came to this vicinity 
in 1883 and filed on a homestead 
northwest of the present Chancel- 
lor townsite, in Turner county. He 
married Miss Hilke Huisinga, De- 
cember 19, 1892 and eight years 
later, in 1900, moved to Lennox 
where they lived until their deaths. 
Mr. Westerman was born in Ger- 
many June 12, 1858. He donated 
to the city land for their pres- 
ent park. Mrs. Westerman _was 
born at Pogum, Germany, Decem- 
ber 20, 1872. When she was 10 
years old her parents, Mr. and 
Mrs. B. E. Huisinga, came to this 
community, directly from their na- 
tive land. Prior to her marriage 
Mrs. Westerman taught school 
many years. She spent her declin- 
ing years an invalid.

Mr. and Mrs. 
POPPE F. JAVERS 


In 1888 Mr. and Mrs. Poppe F. 
Javers left Grundy county, Iowa, 
to make their future home in the 
Lennox vicinity. The early couple 
settled on a farm northwest of 
Lennox and spent their remaining 
years there. 

Mr. Javers came to the United 
States in 1867, going directly to 
Grundy county, Iowa. He was born 
February 6, 1844 at Loquard, Ost- 
friesland, Germany.

Mr. and Mrs. John Crowley were 
Perry township homesteaders.

He grew to manhood in his native 
state and in 1876 came to Dakota 
territory, filing on a homestead in 
Perry township, two miles east of 
Lennox.

She 
was reared in the Hawkeye state 
and in 1878 came with her par- 
ents to Dakota territory and home- 
steaded north of Chancellor. Her 
maiden name was Bridget Brazzell.

They re- 
mained there until their deaths.

Included in the influx of pioneer 
emigrants of this community were 
Mr. and Mrs. August Bellach. 

The former was born June 22, 
1850 in Brandenburg, Germany, 
and when he was 16 years old he 
came with his parents to the Un- 
ited States, settling at Lamire, 
Wis. Mrs. Bellach—nee Bertha 
Lovira—was born in Germany and 
came to this country at the age 
of 12 years and with her parents 
settled at Palmira, Wis. 

The couple was married in 1873 
and continued to make their home 


in the Badger state until the sum- 
mer of 1878 when they came ov- 
erland by team to Dakota  terri- 
tory, and homesteaded four miles 
northwest of Lennox, in Perry 
township, Lincoln county.

Mrs. Wallenstein—nee Reeka 
Muller—was born June 22, 1849 at 
Bunde Kries, Ostfriesland, Ger- 
many, and after the death of her 
father, came to this country with 
her mother in 1870, settling at 
Ackley, Iowa.

Her 
husband passed away February 23, 
1918. No children were born to this 
Union. 


JUL OLSON FODNESS 


Jul Olson Fodness was a Grant 
township homesteader and early 
settler of the West Prairie com- 
munity. He was a charter member 
of the West Prairie Lutheran 
church, and filed on a homestead 
claim seven and one-half miles 
southeast of the present Lennox 
townsite. He remained in this vi- 
cinity approximately two decades. 
Then, upon returning to his na- 
tive Norway, he passed away en- 
route while oboard a ship crossing 
the Atlantic ocean.

JAN GROEN 


Four years after their immigra- 
tion to the United States Mr. and 
Mrs. Jan Groen located on a farm 
in this locality. 

The couple—natives of Germany 
where they were married May 24, 
1874—-came to this country in 
1885 and located at Forreston, Il. 
In 1889 they settled on a farm 
south of Lennox, where they con- 
tinued their duties until 1911 when 
they retired and took up their res- 
idence in Lennox. 

Mr. Groen was born at Tigel- 
warf, Ostfriesland, Germany, No- 
vember 16, 1842. Mrs. Groen, 
formerly Remda Ennenga, was al- 
so born at Tigelwarf, November 10 
1852. 

Twelve children were born to 
this union, one of whom died in 
infancy.

SIXTIETH ANNIVERSARY CELEBRATION 
June 20 and 21, 1939 were red letter days in the history of 
Lennox. The two days were marked by a colorful festival pro- 
gram planned in observance of the 60th anniversary of the city. 


An interesting and unique feature of the celebration was 
the mammoth historic parade on the first day. The three pic- 
tures shown above represent celebration scenes. The scene at 
the top shows the head of the parade coming down Main street 
from the north, headed by Legionaires and Boy Scouts with 
their flags, banners and colors. Immediately behind follows the 
Davis high school band. Trailing behind is nearly a two-mile 
long procession of colorful and picturesque floats and pageantry 
moving down the main thoroughfare. In the center is shown a 
street scene with groups of people awaiting the parade. Below 
is seen a picture of one of the magnificent floats which had a 
prominent place in the parade. On the banners can be seen the 
name “Friesland.” 

The celebration program was replete with attractions of 
various kinds for the entertainment of the crowds. The anniver- 
sary event achieved a record unparalleled in the history of the 
city.

Mr. and Mrs. John VanBockern 
were among the well known pio- 
neer residents of the Lennox com- 
munity. These pioneer settlers were 
both natives of Germany, the form- 
er born at Lear on June 6, 1836, 
and the latter—nee Chistene Kruse 
—at Simonesold on October 17, 
1843. 

Following his immigration to 
the United States, Mr. VanBockern 
settled in Grundy county, Iowa. 
Mrs. VanBockern left her native 
land and came to America in 1862, 
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also going directly to Grundy 
county, Iowa. 
They were united in marriage 


June 10, 1865 and the couple con- 
tined to make their home in the 
Hawkeye state for two decades 
before coming to Dakota territory 
and the Lennox vicinity. They es- 
tablished their home here in 1885. 
Twelve children were born to this 
couple, including Nellie (Valen- 
tine), Maggie (Reiners), Albert 
Van Bockern (who died March 17, 


1922), Jerry VanBockern, Helen

Reiner J. Poppenga was born 
July 28, 1837 at Rysum, Ostfries- 
land, Germany.

They remained in their native land 
for six years following their mar- 
riage and in 1868 embarked for 
the United States. Upon their ar- 
rival in this country they settled 
at Ackley, Iowa, and farmed there 
until 1877 when, in September of 
that year, they came to Dakota 
territory and Middleton  town- 
ship.

Mrs. Schriever, nee Eliza- 
beth Bultena, was born at Wy- 
meer, Germany, January 30, 1849, 
and when she was 24 years of age 
came to the United States with 
her parents, settling at Ackley, Ia. 
There she was united in marriage 
to a Mr. Niggerdyker and follow- 
ing his death came to Dakota ter- 
ritory in 1879, settling in this com- 
munity. Here she was united in 
marriage to Koert Schriever. This 
union was blest with nine chil- 
dren, four of whom, and the fath- 
er, preceded the mother in death. 
Mrs. Schriever died January 8, 
1935, attaining the age of 85 
years, 11 months and eight days. 
Two sons and three daughters sur- 
vived her. 


HEIKE A. ERTMOED 

Heike A. Ertmoed was_ born 
January 2, 1858 at Campen, Ost- 
friesland, Germany." ‘In 1882 he 
came with other family members 
to this country and _ settled at 
Grundy county, Ia. He married in 
1883 and in the spring of 1887 
came to Lincoln county, Dakota 
territory, and settled on a farm 
near Lennox. Seven children were 
born to this union. Mr. Ertmoed 
retired from the farm in 1909 and 
moved to Lennox. In 1913 he went 
to Germany and returned follow- 
ing the world war. On September 
23, 1925 he married Mrs. Lukas 
Siepkes of Lennox, she surviving 
him at his death.
